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PEEFAGE. 


On 19tli January 1881 1 received an order from the Government of Madras appointing me to serve 
on special duty in connection mth the Archteolorical Survey of Southern India, and, in a subsequent order 
my duties Tvere defined. I Tvas entrusted mth uie preparation of lasts of all the ^own inscriptions and 
mohiunental antiquities in the Madras Presidency, in order to prepare the way for a.detailed survey. 
With these instructions to guide me I set to work to collect the information from the several Districts 
issuing a circular appealing for help to a large number of officials and private gentlemen both European 
and JNative. 7,500 of these were circulated, and much correspondence naturally ensued. The work in 
hand, moreover, entailed a very eonsiderahle amount of reading, for I was compelled to study volume by 
volume aE the hooks which I could find in the Presidency town in which reference would be likely to be 
made to Southern Indian arehteology and antiquities. A large number of works hearing on the subject 
I have been unable to procure, but, besides many others, I have gone through all the sets of sdentifio 
journals published since A.D. 1785 which seemed likely to hear on the subject, including the numerous 
volumes of thp Aaiatio Eesearches, the Journals bf the Royal Asiatic Society, those of the Asiatic Society 
of Bengal, of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic S^iety, and of the Madras Journal of Literature 
and Science, as weU as the whole of the issues of the ** Indian Antiquary.” 

The object which I placed before myself from the commencement of the work was not only to 
produce lists of antiquities in each District for the use of the Archreological Surveyor, hut to furnish 
general information for the guidance of many residents in Southern India who might bo as yet uninter- 
ested in the subject, with the 'view of enabling them, if their tastes so lead them, to join in the work of 
historical research ; and I have been buoyed im by the hope that the Lists and Tables which form the 
main portion of Volume II, '(and which the Madm Government did not call upon me to compile,) will be 
found of considerable utility in the gradual work of histoiy-moking, by enablmg many to become fellow- 
workers who would otherwise, from the labor required in studying the subject, never be induced to pay 
any attention to it. This ex^ work has led to some delay, but I think it will be found to be of service 
in the end. For instance if Volume I stood alone, and there were nothing re^y to hand to guide 
him, an official, riding through a village where the>xi8{ence of an undeciphered stone inscriptwn is 
mentioned, might^be induced to look for it, and, if found, to report the fact to the Archacsological Smveyor* 
he might even go so far as to have it read and report the date’and the name of the sovereign entered 
therein, but he would probably do little else. Having no books to refer to, he would not fake the trouble 
to inquire to what dyuMty tlie^ king belonged, whether the date tallied with other inscriptions of the 
same reign throughout the Preridency, or whether there happened to be in this inscription any peculiarity 
requiring special notice, — in short, whether the inscription was a veiy valuable one, or only valuable as 
being another of a number confirming the same facts. If, however, he has ready to hand a set of tables 
which will at a glance enable him to see approximately the year A.D. corresponding to the native date 
given, and show him who the sovereign was whose name he reads in the inscription, when he lived to 
what family he belonged, and whether this inscription confirms or contradicts other known inscriptions 
of that date, I think it stands to reason that he will take a greater interest in the subject. And the 
interest will increase as he goes on, till eventually his researches may prove of very great value to the 
future historian of Southern India. 

With this object in view I commenced by preparing Chronological Tables in order to enable an 
approximate date A.D. to be given for all native dates mentioned in inscriptions. These are only roughly 
given. Extreme accuracy can only be obtained by very troublesome calculations. I earnestly hope 
that Government will see fit shortly to have these calculations made and the results published m 
clear tables, so that at a glance the English day of the week, the month, and the yeor,A.D. may be 
known for evepr Telugu, Tamil, and Malayalam date mentioned in inscriptions. One thing at least is 
certain ; — it will be impossible to obtain an accurate histoiy of the country till this is done. 

My next caie was to draw Up Genealogical Tables and Lists of all the known dynasties and great 
families of Southern India from the earliest times. Hese are merely tentative in most instances beeiuse 
the subject is yet in its infancy. Bui I have attempted to give the latest information regarding them 
from the best authorities. I lay no claim to any origindity. These tables are, for the mosf part merely 
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I'omoiled from tbo pulilished works of well-known wntcrs ; but being callGctcd together tho^ will, I hope, 
be uSful to betnnners. The reznaming lasts contain as many of tho dated mscnptions in the Presi- 
LevSl coEuect,arranged--(l) chronologicany for the use o^pigrapbsta and the students of 
gene^l history ; and (2) in order of saccession of the sovereigns of diflerent dynasties for guidance as 

malco it ftorougUy understood that the Mar- 
mation eiven herein must not be considered either as conclasivo. or even as n«cssanly a^oraje ^1 1 
could pretend to do in the limited time at my disposal was to record ns oaroful y as ^WMiblo all that mv 
informants told me ; and as the latter may have made many mistakes^, I cannot vonch for the aocumy of 
all the statements made in these volumes' Far more has been discorded thim atoitted, M l was 
certain of error in many cases, and sceptical as to asserted facts in many jnoro. Tho Lists must be con- 
sidered as provisional and tentative, not final.* The work of antiquarian research in South^ IncLa 
1^1 best be carried out, therefore, if workers will take nothing for granted, but in each case will test tho 
accuracy of the statements made in this volume by oiamination on tho spot. By perpetual corrections, 
additions and alterations, the Lists may, in the course of years, bo rendered perfect ; at present they 
must merely he considered as forming a basis on which to work. In addition to errors in tho description 
of antiquarian remains it will probably be found that in many cases tho distances and directions of the 
places mentioned are inaccurately given. For this information I have been almost solely indebted to 
Tahsildars of taluks, and Clerks in their oEBces, whose ideas of distance and the points of the compass aro 
often very vague, and who are, I am sorry to say, often very careless. In every instance I have searched 
on the Ordnance Map for the place mentioned and, when found, have given the information accurately ; 
but where I have failed to find the place I am not personally responsible for my entries. If residents in 
the Distriids will take the trouble to send notices of errors in tbs respect to tho Archmological Surveyor 
they ^ greatly assist bs work as well as prepare the way for more accurate lists in time to come. 

Appendix A, Containing archajological notes made during a personal tour in tho ralnii4 country of 
the Kistua District, I preferred, on careful consideration, to print separately, because it partakes of a 
different character to that of the general lists, the greater portion of which is prepared merely on hear- 
say. 

The much-vexed question of Orthography must receive some notice here. First, then, I must 
explain that my chief guide in this direction has been a hard-and-fast Order. of Government directing 
me to base my orthogr^hy on the principles of the present Government system. In order to ensure 
uniformity the Madras Government has published Lists, to wbch it has desired all offioers strictly to 
adhere, fixing the spelling of all the most important places in the Presidency. These Lists retain the 
popular spellmg in the case of places whose names may be considered as now forming part of tho English 
language, while transKterating with more or less accuracy a number of names of talnks, rivers, and less 
known places. This last list might, I think, be much improved, but as it stands I am bound by it. In 
the case of all names not entered m the Govemment Lijts I have given an exact transliteration according 
to a table annexed to this preface. The advantage of this is obvious. Eesidentsin the south, for instance, 
may desire infomation regar^g a place in the Telugu country, and unless they aro able in their’eorre- 
BTOndence to write in correct Telugu the name of the village in question, great confusion may arise, for 
the written names may be qmte unintelligible to Telugu-speaking people. One example, taken at 
random, will suffice. The vUlage of Gahchinnayyapileni (•jwOo^^oSs*-- 9 o), in the Nandyal Taluk of 
tie Kumool DUtrict, i», in fte Ordnenee Map, written Gotchinpolkm. But if auy one, desirous of infor- 
mation reBurding the inKnption there, were to reijuesl the Tnhsildar of the talii to try and Rot him a 
Mpy of iManmg tho place or itfngtt-oS, I fear he would stand yeiy little chance of

spelling, while adding the proper diacritical marks for the “ e ” and “ t.” 

In some cases I felt a considerable difficulty, such as in the spelling of the name “ Chola ” (Sanskrit 
Chola, Telugii Chola or Ohoda^ Tamil ^ora). Here I have kept to the Sanskrit as being the best known, 
and least likely' to lead to confusion, the ori^ol being little known to English readers. Butin 
> quotations from inscriptions X have always kept to the original orthography properly transliterated, it 
being quite as erroneous to represent a Tamil •writer as speal^g of Oh6la as it would be to represent him 
using the word Chola or Choda^ the letter ip being quite different from or, eu or I am perfectly aware 
that m some other cases my orthography may be held to be objectionable. Thus ; — I ■write the name of 
the sovereigns of ancient Madura, — not FdnAi/a^ the former being the accurate original vema» 

cular spelling, the latter a Sanskritik perversion. (Dr. Burnell’s Sauth-lndian Fahiography^ Introd-, p. r, 
Note 2.) No mistake is likely to he made hereby readers, and it is os well to have the original spelung. 

In one or two other instances I have allowed myself a slight liberty where native pronunciation 
differs from native spelling. Thus the ‘distinguishing name — termination ^ar« (tr»^),8peltpopularly 
“ Rao ” or “ Row,” I have spelt -Raw, — preserving the universal pronunciation, while at the same time 
pointing out by the accented a the difference between this and the vowel au. The word is never pro- 
nounced rd-tu hut rd-u. 

One or two other explanations are necessary. Speaking of inscriptions, the expression “private 
grant ” may possibly not be clearly understood at first sight. I mean by it to express a grant of money 
or lands to an institution by persons other than sovereigns or chiefs. In the latter coses the names of 
the donors are always given. In the former, the name being useless for historical purposes, arid brevity 
. being an object, I simply call the gift o“ private grant” or “ private donation,” meaning a gift by 
private persona. 

The loose method of expressing corresponding dates in these lists must he specially noted that no 
confusion may arise In consequence of it. A year of the Sdlkahana §aka Era corresponds roughly with 
nine months of one and three of the next following year A.D., the ^ka years beginning in the month of 
March or April For the sake of brevity I have entered against each $aka year only the A.D. year of 
which it contams three-quarters. Thus, for instance, the year d. 8. 1514 as mentioned in one of these 
documents, corresponds to three-quarters of A.D. 1592 and one-quarter of 1593. I write simply “ 6.6. 
1514 (A.D. 1592).” If, howevw.^on consulting the original inscription it is found that one of the three 
last months of the native year, 6.6. 1614, be mentioned it will follow that (approximately) the English 
dateTvill hoin the first three months of 1593. I say “ approximately ” because, as a fact, some days vary 
in each year, and unless very careful and intricate calculations ore made, absolute acc^uraoy is impossible. 

It must never he forgotten that almost every document mentions, not the year, but the one 

that has pasud. The tables at the end of Volume II have been specially drawn up in accordance with 
this habit, after the example of Prinsep. 

I would express my deep obligations to a number of gentlemen in the President who have given 
me most ready and kindly help in work, especially noting the names of Mr. J. F. Fleet * of the 
Bombay Civil Service, the Rev. T, Foulkes of Bangalore, and Ifr, Le^wis Rice, Director of Public 
Instruction in the State of MaisQr, gentlemen from whom, as being outside the Madras Presidency, I had 
no right to expect aid, but who never failed to help me ■with advice and information whenever appealed 
to ; and, in conclusion I would record my acknowledgments of the services of my young fellow-laborer, 

S. M. Nateia Ssatif, whose industiy pnd zealous co-operation have most materially contributed to the 
completion of the work.

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TOPOaHAPHIOAL USTS OF ANTIQUITIES. 


GENERuUi REMAUKS. 

The accompanying lists must not be considered os at oU exliaustivo. It has been, of course, quite 
impossible for me to obtain accurate lists of all the antiquities that exist in the Southern Presidency. 
What follows is merely a commencement. But this commencement will be valuable if otBcers in each 
district will help in perfecting the lists by correcting the errors that must have crept in and constantly 
adding new particulars. By so doing they will bo rendering a distinct service to orehajological research. 
All I pretend to do is to summarize what I have leamt and what I happen to know, or to have seen. 
In several ^stricts the information sent to me has been meagre, and I feel confident that the lists will 
have to be very exten'sively added to before they can be considered as even approximately complete. 

^e names of rillages in each taluk are given alphabetically, os it seems in vain to attempt to give 
them in any topographim order. It would naturally tend to clearness if a small plan of the taluk, with 
the villages marked on it, were prefixed to each list; hut this would ho too expensive for the present 
ephemeral publication. 

I give the districts in order mainly from north to south of the Presidency. In each district the 
t filiiV-R are given in order on the general idea of commencing with the north. 

Distances are olwaj’s given in direct lines. I have worked uniformly with the Ordnance map, and have 
simply measured the distances with a scale. Whero the place is not marked on the Ordnance map, I 
have had to trust entirely to my informants. Where the spelling of a name in the Ordnance map differs 
from mine, I have noted the fact within brackets. 

In preparing these lists the question arose how best to describe the ancient rude stone monuments 
which are so freely scattered about in certain parts of the Presidency. They consist of dolmens, 
croidechs, menhirs, stonc-circles, cairns, and T^pUlal, upright slabs with umbrella>like cap-stones. 
(These hurt are only 'found on the Western Coast.) The natives of the Telugu countipr have only one 
name for all these : Rikihasa gundlu*^ or “ stones (rocks) of the Rikshasas. ’ Occasionally the word 
gullxi {tmpleSf circks) may be substituted for putuilut but one can never be certain what is meant by the 
term without explanations. Similarly, in the Tamil county the word used is “ Pdn^ata kal,*' “ stone of 
the Pandavas,” or for hai eomethnea kuli, “ pit.” On the Western Coast the word used is 
or. NaTmndtikuU, tdpikal being used in a speaal sense. Though I have done mv best to ascertain the 
respective classes to which these ancient relics belong, I am not always certain that the classiffcation is 
accurate, and the assertion of the existence of “ dolmens *’ or “ stone-circles ” must be accepted with 
reservation. The time at my command has not allowed of any very great accuracy, which cmddonly be 
obtained by lengthened correspondence in each particTilar case. 

Por the sake of brevity I have often used the'native words (I) Ndgakal, (2) Virahal, Mdsatikal, 
respectively, for the rude stone sculptures of (1) serpents variously represented, and figures half-human, 
half-serpentine ; (2) of warriors in various attitudes, and groups of the same sometimes mounted ; (3) of 
women who have committed sad. 

A very large number of inscriptions have been reported to me as existing but “ illegible.” My native 
correspondents are generally content with the simple statement that an msoription “ cannot be read ” 
without specifying whether this is due to the fact of the letters being too archaic in shape though perfectly 
clear — illegible from age and the effects of exposure combined — or modem, but unable to be read from 
any such cause as their position (perhaps inside the dark chamber of an adytum, or on a slab placed high 
upon a pillar or wall; or half-buried), orposribly from their being broken or otherwise damaged, or 
perhaps covered with so many coatings of whitewash that the letters are almost obliterated. Where any 
such details are supplied, I hive stated them shortly in these lists. Otherwise I have been content with 
the simple statement that the inscription is ** illegible” in inverted commas, the latter sign meaning that 
such, and such only, is the information snpplied to me, and that I can give no reason why the letters 
cannot be made out. I am confident that in tiie case of very many of the inscriptions so characterized a 
skilled epigraphist will find no difficulty whatever in deciphering them. 

As to the much-vexed question of spelling, I have, as directed, adhered to the Government system, 
retaining the old spelling in the case of well-known places, and transliterating carefullyin all other 
instances. In the method of transliteration I have adhered to the system adopted in the " Indian 
Antiquary ” so far as my printers permit me, but where there is no fount I am, of course, powerless. 
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THE GANJAAI DISTRICT. 

Theie aie no ancient rude etone monumentB in tlie district ; but tho Snnras ot the hill tracts to tlm 

Nb ore at present known to exist except tho Afioka Rock Inscnphon at 

Jaugada ; but it seems natural to expect that some wiU ^ traced hereafter. 

The Brahmanical remains will ba found noted each m its proper place. 

Muhammadan remains ore numerous, especially towards tho sea coast, but of course they boast of no 
hich antiquity. The principal mosques are at Berhamporo and ChiMColo.

Tho district, in historical times, was under the su-ay of the Onssan and Orangal kings tiU luo 
Muhammadan conquest. 

The worship of viUaga goddesses and demons prevails largely. 

The Collector states that no monumental carved stones in honor of heroes, warriors, or taUs aro 
known to exist, nor any traces of ancient commerce with other nations. _ . 

The origin of the name “ Ganjam ” is not known. About the year 630 A.D. tho Chinoso Pilgrim 
Hiwen*Thflang visitod a country 200 miles south of the copitol of Odm (Orissa) which ho calls , 
Kong-yu-to, and this probably represents the name now corrupted into “ Ganjfiiii.” In Diwcn-Tlisang s 
time there was a powerful king living at Ganjiiti, who, General Cunningham thinks, was tho Onss^ 
Lalitenira Kefiari. This, however, does not agree with Hunter’s Inst. Four years later when the 
pilgrim revisited Magadha he found that tho celebrated sovereign naishavardhsna had just returned from 
a successful expedition against the king of Ganjam (Julien’s Uionen Thsnng, ■“ T7e,” 236, “ VoijageSi 
n, 61). General Cunningham thinks that Ganjam was then annexed to the dominions of the king of 
Kanouj and made to form part of the Province of Orissa. {Aneicnl Gcog. of India, I, 613, *tc.)

The Xandhs orKois of the Goomsur hiUsore a tribe whose language andpeculiaritiea are deserving 
of study. From Mr. Ball’s account of the Lwrlo Koh, their near neighbours, (“ Jungh Lifein India,") 
it would appear that, to this day, they erect dolmens and menhirs over their dead. An essay “ On the 
Language, Manners, and ‘Bites of the Ehoonds or Khoi Jati of the Goomsoor Mountains ” with a 
votabula^, &c., by Stevenson and Maxwell, will be found in the Madras Journal of Literature and 
Science, VI, 17.

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Buguda, — 35 miles due north of Berhampore, 124 miles east of Gbomsur {Boogooda on the Ordnance 
map). About fifty years ago on image was discovered on a hill called Mdlati, representing VirifichiNara- 
yana Svimi, the sun-god. A finely-carved mandapam hM been erected over it at Buguda, shaped, it is said, 
like the “chariot of the sun with seven horses/* 

Bubaoam, — 6 miles east-south-east of Rnssellkonda, 6 miles north-east of Goomsur {Boorgam on the 
Ordnance map). Here there are five stone temples highly sculptured, hut in ruins. On a stone at the 
gate of Gie largest temple is an inscription that no one con read, which should be examined. 

Goosisur, — 38 miles north-north-west of Berhampore {Qoomoor of the Ordnance map). A fort said to 
have been built in S.S. 754 (AD. 632} by a Baja of the country called Eaghunatha Bhunzu Eaj'a, with 
consent of his brother Vanamali Bhunzu Raja. These are Bind to be ancestors of the present Goomsur Rajas 

GopiNATHAfURAJi, — 1 mile south of Kullada There is an ancient hut unsculptured temple 

here. 

KnmiApA, — fli miles north of Goomsur, 4 miles north of Eussellkonda. There is a fort here, about 
600 years old. On the top of a hill near it are stud to be two large stones fastened together with iron pins, 
over which the Kandh imabitants keep jealous guard. There is also a temple of some celebrity, said to he* 
well sculptured. The temple of a village goddess is said to be very old. The old Goomsur Rajas had 
their palace here, and the site is shown. It is covered with ddbris from amongst which sculptnred stones 
have been excavated. The place is now overgrown with jungle. 

Leppa, — 8 miles south of Jagannathaprasid, 13 miles east-north-east of Russellkoncja. (iVe/jja, 
Jaggernathpraihad on the Ordnance map.) A small temple of stono, said to he of great age. 

Maxati.— A high hill and village some, few miles south of Goomsur in the Payilpada Subdivision of 
the Goomsur Taluk. There was an ancient fort here, for many years entirely dismantled. Gold coins 
and “ fragments of golden images ” have been found on its site by ploughmen. On the hill is “ a lamp 
carved in stone whi^ holds about 250 seers of oil.” The oil-pan is “turned upside down and set on 
the stone pillar or pedestal of the lamp.” The place is also called Ee^arapalle. An old temple was 
excavated, from the foot of the hill close by, and the image (one of Soiya N&rayanamflrti, the sun-god) 
was carried to Buguda, where it was consecrated in a new temple built in its honor in the shape of the 
sun-oar. In former times a E$4ari R&ja (? Orissa) is said to have lived here, and carved stones and veiy 
large hricks are shown on the hill. Evidently it is anlace which should be examined. Several images ore 
said to have been found on the hill and carried off. It will be interesting to know if they were Buddhist 
or Joina. 

RiroTi,— 2 miles east of JagannathaprasOd, 13 miles east-north-east of Rnssellkonda. {Baioooihy of 
the Ordnance map.) A small temple of stone, said to be of great age. 

CHINNA KDIEDI MAUAS. 

Mr. W. DeN. Ramxis, Assistant Commisrioner, Salt Revenue, bos presented to the Central Museum, 
Madras, a copper-plate grant of three leaves on a ring, which he found lying three or four feet under 
ground at the foot of a tree on the bank of a river in the Chinnn Kmcdi Mdltas, in Latitude 19" 59', 
Lon^tude 84" 5'. He has been good enough to send them to me for examination, but I regret to say 
that I have been able to make veiy little of them. 

ATAGADA ZEMINDARI. 

Merada, — 10 miles north of Punishottapuram near which is the ASoka inscription. (Maradee of tho 
Ordnance map.) A temple has been built over three stone pedestals which the people declare to have been 
the seats of me idols from the temple of Ji^annatha at Puii, which once fled thither through the air, 
struck with terror at the sound of the war-driuns of a Mussulman host which was invading that city. 
After resting there a little the idols are srid to have returned. 

A^KA ZEMINDARI. 

Aska,— 21 miles north-north-west of Berhampore. In a temple in this town is an inscription on a 
paving stono in the centre of the building. liOcal tradition states that Aska was founded by Aioka, who 
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is very mperfect. The proper native name of the plane m Aida. 

PiLtjEU ZEinNDAEI.

Images ^ seen at ttebase of the t^ounUm 
and manm and other fruit trees are found there. There is a stone temple on the mountain, and at the 
top is said to be a cave. It might repay examination.

Icniiipuiusf. A Sub-llagistrate’s station, 1* miles south of Berhampore on the trunk road. A 

mosque, bearing a Persian inscription, said to have been built by Navab llouln Hustafa about 200 
years ago, is situated in the suhuio of XAlflpS^a. 

jAUOApi (JfTKjorfo, Jofjada, Jogadh^ JoK/lAar).— About 18 miles north*west of Ganjam. The Aioka 
Edict. The site is thus described by Mr. W. F*. Grahame in a Beport to the Madras Government, published 
with G.O. of 22nd February 1872. “ The site of the rock is North Latitude 19® 13'‘ 15", East Longi- 
tude 84® 63' 55*, on the north hank of RhhiKuhja river, 3 miles 1,20U yards to the Trestof Punhottapuram, 
the kasha town of PuUhonda and close to the modem villas of Peivit/a.’* It is situated on the dte of a 
Urge city, suiiounded by a fort wall. The inscribed rock is one of a group inside the fort. It rises 
vertically and the inscribed surface faces the south-east. Near it lies the modem village of Nattgdm, 
belonging to the Purudiottapuram Khondam of the Berhampore Taluk.

The interest attaching to this inscription Kes in the fact that it is one of a few scattered all over India, 
continniag edicts oi the great Bnddhist Jdng Atoka, in the earliest known Indian character, dating 
from aWt the year 2o0 B.C. The local tradition regmdlng the fort states that it was defended hy walls 
biult of foe, and hence aoi}m^ the name of Jaii^odo or fac/ori. Mr. Beglar thinks that the name waa 
ongmatly Jagaln, eorrupt^ mto Jflii.ijode, and that the Edition arose subsequent to the corruption.

Numbers of copper coins have been foimd close by tho Jaugada fort, 
all very much worn but, so far as can bo judged, hearing a striking resemblance to the corns of the 
Kanerki series. Old pottery and tiles abound within tho fort w’all. 

liicuATAiu , — {Lootchapada of tho Ordnance map) 2 miles north of Berhampore. A village watcher, 
in ploughing his field, lately found three copper plates, with inscription not able to be read. They remain 
in his possession. 

PuuLTA, — 3 miles north of Berhampore. There is an inscription on a stone in a Taishnava temple 
which no one can read. It should bo examined.

BoDAErSiNoiKoTA, — 10 miles west of BOihpeta, and 4 miles cast of the Mahcndragiri Pagoda. There 
is an old fort here, and a temple of “ Kaluvi Bovata” (? Kali), said to bo of great age. 

BuRCGX5r,— 1 mile west of Soihpela. {Boorgam of tho Ordnoneo map.) An ancient temple of 6iva» 
said to have been self-created. 

Jalantoakoi'a, — SO miles south-west of Berhampore, 2 miles west of SortipCla. {Jallaniraeottah of 
the Ordnance map.) An old imago of a village goddess. 

KoRADiLA, — 11 miles west of SSrfapSta. A temple of great age, said to have been built by the Pan- 
4a^•as. 

• PAiJfiAPUHAJi, — 1 mile south of SSrbpOta. {Blaspooram of the Ordnance map.) An ancient temple 
with inscriptions said to be in unknown characters. 

S5srTLTA, — Head-quartois of a Dcputy-Tahdldar, 29 miles south-west of Berhampore, on the main 
road. An old temple of SomeSvara, said to have sprung into existence by itself. 

Taiatampara,— 2 miles cost of SortipSta. {PaHamhra of the Ordnance map.) The Sub-iTagistrate 
of BSifapeta reports tho existence of some old coins in this village. 

BarotX in Jalastra Division. 

BIrovX, — 4 miles south of the Sub-Magistrate’s station at S5ifap6tft- {Baricah of the Ordnance map.) 
There are two old temples here fabled to have been erected by the Pindavas In another temple ore 
seven very old images of village goddesses. Colonel Yule identifies Baruva with Ptolemy’s *A^Tqptov ' 
rSiv els ipirKtovrav, the sailors taking Mohendragiri for their landmark (Smith’s 

Atlas “ India, p. 23). 

PoTTABGi, — 6 miles south-west of SOihpPta, and tho some distance west of Baruva. An old temple, 
said to date from tho time of tho Pandavas, with inscriptions said to be in on unknown character. 

IIANDABA ZEIUNDARI. 

Kottapali.e,— 6 miles south of Sompgta. Close to the main road and river, about 2 miles east of 
this village is a stone with a Muhammadan inscription. 

Mahadevapukam, — 11 miles south-west of S6ihp§ta,2 mfles from tho main road. A temple built by 
a Baja about the year 1552 AD. 

Mahendraoiri, — 32 miles south-west of Berhampore. Reached from Mandosa, 4 miles from Hari- 
puram bungalow on trunk road. High range of hills south-west of Berhampore. On the Bummit, 4,923 feet 
above the sea, are four temples of consid^blo interest, and anumber of rudely-constructed caim-lie huts, 
mostly of uncut stone, in groups. The highest temple, dedicated to 6iva, is built of very large granite 
blocks. It is about 25 feet high, and consists of five courses with an Amla-iild on the top. It has been 
struck by lightning at some time. Another Siva temple near tho bungalow is more finished and has 
. some inscriptions almost, if not quite, illegible. Two iron rods amongst the stones of the entrance have 
puzzled all visitors. A third temple, situated near ahtream in a dell at the foot of the eminence on

iLiNDASAor irA^^>As^K6TA,-9 miles south-west of Sfimpeta. The residence of the Zemindar of 
that name. Ten temples, aU about 300 years’ old, built by former Zemindars. 

PiBAMAMBUSHA (PWl fflonrfffsfl),— 12 miles south-west of SSiiinCta, and 2 mUcs from the bungaloiv 
on the main road at Haripuram. There is on oncient temple hero dedicated to \ aidyanatbeSvara, 
said to he 650 years old and to have been erected by Vemana Siiiiha Raja. 

Eittam,— 10 miles south of SoinpSta, 3 miles east of the Haripuram bungalow. A >'017 ancient 
temple was rebuilt not long .ago. It is fabled to have sprung into existence by itself. 

Sin akota,— 12 miles west of Soiiiptta. {Sapachola on the Ordnance map.) Thc^ is a math here d^i- 
cated to 6 rl Jagannatha Svanu, said to have been erected about 650 years ago by Vemana Siiiiba Eaja. 

Sabahoapdraii,— ^ miles soutb-west of Soifapcta. A temple of ^iva 500 years old, built by ancestors 
of the Mandasa Raja. 

VEyncoPAi.APnRAM, — 9 miles south-west of Sump&ta and 2 miles west of the main road. Two 
temples, built 300 years ago by an ancestor of the Zemindar of Mandasa. 


TEKKALI ESTATE.

Aexavaram, — 3 miles south of Tekkali of the Ordnance map). On the eastern side of the 

village, on the west side of the Siva temple, is an inscription on a stone. A copy has been sent me on 
^hich the copyist writes that he has found it impossible to mahe an accurate copy, and has “ guessed ” 
at many letters. The Natives are unable to read it, but they assert that the inscription reconls that 
under a banyan tree close by there lies buried an enormous treasure. 'The copy is useless for any practical 
purpose, and has been returned to the Collector. 

Bexdi,— 13 miles north-east of Tehkali, 4 miles north of the port of Nuwalu. (Noicalktpettah in 
Ordnance map.) Here there is an ancient Siva temple said to be beautifully Bculptured. 

Teekali, — 3 miles east of this tOR-n, is on aninent temple now deserted. It is situated in the village 
of Nari^ipuiam.

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The original farmanas are said to be in the hands of the Eerenue Settlement Officers. There is a 
car festiral hero every jear, numerously attended. 

. Bhairi, — a village 8 miles north-east ofChicacole. A temple erected200yearsago over three images 
said to have been washed down' in a flood in the Tamsadhara river. 

Boravtlu, — 8J miles north-east of Clucacole. A temple of Yishnu (Lakshmi Narasimha Svami) 
erected and endowed by a “ Gajapati Maharaja,” hut stated to be only 200 years’ old. No inscriptions. 

Cahnoapatam. — S eaport at the mouth of the Yamsadhara river. The presumed old capital of the 
kingdom of Kalinga. (See Cunningham’s Anncnt Geog. of India, pp. 515, 549.) In a thatched shed 
in a field are five stone images worshipped by Sivites, reputed to be of great age. There is a mosque of 
considerable size called the Dargah of Sayyad Muhammad Madoni Avaliya, who is reported to have 
been martyred there. The Persian history entitled the Arose Anliya,'* written in A.D. 3737, states 
that his descendants fixed the date of his death at 335 years earlier, which corresponds noth A.I). 1402, 
He is said to have come from Madina with a few foUowers, to have stayed for some time in Northern 
India, and subsequently to have founded the city of Tenir (?) in the Dekkan. Afterwards he went 
to Chicacnle, and Calingapatam, where he lies burieA Sayyad Ishakh Madina, another celebrated 
Mussulman warrior of the same period also, lies buried here. Five villages were granted by the NaTa.b 
for the support of the Dargah services, viz., Jalluvalnsa^Hosumpolavalasa, Muppidi, Eallapadu, and 
NarS.yanavalaaa. The Da^^ah hears two inscriptions, one on the doorway of the eastern gate and the 
other on the entrance gate itself, the former in Persian, the latter in Deva-Nagari characters. Both are 
stated to be very illegible. A moimd near the present town was plainly the site of the ancient city and 
small gold coins are sometimes found there. Specimens have been sent to me, but I am unable to 
identify them. 

CuiCACOLE (i^rl iTdJo/a). — ^This city is said to have been the earliest capital of the kingdom of 
one of the oldest known kingdoms of India. (Cunningham’s Ancient Gcog. of India I, 516.) The 
inhabitants are mentioned by Pliny. It isnotknown when the capital was transferred to Calingapatam. 

The temple of Sft/i (Fort) Anjanegd Svdmi is of modem construction, but built over an image 
of JIan'ttnSn said to be of great antiquity, and to have been removed from the wall of the old fort, now 
entirely dismantled. Hence the prefix to the name. In the old fort are some stones said to have been 
removed hither from the Sri Kurmam temple. A short time ago, a house-holder in this town, wMla 
digging foundations for a wall, came on a large pot sunt in the ground, in which were suspended, slung 
by theu* rings on an iron bar, six copper-plate grants. He was about to sell these as old copper when 
they were rescued hyMr. W. F. Crahame, then acting as Judge of the district, who purc^sed them. 
He has presented them to the Central Museum at Madras. One of the plates has unfortunately been ' lost 
or mislaid. The other five were sent by me to Mr. Fleet for publication in the Indian Aniigitanj. They 
are as follows : — ‘ • 

(1) Undated. A grant by a king of Kalinga, whose name Mr. Fleet reads doubtfully Handapral^an- 
Janararmd, issued from the city of Sdrapalli to the headmen of the village olDeyatdta, or Adeyardta. 

(2) A grant by Indravannd of the Gdnya family, king of Kalinga, issued from the capital city, 
conferring the village of Tamara Gkerurn in the FaraAffcar/aHi District. Dated the 124th year of the 
Dynasty. 

(3) Grant of the village of Tft/ffHitVAr, in the Korosoiala PanchdUyhy Indravarmd,'^T 3 g oi Kalinga, 
issued from that city. Dated the 134th year of the dynasty. 

(4) Grant by BerendratarmS, son of Anantararmd, Undated. 

(5) Grant by Satyararmd, son of Detendrararmd. Undated. 

These last four sovereigns apparently belong to a Dynasty of (Pallava ?) fugitives of the Yengi family 
in the seventh cent, that again rose to powerdormgthe twenty-seven years’ anarchy in the kingdom of the 
eastern Chalukyas, i.e., A.D. 977 — 1004 (see Burnell’s “ S. Indian Palteography, 53, note 4). Indra- 
carmd probably was an ancestor of the same dynasty. 

There is a large endowed mosque here, known as the ” Jomma Masjffi,” built of stone and standing 
in an enclosing wall containing a Imrial-ground and two reservoirs, ^ere are some Persian inscrip- 
tions on it. The mosque was built in Hijra 1051 (A.D. 1641) and the gate in Hijra 1055 (A.D. 1645), 
both by Slur Muhammad Khan, a Sirdar of the Nizam, who resided at Calingapatam, of materials from a 
Hindu temple which he destroyed. Behind the mosque is an inscribed stone, possibly belonging to the 
old temple, which should he examined. Itissmdto^ in “ ille^Ie Telugu.” (SeoMr.TY. F. Grahame’s 
Krpori to theJIadras Goremmiiit published in Proceedings of 22»rf Fehrvary 1872. Ind. Anl.l, 221.) 
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GcjarItipeta. — O n the soutK bank of the XiSDgiiljS, river, opposite Chicacole. In the temple of 
Lnlshmi 2{araaiihhnsv5mi in this village are right inscriptions on the pillars. The temple is very old and 
is srid to have been established by Balarama. The copies of the inscriptions sent to me are illegible, . 

Ippilt. — A village 5 mUes south-east of Chicacole- There is a It'nffam, of great age, standing in the 
backyard of tbo house of Karanam Appauna. Traces of an old hrick wall are to be seen round it. Near 
this is a stone haring an ancient and almost illegible inscription stated to be in old* Telugu characters. 
No tradition exists regarding these, and no worriup is performed to the Hftgnm. 

JALaiTOU ; — 18 miles north-east of Chicacole. " An old mud fort. It is said by local tradition to have 
been formerly a residence of the Orissa Itajas. Nearly half the present population are Uriya Brahmans, 
said to have come to the ■sdllage "nith their chiefs. There is nothing here of architectural and little of 
antiquarian interest save the hare tradition. * 

Kallepalle. — A village 5 miles south-east of Chicacole. A temple was erected, about 200 years ago 
over a stone image called J/ohi Nagdcaraarami^ a serpent deity, of great age, fabled to have been 
placed there by Balarama, brother of ICmhna. 

Koelam; — 12 miles north-east of Chicacole. A temple built about 300 years ago over a male 
and two femrie images, the male hearing the name of Vallabhartljascdini. It has no inscriptions. The 
temple may be unimportant, but the name of the deity is interesting. 

PeddkpaPUj — S miles north-east of Chicacole (PoWa/wrrfoo of the Ordnance map). An ancient 
inscription on a slab near the Ivoranam’s house, srid to be illegible. 

PoLAKi ; — 2 miles north-west of Calingapatam. An inscribed stone in front of Dirlapu^ Vehtayya’s 
house, 200 yards from the rillage, on the road from Narasapatam to Calingapatam. It has inscriptions 
on three sides. The copy sent me is very imperfect. 

Pdrushottapuram. — A largo rillago on the right bank of the YoitSadhara river, 13 miles north of 
Clucacole, There is a large mud fort here fablw to have been erected by Dantravaktra, king of the 
Karushas (FM/inu Purana, TV, 14, v. 2C; Wilson’s Tol. IT, 103, 104). It is a square of about a 
' mile. It contains many stone Sira LxAgatm and a female rock-cut figure on the western side, called by the 
villagers the goddess of the fort. There is a rock with a curioas black mark across it, which (of course) 
is scud to contain treasure. It is close to the riil:^ of Mulagavalasa. The fort is called Bautavarapukota. 
Two miles south, on the road to Chicacole, is a mil called Pandaruhiniffa, or hill of the Pindavas, said to 
contain rock-cuttings of great antiquity. Tiny gold coins have been found in the neighbourhood, but 
none have been sent to me for identification. 

Eag5i,v 4 miles north of Chicacole, On a carved flat stone lying in a field 50 yards west of this 
%illage is an inscription in characters much worn out and as yet imdeciphered. It should be examined. 
A standing slab just west of the rillago contains a design wmch, I think, is probably part of a mantram. 
The Tahsildar states that the villagers have no tradition about either of these. 

HoKAsna ; — 7i miles north-east of Chicacole. There is an inscription on a stone on the bank of the 
TaroSadbara, half a milo from this village. The stone is oagraved on all four sides. The copy sent me 
is evidently very inaccurate and is practically useless. 

Santa Bommali ; — Close to the main trunk road, 14 J miles north-east of Calingapatam. An inscribed 
stone close to the Siva temple, engraved on all four sides. The copy sent me is very imperfect. 

SiLAGAM ; — ^ mile north-west of Calingapatam, A stone inscription on a mosque, containing simply 
the names of four prophets. 

SiNGAPtJR^M ; — a rillage 7 miles north-east of Chicacole. There is a temple on a hill, erected over a 
linjam, and dedicated to iTatHAf^rfirflsra/Hi, (P) reported toboof great age. On two stone pillars opposite the 
gate are inscriptions of which my informant writes: The riiaracters are evidently Telugu, but not legible.” 

SiuKUEUAi ; — 8 miles east of Chicacole, at the extreme south of the district, on the coast. A very 
important temple, dedicated to the Kurmn Ataiara of Vishnu. There is a Stfialapurdna in the temple, 

• winch is stated to be of great antiquity. It is, however, purdy mythological. 

Inscriptions. Numerous, on walls and pillars.

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VIZAGAPATAM DISTRICT. 

This district formed, in the earliest historical days, part of the kingdom of Kfllihga. It seems to 
have then passed under the Andhras, and from them to nave come imder the sovereignty of the Gajapati 
kings of Orissa. It was seized hy the ITussuImans of the Kutb Shshi State of Golfconda, whoso king, 
Ibrahim, in A.D. 1568 subjugated a large tract of country on the coast as far north as Chicacole. The 
Muhammadans held the country till 1750, when it was ceded to the English by the Nizam. 

The' inhabitants professed the Buddhist and Jain religions till these ^dually gave way to the 
worship of Brahmanical deities, especially Vishnu. The lower classes of inhabitants worship almost 
exclusively their village goddesses, the superior forms of wordiip being known only to the upper classes. 
“"While in Ganjam and further north scarcely a village is found in which therois not a temple or 
substantial building containing the imago of 6iva or Vishnu, in Vizagapatam there is not avillage in a 
hundred where such can he found.” 69.) 

The tract is very mountainous, and the more remote regions of Jeypore,and the hills are peopled 
by’Kandhs (Khonds), Sauras (the “Sahara” of Ptolemy), Gadabas, and others, including Yerakalas and 
Chentsus who are also to he foimd scattered throughout the Sarkars. Newbold wrote an a ccou nt of the 
Chentsus in the Journal of fhc Royal Atintic Society, "Vlil, 271. (See also J.A.S.B., XXV, 39, for 
B. H. Hodgson’s Vocabularies of these Tribes, and the itanual of the District, 84, 357.) 

Human sacrifices largely prevailed in the hill tract till quite a recent period. {Manual, Appendix I.)

Duppiturru ; — 11 miles north-east of Sarvaaiddhi. (Diipiduni.) There is ’a. templo here, dedicated 
to ChodHcarascami, said to have been built bya Chola king. Near it is an inscribed slab, the characters on 
which are “illegible.” . * 

GopIlapatnam -18 miles south-west of Sarvariddhi. East of the villago, on a hill called 
Pdndacxila miita, is an old temple said to have been built by the Pindavas. Near this is a stone with 
five images on it. There are “ illegible ” inscr^tions on the gateway. West of this are three roch-cut 
caves. 

Ko^akirua; — 14 miles north-east of Sarvnsiddhi. An inscription, said to be illegible, at tho house 
of VempaMa Subbayya. 

IIaduturru ; — 14 miles north-cast of Sarvoriddhi. {Madathuni.) There is an old temple here 
dedicated to ChodeitarasKdmi, said to have been erected by a Chola king. Near it is an inscribed stone, 
the characters on which are “ illegible.” 

Maiiidivada 5 miles north-east of Sarvasiddhi. (Mamedada.) Two old temples, said to have 
been built by Jains. 

Manga VARAJ t ; — 18 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. An old 6iva temple, fabled to have been built 
by the Pondavas on a hill called Pdndatula milla. 

Nakkapai-le ; — 8 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. Dr. Penza, writing in 1835 {Madras Journal of 
Literature and Science^ Vol. V) describes a hill close to a camping-ground between Nakkapallo and Thini, 
“ near whose summit is a kind of grotto, over which hang two enormous masses of gneiss, wHch has been 
converted into a tiny pagoda, dedicated to tho goddess Cooeooresha, whose devotees must have patience 
to ascend 295 steps cut in the rock.” 

PAifcHADARALU 7 luiles north-east of Sarvariddhi. (Punc/xadara.) There are 16 inscriptions here, 
all on the tetnple of Sri Lluirmali/ig^si-ara. 

(1.) Undated. Recording that a manijapam was built by a Baja named "ViSveSvara BhUpa, who 
traces his descent from the E. Chalukyan Timaloditya throimh tho Cholas, givingthe succes- 
sion thus Bhimeivara— Timaliditya — Baja Narendra — Kulottuhga Chola— Wijayfiditya 
— Mallappa Deva — ^Upendra — Koppa Bhtlpa — ^Manumopendra— YigveSvara Bhiina.

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TOPOGEIPHICAL LISTS OP ANTIQDITIE3. 


Payakar-Iviipeta 20 miles south-'wcst of SarTOsiddhi,2 miles east of Tuni. {Paleeroicpett, Toonee.) 
Half a mile nortli of the village is an ancient temple of Malleivarasvamiy deserted and in mins. • 

Pentakota 19 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi, on the sea. A temple built GOO years ago; 
and an old mosg^ue. 

EiYAVABAM;— 2 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. A temple built by Krishnadeva Haya- A stone 
known as Rdchabmda is shown here. It is said to have been fixed by the same soverei^ in commemora- 
tion of his conquest of Xeypore. It bears an inscription. In the middle of the village is a stone bearing 
an inscription said to be “ illegible.” 

Sri Raiiapuram ; — 20 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. A temple dedicated to Mamastami, near 
which is a slab bearing an “ illegible ” inscription. 

Hpmaka ; — 9 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi, {(hpal-a.) A very ancient temple of Venkateham on 
a rock. The idols are simple sculptures of the ekank and chakra of Vishnu on a rock. The Sthala Puraiia 
of the temple was sent to me and examined. It is purely mythological. 

Vuppalam ; — 3 miles south of Rdyataram, 4 miles south of Sarvasiddhi. There is a curious stone here, 
described to me as a circular roughly-cut pillar 6 feet above ground, something like a lihrjam, but witbout 
a base. The natives say that the earth round it has been excavated to a very considerable depth, but 
that, as far as it has been uncovered, it is all in the same shape. They called it Bhima’s gada or club. 
No one knows how it got there or what it is, hut they say that it does not seem to be a piece of natural 
rock. 

Teliamanciiili ^ miles north of Sarvasiddhi. There is a cave temple hero dedi- 

cated to Gapdlattami, with an inscription “ 400 years old ” near it. At the top of the hill on which it 
stands are the remains of a ruined temple, and an old inscriptios of which only a few words can be 
read. In the hill-fort was found, in 1803, a hoard of copper coins (cast) of considerable antiquity. 
I have seen one figured in the private note-book of General G. G. Pearse, which he kindly lent mo. 
It boars the device of a couchant bull, and the legend, “ ^rt Chanda I>e(rfl).” . 
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THE GODAVARI DISTRICT. 

The Godavari, District, in the early historical times, must be considered as divided into two portions. 
East of the river the country was ruled over by the sovereigna of KiiHnga-dega, of whose origin we have no 
account, but who probably lasted till about the eighth centv^ A.D, "West of the river was the kingdom of 
Vehgi-dcga. This latter was under a Buddhist dynasty of Pallavos, whose family name, about the fifth 
century A.D., was ^dlnhhdyana. They were conquered by the Brahmanical Chalukyas of KalySnapura 
about the year 605 A.D.; and, at some period not yet known, but which I conjecture to have been in the 
eighth or ninth century, these Chalukyas conquered Kalinga and established their capital at Sajahmundry. 
The whole united country passed under the Cholas by an intermarriage in A.D. 1023, It seems to be as 
yet doubtf A whether the next change of sovereignty took place at the time of the conquest of this country 
by tho Orangal Kakatlyas of the Ganapati dynasty, or whether meanwhile the Orissa Gajapatis held it for 
a time. Tradition states that Chor Ganga, the founder of tho Gangavadisa family (in 1132 A.li.,llunter), 
was an Orangal sovereign, and that Eajahinundry was his southern capital. Orissa chronicles claim that his 
successor Gonge^vora (1 152-116G, llanter) bad possession of a kingdom which extended to the Godavari. 
On the other hand, Burnell states that the Cholas only lost Kalinga in A.D, 1228,* At any rate it 
seoms clear that from that date the country was under the sway of the Ganapatis till Pratapa Eudra II 
was carried captive by the Mussulmans to Delhi in A.D. 1323. Shortly after this the Hindu princes 
revolted against tho Muhammadan Government, and Orangal again became independent, and was 
pcrj^etually at war with the Bahmani kings till the Hindu kingdom was fin ally overthrown in 1421 A.D. 
U^lphimtone II, 5S0, 641. MamiaU 211.) Eajahmundry was at that time under the Orissan Gajapatis. 
In 1471 A.D, the Bahmani King Mahamtnad 11 seized the opportunity of a disputed succession to the 
tluone of Orissa to annex the districts of Eajahmundr^ and Kon4apalle, Nizlm-ahMulkh being made 
Governor of Telinglna. An attempt was made to regain possession of these provinces bv the Hindus, 
and Nizim-al-Mulkh was compelled to shut himself up in the fort at Eajaumundry till relieved by 
Muhammad II in person, who remained there for three years. About the year 1515 A.D. Krishnadevo 
Eiya of Yijayanagor captured Kon4apaIlo and Rajahmundiy. He had penetrated as far as Siriihachalarti 
near Vizagapatam by A.D, 1516, where an inscription records his visit to that temple, and mentions his 
conquest of Udayagiri, Kon4avidu, Kon4opalle, and Eajahmundiy. He presented the Eiyahmundry 
and Ko^4np^^^® provinces to the Gajapati sovereign. ^ Shortly after this the first of the Kuth Shahi 
dynasty of Golkonda, SulUn Kuli, defeated a large combination of Hindu chiefs at Kon4apalle, captured 
Elloro, and advanced OMinst Eaj ahmundry ; but the Orissa king included a peace by which all countiy 

north of tlio Elver Godavari was left in ms possesrion, tho Mussulmans retaining Elloro and tho land to 
the south. About the year 1552 A.D, a conibination of Hindu chiefs attacked Ellore, but were defeated, 
and tho fprt of NidadavSlu was built in order to protect tho Muhammadan frontier. In 1564 tho 
Muhammadans plann.ed an attack against Eajahmundry and wllectcd troops. But tho Hindus, prepar- 
ing an army of defence, found it attain to such proportions that they reversed the proceedings, crossed 
tho river, and attacked NidadavOlu, They were defeated and fled to Eajahmundij'. The Mussulmans 
followed, seized Dowlaishweram, and w’orc about to attack Rajabmundrv, when they were recalled to 
take port in tho grand operations against tho Kingdom of Vijayanagor. Yijayanagar fell in 1565 A.I). 
ShortV nftenvaids Eajalimundr}’ was again attacked, and frfl into the hands of tho Mussulmans in 
A.D. 1571-72. They held it uninterruptedly, hut rather precariously, till tho French obtained possession 
of tlicso SarkAra in 1753. The* country passed into English hands in 1759, after tho capture of 
Masulipatam by Colonel Fordo. • 

Mr. Morris, in the District Manual (177 ff.), Inis given an excellent and interesting occoimt of tho 
early English settlements, and the history of this tract since the first English colony was established at 
Masulipatam in A.D. 1611, including an account of tJio Dutch and French settlements. 

The “ Upper GodAvari Taluks,” Bhadrilchalam and Eokapalle, aro peopled by a largo number of 
JToi? The Eov. J. Cain bas published a description of them and a vocabuiaiy of their language in Ind.

Twelre miles above the furthest point of British territory, on the Nizam s side of the nyer, is the 
villace of Bt'aram. Hr. Tanstavem states that he saw, 4 nules from this, inland, a very lnr^_ and 
perfMt dolmen, untouched, surrounded hy several rings of stones, apparently o' chief or 

man of note. From this place, for 50 inHes down the river on the Nizam s side, and for 4 mland, 
dolmens abound. Fourteen miles farther up the river is the town of Mohgapela, near which the 
interesting rude stone crosses so frequently described. In a sand-stone hill near this is a rock-cut cave 
where worship is still performed. Hr. Vanstavem saw a stone cross lying on the ground some distance 
oS in ^nt of the entrance. 


BHABRiCHALAil TALUK. 

ijiiAGupEM 12 miles north by east of Bhadrachalam. {Arla!;iiram.) In the thick forest here are 
the remains of a very eitensive “ tank-bund,” at a place called Tuhiigandi by the natives. 

BHADRiCrtALAM ; — Head-ouarters of the taint, on the banks of the GodivorL {Budraehelam.) 
There are a number of temples here, the place being considered to be one of great sanctity. The 
principal temple is built on a hill and has a very la^ gopuram. It is surrounded by 24 lesser temples, 
and is protected by a high wall {Manual, 42). The Sthahi Purdm has been sent me and examined. It 
is purely mytholo^cal. The temple is defeated to lUma, who, with bis wife SitA, is said to have 
halted here when in exile in the forest. East of this is a small Biva temple said to be older than the 
principal one. About a mile east of the viliage are a number of dolmens. There is a curious hotspring 
hero in the bed of the Grodivari river. * 

Bk^'AnAPALLe ; — 9 miles east of Bhadrochalam, on the river. {Bcorpali^ Near here are the 
remains of a s<^uare fort of massive stones, 18 feet high, built against a clifi which forms two sides of 
the square. _ It is described by Hr. Yanslavcra in Ind, Anf. IV, 306. The fort was greatly demolished 
by the Engineers, who utilized the great sand-stene blocks of which it was composed for the constrnction 
01 the Bumagudem Anicut. Close to a spring on this hill is a small hut ancient temple. Not far from 
the gateway of the fort is an upright stone 5 feet 6 inches high, to which worship is performed. 

BumacCuem; — 14 r^es north of Bhadrdchalam. {Bamagudiam^ ’The Rev. J. Cain, writing in 
IiA. Ant. V, 188, describes a FTralrainear here which Hr. Vanstavem tells me is half way between 
andHaMapaUe. A number of “ rougbly-carved idols ” have been dufj up at different times 
(Tb. ^ , 301.) In G.O., No. 2135, of ICth October 1876, is embodied a letter from the Acting Deputy 
Inspector-General of Police, m which he describes several sculptured figures, and a lan*e female statue, 
Mveaf«t high at ttustoa-n. A large temple is said to have been washed .away at this place by a 
hrarr in the Godiyan. Hr. Vauslavem excavated the base of a long brick w^ with ^one steps, 
which he Ihmts surrounded a temple long since destroyed and now covered with accumulation of soil.

Thcro 
is a temple here, built, it is said, over the spot whence Sita, the ^vife of Hama, was carried off by Havana. 
On a stone in a stream at the back of the temple is ehoum a foot-print declared to have been made by 
Sita. According to Hr. -Cain .ilHf.V, 301, 302) the village people are strongly impressed ■nith the 
belief that the abduction of Sita and the death of Jeteyu took place here, and many peculiar formations 
of bills and rocks and stones are shown hy them as relics of the great event. 


REKAPALLE TAIiTTK. 

KRfSH:s’AnAJiAPA:pa ; — 13 miles west hy north of Rekaprdle. {Khiaram.) Dolmens. 

Hazupeta; — close to Vaddigudem. {Wodagariam.) One and a Half miles west of Eekapalle. 
There is aivery old temple here. 

Sifi Hamaoiri ; — 2^ miles south of Rskapalle. There is a high hill on the river here, which is held 
very feacred. A flight of rock-cut steps leads to the summit. The place is, as the name implies, especially 
sacred to Hama. 4 

Vaddioupem; — li miles west of Rskapallo. {Wodagariam.) There arc the remains of an old fort 
hero, said to date from the time of the Reddi chiefs (1328-1427 AJ>.). It was an earthwork, and only 
mounds of earth remain. Inside the walls is a ruined temple. 

RAJAHMUNDRT TAhUK. 

Dc^m..4I5n^vuRAM {DharalSSraraiMt)'', — 4‘ miles south of Eajahmundry. The head-quarters of 
the Engineering staff of the district, and head of the canal and irrigation system of the Eastern Delta, 
(jloso to the town is a hill on which are the ruins of an old fort, by tradition said to have been bi^t by 
the Chalukya sovereiOT VijayAditya, the same who, according to one account, founded the city of 
Hajahmundjy {Mauutv, 172), 

• GadarIpa; — 14 milos north-west of Hajahmimdp’. -(Gadnradah.) South-west of tlio village is an 
old ruined fort, of which the age is not known. It is said to have been built by a Pariah whooocamo 
rich. It goes by the name of Kitapirudrani Kd(a. Under a tree in the village are 39 carved stono 
figures, 

KsuvRoypA;— 11 miles north of Hajahmundry, (KoreXondah.) At the west of the village is a 
temple ou a rock, much venerated and resorted to. It is said to have been built in the year A.I). 1853 
byaNayudu. It is richly sculptured. There is an inscription on four sides of a pillar in the outer 
PrikAra, dated 6.6. 1275 (A.D. 1353), recording the endowment of the temple by the founder. Tho 
temple of Hangarajasrcmi in the villaco is said to have been built about the year A. D. 1443. Thcro 
are two inscriptions here One, on a wall at tho gateway, is said to bo illegible. The other, on a pillar in 
tho PrAkAra, is dated 6.n. 1371 (A.D. 1449) and records a grant by a mivate party. "West of the viUago 
is an old fort built in the same year ns tho temple on the mil, »,e., A.D. 3353. On the same side of the 
•village is a hill called Vdndntitla Kwda, or uill of tho Pandavas.** On its south side are five rock-cut 
caves, one of which contmns sculptured figures. 

Koti; — 12 miles north of Hajahmundry. {Kofee.) An old fort, ago not known. 

Mirupadu ; — t miles north of Raj’nhmnndry. A very old temple of GopdlaHtdmi. Tliero is 
a temple by tho side of a tank, said to be old. 

Haoiiuuf.vapur.am, orHoinTAPUiuAM; — ISmilcsnorthbywestof Raj’alunundij'. {Raghoodarapooram.) 
Adjoinin" this •rillnge, in the hamlet of HApaka, is a stone inscription west of the Gamda SlamHui of tho 
temple, smd to be illegible- lii tho cast street of tbepriacipal village is a stone slab bearing on inscription, 
also said to bo “ Ulegiblo.” 

Hajahmundry, or HAJAMAHF.NDRAruR.AM; — an interesting old city, now the head-quarters of tho 
Ju(l"o, Sul^CoIIoctor, and other ofiicialsof the GodiA-ari District. It is of great antiquitj’, hut probably 
llio modem town considerably overlies tho old one. There is an old fort hero path ivaJls originally of 
groat size and height, made of earth fnccil with stone, ^

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The origin of the town of Bajahmundry' is attributed to IfahendradeTa, son of Gaiitamadova, of 
thedvTiasty°of Orissa, deriving its name from its founder. Stirling and Hunter, follouang native 
rewrd? plL this sovereign at 9U0 years B.O., a date far too early. Acco^g to this tradition 
Sahi^nmdry was then the southern capital of Orissa. Another tradition osenbes tho founding of the 
citv to Viiaiaditva Ifahendra, one of the C^aluiyas. (There were five kings of that name m the penod 
from about 750 to 950 A.D.) Previous to the Chalnkyas Buddhism wm the preymhug relipon of this 
part of the coimtry. Under them Buddhism gave way to Brahmanism. Rajalimuudry became the 
Lpital of the later Chalukyas, and the Telugn versioii of the Mahahhdratn was there wnlten by Nannayya 
Bhatta under the patronage of tbe Chalukyan king Vislmuvardbana (see Campbell a Telugn Grammar, 
Jnirod! p. is, s). I am unable to say which Vidmuvardhana is meant. There were five of this name- 
Passing into the hands of the Gholas in A.D. 1023, Rajahraimdty was lost to that dynasty certainly by 
1228 A.D., possibly earlier. The Ganapatis of Orafigal held it till 1323, when it fell into Mussulman 
hands. (For its history since then see the introductory notice to the Godavari Lists, p.^ 19.) 

There is an ancient temple here, age not known. The principal mosque was built in the reign of 
the Emperor Muhammad Toghlak. There is a Persian inscription over the door, which runs — 'ITiis 
mosque v, as erected hy Sharif Salor TJlvi, in the reign of the Emperor Muhammad Toghlak, and in the 
time of IIumAjTin Ga]‘]‘ar, on the twentieth day of Ramzan, Hijri 724,” or A.D. 1324 {Manual, 28). _ It 
is said to have been bmlt on the site of a Hindu temple. In the Mdrlandega temple is an inscription, 
undated, recording that the wife of Kataya Vema Reddi, minister of Kumaragiri Bhupa, son of Ana Pdta 
Reddi, made a grant to the temple. The dateof this kin" is A.I>. 1381 tolo95. He was sovereign of 
Kondavidu, and is also known as Kumlragiri Vema Rcd^> 

An msoribed slab^w^s lately unearthed at the District JaU. It records a grant made by a private 
person to a temple in S.S. 1850 (A.D. 1428), and the erection of a Kalgana Mandapam. Part of another 
inscription is to be seen on this slab. 

In the grounds of the Judge’s residence is an inscribed slab recording a grant made to a temple in 
S.S. 1170 (A.D. 124S) by Ganapatideva Rlja. According to our present Bgbts, .^atfipa Eudm X of 
Orangal was reigning in that year, but a Qanapati is often inserted in genealogies between him and Ms 
widow Rndiamma Devi, and it remains to be seen whether the expression “ Ganapatideva,” os met with in 
these inscriptions, was the name of a sovereign or merely a title. 

Besides the inscriptions mentioned above, I have copies of eight inscriptions at Rajohmundry, the 
first seven of which are on two stones fixed in front of the District Jail.

■was established here in 1722. It ■was captured by the French under Bus^ in 1757, but was ceded to the 
English after the fall of Masulipatam in 1759. A river divides this place from Nilapalle. 

NiLAPAum dose to Inj'aram, on the opposite side of the river. A factory of the English wos 
established here.in 1751. It shared the fortunes of Jhjarum. 


EiMAOHANDRAPDRAir TALUK. 

BtKKAToLu;— 9 miles north of Raraachandrapuram. {Bicca,tole.) This village is stated, in one of 
the llackenzio MSS., to have been the site of the capital of the earlier uhalukyan conquerors of Vengi-dcHa^ 
bein^ then called Biivddnka Hdt/apiirath. There are said to be extensive mins at BikkavClu, and many 
deserted temples. On the north side of the dwr of the dirine of the GorindfSvarastdmi temple is a slab 
bearing an inscription recording a grant in o.&. 1045 (A.D. 1123), in the “ twenty-fifth year of the reign 
of Vijaya Raja.’^ 

DnAKsiiASAMA ;--4 miles south of Eamadiandrapuram. {Drackaram.) This is one of the most 
sacred ■p\accs in the district, ■willi a large and important temple dedicated to Bbime&vara. There are a 
number of small temples inside the principal one, which is profusely sculptured. There are two hand- 
somely carved Dutch tombs here, dated 1673 and 1728 respectively, at a place which still goes by tho 
name of ** Oliandii Bibba** (Ollandu for “Holland,” D/65a=“ mound.”) The inscriptions ore very 
numerous. I give the list here as taken from copies made for me by a clerk who worked under Sir 
Walter Elliot, from copies in his possession. I cannot in any way vouch for their accuracy. Indeed I 
feel sure that they are veiy untrustworthy, but I do not like to omit them from this list.

Boqolo 14 miles north by east of Ellore. There is an "illegible” inscription on a stone pillar 
standing about half a mile west of the village. 

DE 5 n)MTOu;— 5 miles north-east of EUore. A very interesting place, which, tradition sap, once 
formed part of the great rained city of Tegi ( Vengt) or Pedda Vegi There are a n^ber of 

ruined temples, 55 I am told, and numerous mounds which Sir Walter Elliot (J»u?. Ant. V, 175) thinhs 
likely to conceal remains of ancient buildings, 172. J/orfras Journal XT, S04.) It is said that 

the fort at EUore was built by the Mussulmans with materials from the mined temples ot Tegi and Den- 
daluru, {Manual 172, 173). A very large statue of GaneSa is to be seen south of the village. On the east 
is a high mound of earth caUed Shlmalihga lUbba, and on the north is a mound in the centre of a tank 
with a few carved stones on it. On the west of the village, near the Narikalavlri tank, are two 
upright and two fallen pillars, all bearing inscriptions. 

DHARMAjiotpniij— H miles north-north-west of EUore. {Burnxajcegoodum.) A ruined fort, said 
to have been built by the He 441 chiefs ; only earthworks zemain. 

DoOTkPipu 2 miles north-west of EUore. A mile from tho viUage to the east is a black granite 
slab buri^iu a tope, bearing an inscription recording the construction of the tope called SMh SiheVs 
Garden in B.l 1477 {A.D. 1555), 


DvlRiKi TiBtrsiALA, or Tirup.ui 19 miles north-east of EUore- {Trtpakc.) An old temple, 
held in great sanctity, pictniesnuelv situated on a low todk^ Mil. It is considerw almost as sacred

Grant by 6ri Eahga Rayn of Vijnya- 
nagar, son of “ Gopil llaya,” and grandson of Aruvili Rama Ilizu liangappa ItAzu,” to his Guru. 
There is a copy of this on copper in the possession of Kari Kuhammad Sllru Nazar ’Ali Sahob of 
Ellore. I give the description of the contents of this inscription as communicated to me. It would 
seem worthy of careful examination. 

The Kari has sent me a copy of a document of some local interest which is in tho possession of a 
Katanam at Elloro,- It is a eoppor-plato inscription giving tho order of precedence in which betel-leaves 
were served to various chiefs and people by Ibrahim Kutb Shah after liis conquest of this country, about 
tho year 1566 A.D. 

GoLLAoupmtj — a hamlet of NAriyanapuram, 17 miles north-east of Elloro. (Ooolagoodmf Narain- 
pboram.) There is an inscription on d stone outside tho village, said to bo “illegible.” 

GosTUPAtLE j— 20 miles north of Ellore, 3 miles west of KAmavarapukSta. A cave temple here 
would seem, from the description of it sent to me, to bo an important monument. It is situated m a hill 
on the east of the village. My native correspondent writes thus: — “ The roof of tho temple was so artfully 
carved od to form rafters and reepers. In the centre of tho temple there is a square stone pavement of 
4 yards length and 1 yard height. On this pavement there is a dome of 1 yard and a quoirier height ; 
a lihgam was constructed on this dome. On each side of the temple at a distance of 100 and 70 yards 
the Im was cut into walls and halls of 40 yards length and 6 yards breadth. In one of these halls 
there is a small cave through which the water, with which the Lmgam has been bathed, is said to have 
come formerly.” There is a Hindu festival here every year at tho Sicaratfri. From the description 
given above it might fairly be conjectured that tho remains are those of a rock-cut Buddhist monastery 
and Chaiitja, udth a Dagoba in the centre of the latter under a vaulted roof. At any rate it shoiild be 
carefully examined. 

Kaikakasi ; — 19^ miles east-north-east c£ Ellore, on the canal. {Kyliarwn.) Thero is an inscription 
on a mndi which lies in front of a Siva temple. 

XiMAVARAruKOTA \ — 22 miles north-north-east of Ellore. {Kamaterapoolcota.) There is an old fort 
here. South of the village is a hill in which is a rock-cut cavo. At the foot of the hill are two very 
large statues of Hanumin (or ol VdU o-nd Sngfita as stated by the natives). The cave is sculptured in 
' parts, and some of tho statues are mutilated. Above the cave, on the top of the hill, are two fimn ll 
temples, both sculptured. On a pillar of a mandapom in the ruined fort is an inscription in characters 
smd to be “ illegible.” The fort is said to date from the time of the Eeddis (1328-1427 A.D). 

KoKiJAiiLA ; — 4 miles north of Elloro. There is au inscription on a stone pillar in the centre of the 
village, rmdated, recording tho erection of the pillar by private parties. 

Kofpaka ; — 5 miles west by north of Ellore. (^Kopalea.) Thero is a stone near the dJicaja stamhha 
of the temple of Gopdkstdmt^ on which is an inscription recording a grant to the temple by a Zemin- 
dar. No date. In the hamlet of Pedda Kadimx {P^hudmed) is an inscription, said to be “ illegible.” 
There is an old mud fort here. » 

8 miles north-east of Ellore. {Moondoor.) A mile west of this village, near the sluice 
of a tank, is a stone with an “ illegible ” inscription on all four sides of it. 

Nagalapalle ; — 21 miles north of Ellore. (NagahpuUy.) North-east of this village and north of 
Jilligerigudoro is a low range of hills. On the west sideof a valley amongst these is a rids-e of Rn-ndstone 
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in n'Mcl have lecn escaratcd n range of roci-rait cells nnd n cave-tolo. Tie temple m nrelicd 
facS, and inside is a dome-shaped erection. My M^ant m Mr. W.laing.ot tV Geolo^cal Sutte^ 
wifliM been kind enongh to send me a rongli sictcli of the prmmpal _m;e. ahese raves vro,ad seem to bo 
the remains of a Buddhist sanctaaiy, the Ciaitjn having a Uagoba within it M at Mrle, though donbtlea 
the imitation is veiT rough and crude. The infonnation given me is ^nly, but after reading Mr. King s 
description and seeing hS sketch, I think the above is a fair assumption. (4™ Qoxtopalli:.) 

PsDniTino 7 miles south-west of EUore. (Pofepod.) There is an inscription on a pillar of the 
lo/yo-aaiaundSipaei of the temple of SeiiWrara. It is datedS.S. lUO {A.D. 1218), and records tho ercc- 
tion of the mandapam hy a private person. 

TADIKAL. 4 POTI 13 miles north hy east of EUore. {Tundkitlpoodee.) There is a very old temple here, 
dedicatwl to Chh'gcitaroivdmi, fahled to have been huilt by Bhishma, the grandfather of the five PandaTas. 
There are several inscriptions in the temple, aU ** illegible.” In the shrine of Ahkalamma in the 
village are sis stone statnes bearing some “illegible” ivritten characters. West of tho village is an 
insmption, also “ illegible,” on a white four-sided pUlar, and a similar one on a stone forming part of 
a mandapam of the Gangeyasvami temple. 


TATLtEU 3 miles west of EUore. ( Wootloor.) On five stones in this village are inscriptions, all 
“ illegibie.” Copies of two of them have been scot me. They seem to bo maniratns. 

Yegi, or Peuda Vegt ; — 6 miles north of EUore. (^Pedavaigie.) This is believed to be the site of 
the ancient capital of the Telngu kings of Vehgi, whose sovereignty came to an end with the Chalnkyan 
conquest about the year A.D. 605. The dynasty that immediatdy preceded tho Cholukyas was odiled 
&}lahhsyana. A copper-plate gnmt of this dynasty, beloimDg to about the fourth century, which was 
obtained at this place, has been published by Sir Walter Bliot in the 2Iadrtti Journal (XI, r. 302), by 
Mr. Fleet in Ind. Ant (V, p. 177), and by Dr. BumeU in S. Ind. Pal<r<>graj>^g (p. 135 and plato asiv.) 
The kingdom of Yehgi was one of the earliest of the kingdoms of Southern India, and tho ruling family 
were PaUavas, connected with the Pallavas of IvaRebi (BumeU, S. Ltd. Pahognrphg, 16). BumeU thinks 
that the kingdom was not older than the second centory, as it is not mentioned by Ptolemy. He considers 
that Kafichi (Conjeveram) became the diief place of the Pallavas after the conquest of Yehgi by the 
Chalu^as. It is not yet certain that Pedda YSgi is the site of the oldest city, as there is another \^age 
clc«e hy called Chinna Yfigi. At Den^alflru, 6 miles south-east of Yfgi, are said to be traces of extensive 
ancient remains, which extend as far as Pedda Y§gL It does not appear that the kingdom of Yc^ was 
at any period one of ve^ great importance. (See Ind. Ant. I, 348 ; Y, 175. dJadras Journal XT, 304. 
Oumungham’s Ancient Geography of India 1, 516.) There are evidences of extensive ancient buildings here, 
and many curious mounds which Sir Walter Elliot thinks probably cover the remains of tho old city. Ho 
describes these as extending as far as Chinna Yegi and Dendaluru. It is said that the Mossnlmans built 
the fort at EUore with stones from the ruined temples at V6gi and Dendaluru. At tho south of the 
viUago of Y?gi thsr& is a stone hearing sa “ xUegfhle ’ ioscriptfon, buried on a tonk-bund.

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THE KISTXA, OR KRTSIINA, DISTRICT. 

{Itcad-q wftr/rr,«, J/asM/yw/rtw.) 

Tliis is one of the most interesting lUstriets of tho Presideney. Lying on totli sides of tlie Mcrcd 
Krisini riret it has ahvnj-s been a favorite resort for the most anient devotees of religion from tlia 
earliest ages, si'liile its fertilking properties liavo ensured tlio presenco of a larger agneultural population 
than thafof’many other more harreu tracts. i- . ii i i m 

We consequeatlj' find Lere ft remarknUe wallli of ftntnjuonfln relics of all cUissra and ages. 1 lie 
upland tracts oi tlie district a^und in rude stone inonuraeiits, wliicli, for proseut pur]>osci^, may bo taken 
to be the most ancient of any, though the most advanced nrehicologisU are inclined to doubt the gre.at ago 
of at least some of these remains. Boswell in his report to Government on aiititpulies, priiitcil until 
G.O. of 14th December 1871, states that in tho cairns and other such monuments in this district nothing 
has yet been found save rude pottery and hone vessels and ornaments, showing a state of civilization 
less developed than that of many of tho caim-huildcis of tho south, where metal weapons and utensils are 
frequently discovered. . , , , . , . , , 

Amongst flie Buddhists the arts seem to havo arrived at a pitch of perfection which has neiTr been 
surpassed, u equalled, in subsequent years. Belies of those days are numerous, ond include tlio most 
esquiritely sciJptured shrine in India, the Amarivati tope, llio ruins of other topes and of Buddhist 
towns aud villaces are frequently met ndtU. ^ ^ , 

This period— which is also the first known historical period, the epoch of tho Bmldliist BAlahkAyana 
dyna^ of Vehgi— came to an end about tho eonunencemeiit of the seventh century, when the Clialiikyos 
from 'Kftl yiinft in the West obtained possession of tho countiy. Being worshippers of Brahmanieal deities 
tbev seem to have succeeded in entirely uprooting tho old Buddhist faith, wdiich heforo their arriTOl liad 
probably h«n decaying ; and some of their first undertakings apw-ar to have been tlie hewing out of 
durable temples from the solid rock. The four-storeyed roek-ent Uncjavolle cave and a largo number of 
otherrock-cut and sculptured shriues date from this period. Tho C]ialuky.as seem to have been princi- 
pally worshippers of Vishnu. The celebrated Chinese pilgrim Hiwen-Tlisang risiled this country 
and resided at Bezvida, in a Buddhist monastery, for several months in A.D. 639. The Chnlukyas were 
succeeded in A.D. 1023 by the Cholas, under whom tho worship of Biva appears to have received a fresh 
impetus. They seem to have been zealous builders' of temples, structural not rock-cut. A number of 
these remain, though many hare been rebuilt. The Cholas n<?re, about the ye&r A.I>. 1S23 (as to ttus 
date I follow Burnell), succeeded by the Ganapatis of Orangal for n period of 100 years till the defe.it' 
and downfall of I’ratipa Kudra U before the Mussulmans in A.D. 1323. It uiis during tho rei*»n of 
the grandmother of this king, named Rudramma Devi, that Marco Polo visited the coast at ilotupalle, 
south of the river. It has been conjectured, though as yet there is no proof forthcoming, that, prerious 
to the visit of Marco Polp, there had been Venetian or Genoese settlements on the coast. At any rate 
the establishment of a colony of ACHicEuropeans on the coast at Fringuladibha (or FaringUidibba) in very 
days seems to be a matter of certainty. 'Hiey traded in diamonds from the mines on tbe river, west 
of Bezvida, and in fine cloths. The Ganapatis w'ere liberal in their support of religious endowments 
and chanties, and their insca-iptions abound in the district. The Chola mscri^ons are frequent, 
though l^s numerous. After the fall of the Ganap.atis the district passed into the hands of the Reddi 
Sfv They estabUshed a dynasty that lasted 

till AjU. 142., when they were overthrown by Muhammadans of the Bahmani dynasty.* To tho 
period of the Reddw belong many important works, strong hfll-forts, temples, &c., including the small 
but handsome Siva temple at Amaiavati. In A.D. 1515 Krishnadeva Raya of Tijavanagar conquered 
the ^uth of the distnct, but a few years later Sultan Kuli of Golkonda captured Kondapalle and seized 
'“S .lhe AWaaogav aovereigaly woa overlLwi,. aad the 
ilusiulmans again obtained tho corailiy. Native tradibon states that one of the Vijayanagai fomity,

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a fow years after the hattlc of TelikOta (1565), came up from the south nud drove the Slussulmans over 
the river, holding the country till 1580, when Ibrahim KutbShlh of Golkonda finally siibdued it. The 
district passed under the swa\' of the English in 1759, having been the scene meanwhile of fighting 
between that po^ve^ and the French. 

A consiclorable number of Yduidis and Tcrakalas, belonging to half wild jungle tribes, are to bo 
found in this district. A paper on the Ycrakala language was published by the Koverend J. Cain in 
7 /kA^«MX,210. 

Colonel Yule {Sini//i's A»eifiit Ailai, 1874, p. 22) identifies the Krishal river nnth the Morioliia of 
Ptolemy and \vTite3 : “ Tlio only surviring trace of JliesoUia and ^fatolia or J/ffM/ia (Periplus) is 
apparently the name ifasulipatnm." 


NANDTGiM/V MiUK. 

Tliia taint abounds with rude stone monuments, mostly circles and dolmens. Tliey are generally 
found in the neighbourhood of hills or high, uncultivated ground. It is impossible to give hsts of all 
these, but they null bo found in many riUages of the taluk. (Iml. Atit. IV, 305.)

Enins of an 
ancient village, said to be Buddlust- Pptterj*, &c., is strewn about. Near it are some stone circles and 
a number of interesting chambered dolmens, some of whicli oro largo and deep, with several Hstvaens 
one above the other. In tho yard of a private house west of tho temple of ilutyilamma, which is on 
the east of the village, is an inscribed slao recording a grant to the temple made in S.§. 1367 (A.D. 
1445). 

GimiMETLA; — 8 ii^es west by south of Nnndiglmaon the Krishna. There is a picturesque old 
ruined fort here ou a hill, with remains of temples, walls ond mandapams, said to have been built by tho 
Eeddi chiefs (A.D. 1328 to 1427). It is ^called Tumnga Rdyttda,

They 
have been long deserted. (See Astatic JRescarckes XV, 126.) Marco Polo speaks of the diamonds {Tule’f 
Edit (on, JI, 29o), giving an account of the natives* method of acquiring them; the same story that is told 
in “ Sindhad the Sailor’ of the eagles and the raw meat, 

Pedda v/ram ; — 8 miles west of Nandigama. Three inscriptions ; — 

n.) S.§. 1236 (A.D. 1314). Grant by a private person. This is at thetemple of Atijaiiei/a. 

(2.) S.§. 1190 (A.D. 1208). Grant by a private person with the consent of Sabiiii Gannama 
commander-m-ebief of the forces of Kakntlya Rudradeva Mahaiujo. (This 
should bo Rudramma Devi.) This is on a stone south of the village on the road to Gudi- 
metla.

pENroAScHiPROLTJ ; — 10 miles north of Naudigima. (Peitimgiincfiyprole.) An inscription in "Karla 
Narasimha’s g^en.” It is dated S.S. 1542 (AD. 1620), and records the placing of an image in the 
garden by a private person. 

PoKKUKURU. — There is an inscription east of the garbhaloya of the temple of EdmaUngasvdnii. It 
is dated 6.S. 1115 (A.D. 1193), and records a grant by a private person. 

Polampalle 17 miles north-north-west of Nandig^a, on the Muniyeru river. {PoHtimjmllu.) 
Close to this place is the site of an old village called Amhalaipddu, dating, I think, from Buddhist 
days. I found there a quantity of massive fragments of broken pottery, beads, a broken terracotta 
figure, &c. The remains were very like those found at Gudi Vida. Close by are a number of stone circles 
marking ancient graves. 

HiMiREppiPAiXE, or ZoKXALAGUjpi HiiJ . ; — 7 miles north by east of Nandigama. (Jeimcfgiidda 
Hill.) The Board of Revenue, in their Order, No. 4847 of 26th October 1877, giving a rough List of 
Antiquities, mention " the carved stone of the Ramired4ipalii hill.” This place ought to be airefuUy 
examined. 

Ri^^RELA ; — 5 miles south of Jagejayyapeta {Bitarola)^ on the river near Muktiyala. A number of 
rude stone circles and menhirs. Jfr. Tanstavem opened several (see Ind. Ant. IV, 305). A quarter 
of a mile inland from the village is a small shrine, in which is a stone carving ^presenting two danoinf' 
girls. On the opposite side of the river is an old temple in the enclosure of which is a tirakal. °

TaP 4 ,vXti 5—2 miles west of llunagala, 20 miles north-west of Joggayyapeta. (Taiidec;/.) Two 
inscriptions in the temple of JTalltf^drJtina. One is dated S.S. 1228 (A.X). 1306), in the time of ** Ajonayya 
Reddi ” The other is dated §.§. 1222 (A.D. 1300), in the reign of Kakatiya Pratipa Eudradeva of 
Orangal. Both of these endenee private grants to the temple. The acknowledgment of a Ee44i ^ 
chief in A.D. 1306 is curious and perhaps significant.

Likoagibi. — T he residence of a zemindar, isolated from British territory and entirely suironJided 
by Nizam’s villages, 23 miles west of JaggayyapSta, or Befarolu {Bafaiole). On a black granite riab 
west of the village is an inscription, bearing date Sala 1096 (A-D. 117-1), recording a grant of land to 
the Xdhgagiri temple. South-west of the vfflage there is a stone pillm: on which is an inscription. The 
copy sent to me of this last is unintelligible. 

TJkdeakokpa or Dsdrakota. — H ill fort in the NizAm’s dominions, 30 miles west-north-west of 
Nandigama, 10 miles west of liunagala. (Oondralo^a.) As this place is only 4 miles from British 
territory and is highly interesting, I thiii it is advisable to notice it. There are several forts oQ the 
hills with strong lines of fortification and ^teways, and a rock staircase for the ascent. There is a 
tank at the foot of the hill, of which the water is always pure, and it is highly prized hy the neighhoxrring 
villagers. "When they take water from it for their fields they invariably drop a small coin into the 
tank in payment. Near this is on old deserted temple on a rock surrounded by walls and gates. This 
place is now covered with forest. Not fax off is a building on the summit of a lofty and almost inaccessible 
peak. ^0 building is said to have been the “residenceof a dancmg-girl.” It is important that tHs 
should be inspected, as, for some reason or otbra, the pihabitanta of tins tract always confer that appella- 
tion on the remains of Buddhist tope^ On another hill near are the remains of wells and lines of forti- 
fication. In the midst of these hills is said to have been a town, probably the residence of the garrison, 
defended by walls and gates. The villagers state that the fort has been in rains for 500 ye^, but 
that m older days the Reddi riiiefs occupied it. There are large and deep caves in these rocks over- 
pown wnth forest and difficult to get at. AVhether these are natural or escavated, I have not been able to 
learn. ^ UnurakCta is easily reached from Monagala.

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BEZTlDA TALUK. 

Atckurd 11 miles north of Ben’ada. {Auicoor.) A short inscription in the Siva temple records 
a grant. No date is given in figures. The grantor appears to be a private person. 

Bezvada {Bezmda, ScznvddcC) ;--on the north bant of the Krishna River, 40 miles north-west from 
ITasulipatam. This is a fiourishing little town, and one of great historical interest. It teems with 
antiquarian remains. It seems to have been one of the most important towns in this tract of country 
early in the Christian era, and was the religious centre of the kingdom of Vohgi, Vegi (or Yengi) being 
the capital. In 605 A.D. or thereabouts it was captured by the Chalukyaus from Aalyana under 
Kubja Yishnuvardhana, who estabhsbed the Eastern Chidukyan dynasty. Hiwen Thsang, the Chinese 
pilgrim, resided here for several months in A.D. 639 at a Buddhist monastery on a hill east of tlie town.* 
Ho describes Buddhism as at that time losing ground. lu AD. 1023 the Cholas obtained possession of 
Vehgi deia, and held the country till about 1228 A.D. Introductory Remarks to the JHotcs on the Goddrari 
District.) They lost it then to the Ganapati dynasty of Orahgal, who ruled here till 1323 A.D., when 
that kingdom was overthrown by the lIuMnlmans. On its ruins rose a djmasty of local Eeddi (Ratta) 
chiefs who ruled at Kondavldu till A.D. 1427, when they, in their turn, were overthrown by the Mussul- 
mans of the Golkonda Kuth Shahi dynasty. Between this date and A.D. 1515, when Krishnadeva 
Raya of Yijayanagar conquered the place, there is a rather doubtful period, the question heingwhether 
the country was held by the Mussulmans, or was nnder the sway, as the Hindus assert, of, first, a Gajapati 
named LangOla, then two of the early Yijayanagar sovereigns, and then a succession of four Gajapatis, 
the last of whom was conquered by Krishnadeva Raya in 1515 A.D. In 1505 the Mussulmans again 
gained possession after the battle of Telik6ta, and held the country (continuously ?) till the Bntish 
occupation, ruling from the neighbouring bill fortress of Kon4ApanB. 

The follorving are some of the remains at Bezvacja : — 

Of the Baddhist period (?)— rock-cut steps on the hill east of the town, formerly the site of the 
“ Purvaiild ” Buddhist monastery ; * rock -cuttings on the hill west of the town* (the “ IndranVddri *’ or 
“Amnaionrfa ” of the natives, ** Telegraph Hill" of the English) ; 2 marble statues of Buddlia found 
on tho west side of the western hill ; and a granite statue at the library, which is said to have come from 
the top of the eastern liill. 

'Imere are some nondescript remains on the top of the western hill which should ho esamined. 

Of the old Brahmanical period there are the temples of Malle§vara, of Arjima, and of Kanaka 
Durga, with a large number of old inscriptions, sculptured pillars, mandapams, and figures, besides rock- 
cuttings in the hills, and cave-temples of small size. Excavations below the town have brought to light 
many ancient remains underlying the modem town. {SottcclVs Second Report, printed icith Q.O. oj 
14^A Dccemhcr 1871 ; Ind. Ant. J, 374.) There are the traces of a fort north of the town. 

At the library are a number of copper images which belong to the Buddhist period. Mr. Boswell 
says they were discovered at Buddhavini, a ^illage in the Repalle Taluk. Several of the Amaravati 
marbles also are here.

North of thevillage, on the road 
to Chandrala, on the west side of a tank, is a stone nandi having an old Telugu inscription on it 
wth a sun and moon. The characters ore much worn away. 

ICauiubo or KXttjl'&ru } — 8 miles north-west of Bezvada. (Cotc/oor.) There are five inscriptions 
in this village— , ,

IvoNDArALLi: ; — 8 miles north-west of Bezvada. A fine hill-fortress very picturesquely situated 
amongst hills and forest. It is said to have been originally built by the Beddis. An inscription of the 
tenth century llndmiAntiquari/Wlll, 76, andNole26) leads me to think that it mis not then in existence. 
It prohahly dates from about tho fourteenth century wheu the Reddia w ere in power. * It was attacked by 
the Mussulmans and finally passed into their possession about the year 1471. There is a fort and handsome 
palace on the top of the hill. The latter was redecorated by tho Mussulman governors, who called tho 
place Mustafinngar after Mustafa, the first governor. There are lines of strong fortifications and a 
number of bastions on points commanding the plains. The remains are extensive. There are several 
buildings still standing besides the palace which is in ruins. Below tho hill is a secsond fort guarding 
tho main approach. A Mussulman legend is current regarding this place which strongly resenmles that 
related of the capture of the Krishnagiri fort in the ^alem District as told by Mr. LeFanu in Ind. Ant. 
X, 191. There is an inscribed sl.ab let into the wall of the first gateway of the lower fort. It is dated S.S. 
1358 (A.D. 1436), and records tho erection of a temple on the banks of the Krishna by aprivato person. 
It has apparently been brought from elsewhere and placed where it now is seen. It is said to have been

They 
are said to give full particulars rela^g to the history of the place. One of my correspondents tells me 

on the top of the Kondapalle hills are many inscriptions in Hindnstani written in Telugu characters. 
This may be so, hut I did not see any during my several visits to the place. Two or three old English 
guns are to be seen, brofcen, amongst the jungle. There are several old ruined mosques and tombs in the 
plain at the foot of the hill. 

On the boundary between Kondapalle, Kavnluni and Ilaprolu vill^es is a stone with an inscription, 
undated, evidendng a grant to a temple by a Raja named Jagannatha Prasada, “ acting under orders of 
Malla Mara Raja. ° There is another east of the vill^e, dated § S. 1106 (A.I) 1184), recording the 
digging of a well, and other pieties, by “ Poli Kd4a Birraja.” Between Bezvada and Kondapalle is a 
group of Mussulrnan tombs, erected after one of their battles. 

Boswell gave a description of Kon4apalle in his Report to Government, printed with G.O. of 
7thNoveml«r 1870, reprinted m Lid. Ant. 1, 181. 

KoTptuc; — 11 miles north by west of Bezvada. {Condoor.) An ancient temple on a hill. 

llALKiPCRXitj — 8 miles north-west of Bezviija. An inscription in Telngu on a pillar of a 
Mussulman choultry, recording a grant to the choultry in B.S. 1457 (A.D. 1535) by Jlasanad^ytt Aliktt 
Dupan 3falaku (sichjthe MuhamiDadan conqneror of the bill fort of Koni^palle. (Compare the inscription 
at Kon43palle of 6.8. 145o.) 

MoGU.Ri 2 nPCRAsi;— 2 miles east of Bezvada. (UTogalraJapoor.) A Tillage situated nnder a lofty 
hill with other hills near. There are many roch-cnt shrines here, and cells. Iffigh up on the MU 
is a Buddhist or Jaina sculpture which the natives call a hlocted-up doorway. There are fragments of 
inscriptions of, apparently, the seventh or eighth centmy here and there on the rock. The remains are 
fully described in my Report to Government, printed in G.O., No. 212, of 16th Fehruary 1881. 

PoTAVARASi, orNAVEPoTAVABAii;— 11 mUcs north-west of Bezvada. (Potairaram.) There* is an 
inscription on a stone on a mound called Fakir Takya” at village. It is dated 6.S. 1079 (A.D- 

1157), and records a grant by Prolamma Devi; daughter of “ 6nman Mahamandalesvara Pota Kaja.” 

TipEPALi.E ; — 7 miles north of Bezvada. (7<)rfrf<ij«t//y.) An inscription on a stone near a deserted 
6^^1312°(A^D^ Tasanfaraya/aya«a, half a mile east of Tadepalle. It is a private grant dated 

Velaoaleku j— 9 miles north of Bezvada. {aJayaJaroo^ There are some carved stones, xTtrakah, 
niga-stones, and Sakti figures in this village. Two slabs have inscriptions said to he ‘.‘illerible.” 

Yemkepadc.— ’^ ero are thro inscriptions here, on stones. Two are undated. The first relates a 
grant to a temple by Knlottuiiga Chola. The second records another grant by “ Sri Komara ? Vira

Akibipalle ; — 16 miles north-east of Bezva^a. [AugerpvUy.) There is a veiy sacred temple 
on the summit of a high rock here, with stone steps up to the top, and a number of small shrines 
along the ascent. A. fine temple below the hill. The copper-plate grants belonging to both these 
temples are in the possession of the manager of the Nuzividn estate, which is under the Court of 
"Wards. They are both dated in S.S. 1550 (A.!). 1628), and record priT.ate grants to the temple. There 
are several temples and images of village goddesses- In the Siva temple, on n pillar, is an inscription 
in Telugu not understood by the residents. Mr. Boswell mentions it in his Report to Government, 
printed \vith G.O. of November 7, 1870 {Ind. Ant. /, 154), He states that there are some cave- 
temples close to the main temple on the. hill. 

Avatapalle ; — 3 miles east of Gannavaram. {Pedda or CMnna Aiimtijpxfllif.) On the tank-bund 
is an inscription stone, hut I have no information as to its contents. 

Ayilurd ; — 6 miles south of Vuyuru, 22 miles south-east of Bezvada. [lyeloor.) On a stone near 
the RamaKngeSvara temple is an unimportant inscription dated 8,8. 1563 (A.D. 1641). 

GoLi.AKAPAt.LE ; — 12 miles north-east of Bezvada. On a stone in the tank of this village is an 
inscription said to he “ illegible.” 

Idara ; — 17 miles north-east of Bezvada. (Eedra.) A few years ago a ryot here dug up a copper- 
plate grant in three plates, which was sent by the Zemindar of Nuzividu to the Madras Mtiseum, 
where it now lies. (See No. 179 of the List of Copper-plates in Volume II.) 

Koi^noA Nava^vaeam ; — 5 miles from Gannavaram. On a tank-bund is a temple. Near tbia is 
a stone engraved with three inscriptions ; —

Mallavilu 22 miles north-east of Bezvada, 9 miles south-south-east of NOzi^cJu. {MttnaUy,) 
Here and at BSravafieha (8 miles north-north-east) are some old diamond mines still retained by the 
Nizam {sec 2I.J.L.S 47, Dr. Benza’e Article ; end Marco Poh*e account of the diamonds of the district 
{YukU Edition, H, 295). (See Partiyala of this list, in Nandigama Taluk.) 

Meduud } — 6 miles south of Vuyuru bun^ow, 22 miles south-east of Bezvada. An inscriptiDn 
on copper attached to the d/irajastambha. It is said to be in ancient characters. A stone in a street 
bears an inscription of 6.8. 1438 (A.D. 1516), recording a battle that took place there between Krishna- 
deva Raya of vijayanagar and some one whose name is obliterated. The former was victorious. {See 
Goddtari District Manual, pp. 214, 215.) The stone is an important one and deserves careful exami- 
nation. It seems to give an account of Krishna Raya’s operations in the Sarkars. 

Mustabada ; — 5 miles west of jSannavararii, 8 miles east by north of Bezvada. {Musiahadah.) 
There is an inscription here dated 6.8. 1482 (A-D. 1560) by a Mussulman chief. North of the ^dllago 
some ancient carvw stones ; south of the village is a stone bearing some ancient letters, “ illegible.” 

Nnzivinu ; — 26 miles north-east of Bezvada, the residence of a wealthy zemindar. There is a 
small fort here, modem ; a temple of Vchlateirarasrami built 400, years ago; a mosque of the same 
age, but of no importance. 

Pedda Maddali ; — 16 miles south-west of Gannavaram, 24 miles ■west-south-west of Bezvada. A 
copper-plate grant in three leaves, of the early Chnlukyon Jayasiriiha I, has recently been found hero- 
(See No. 3 of List of Copper.pkUs, Vol. II, p. 1.) Two others are said to be in possession of Tadariki 
GOpanna of this village. 

PuBCSiioTrAVATKAM ; — 2 miles north-west of Gannavaraifa, 10 miles cast-north-east of Bezvada, 
{Poorcoshotaputlum.) There are two inscriptions here —

gnaaviEAji ;-18 miles north-east of Besvada. A mUe dWant from the TiUap is an old stone fort. 
Half a mile from this is an old Siva temple ; on four pillars of this are long mscnptions, difficult to read , 
outside the temple, near a figure of Nandi, is a pillar -with an “ illegible inscription. 

Tutubd;— 12 mileswest-BOuth-westof Gudivada, 18 miles east-south-east of Bezvada. {Weeyoor.) 
An inscription (date not given) in. the Somcitara temple.

Godivada 20 . miles north-north-nrest of Masnlipatam. {Gaodj/mda.) Head-quarters of a 
Tahsildar. {Bmgalon:.) A ruined Buddhist tope not long since demolished by the local Engineers is to 
ho seen in the heart of the village. Only a sm^ portion of the structure remains. It is now simply a 
mound of hriek dehris. Four caskets are said to have been found in it. No trace remains of rails. To 
the west of the village is afine Jaina statue in excellent preservation. Further west is the site of the old 
village on a rising knoll. A large quantity of Andhra coins, heads of all kinds in metal, stone, and glass, 
of good workmanship, and other articles including heaps of massive pottery have been found amongst the 
gravel and earth. At the temple of Bhimeivara, west of the v^age, are two inscriptions ; one dated S.S. 
1165 (A.I). 1243), recording a private grant, the other dated 6.S. 1169 (A.D. 1237), recording a similar 
act of piety.

A Sub-Magistrate’s station, close to the HolUru 
Lake. {Kydaloor.) An inscription in the temple of VeAkateima states that in 6.6. 1650 (A.D. 1628) 
a private person made a donation to the temple. 

ICaldutdi 21 miles east-north-east of Gudivlija. {Culdindy.') There is a mud fotthere, huUtby 
tho Muhammadans. A temple built about 250 years ago over a place held sacred for many years 
previous. There is a stoue, carved with feet-impressions, near the dhtaja stamhha. 

Kakukoplu ; — 9 miles east-north-east of Gudiva4a. (Concole,') A mud fort said to have been built 
by the Heddi chiefs. It was occupied by the Mussulmans. Mussulman coins are found in it. 


liAUTAKASi 10 miles north by west of Masulipatara. {Coidaram.) Posable remaina of a Buddhist 
tope. Doubtful. (See my fo Gopcrwwenf til G.O.,iVo. 1620, of 7th November 1870, p. 35.) The' 
tradition of the village seems to show that the place was Buddhist. The principal temple is said to have 
been built by the Rwdi chiefs (1328-1427 A.D.). 

The Kollluu Lvke;— At the north of the Taluk Sub-Magistrate’s'station at Kaikaltmi {Kyelaloor), 
1 G miles north-east of Gudivada. Somewhere in or near this lake was found the copper-plate grant of 
the B.il^ayana djmasty of kings of Vengi, published by Sir Walter Elliot in M.J.L.S. (SI, 304), by 
Bumell m Houth Indian TaJaography (plate xxiv, nnd.p. 135), and by Mr. Fleet in Ind. Aid. (V, 177). ,

((.o/adyeolfo.) The fort is said to have hecn built hy Laigulyn Gajopati (1237-1282, Jlmtir), aud io 
have been the site of a balllo. Nothing now oppean to-mark tho place but a mound. There is an old 
hgure ot a female deity (Satfi) on the mound.

Guduuu 4 miles west-north-west of MasuUpatam. [Goodoor.) Colonel Yule {Smith's Ancient 
Atlas, p. 22) identifies this place with the Koddura of Ptolemy described as a trading mart on the Mmolus 
river. 

Masulipat.4m. — On the sea-coast north of the della of tbe lArishna, head-quarters of the district. 
There is little here of antiquarian interest. It seems to have been a place of no great importance previ- 
ous to the settlements of Euxojpean traders. There is a fort and some old Dutch tombs. These last are to 
be found in the cantonment ; in the compound of the present District Court ; and near the house of Durga- 
ohala iludaliyar in Rlmanapsta. Some of the stones are very handsomely carved with elaborate coats of 
arms and inscriptions, the letters being raised instead of sunk. They date from A.D, 1649 to 1725. 
The place was first visited by the English in 1611. A factory was established in 1621, when the place 
was called Metchlepatnam. The local governors being very troublesome, the English left the place in 
1028. They returned in 1632 under a farman from the Mussulman king of Golkon4a, Abdullah. 
In 1689 the Emperor of Delhi seized the place, but granted a new farman in 1690. It was captured by 
the French in 1750, and ceded to Franco by the Nizim in 1753. Taken from the French by Colonel 
Forde in 1769, it was in the same year ceded to the ^glish by the Nizim.

From the Collector’s office in 1878 I procured two Eastern Chnlukyan copper-plate grants of the tentli 
century, and published them in tbe Ind. Ant. for March 1879 (YlII, 73). They now lie in tho 
Madras Museum. In, the temple of Ekdmbramlhasvdmi iu the fort, at the door of the garhltdlagam, 
is an inscription of §.S. 1319 {A.D. 1397), recording a grant by a private person. ’ 

In Pobertsou’s Pettjih, on a pillar of the maodapam of the temple of RamaliAga are three inscrip- 
tions dated respectively AS. 1070, 1051, 1071 (A.D. 1148, 1129, 1149), They are not easily read, and 
my copies are defective. 

In tbe possession of the family of Terram 6elti Vlranna are two oopper-plato deeds,- each dated 6.6. 
1428 (A.D. 1506), and each having reference to a settlement of caste customs and disputes. 

A number of the marbles of the Amoravati Tope were brought here and placed up in tho square of 
Robertson’s Fettah to beautify the place. Dr. Beoea saw them boro in 1835. (Jtadras t/bunial,V, 44.) 
Twenty-eight of them appear to hare been in existence as late as 1861. (Congreve in Jfadras Jwrnal 
XXn, 44.) Only seven have been now recovered. Where ore the rest? The local authorities aro 
unable to trace them, and yet there must be plenty of people in Masulipatam who have resided there for 
the last twenty years.

Oraugal sovereigns. Jly copy is imperfect. On tho same stono is on inscription of 6.S. 1292 (A.D. 
1-370), and another of which have an unsatisfactory copy. In tlio garhMIaijain of tho same Sambhuni 
gudi h an inscription dated 6.8. 1071 (A.D. 1449) of a private nature. There aro two inscriptions on 
a stone in the field belonging to the Knranam of tho viU.'^gc. At tho Ktlyakiirdh temple ia an inscription 
over a doorway, of which I have an imperfect copy. In tho villago of G.'lmaljip.idu, near tho Vishnu 
temple, is a stone having figures of ndtjas, and bc^ng an inscription of date S.S. 1599 (A.D. 1G77) of 
a private nature. 

DAnivKMULA 7 miles south-east of Jfileharla Appendix A, p. six). Two ruined temples close 
together, near which is an inscription dated 6.6. 1241 (A-D. 1310), in tho reign of Pratapa Itudra II 
of Oraugal. 

Durgi; — 8 miles south-east of M-lcharla, 11 miles south-south-cast of TumrihOta. {Doogec.) A 
village full of interesting remains (see ./I, p. six, where they arefnUy dcecribcd). There ore several 

insenptions here ; — 

(1.) On a stone near the north prdhdraeA the ^temple of GophidUmedmi, recording a grant 
during tlie reign of Pratipa Kudm H in 6.6. 1210, Jfccilambi (A.D. 1297).

(3.) On a large stone close hy this is an inscription of some imj»ortaDce, dated 6.6. 1191, 

(A.D. 12G91, recording the consecration and endowment of the temple by a Brahman in 
that year, 6ri Uudramma Devi being sovereign of Orahgal, and JannigadevaKaja being 
her governor of this province (see Kdrempudt JHAeidptions, AT). 11). 

■(4.) On a pillar in the temple of V<iiikeacdntscdmt\ dated 6.6. 1160 (A.D. 1258). This is another 
important inscription, it records a grant made during tho reign of “ I&katlya GanapatU 
deva Mahilraja”and tho governorship of Jannigadeva. It is understood that Pratapa 
Itudra I died in A.D. 1257, aud tho title hero given to tlie sovereign may possibly apply 
to his successor Budnunma Devi, or perhaps she carried on the government for a certain 
time in her husband’s name till she felt herself secure. If neither of these hypotheses be 
found tenable, wc must postpone for a year the date of tho death of PratApa Itudra I. 

(5.) On another pillar of tho same temple. An inscription dated 6.6.1177 (A.D. 1255) during 
the reign of Pratipa Rudra 11. Ilis minister Nuwulu Mafichi Ildja granted for temple 
purposes the taxes of a village. . 

(6.) On a stone south of tho marujapam of tho JVflHrfi. Dated 6.6. 1440 (A.D. 1518), a privato 
donation to tho temple during tho reign of Kiishnadeva Itijm. This .was two years after 
his conquest. 

(7.) On a small stone outside the midha mandapam of the sumo temple. Dated 6.6. 1219 (A.D. 
1297), during the reign of Pratftpa Itudra II of Orahgnl. 

(8.) ,On a largo stone outside tho same mulha tmndfipam. Dated 6.6. 1173 (A D. 1251), FiVo- 
dhikrit. A grant during the reign of Kakatiya Ganapatideva Jlnhartija, Gangayya being 
governor of tho provinoo. 

(9.) On another side of the samo stone. A long and valuable inscription giring n genealogy of 
the Ganapatis from Froli Ilija, father of Pratipa Itudra I, and apparently evidencing the 
building of the temple by the governor Gangayya. But my copy is defective. 

En£§VARAM ; — ISmiles south-west of Tumnkota, on tho Nitim’s side of tho Krishna. Mr. Boswell, 
in his Report printed uith G.O. of 7th November 1870 (Tud. Ant. I, 154), describes a rock-cut temple 
• here. I have not seen it, and when I was in the neighbourhood could hear nothing of it, but 1 had no 
leisure for a protracted search. 

. Ganoavar-am ; — 3 miles east of Qurzala, 4 miles west-south-west of Ddchepalle. A ruined temple. 

fipnrfr.tpXnn; — Gmilcssouth-south-west of Dachepalle. A ruined temple. An inscription recording 
a grant, date unknown ; it is too old to bo read properly. Two of the temples in present use are said to 
be very old. 

Goli ; — 4 miles north-east of Tnmrikota. ((7ofo?, Itmmery Cotn.) “West of the village ore 3 dolmens. 
Several ruined temples, but none of them sculptu^. The village aboimds in small temples now in 
use. South-west of the village is an old fort. 

. Four Inscriptions . — One on a pillar east of the MdUeStarasi'ami temple, in a character too old 
to be deciphered hy the people. Another near the Hanuman temple dated 6.6. 1547 (A.D. 1625).

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Near this is another, dated S.S. 1577 (A..D. 1655), Tlie fourth is to the west.of the Tillage and is quito 
modern The villagers connect the history of their village with YiSvamittra and point out h\a Jioma- 
or pit for the sacrificial fire. The name of the -villngo is probably derived from the contigmty 
of the dolmens or “ graves {(joli) of the Itakshasas.

There is atemple dedicated to Siva as JUarA'nnrfcyo here, fabled to have been built by 
On one of the stones of a deserted Siva temple is an “ illegible ” inscription. {Sec Appendix A, p. sxui.) 

GoMLiPAim 10 miles south-we.'it of ilacharlo, 13 miles south-west of Tumrikota. (Gooiidlapad.) 
Here there are two old ruined temples. An injur^ inscription, on a stone west of the village near 
the temple of SkaleSara, said to date from A.D. 1175 or 11 15. The other, on a slab east of the Siva and 
Vishnu temples, is dated 8.S. 1243 (AJ). 1321) Dannati, and records a private grant to the temple. 


GcrzIla; — 8 miles west-south-west of Dachepalle. {Goorjal.)^ This is the capital^ of the king 
mentioned in the story of the “ Palnad Heroes ’* («« Appendix A, v, xxiv). There are four ruined temples, 
and three in present use, all ancient ones. There are three inscriptions. Q) On the VireSca)'nscanu 
temple is one, said to contain the name of Raja Raja Narendra who built the temple. If bo it dates 
between A.D. 1023 and 1064 ; but my informant adds that he cannot read it, and of course no 
assumption can he based on such a foundation. (2) One is on a stone east of the dheaja sininhh'i of the 
temple. It is dated 1430 (A.D. 1508) and mentions “ Nanda Raja EAmayj'adeva.” (3) The 
other is at the Vxmhhndrascdmi temple. It is much injured, but is dated in the reign of Tirumaladeya 
“ most esoellent in the family of Saty44raya, and the gem of the Chalukyas.” ( 1 'r' ) Mr. Boswell, in 
his report to Government, prmted with G.O. of 7th November 1870 (Ind, Ant. I, 165), mentions a 
macujapam built in Mussulman style ‘*but evidently of a date long Wfore the Muhammadan era,” 
and a temple into which stones taken from more ancient structures of Buddhist origin ” have been 
let. The fort here U said to he of great antiquity. 

GuTTiKOirpA 12 miles south of Dichepalle, 6 miles south-west of Pidugurila bungalow. {Gootk 
londa.) Two ruined temples, one in the village, oue on a hill Here is the great cave mentioned in 
the story of the “ Palnad Heroes” {see Appendix A, The Siva temple is said to be old. The cave 

is a remarkable one. (See Jlr. Bostccll*s Heport to Goceniment piibtisticdinVi G.O. o/7th Koimlcr 1870, 
reprinted in hid. Ant. 1, 149.) 

iNnpnaizuPALLE ; — 6 miles south of Dichepalle ; a deserted Siva temple. 

jETriPALEiki 4 miles north-east ofTumrikdla. {Jelippoilinm.) Mr. Boswell in his report to 
Government, printed with G.O. of November 7, 1870 {Ind. Aul. I, 154), describes a rock-cut temple here. 
I have not seen it. The SatraSela temple close by is an ancient and very sacred one [Siiftrasalld). 
There are a number of ruined sbrines besides those now in use. 


JoNNAPApo ; — l-j- miles south of the Pidugurila bungalow; 13 miles south-east of Dichepalle. 
{Jtinnnpad.) _ Two inscriptions at the Siva temple ; both so old os not to be legible. A deserted temple 
of Vishnu with an “ illegible ” inscription, which should he examined. 


KAMBHAMPipir;— 18 miles west-south-west of Dachepalle, 4 miles south by east of Tumrikota. 
( Kumhmpnd.) Two old temples, one of which, viz., that dedicated to Siva, is fabled to have been built 
uy P.arasu Rama. Also an old ruined fort east of the village. North of the path leading to Mficharla 
IS !ui iuscription reeorOing a gift of lands in S.S. 1549 (A.D. 1G27) by a private person. There are four 
other mscnptions, “ illegible,” in the court^'ard of one of the temples.

Kauempudi ; — 13 miles south of Dachepnlle. An interesting town, renoTsmed in tho story of the 
“ Palnad Heroes ” {see AjipeneUx A, s, xiii). Hero are a group of temples erected in their honor, besides 
other temples of Yishnu and Siva, containing sculpture and inscriptions. The execution of the temples of 
Heroes is poor and rough. The other temjiles are decidedly older. There are a number of detached 
pillars, can'cd slabs, mandapams, &c., about the town, and several inscriptions ; — 

(1.) On a stone fixed south of the mandapam of the temple of the Heroes, recording tlio erection of 
a pillar inS.S. 1536 (A.D. 1G14) by a private person.

(0.) Another on a pillar of the north gate, dated only in tho year ParWidci, apparently recording 
a visit to the temple by tho son of some lUja whose name is not decipherable. 

(7.) In another mandapam called tho “ Niiyudii medn,*’ dated 8.S. 1367— most of it illegible. 

(8.) In the Yishnu temple in the town, on a stone fixed in the outer priLkara, dated S.S. 1649 
(AJ). 1627), stating that a NAjmdu, in that year, rebuilt this temple which was “ formerly 
established by the Heroes.” 

(9.) In the temple, on a slab inthe e.astem prakiira, dated S.S. 1076 (A.D, 1154), 

a grant of temple lights by the Prime Minister of ” Kuloltuhga CJhOda Gonka Eaja.” 
{C/io<pt= Chotd.) 

(10.) Another stone do.?© to No. 9, only partially legible from its antiquity. 

(11.) On a pillar of tIi6«J»A/(rt tmndnpam o( the same temple. A grant dated S.S. 1188 (A.D. 
1204), in the time of Rudramma Devi, tho Ganapati Queen of Orangal, by Jannigadeva 
Mahiraja, tho governor of this prorinw (<«• Duryt Inscriptions, No. 8). 

(12.) On another pillar of tho same ; dated o.B. 1239 (A.D. 1317). A grant during the reign of 
Kaiatiya Pratapa Rudro IX. 

(13.) On another pillar of the same; dated 8.8. 1227 (A.D. 1306). During tho reign of Kikatiya 
Pratapa Iludra II. 

(14.) On tho same pillar ; an inscription, much damaged by weather, apparently of the age of tho 
“ Heroes,” one of whom seems to be mentioned. 

Mr. Boswell opened several dolmens and sepulchral circles liere, which he described in his Report 
to Government of November 7, 1870 (reprinted in Ind. xlnl. I, 150). He also writes, “It is said that 
many years ago a ryot dug up in this field of tombs a large bell-metal wheel, but he kept his discovery 
a secret and had tlie whed broken up. There aro persons living who say they have seen pieces of it. 
Tills must have been a Buddhist relic.” There are some two-storeyed mandapams here, architecturally 
interesting since they are so uncommon in Southern India. (Fergusson’s "Indian and Eastern Architec- 
ture” 274.) 1 am, however, uncertain of their number. Mr. Boswell says “ several.” (See aho Mr. 
Bosicell’s Second Itcpoit, printed Kith G.O. of December 4, 1871, lud. Ant. I, 373.) 

IvAVELAp\i-T.E ; — 6 milcs west of the Fiduguiula bungalow, 9 miles south-south-east of Diehepalle. 
Two ruined temples. "West of the village is a ruined fort. There is an inscription in the Hanuman 
mandapam which the people say is “ illegible.”

There are some words inscribed near a shrine of a village goddess, but 
they cannot he read. An inscription on one of the ruined temples records a private grant in 6.6. 1609 
{A.D. 1687). 

OnALESvARArALLE ; — 11 milcs south-south-east of Tumrikota, close to Durgi. (Ohuleshttapullt/,) An 
old ruined temple of small size and some sculptured stones («<?c Appendix A, p. xix). 

OppicitARLAj— IJ miles west of Karempu4i. {Vope-echarla!) A ruined temple. Near a well is an 
inscription dated 6.6. 1221 (A.D. 1299), recording a grant made daring the reign of Pratapa Eudra II. 
In or near a well called “ J)ecata!a Bhdri ” is an inscription dated 6 6. 1233 (A.D. 1311), in the same 
reign. There are two others, one dated 6.S. 1560 (A.D. 1638), recording the sinking of a well, and the 
other in the temple relating to a private grant made in S.6. 1541 (A.D. 1619), [iee Appendix A, sriii). 
Some of the temples are said to be of great age. 

Palliou^ta; — 1J niiles south-east of Gurzala, 8 miles south-west of Dichepolle. {PuUijgoonta.) 
There is an inscription here, as yet unread on account of its age, near the entrance of the teiMle of 
R&maHAga. West of the village are some stone statues to whicn the people can put no name. Two of 
the principal temples and several small ones are said to be very old. 

PiLVAYi ; — 3 miles south-east of TumrikSta. (^Palcog.) A ruined temple. 

pASSATiLAPipu 3 miles east-north-cast of Tmnriketo. {Pmmrhpad.) ^ A ruined temple. An 
inscription dated 6.S. 1547 (A.D. 1025), north of the temple of Hnnuman, recording a private grant. 

PASs'EJtuLA ; — ^25 miles west by south of Dichepalle. {Puihaimla.) Two or three old temples in use 
and three deserted. In one of the latter is on inscription recording a gift hy a N&yudu to the temple in 
6.6. 1556 (A.D. 1634). 

pATLKvipu ; — 6 miles south of Sfacharla, fl miles south of Tumrikota. (JPutlateed.) Inscription on 
a stone half a mile south ,of the village recoding a grant to the temple at Macharla by ICrishnadeva 
Raya of Vijayanagar in 6.6. 1440 (A.D. 1518). 

^ Pedda GAREAPAiirr ; — 6 milessouth of Dichepalle. A finely-sculptured temple in present use, rebuilt 
in 6.6. 1695 (A.D. 1773) according to an inscription. There is another inscription which the people 
cannot read. There are some sculptured tirahah and mgaknh. Two other temples are said to be very old. 

PeTASANNIOANDLA ; — see SANKIOAypLA. 

PipuouRXt.A ; — 12 miles south-east of Dachepalle on the Haidarlbad road. {Bungahic.) Two ruined 
temples and an inscription {eee Appendix A, p- xrri). Hie inscription records repairs to the temple in 6.S. 
1472 (A.D. 1550). There is another older inscription north of the temple, in characters too ajehaio to be 
read by the people. An old fort. Some naga stones and many images. The temple of Siva is said 
to be ancient. {See Bo-’acelfs Bq>ori of 7th KovemWr 1870, rqtrinled in Ind. Ant. /, 154 ; Seiccll's Beport 
in G.O.f Ko. 1620, ofXst A’bwHicr'1878.) 

POlepalle ; — 10 miles south-south-west of Dichepalle. Three ancient 6iva temples. One is fabled 
to bavo been built by Parain llama. Three other temples are deserted, and tho Natives affirm that in one 
of them is an “ emerald lingam.” There ore two inscriptions here, which tho Natives cannot road, in the 
tcmploof Siddheitaraitdmi. 

PovpuoAi ..\ ; — 7 miles north-west of Dichepalle. {Pondagole^ A village at the point where the 
HaidarlMd road crosses the Krishna. There are some “Jaina” remains here; whether rock-cut or 
structural I cannot gather from tho description. West of the village, near the river, is an ancient 
desserted tcmido with on inscription. Thero aro one or two other inscriptions, hut unimportant. On 
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theNizlm’s side of the river are said to he some andent Jaina or Buddhist rema^^ besides the 
extensive ruins of an old Mussulman city. One of the inscriptions records some unusuaUy high freriies 
in the Krishna river in B B. 1672 (A.I). 1750). 

RiCHAjiALLAPApu;— 28 nules west-south-west of DichepaBe, 6 miles in the same direction from 
Macharla. {Rtickamihjpad.) Some andent temples. ITmt dedicated to Siva is deserted. 

Ravavaram 2 miles south-east of Macharla. Four ruined temples. Two serpent stones. 

Rextaciiintala;— 12 miles west by south of Dachepalle. Two old temples. Date not known. 
In the temple of MaUeScarasvami is an “ illegihle ** inscription, 

Rentala ; 12 miles west-south- west of Dachepalle, 5 miles east-south-east of Tumrikota. {Rentallah.) 

A {private! inscription of S.S. 1595 {A.D. 1673) at the Hanuman temple. Some Naga stones. Three 
ruin^ temples. Remains of a Reddi fort Discription of S.S. 1596 (A.D. 1674). The temples in 
present use are old. 

Sannioandia. or PETASAmnoAi.'pLA ; — 1^ miles east of Karempudi. {Sunnagmdla.) Some old 
temples. West of the village is a kone which the people call PSta RazuP Some ceremonies are 
performed here during the annual festival of the “ Falnad Heroes.” There is a curious natural cave 
here. (See Appendix A, p. xvi, and in 2Ir. SosicelPs Report in G.O. o/llh Novcmher 1870, reprinted in Ind. 
Ant. I, 150, v//ere the place « erroneouehj called Sanagalltt.) 

SiNOARDTLi ; — 14 miles south of DAchepalle, 4 miles south-east of Karempuiji. {Singarootla.) 
Natural spring and temples (see Appendix A, p. xvi). There is an inscription north-west of the temple which 
no one can dedpher from its antiquity. (Mr. Bosaeirt Report to Goternment of lilt Korember 
reprinted m Ind. Ant. 1, 150, tchcrc the place te erroneously calM Stimgurata.) 

SaioiBfPipu 5—20 miles south-west of TumyikSta. {iirceyerrypad.) A group of abandoned temples. 
An inscription of 1220 (AD. 1298), of Monividi Gopii»ayu4u, who describes himself as “ gran^n 
of Eftkahya Pratapa Rudra.” There are two other inscriptions by private people, without date. Besides 
these there are four others, all said to he “ illegible.” One is in the village, two in the fields in demarcation 
Nos. 610 and 370 respectively, the fourth in a Siva temple east of the ^•illage. There is a 6iva temple 
here said to have been built by the Cholas. 

TintrrtA 12 miles north-east of Daehwalle, on the river. An old ruined temple, of which no 
particulars have been sent me. The Siva temple in present use is said to be an andent one. 

Taixapaixe 5 miles south-west of TumrikSta. Two old temples. Date not known. On a 
deserted temple of Yisbnu are two inscriptions said to be “ in Telugu,” but ” illegible." 


Tangeda;— 7 miles north-east of Dachepalle. (Tunyuda.) An old fort containing 16 deserted 
temples. There are three inscriptions at the Gopalasrdmi temple, north-vvest of the village. The villagers 
cannot read them. One is of Aliya Yema Keddi of Kondavidu in 6.B. 1294 (A.p. 1372). Another 
inscription, west of the temple of Durga, records a grant by a private person in 6.B. 1474 {A.D. 1552), 
duri^ the reign of Sadadra of Yijayanagar, mentioning also the names of Rama Eija, Ramadeva, 
and Ihrumaladeva. There is an ancient mosque here which the people hold in great veneration. They 
say that the two Firs were brought from Mecca. The three old temples here are said to have been built 
by the Nayudu Heroes of the Palnad, and hence probably date from the fourteenth century. 

Terah;— miles south of Ma_charia. (Teyral/a.) On a stone posted before the temple of 
SiddheScaraeranii is an inscription, but it is injurkl, and my copy is imperfect. On another stone at the 
same plaee is an inscription dated S.8. 1165 (A.D. 1243), recor^g a grant hy a private person. There is 
another inscription of the date of one of the PratApa Rudras on the same stone, but my c^y is not good. 
On a tl^ slab is an inscription of 6.S. 3366 {A.D. 1444), recording a private grant. There is another 
inscription said to bo very old and illegible. A mile north of the village is an interesting little group of 
dewrted temples called “ Siddappa gulluf and, clo«e by, a temple built lu a Northern or Orissan style, the 
only one I have seen in this part of the country. It is called " Rdpahmnui gudi.*' (See Append, j- A ^ p. x-n'ii ). 

; — 6 milessouth'O.'ist of Dache2>alle. (Toamullacheroo.) An inscription in a temple 
ilated R.S. 1575 (A.D. 16.W), of no public importance. The temple is said to be an old one. There is 
a deserted temple here, and an inscription, partly legible, dated S.6. 1575 (A.D. 1653). 

Tumrikota ;--lIcad-quarterR of a Deputy Tahsildar, 18 miles west of Dichopalle. ITimmenjcofa.) 
\ ,7® V temples. Also a deserte<l temple of Vishnu. Four tombs 

ojLngush officers who diet,l in 1760, 1773, 1774, 1778. Mention is made in them of the Navab 
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also one of Krisbnadeva Elya, in S.fi. 1437 (A D 1515), recording the grant of two villages and the 
erection of a mandapam On a stone of the wall of the mukhamandapani m front of ihQgarbhalmam 13 
an inscription dat^ S.§. 15-18 (A.D. 1 626), recording the reconsecration of the temple by Pedda Appayya 
Giru. There are several inscribed stones fixed to the east of the temple outside.

The grantor claims 
to be a conqueror of both Chola and Chalukya sovereigns and to have acqiiir^ the countiy 
south of the Krishna by the favor of “ Trinayana Pallava.” 

(6.) Onapillar south-west of the »»«! Aawjanrfff/wim, S 8- 1030 (A.D. 1108). Grant by the wife 
of PrSli Nayutju, a dependent of "Kulottunga Choda Gonka Raja.” This is Kulottuhga 
I, alias Koppara Kesarivarma, alias Vlra Chola. , 

(7.) On the wall south of the east doorway of the yarWii/fiyom, 8.6. 1548 (AJ). 1626) Records 
the erection of a Siva temple at Dharanikota. 

(8.1 On a pillar of the miikhamandapain at the east dcK)r of the garhMlayam. An incomplete 
inscription. , .... a - 

(9.) On the dhtaja siambha of a Siva temple south of the town is an inscription dated S.8. 1735 
(A.I). 1813). It records the erection of the pillar by Vasiredtji Venkatadri Nayu^u, 
the Raja of Chintapalle who destroyed the tope. 

(10.) There is an incomplete inscription on the north of the Amareitnra temple on a ndndi figure. 

(U.) On, a stone to the east of tiiQ Amardrara temple, near the wall which surrounds it is an 
inscriptioadatedS.S. 1051 (A.D. 1129). This must be carefully examined, lly copy is 
defective. 


There are several other inscribed stones near this last, of which I have no copies. At the northern 
door of the garbhakyam is an inscription be “ upside down, in characters of the Treta. Tuga” (I), 

but to contain nevertheless the date “S.S. 478, cyclic year Tuva.*’ All this sounds thoroughly 
unreliable. The priests will allow no European even into the outer prak&ra. 


AuiNiHAD,*— 11 miles south-east of Sattenapalle. (AmtituhodK Vaniu.) Several inscriptions at the 
Ammataru temple, west of the village. They are mostly “illegible.” One bears date 6.S. 1114 (A.D. 
1192), another S.S. 1502 (AD. 1580). Tlie temple is highly sculptured, and is Baid to bo very old. On 
a stone north of the temple are several inscriptions, of which I have no account. In a tank near the 
village is a mand^am of two storeys, in which there is said to be on inscription. There is a chronicle 
of the village, in Telugu, in possession of the Katanam of the village, Nadimp^e Sitayjo. In a mosque 
east of the village are several Persian inscriptions. 


Bellamko^a ; — 8 miles west of KrOsOru. {Bellamlonta^ A fine fort of stone on the summit of a 
lull, with several hiuldings and gateways. I have been able to learn very little about tliM fort, thouerh 
it was evidently a place of great importance. The fortifications are extensive, Mr. Boswell gives°a 
brief account of it in his Report printed with G.O. of 7th November 1870, reprinted in Ind. Ani. I 185. 

CniNTAPALLP,;— 10 miles north of Krosuru. An old fort on the river, once the property of the 
Climtaralle Zemindars. It is not kno^vn how old it is.. Outside the village, on the south side is a stone 
which has fallen do^m. It hears an inscription dated S.S. 1161 (A.D. 1239), recording a grant by some 
pnvnto persons to the temple at Gudimetla. There is another inscription, undated— a grant by a private 
person — but I am not informed as to its exact position. ^

(1.) On pillar, dated S.S. 1331 (A.D. 1409), recording the construction of a tank by the wife of 
“ Vlra Narayana Vema Vibhu,*' one of the Reddi chiefs. 

(2.) On the same. (The copy sent is so had that nothing can be made of it.)

There nxe five inscriptions on copper plates in the possession of R^piidi Bhujangariyadu of this 
village. He has refused to shew them. There are a number of interesting remains near here testifying to 
greatwealth and prosperity in former times. Sculptured stones, &c., are numerous, and figpires of warriors 
and the like. Kondavldu & only two miles off. TTie Christian settlement here is stated to he about 
200 years old. 

Gupirupi ; — 9 miles south-west of Kroauru. There are five inscriptions at the temple of Bhmeimra

ICa>iep.\llb ; — ISJ miles west-norfh-west of Erosuru, on the E^hnS. Inside the ruined temple of 
Vishnu is an inscription, but I have no information as to its nature. 


K&r.iVAn-VM;— 12 miles north-west of Krosuru, on theKrishpa. In an old fort here is an inscription 
on a slab dated §.S. 1474 (A.D. 1552). recording that “6ri Nadha RajaRaraayyadevaMah&raja,” son of 
Ifokshmipati Bsja, and grandson of “ Sri Nadha E4ia Ramoyya Shmantu ^ingira iEshapatra,” granted 
to a private person the produce of certain t^es, m the reign of Sadfi^iva of Vijayanagor. 

KrosSru. — ^T he taluk head-quarters, 27 miles north-west of GuntOr. There is a stone inscription 
here, but I have no information as to its whereabouts or contents. 


MxJifuOopu ; — 7 miles north-north-east of l&OsCiru, near the river. There are two inscriptions here, 
both on a stone in the street of the village. One records the erection of a temple by “ Gonka Nyipa” 
(probably one of the Chola kings), but is without date. The other, also undated, record a grant by 
“ Sriman Mahamandaleivaiu Gofikayyo, in the thirty-seventh of the increasingly glorious years of Sarva- 
loka^raya Vish^uvardhaua llahartodu.” 


Pai^em ; — 6 miles south-south-east of &esaro. There are four inscriptions here. On a stone 
pillar east of the village is an inscription dated S.6. 1153 (A.D. 1231), recording a grant by Prolu Devi, 
a jBanf, wife of Srunan JfahamandaZe^vara Eofa Dodda Gsto Rija.** On a pifior in the temple of 
Viivaitdtfiasvdmi is an inscription dated S.6. 1204 (A.i). 1282), a private grant. There is another 
private grant on the same piUar, dated 6.6. 1024 (AJ). 1102), and another on the same, without date. 

pEDDASiAKKENA 10 mUes south-east of Erosuru. Thero are two inscriptions here on a pillar east 
of the village. One, dated 6-6,. 1097 (AJ). 1175), records a grant by "llalla BhQpati,” son of Prolana 
Nayaka; the other is dated 6.6. 1082 (A.D. 1160), and records a gift to the temple by Bhiitama Devi, 
wife of “ Sriman MahllmandaleSvara Ksta Gandapa Raja.” 

RXzupALEjr;— 17 miles east-south-east of ErosUni, 12 miles west by north of Guntur. (JRazupa- 
km.) On a stone in the middle of a small jungle is an inscription recording a grant to a temple by 
“ Srimat Muchhe Nayaka,” son of Sonte Nayaka, in S.6, 1167 (A.D. 1245). 

6iripuram ; — 13 miles north-west of Guntur. On a stone in front of a ruined temple near the tank 

is an inscription of 6.6. 1087 (A.D. 1165), recording a grant by “ Rijendra Choda Kumara 

son of Hahamundalesvara Kulottunga Choda Goi^yya Maharaja.” It relates how the Chalukya 
kingdom passed into the hands of the Cholas. 


TINDKONpA TALUK. 

AcNicuxpuL.\ ; — 9^ miles north of Vinukonda. Temple of 6iva, said to bo very old. A Viralbfidra 
temple, described as beautifully sculptured, and very old. An old stone fort in ruins on a hill chlled Koiu- 
loridei, east of the rillago. There are some ** illegible ” inscriptions on a stone a quarter of a mile north-east 
of the village. North of the rillage is an image and shrine of a god called^ “ Tirumaladeva.” (?) There 
are several serpont-Etones here and there, and several images of deities. 
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BogoaR-im 10 miles north-east of Tinukonda. Dolmens. A stone inscription “ in unknown char- 
acters,” east of Giirrahmma's temple. 

BoliApalle 10 miles north of Yinukonda. Dolmens, A mined fort, said not to he old. 

Chintal-icheruvu 10 miles sonth-west of Yinnkonda, on the road to Cumhum. Dolmens. An 
inscription on the temple of Chennakesaragtdmi (Yishnu), states that it was built and endowed by EUappa 
Naj-udu in 4.S. 1472 (A.D. 1550). The Siva temple is smd to he older. 

Bond U'ipu 6 miles west of Yinukonda. Dolmens. Inscriptions on a hlaek granite stone in the 
temple. The language is not known. 

Gandigasamala ; — 20 miles north-west of Yinukonda. Dolmens. Two deserted temples, on one of 
which is an inscription (copy not sent). Several sculptur^ images are to be seen about the village, and 
there are many shrines of village goddesses. In theMadigahamet south of the village is an “ illegible ” 
mscription. 

GARiKEPintJ ; — 19 mUes north of Yinukonda. Dolmens. 

GoK.\NAKoyDA ; — 10 miles south-east of Yinnkonda. Dolmens. There are two ruined stone temples 
here not much wiilptured, but believed to he old. Some other temples seem, by the information sent, to 
be worthy of notice. On the north of the hill near the village is a stone with an inscription of 12 lines, 
which the people cannot read. A twelve-headed Jfdffa is cut on a rock a quarter of a mile west of the village. 

GnMitANAMPipn ; — 18 miles north-north-east of Yinukonda. (Gi{mmc/anfj>a(f.) There is an old 
nuned fort here. 

Guilapalle 13 miles north-west of Ymukou^a- Dolmens. 

Ikuibllaj— 16 miles north-north-east of Yinukonda. (I’wn«if/?(i.) There ore five ancient and 
deserted temples here, said to he of gi^at antiquity. There are several inscriptions in and about 
the village. Oae is dated S.o. 1 176 (AD. 1254), and, so far as can be gathered from the imperfect copy 
in my possession, records a \'ictory gained by a general of the forces of the Ganapati sovereims of 
Orahgtu over the Chola king. The date is three years before the death of Pratipa "Rudra I. If so, it m very 
important. Burnell places the date of the change of sovereignty of this tract at A.D. 1228 (Palaoff-, 
40, Ho/c 4). There is another inscription of a rtill earlier date by a “supporter of the Cbolas ” and 
“ Kuler of Yehgi,” but unfortunately my copyist omitted, or could not decipher, the 6aka date. There 
are some nagakah or serpent-stones in the \'iUage. 

In the hamlet of BhaUqialmi are three stones smd to be elaborately sculptured. 

irpBD ; — 13 miles north of Yinukonda. (TTpHr.) There are seven deserted temples here. On 
two of them are inscriptions (no copy sent). There are two inscriptions on a temple of Viireitaiast&mt, 
half a mile east of the village. There ate others also. The whole should he examined. One is dated 
6.B. 1200 (AD. 1278), another S.S. 1574 (AD. 1652). Close to the east of the village is a serpent- 
stone ; one mile west, a Vtrakal ; foiir mfies east, a sacred place with a stone pillar and two serpent- 
stones. One of the inscriptions, said to be undecipherable, is close to the temple of Gopdksrdmi, 

ICAXU5URL.\ruT)i ; — G miles north-east of Yinukonda. Dolmens. On a stone pillar ore some inscrip- 
tions said to be illegible. Others are to be seen on o detached stone. They have not been examined. 
Copy has been sent me, but it is manifestly imperfect They are dated A.D. 1080, 1150, respectively. 

Kinu^uSciti 10 miles east of Yinukonda. An mscription east of the Siva temple, broken and 
illogiblo. The temple is said to be an ancient one. ’ 

K(»cu\nL.\, 7 miles north of Yinukonda. An old ruined fort. No one knows who built it, or bow 
old it is. 


ICoTTALURn ; — 8 miles north-east of Yinukonda. Dolmens. 

IfAmiMANCiaPApn;— G miles east of Yinukonda. Thereisan inscription north of the temple of 
llanmnin. It is said to bo difficult to read from its antiquity.

Dolmens. ' '

liiandapam, an.1 another similar on n piUar in front of the Armamm temple. A mile north of the 
vlUago IS an old rumed fort. 
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PcDDi K.\nciiari^ ; — 4 miles east of Vinukonda, An inscription of 1071 {A.D. 1149) near 
the Hhmcicam temple. It lias not teen fully read. There are two ruined temples here. 

PicniKEL-S^rAnnM ; — 6 miles east of Yinnkonda. Dolmens. 

PotlOru; — 8 miles north-east of Yinukondn. Dolmens. In d ^iva temple north of the village is 
an illegible inscription on a stone. 

Pwv.AVAB.\ii; — 12 miles south of Yinukondn. {Racai-am.) There is an inscription on a temple 
of Gnruvrillmcami, hut an incomplete copy only has been scut me, and 1 can make nothing of it. The 
Siva temple is said to bo an ancient one. 

Pemidicharlv ; — 18 miles north-north-west of Yinnkonda. Dolmens. There are three ruined and 
deserted temples here, on one of ^Yh^ch are some inscriptions. There is an inscription near a well east 
of the village dated in B.S. 1557 (A.D, 1635). Port of it is said to he ‘‘illegible.” In ♦he jungle 
between this place and Rivulapuraili is an old rmned fort. It is said to bo infested %%ith wild bea.st3. 

SiNAJtPupi ; — miles east of Yinnkonda. There aro some “ illegible ” rock-inscriptions behind 
the shrine of llanumfln. 

SAEiKoxp.vrALEU ; — 0 miles north-north-west of Yinnkonda. {Suriloyulapalcm Atjgm ) Dolmens. 

feivAPURAM 6 miles west of Yinnkonda. {Sitaparam Aggm.) Dolmens. 

TALARLArALLE } — G miles south of Yinukopda. Dolmens. 

TiMMiruRAM. — ^The Tahsildar tells mo that some ancient kadjan documents of value ore in posses- 
sion of Bhaskaruni Bhaskara ItAyauingilru, a resident of this tillage, amongst others the Hthnla Pttram 
of the temple at ChCzarla, which ought to bo interesting. Ilis family distinguished themselves under 
Kfishnadeva RAya. The books arc said to throw light on the history of the coxmtrj'. 

TisiMAYAPipEi j — 2 miles south-west of '^ukonda. {Tiijim/tpalcm.) Dolmens. An ancient 
temple. 

TiBUPiiiiAPORA.\i; — 6 miles south-east of Yinnkonda. Dolmens. 

DMUApivARAJi 5 — 10 miles east -south-east of Yiuukonija. {Viimiiwlnraram.) Two old temples. No 
inscriptions. 

Yappemkokta ; — 8 miles north of Yinukopda. A temple near the tank north (t the village, said to 
have been built by a Chola Ihlja. Close by tins is a rock bearing an inscription, which should be 
.examined. 

Yanikcnta ; — 12 miles north of Vinukopda. Near a well, a mile to the west of the village, is a stone 
with an old and *‘ illegible ” inscription. 

Yelaturu ; — 8 miles north-west of Yinukopda. An old stone fort with bastions. It is quite ruined. 

Yelpuru ; — 11 miles north-east of Yinnkonda. ( Velupnr.) South of the ltd/mlmgeStara temple is a 
stone having an inscription said to he “ illegible.” Both the Siva and Yishnu temples are said to be 
old. 

ViKUKONT)A. — ^Head-quarters of the Taluk. Tliero is a fine hill-fort here, said to have been built by 
Sagi Gannama Nayudu, governor under Vira Pratapa Purushottama Gajapati (A.D. 14G2-149G); as 
weU as a temple and finely sculptured mapdapam built by the same man. In the Eaghitmthasrdmi 
temple is a stone with an important inscription. The fort was captured by Krishnadeva Paya of 
Yijayanagar during his victorious march along the Eastern Coast. There is a large mosque here, built 
by one of the ATTXSsulman governors in A.D. IG40, Hijra 1050, during the reign of Abdullah Kutb 
Shah of Golkonda (1611-1G72). Tliere are a number of dolmens aboutthe place. The oldest fort at 
Yinnkonda is on the west side of the hill, and is said to date from A.D. 1145, and to have been built by 
Yi^variibarade^-a, a Gajapati. It was repaired by Poliya Verna Beddi of IIondaTidu. On the same 
hill are two inscriptions said to be in ancient and therefore unreadable characters. Lower down is the 
fort of Pochinidu Gannamanldu. He is believed to have been one of the Reddi chiefs. The ruins 
of the palace testify to its once having been a very fine one. The third fort at the foot of the hill 
issiiid to date from about 400 years back. It is the" one first mentioned, built by Sagi Gannama 
Nayudu. There is another fort, built 260 years ago, which surrounds the town. In the temple of 
li^arashh/ia are some inscriptions, one of whith testifira to the mondapam having been built by Sagi 
Gannama in §.6. 1399 (A.D. 1477), On a stone south-east of the mandapam near the Travellers’ 
Bungalow is an inscription recording a gift made by "Kumara Kondrajayyadeva MahAraya ” in the 
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/>! f5id3filva of Viiayanoear in S.S. 1483 (A J). 1561). An inscription in Persian on the mosque 
JSrds its erection by iiJya Eajan K},kn in Hijra 1050 (A.D. 1640). HUKodmda .Ra/Hflsm/m temple 
is richly sculptured. The temple of Ramalinga on the hill is of immemorial autiqmty. It has two 
mscriptions, neither of which can he read fully. North-west of the town on a hill is an image of 
Hanvman said to have been placed there by one of the Mussulman kings of Golkoncja. There are 
several very old inscriptions about the rock, &c. Others of the temples are old. 

TENPCAPiLEM ; — 6 miles east of Yinukondo. Dolmens. A temple 300 years old. 


naeasaeavtipEta taluk. 

{ffcad-Quariers, Naramraatpefa, orAtlur.) 

Asnavaram ; — 5 miles west of Narasaravupeto. An old temple of Vishnu. 

Appapuram 5 — 9 miles south-east of Narasarlvupfta. An inscription, “ illegible,” on a stone stand- 
ing in front of the figure of Haniiman in the middle of the village. North of the village is a temple of 
a village-goddess, near which is another “ illegible ” inscription. 

BabbSp-alle 5 — 20 miles south-east of Narosaravup^ta. A nagalal hearing an inscription in “ ille- 
gible ” characters. Some old temples, date not known. 

Boppfini 11 miles south-east of NarasarAvupeta. An old temple. On the north of the Vishnu 
temple, on a stone pillar called the nagah tiamhha, is an “ illegible ” inscription. There is also an 
inscription close by this on a stone carved with a thrw-headed serpent. West of the village are some 
dolmens. The people say that they are tombs of Buddhists. 

BuKKipURAit 4 miles cast of Narasarivup§ta. An early French Jesuit settlement, founded in 
AD. 1733. 

OiiloALiA ; — 8 miles north of Narasaravupfta. {Bagalla.) North of the village, near a well, is an 
inscription on a stone, said to he “ illegible.” Two deserted temples. 

CRAL 1 .AOUKPLA 8 Hules north-west of NarasoiaTU 5 §ta._ Five lemplca In one axe several sculp- 
tured figures and, on two piUais, two inscriptions. One is “ illegible,” the other bears date §.§. 1740 
(A.D. 1818). There is a ruined temple here, deserted. 

OnENR-DPALLE j— 16 miles south by west of Naroratavu^la. {ChannvpaUc Aggm.) A §iva temple, 
said to be 400 years old. On the mim is an inscription. The Tahsildar of Tin^onda Taluk tells me 
tbat some ancient kadjan documents, which are of historical value, are to he found in the possession of 
Gimtupatle Hama ICrishnayyo, a resident of this village, whose ancestors distinguished themselves during 
the reign of Krislmadeva Itaya of Vijayanagar. 

CiiEZARiA ; — ^14 miles east-north-east of Narasaravupela. This is an important village, -with a 
temple of high antiquity and great sanctity, ^ The temple is dedicated to KajxflcScara. This was tho title 

S ’vcn to the great king Sivi (renowned both in the MahabMrata, where the story is told tudee, and in the 
uddhist Jdtahat) after his sacrifice of his oivn flesh to redeem the life of a hunted pigeon. It is said that 
ChCzarla was tho scene of the sacrifice ; and here a temple was erected to the pious monarch under the title 
of Kapokicara. Tho temple would seem, from the description sent me, to bo highly interesting. There 
are three caves in the rock — ^whether deep or not is not stated, nor whether they are excavated or natural. 
The village is srud to have been granted for tcinpje purposes in the reign of Pratipa Eudra. The people" 
tell many wonderful stories about the place. There is a very large tree close to the temple, wliich is 
declared to issue from a subterranean cave. One of ray informants tells me that the image of the 
principal deity is simply a lingara. There are two inscriptions on the (WrtyW stamhha, but they are too 
old to bo easily dedphered, and my copy is very imperfect. An inscription of ICrislmadeTa Raya’s reign 
is on ft stone near tho tlhtnja stamlhoy dotM 6.S. 1440 (A.D. 1618). My ^py is imperfect. An 
inscription, apparently recording a mvato grant, is to he seen on a stone close to tho temple of ^ddha- 
Itistoed 8.8. 1087 (A.D. 1165). There are two other inscriptions inside the courtyard in' 
front of the shrine, both on the same stone. The people cannot tell me what character they are written 
iu. I have reason to think tliid one at least is very old. An inscription in the temple records a grant 
made by a private person in 6.8. 1551 (AD. 1629) ; and another in S.8. 1168 (A.D. 1246). 

Altogether r have Leanl of ten inscriptions here, one being on a white marble myO slab. Tho 
iillnpemm? to be filled ndth temples, rfaincs, sculptures, Ae. I ha\o had sent me a list of 78 temples 
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(many of course mere petty shrines), 23 mndi*, 62 Hgurcs of Diirga, lOof Bhiuratni 21 of int-alu (heroes), 
24 a*illage goddesses, and so on. The people pretend that there TS'ero 1,000,001 lingaiiis hero once. {See 
TiSfMlruRAsr, Vinukonda Tnlut, for the Sthnla J^ram of this temple.) 

ChI3IAL.\?iarki ; — 8 miles north of Norasar»lvopC*t®* Two inscriptions on slabs, one “ illegible,” 
the other “ legible,” but of which no particulars are sent. Thero is a deserted Vishnu temple here. 
One of the inscriptions is at a tank north-east of the village, the other at a tank south of the village. 

Ciit!iUMAMit,L.A 9 miles east of NarasarivupGta. A twgalal bearing an inscription in “ illegible ” 
characters. - 

DEgmiamOdi ;—lG miles south of NarasaRlvnpfta. Two old temples, date not known. Inside the 
courtyard of the MaUiliarjunn temple is an inscription on a stone be.arin" figures of the Kandi and a 
Nogendra. It records a grant in 6.6. 1002 (A.D. 1080) by “6ri Sanni Choda Jlaharija,” son of “Tribhu- 
vana ilallidova Choda.” If the date is correctly copied, the grant was made during the reign of Kulot- 
fuug.a Chola I. 

Duly Si) via; — 22 miles south by east of Nnmsarlvup5ta. (Derauncluln.) Three temples, sculptured, 
two of wluci have inscriptions (particulars not given) East of the villa^o is a small temple of a rillage 
goddess with an inscription on a stone carved with a female figure. South of the village are 20 dolmens. 

ElchOru ; — see YELCirunu. 

GvyAi'Ar.vnisrj — 10 miles fiouth-c.ast of NaraaarJmpt-ja. On a stone north of the dhraja stamhha 
of the 6iva temple west of the village is an inscription said to bo illegible. 

Ganxavaram '20 miles south-east of Nnmsarivnpeta. A temple of Ytnuge]^dlastdmi^ sculptured. 
East of this stands a stone bearing an inscription in ” illegible characters.” 

GSouLAi'inu ; — 13 miles west of Narasarivupfta, 8 from Bompicharla. An old temple of Visbtiu. 

GoRiZAvdLi: ; — 8 miles east of Narasardnipeta. An inscription, ” illegible,” on a stone east of the 
village. 

Qovind vPtiRAi 5 — 6 miles south-south-east of Naras.irftvupcla. Close to the west of the village is a 
temple with a number of statues, nith inscriptions on two stones. The temple is said to have been built 
by a Chola Tlaja (A.D. 1023 to c. 1228 ?) Ono of tho inscriptions records a private grant in 6.6. 1092 
(A.D. 1170), made to further tho prosperity of Kulottunga Chola. The other is dated 6.6. 1082 (A.D. 
llHO), and records a grant by a private pereon. At tho entrance of a Vishpu temple in the village, said 
to have been built by Krisbnadeva Kayo, is an inscription in Telugu (no particulars sent mo). There 
is also a deserted temple here. 

Gckta GSuL-vrADU ; — 2 miles north of Narasarslvupata. On two stones close to a tank south-west of 
the village are two inscriptions, both of which are said to be " illegible.” 

Ikkuuru 3 miles south-west of NarasarivupC*ta. (I'iX-mwi.) Close to the south-east wall of the 
'temple is a stone bearing the figure of a serpent and an inscription which records a private grant made 
* in S.6. 1038 (A.E. 1110) in honour of Kulottunga Kajcndm Chola. This date falls in the reign of 
'Vikrama Chola. On the same slab is another inscription of the same year, relating grants to the temple 
' and Brahmans by the same sovereign. There ore a number of stone statues and images in the village, 
Ifdgahah, &c. 

Irulvcado ; — 6 miles south-east of Narasaravupetn. {Tirhpad.) A 6iva temple said to have been 
built by the Cholas (A.D. 1 (t23 to c. 1228 ?). In front of it, on a stone sculptured with a nandij is an 
’ inscription said to be difficult to read. 

JZiJvDi;— 14 miles south-east of Narasaravupeta. Two temples said to have been built by the 
Cholas (A.I). 1023 toe. 1228 ?). Onastonepillarin the Vishnu temple is an inscription that the villagers 
cannot read. On o pillar on the Siva temple is another, similar. 

Kakani ; — 7 miles west of NarasaravupSta. In the temple under on old figure of tho gantdn is an 
“ illegible” inscriptiou. The temple is quite now. There is a deserted temple 100 yards north of tho 
village with an inscription in characters that the people cannot rend. Tlhee other deserted temples 
stand near the village. 

Kajiapalle ; — 12 miles south-west of Narasaravupeta. There is a deserted temple here. On a high 
mound 200 yards north of the village is a pillar with an inscription that the people cannot read. 

K-ANurARBU ; — 4 miles south-east of Narasaravupeta. In the centre of this village is an old statue

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■whicli the people call Yenmathn srami, or Jeans Christ There are two old temples here, and two others 
quite deserted. 

KiisuBonA ; 15 miles south-east of Narasajarujwla- An old temple of Yishnu. On a stone in 

front of the gate is an inscription in “ illegible” diaracters. 

KEs\NUP\LLn; — 2 miles south-east of Narasaraviipeta. At the temple of in front of 

the gate, is a stone with an “ illegible” inscription. 'ITiere are three othem, equally illegible, in the fields. 
(Demarcation Nos. 104, 144, l&l). 

KoMJtiLAripv 16 miles south-south-west of Narasartlvupela. (Bitngaloic.) A Yishnu temjJe, huilt 
400 years ago by'oneAdri Dhava llazu— also a Siva temple. A stone fort in ruins, about 3u0 yearn 
old. There*is a “ stone carved nath a figure,” two miles north of the >'illage, but I have no information 
as to what it is intended to represent. 

Koirp \KivuRU ; — 8 miles south of Narasaraviipef a. Near a figure of Humiman, west of the village, is 
an inscription on a stone recording an act ofworriiipdoneby Timmaras.T. Ayj-angar, minister (praMajii) of 
Krishnadeva Kaya in S S. 1313 (A.D. 1391), Jiahmlhauija. If this is the sovereign of the Vijayniiag^ 
dynasty, the date must be wrong. During his reign there occurred a lialmlhanna year, namely in fi. S. 
1440 (A.D. 1518), and this must, I thint, be the correct date, ns it tallies ^ith the historical fact of that 
sovereign’s conquest of these parts about the year 1515 A.D. Tinmia Arasu is often mentioned in 
inscriptions, but this is the only place I remember where liis caste as an Ayyahgir Dralmian is stated. 
Compare an inscription at Kakam (Guntur Taluk). In the hamlet of Pamidimami is a deserted temple 
of Yisbiiu. 


Ko:5rDvvipu ; — 13 miles south-west of Guntur. A fine hill fortress and range of hills. The forfin- 
cations are much overgroAvn with jungle, but are in escelleot preservation. It is not known exactly w’hen 
this fort was commenced, but it was the capital of a dynasty of Ile4'li sovereigns Avho rose to power after 
the fall of the Ganapati kings of Orangal and reigned for 100 years from 1328 to 1427 A.D., when 
they were overthrown by the Kutb Shahi Mussulmans of Golkonda, Krishnadeva Riya got possession 
of the place in A.D. lol5, and the Mussulmans regained it at the fall of the Yijaynnagar kings in 
A.D. 1 565. It remained in their possession till quite recent times. There are two forts on the hill, and 
one below, which last is attributed to Krishnadeva Riya. Mr. Boswell described the place in hia Report 
to the Majbas Government, printed with Madras G.O. of 7tb November 1870. {See /nrf. w4«M, 182, 
for a reprint of Mr. Boswell’s paper.) 

There is a Yishnu'temple ou a lull tliree miles east of the village, where are two inscriptions stated to 
be in “ unreadable” characters. Quite on the highest peak of the lulls, three miles east of the tillage, is a 
little mandapam built Over what is supposed by Hindus to be an impression of Vishnu’s foot ; but it has been 
adopted by the Mussulmans, who pronounce it to be “ Adam’s foot.” There an inscription on a pillar of 
a mandapam close to tbo west of the Tillage. Hast of the to\vn is a large temple of Vishnu, sculptured 
and ornamented with several inscriptions, smd to be “ illegible.” It is said to have been bnilt in tbo 
time of the Reddi sovereigns, but is now greatly demolished. Not far from this is a huilding called 
the “Treasury,” which, however, looks more like a temple. There are a nuraher of small inscriptions 
hero, so covered with whitewash as to he illegible. Inside the building is a small temple nith a number 
of sculptureil figures. 

On the hill are a number of buildings, besides the mere lines of fortification. South of the oldest 
fort on the hill (said to have been erected by a king of Orissa) is a temple of Vtmnlamma with a quantity 
of sculptured figures, hut no inscription. Fifty yards west of this is an inscribed stone, of date 
1447 (A.D. 1525), in the reign of Krislmadevn Raya. The inscription is a long one. 

Oil a pHlar of a raandapam at the Siva temple of Uamaliiiga, tioMi of the ‘vdlage, is an inscription, 
of date S. S. 1588 (A.D. ItiCG), recording its erection in (hat year. There is a figure of Vii-ah/iadra* 
said to he heautifully sculptured, in tlie same temple, andsome other inscriptions. About 150 yards to 
the north of the \'illage is^a mosque bnilt with pUlars taken from some Hmdu binldiog, on one of wM^ 
are four inscriptions of SB. 1337 (A.D. 1415), recording gifts by private persons. It was erected during 
the reign of Komati Yenka Ue^ldi of Kondavidu (1395-1423 A.D.) There is an inscribed black stone 
etimding amongst a quantity of prickly-pear 500 yards north of the village. 'Jlie inscription is dated 
b.S. 1473 (AD. 1551). Not far from it in the middle of a tank is another dated S.S. 1460 (A.D. 15381 
In the Yishnu temple south of the fort under the hill is an inscription of S.S 1486 (AD 1504) 
dnt^l m the reign of Sadariva of Vijayanagar. This is interesting, as it is dated in the year prerioul 
to the to al disrnp ion of the Yijayanngar monarchy, and proves that, though R.xma Raya and his two 
brothers held all the real power, they still acknowledged Sadisiva as their nghtful lord. The temple is 
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higlily sculptured. It ■vrus here that the Reddi (diiefa rrere so barbarously murdered. Tlie histoiy of th'e 
massacre is completely given byJJj. Boswell in hisBeiKnt {Ind. Ant. I, 183). There seems, however, to 
be room for doubt whether the atrocity was really committed by Krishnadeva Raya. The local chronicle 
attributes it to Krishna’s governor of this place. Some declare that it was the iTussulpaans who 
committed the deed. On another pillar of the same temple is an inscription dated S.S. 14G8 (A.D. 1546), 
stating that the pillar was laised by a Reddi. There are other inscriptions also, one, near the dhcaja 
sUnnhha, being declai-ed “ unreadable.” 

At Kondapalle (Bezvada Taluk), in the fort, is a stone which is said to have been taken from this 
fort of Kondavidu, from the jYorfcnd/a Daniiza (Nadendia gate). It is said to bear an inscription in 
praise of Achyutadeva Raya. Half a mile east of the ^'illage is a figure of a village goddess. Near this, 
on a stone, is a long inscription which the people cannot read. There are inscripuons, all said to he 
illegible, on three stones standing detached at different places. Two are north of the v^age and east 
'Of tho road to Guntur ; .and one is near the bungalow in the fort on the top of the hill. Altogether the 
Tahsildar’s list contains 1 2 inscriptions at Ifjondavidu including two in a hamlet- 

The first iluhammadan governor of the place was named Murtazl. Ho gave his name to the town 
and re-christened it Murtazlnagar. In the same w.ay Kondapalle was named Must.afanagar. But in both 
cases the older name has outlived the newer. 

There is an interesting historical Chronicle in Telugu regarding this place, called the Kondan^i 
MCihaiiiviam. A copy lies in the Deputy Collector’s office at Vinukonda. 

Kon'idex-v; — 14 miles smith of Narasaravupcta. Some very old temples; date not knoivn. To the south 
of the village is a temple of Snhhara’itaim, sculptured. There are three inscriptions in the courtyard that 
can be read (they are unimportant), and others that the people cannot read, and which must be examined. 
There are two inscriptions in the temple of Vhu'njaKn, south-east of the village, and many others said to bo 
” illegible.” There is another at a deserted temple 160 yards north-west of the village. 

KoppAU-vir 5 — 13 miles south-west of Narasarivu^t^ four miles north of KommilapSiJu bungalow. 
(JTflppamwj.) On three sides of a pillar west of the principal entrance to the Vishnu temple are inscrip- 
tions in a character which the people cannot read. They call it Telugu. On another pillar inside the 
&va temple is another similar iuscription. And in the Virabhaiha temple are two others. Some 
gold coins were discovered last year at this iiUage, underground. 

Kot^ppakoxba 8 miles south-west of NarasaravupSta. A celebrated temple, held in high repute, 
where there is a festival every year, greatly thronged. The temple on the hill is ancient, Wt I have 
no particulars about it. 

Kuxkul.\oujjta 11 miles wcst-uorth-west of NarasanivupMa. Three deserted temples, in one of 
wliich is an inscription which tho people caimot read. In tho temple of Bhogcicarastdmi are three 
inscriptions. 

(1.) A grant of lands to the temple for the purpose of securing the health and prosperity of 
Kakatlya Prat.xpa Rudra by his minister llallayy.a. Undatetl. 

(2.) Grant by a private person to the temple in S.8. 1261 (A.D. 1339). 

(3 ) Grant in §.S. 1119 (A-D. 1197). Mostof this is illegible, hut the names of Pratapa Rudra and 
liis minister Mallayya (or BoUayj'a) can be made out. This is a very important inscrip- 
tion as it may help to fix the date of Prat.ipa Rudrn’s conquest of this country. Dr. Burnell 
fixes A.D. 1228 n.s the date when this tract was lost to the Cholas. The stone should ho 
carefully examined. 

In tho temple of VnwgojyVa-irann (Krishna) is on inscription on a pillar. It is said to be ” illegible.” 
There is another at the little Ganeia temple. 

T ■Tvr.AMouyTi.-v ; — 2 miles south-west of NarasarAYnpeia. {Liiignmgniitn.') Close to tho south of tho 
village is a group of stone statues, and a stone with an inscription that tho rillagers cannot read. 

Macui-uku, or S v^tamaout-uru ; — 9 miles south-west of NanusanivupGta. In tho hamlet called 
“ Put’a ” are two old temples ; date of erection not known. An inscription is to bo seen on a stouo 
200 j'ards west of the village, and another 300 yards east. Botli arc said to bo ” illegible.” 

JLvi.TAi'YArAi.EM; — 11 miles routh of Nanrnrivn^'ta. Qlallaijapfiloii.) A Vishnu temple; old; 
date not known. There is an inseription-licrc, of which i have no particulars. 

Hahutcru 17 milcs^ south by e.ast of Narasarivtipc-la. (-Vwiu^n*.) An'old YLshnu temple (date 
cot known), scjjptured- Near an imago of IIajiuin.an is an inscription s.ajd to bo “iJJcgibJfi.” Jji t}io 
temple of SonieScaivscdmi, near the figure of Afliirfr, is an inscription said to bo “ illegible.” 
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Mayidwolu — 12 miles east-south-east of Nanusarilvupt'ja. An inserintion, which tho villngcre 
cannot read, on a stono near a tanh east of tho Tmage. A deserted teiva temple. . 

IICLAKULURU 4 milcs nortli of NarasarayupCtn. An inscription north of tho temple of Siva, on a 
stone, said, to be “ illegible.” A deserted torapio of A^islirm. 

JluRiKiPTOi ; — 16 miles south-west of Nnrasarivuitcta. Oh tho carved stone haeo supnorting 
a figure of Aa/idi at tho 6iva temple is an inscription which tho people cannot rend. It is said to bo 
ancient. There is another on tho back of a slab wliich bears figures of a sun, moon, and n s«x>ent.^ 

KinnypLA 8 miles east-south-east of NarasoiavtipCla. A slono at rokrnmtna's shrine, carved 
with a nSga ' and an inscription said to bo in “ illegible ” characters. Two ancient tcmplo<«, in which 
are eight inscriptions, all " illegible.” There arc also inscriptions at a descried tempio west of tho 
village, on four of its pillars, ” partly legible.” There arc some “ illegible ” inscriptions on the wall of 
the temple courtyard, and one on a stono in tho road closo by. 

Naoaeazupalle 5 — 16 miles south of Nams.irivupet.a. A bearing an inscription in 

” illegible ” characters. A Vishnu temple ; old ; date not known. On a/tono standing west of a figure of 
Hanuman is au inscription said to bo “ illegible.” There U a deserted Siva temple here. 

N.akvrik-allu ; — 10 miles north-west of NarasarAAmptta. A largo rill.igeon the high road. In ono 
of the temples are a number of sculptured figures; and two *inscription5 on stones, l>olh said to bo 
“illegible.” There is another unimportant donative inscription in tho temple of TnjniranlakusTami 
(Siva). 

NAftASAnAvup&rA;— noad-quortorsof the Taluk. (See Jppriirliz p- si-) There arc some old 
temples here, and a Siva temple 6.aid to have been originally built “ by Jains.” In tbe tempio of 
BhmeSmra west of tbe town U an inscription on ono of the stones of tho roof, difficult to read. In 
front of the temple ot PaUabhi^Ildmairdt$»i there is an inscription on a slab in “ unknown ” characters. 
The remains of tbe fort and palace of tho former Zemindars are interesting. 

Pamidipapu S miles north of Narasarlrupfta. A Vishnu temple said to be SOO yc.ars old. To 
the north of the VaUahfuirdt/atccmi temple is a ffannia $tmnb/ui, fallen down, on w’hich is an inscription, 
“ illegible.” 

Panuslvrbu ; — 13 miles east of NarasartlvupOta. A temple with o number of 6Culpt\iTed figures. 
There are inscriptions in this as well os in another temple. Ono is unimportant. Tho others ore said to 
be “ illegible,” 

.PSlSru ; — 19 miles south-east of NarasarivupCta. (Polar.) Three inscriptions, all in characters 
said to be “ illegible.” Two are on pillars, tbe other on a stono. 

PtjBVSHorrAPvrxAM ; — 12 miles south-'west of NoTB«ari\v«pija. On a stone is an inscription, 
and another on a HfrWj figure. Doth are said to be “illegible." Tlio Tnli«ildar mentions a third “ on 
• the middle of the three stones buried in the village by blacksmiths ten years ago.” 

R^AiirCTA ; — .10 miles south-south-east of NarasoraTupeta. (liazaptfa.) A ruined temple said 
to be 1,000 years old, with sculptures West of the villogo on a slab is an inscription (no particulars 
given). An old fort; date unknown. 17 dolmens. 

K, Avirinu 3 nnles north-west of NorasariTupela. An old temple of irnnumdii. In tho &va temple, 
on font sides of a pillar, is a long ii^ription in characters said to be unreadable. 


Rosipichabl.'l;— lOmileswestofNarasarlvupeta. on the high road. (Lutiffahie.) (See Appendix A, 
p. xi.) In the_ temple of -Sdwiffm'frtnMrdmi are three inscriptions on stones near the dArnJa sf/TMbbn One 
bears date S.S. 1479 (A.l). 1557), and records a grant to the temple. (No particulars about the oUiers.) 
In a temple m the fort are two inscriptions ; one said to be « illegible,” I have no information about 
the second. The temple is said to have been built by Tirumala DeM, sister of Pratiipa Rudra. There 
13 another inscription on a stone between the village and the fort. * 


RuPANAouiqiA ; — 5 miles north-west of NarasaraTup^ta. An old Vishnu temple, 
SAOTAGUBipiiioi— 8niilesTrcstofNama.ttaTiipe!a,4maesiiopUi of Homliioharia Iraioalow, on lie 
iugb road. On a pillar in the Vishnu temple is an inscriptioa said to be “ illegible.” 

SANTAJlioULTOU ; — «ee llAOULUnU. 

SiTOL^y ;^ miles east of Nara^'^pela. An image of a village goddess with an inscription 
said to be m illegible characters. The Siva temple here is said to have been built in the time of the 
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Cholas (A.T). 1033 to c. 1228). A long inscription on four sides of a stone standing close to the gat© of 
the temple of ltdinalingeScara. The villagers cannot read it. Another in the Biva temple over a doorwaj. 

S&RAVACAPAttE; — IS miles south-south-east of NarasaravupSta. (JSuravarapttpaUe.) An old Vishnu 
temple ; date not knomi. 

Tanoedapali.e ; — 9 miles south of Narasaravup§to. An inscription in Telugu on a stone in front 
of the feiva temple. Another on a stone in the street of the village. No particulars sent as to the first. 
The latter said to be “ illegible.” A third near the temple of Hanuman. 

TxmsiatubaiJi; — 12 miles east-south-east of Narasaravupeta, A stone carved Tvith a number of 
figures and bearing an inscription on three sides of it in Telugu. A temple of Hanuman 300 ye’ars old. 

Topadu ; — 8 miles south-east of Narasarfivupeta. {Tubadu.) East of the Vishnu temple, near a 
-small shrine, is on inscription in characters unable to he deciphered, on a stone. 

Tunu»iiLi.A 12 miles south-west of Naraaarivupeta. {Ttirumella.) A deserted temple with many 
sculptured figures. 

TJppAiAPApu ; — 3 miles south-west of Norosaravupeta. ( Vuppnlopad.) An inscription on a stone 
near a statue of Gaiiga, a village goddess, in an open place 200 yards north-west of the village. It is 
too old to h© deciphered by the wUagers. There are some other old stone statues near. 

TJppu Maouluru ; — see Vuppu ItiooLURU. 

Vankatalapadu ; — 13 miles east by south of Narasaravupeta. An 'image of Hanuman with 
inscription said to be in “ illegible ” characters. Two old Vishnu temples. Two .miles north of the 
village, near a tank, stands a stone with an inscription, partly legible. 

Tayidana ; — 20 miles south-west of Narasaravupfta. (F^/dana.) An inscription (copy net sent) on 
a stone at the Vishnu temple. 

Vp-LCirfiRU, YfiLcirilRir, or ELarfin ; — 12J miles south-west of NnTasara.vup5ta, 4 miles north of 
Komm&lapa4u Bungalow. There is an inscription here said to be ” illegible.” South-east of the village 
is a'stone bearing what is described os an astrological diagram. 

VfiLPURU, or ElpSru ; — 13 miles west-south-west of Narasar&viipgta. (FeO/pur.) Three deserted 
temples. There are two inscriptions on stones near the village which the people cannot read. 

Vf LfiRU ; — 12 nules south-east of Narasarampeta. There is a Nagahnl here with on inscription on 
four sides of the stone said to bo in illegible characters. Some of the temples are old. A local cWoniclo 
{Danda fiacUe) regarding the temples wus lately filed in a case by the Karanam of the village. There 
are two other inscriptions in two of the temples. ‘ 

Vesiavar-^m ; — 12i miles south of NorasarAvupeta. An old temple of Vishnu. Date not known. 

ViPPAHLA ; — 8 miles west-north-west of NarasariTupela. Two deserted temples and several sculp- 
tured figures. There is an inscription on a stone in the temple of Paiiahhi-Rd/msedmi (no particulate). 
There arc three others at a Siva temple (no particulars). East of the rillage, on a tank bund, is a stone 
with an inscription in Nagari (?) characters. The i)€ople cannot read it. Some dolmens south of the 
village. On the idol in a temple of Hanumin is an “ illegible ” inscription. 

ViprARL-^PALLE ; — G miles south-west of Narasarivupelo. An old Vishnu temple. 

ViSVANAUiiUNi Kiiandrike 18 miles south-east of Narasaravupfita. A temple said to have been 
built by the Reddis (1328-1427 A.D.) Several detached images. An undated inscription, apparently 
regarding a private matter connected with fields. 

VurpuLAPApu ; — sre TJrruLAPAnu. 

Vuppu iIXoutURU 10 miles south of Narasoravupdta. Two old temples, date not known. On the 
image of the gariida is an inscription said to be “ illegible.” 

Yap^valle; — 9 miles south of NarasaravupCta. Anold^iva temple, dato not known. There is 
an inscription in ” Telugu ” characters which toe people say they cannot read, on a pillar in the temple, 
and there is another on the utiU of the temple of a similar nature. There is a deserted temple, dato not 
known. 

YEDn\^NAPupi ; — 16 miles south-south-east of NoTOsaMrupCta. (Tndampudi.) Two old sculptured 
temples, dato not known. There is an inscription n«ir the gate of one of tbemsaid to bo ” illegible.” 
There is another near the gate of too Bamalitigcicara temple, north of the village. 
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Tedlapadtj;— 12 miles east-south-east of NarasaTATupgia. - A Ndgalal 

inscription said to be in “illegible” character^ A temple of HanurnSn 400 years old. 
in front of a temple of a village goddess is an “ illegible ” inscription. 

Telciiubu ; — see Yelchuru. 

Tellamanda; — 3J miles south of Namsarftviipeta. (Tal^amaiu/a.) A temple 400 years old. At 
the top of a high hill, 2^ miles south of this village is a small temple with carved agures and a raandapam. 
There are Hve insGriptiona here ; one of 6.S. 1672 (A.D. 1750) ; (no porticulMS ns to the others.) Near a 
lihgam, on the road to the hUl, is a stone pillar with an in^iption (no particulars sent). At a deserted 
temple* south of the village on a broken stone are some inscriptions (copy not sent). There are some 
other deserted temples in this village, and an ancient temple in present use. KopparAz Narasingayya 
of Krosuru (KrosOru Taluk) is in possession of the Slhala Ptirdnn oi the temple on the hill. 

In the village, at the temple of Pamahngasvamt are 8 inscriptions ; —

(4.) §.fi. 1055 (A.B. 1183). A private grant. 

(5.) Copy incomplete. The names of Buma and his wife BiihbamAihbA are mentioned. 

6. ) Copy incomplete. It seems to be of a private nature. 

7. ) S.8. 1053 (A.D. 1131). Grant by Nalla Nigi Re44i, apparently in the reign of Eiljeiidra 
Chola, but my copy is incomplete. 

(8.) 8.8. 1155 (A.I). 1233). A private grant. 

Tbitawadua j— 17^ miles south-south-east of Narasarivupgts. {Yanavuidvli.) Tw old temples, 
date not known. 

ZAGOAEURAiii IS miles south-east of NarasarAvupgta. 500 yards south-east of the village, in a 
field, is an inscription in characters unable to be deciphered by the vUlage people. 

Zo>rNALAOAi)pA 2 miles east of Narasarivupgta. Some ancient temples. Close to the temple of 
GopdlaseSmi stands a stone with an inscription which nobody can read, 

ZouNATALB ; — 20 miles south • of Narasarivupgta. {JZaufMtali,) Two stones in the middle of the 
village, each having an inscription too old to be re^ by the villagers.

Gtr^R.— The head-quarters of the Sub-Collector of the district. There are inscriptions on a pillar 
of the mandapomin the temple of iflAsAmz-iVarffgmiAasrwm' at Ramachandrapuram Agraharam ; and 
four at the temple of Agastye^varasvdmi at Old Guntur to the east of the Eed Tank. Oim of the former 
Mcords a private grant in S.S. 1140 (A.I). 1218), At the latter temple is a stone very like one at 
Bipatla, sculptured with four feet-impressiona, a snake, mid worshippers. (BosiceWa Second Report, 
^j^nted xrith Q.O. of ^th Rccemher 1871 / Ind. Ant. I, 373.) There is a copper-plate in the possession of 
fottOnAppayya of Old Guntur. It is a Ohaln^ran grant and should be examined Some good carvings 
m greenstone lie about the compounds of some hous^ ® 


Kakani, or Kukka KiKisi 5 miles north-east of Guntur on the road to Bczvftda. (PcdaXalam.) 
lljero IS a caired stone here with, a figure of a horeeman and two dogs pursuing something The people 
have a legend about it which has been narrated by Mr. Cain in Ltd. Ant. V, 187. There is an insenp- 
Uon on a stone stan^g in front of the QopaUatdnti temple, dated S.S. 1192 (A.B. 1270), of the reign of 
Eudra Mohadevi of Oraagal. This msenption is important, as it states that she was the daughter of the 
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Kakatiyo, Gunapatideva. On a stone in front of the Vtrabltadra temple is an inscription, dated S.8. 1440 
(A.D. 1518), of Saluva Timmarasu, minister of Knshnadeva Raya of Yijayanagar. 

K\Ri 2 TOTALA; — 6 milcs south by east of Guntur. A temple of Lah/tim-I^arashhJuisvami, said to 
have been built by tbe Cholas. It hM inscriptions said to be “ illegible.” 

Eaza ; — 9 miles nortb-east of Guntur. Th»8 is an inscription m front of tbe Yishnii temple, near 
tbe dhtaja siambha, dated in 1066 (A.D. 1144), recording a grant in the time of the Chola sovereign 
Kulottunga Chola II. There is another on the same stone dated 6.8. 1171 (A.D. 1249), by the Eikatlya, 
Eudradeva, i.e., PratSpa Rudra I of Oran^. On the north side of the same is an inscription, ^dated, 
by a private person. There are also said to be two other inscriptions in the same temple, “ illegible.” 

Ro^vripu; — 6i miles south-west of Guntur. (Ebndepadu.) Near the tank-bund is an inscribed 
slab, tbe writmg on whicb is “ illegible.** There is another on the west of the village near the temple 
'of Kondalamma. 

KoRiTEPipu 2 miles north-west of Guntur. {Kopitepadu^ On the southern bounda^ of this 
village, near the Guptur road, is a stone sculptitred with feet-impressions and bearing an “ illegible '* 
inscription. 

T/am ; — 6 miles north of Guntur. There is a stone bearing an “ illegible ” inscription in front of the 
temple of 6iva ; and another, equally illegible, at the BhairacagviHa tank. 

MANDAPipu ; — 10 miles north-west of Guntur. On the tank-bund of this village, on a stone called 
“ 8nhhd.rd'y\idM Bando.^' is an inscription in “illegible” characters 

lliRKAPCTUM AcRAHiRA.51, — In front of the temple of Viheivara^tami, on a pillar,^ is a long 
inscription of Kakatiya Eudradeva, undated. It diouldbe examined. There is another inscription here, 
dated 6.8. 1204 (A.I). 1282), recording a private grant to the temple. 

Makoalaoiri 12 miles north-east of GuntCip. A flourishing town, bead-quarters of a Deputy 
Tahsildar, on the high road between Bezva4a and Guntur. There is a high hill here, half waj' up which 
is a rook-out platform on which stands a ^all temple. There is a cave in the rook behmd, said to 
communicate with the TJ94avalle cave-temple 7 miles distant. It has fallen in, and I could not ascertain 
its original depth, but it looks perfectly natural. The ascent irom tbe foot is by stone steps. Near the 
foot of these, on ^e west side, lies a stone pillar with inscriptions on all iopr sides. It records the grant 
of villages by a chief of Nadendla, and is veiy important as it is dated in 6.6. 1442, and gives on account 
of tbe capture of Kondavldu by the troojw of Kriehnodeva Raya of Yijayanagar in 6 8. 1437 (A.D. 
1515 ) under his general Timma Arasu, On a stone. near a small temple of Ganidajt'ar ia an inscription 
dated in tbe reign of SadS-Siva Raya of Yijayanagar, 6.6. 1480 (A.D. 1658), recording a grant by Thnma 
Raja, described as son oi the king oi Orissa (Odra). On another side of the same is an inscription by the 
same donor regarding further gifts. On a third side is a record of a grant by a private person (date not 
given). On the fourth is a further record, but the copy is incomplete. Port of the inscription is buried 
in the ground. There is a fine temple here with a particularly toll and straight gopuram. It is modem, 
but it is a very striking object, and well worth more than a passing visit. (2ur. BostcelVs lieport, published 
ill G.O. of Iforember 7th, 1870, reprinted in Ind. Ant, I, 150, and SeiceWs Report in G.O., No. 1620, of 
Noemher 7th, 1870, p. 35.) 

Mukicamula ; — 12 mfies north-north-west of Gnptur. An inscription on a slab standing erect at the 
ruined 6iva temple, “ illegible.” 

NALi,APAnu ; — 15 miles north of Gnntur. {Nelapada.) An inscription on a pillar of the halydna 
mandapam of the temple of Ntid-Itdmasvami. Another on a stone lydng south of the 6iYa temple. A 
thiid on two stones of the Krishna temple. None of these ore legible. 

Namburu ; — 6 miles north-east of Gnntur. On a stone outside the 6iva temple is an “ illegible ” 
inscription. 

Nidumukkola; — 11 miles north-north-west of GTintOr. There are some inscriptions here. 

(1.) In a street of the village, on a slab. Dated 6.8. 1431 (AD. 1509), during the reign of Krishna- 
deva Raya of Yijayanagar. Most of it is “illegible.” If the date is correctly given, the 
inscription ought to be important os this 'was the first year of that sovereign’s reign and 
precious to tho date of his conquest of ttiis tract. 

(2.) Near a tank to the south of the village is a building of somewhat peculiar shape, said to have 
been hmlt by tbo Reddis (1328 to 1427 A.D.) Close to it, on a stone, is an inscription said 
to be “ illegible.” 
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(3^ To tbe east of tho Tillage is an inscription near the imhhamandapam of tbe Someicarastami 
^ ‘ temple. It is dated S.6. 1751 (A.D. 1649), bnt is said to be mostly “ illegible.” 

PiMUL.'iripu 13 miles north-west of Ganlur. An inscripfion said to be ” illegible,” on a stone 
east of the d/aMrarasrawi temple. The temple is said to have been built by the Reddi chiefs (1328 
to 1427 A.D.). 

pA-vniiiw 16 miles north-north-east of Gnntttr, 4 miles north of Mangalagiri. There ia^tm 
inscription of iS. 1710 (AD. 1788) at the temple of Siva. Another report gives me the date as S.S. 
1210 (AD. 1288). 

PoTTUEU ; — 5 miles west-south-west of Qontur. South of the Vishnu temple is an inscription said to 
he illegible. 

PuATTiPipu (Bungalow) ; — 11 milw south-west of GuntOr on the high road. There are two 
temples here. At the I)m4ficarwit5tm temple are the following inscriptions _ 

(1.) 1156 (A.D. 1234). Grant of lands to the temple hy a sovereign, of whose name I am 

doubtful. The Telugn copy calls him “ Kddakasopati t)ipa Maharija.” Dipa is proba- 
bly Dera in the original. This is likely to he an important inscription, as the date is just 
that when the country was changing, or had shortly before chang^, rulers. 

(2.) 6.6. 1435 (A.D. 1613). Erection of a mapdapam by a private party. 

(3.) 6.6. 1144 (AD. 1222). Grant to the temple hy a private party ' 

(4.) 6.6. 15G0 (AD. 1038). Gift of a bell by a private party. 

(6.) “ Illegible." On a stone bearing the Bguies of a Ungam, and a uandi. 

(0.) 6.6. 1450 (A.D. 1528). Grant of a e}4akra by a private party. 

(7.) 6.6. 1470 (A.D. 1654). Donation to the temple by a pnvate ^arty 

At the ■Vi‘n«'7op(f/(Mrfl»u temple, on a stone pillar, is an inscription s.aid to be “illegible,*’ but a 
king of ICm^ta is said to be mentioned therein. The 6iva temple is said to have been built by a Obola 
Ilija (1023 to e. 1228 AD.). The Vishnu temple was built by the Heddi chiefs (1328 to l-^27 A.D.). 

RilVELA 11 miles north-west of GuntOr. A stone in the right-hand wall of the Eria bna temple 
bears an “ illegible " inscription. 

RlYApOm :-~18 miles north of GunlQr. dose to a temple of HanurnSn is an inscription on a stone 
pillar, partlv legible. There U an old InscripHon on four rides of a stone, near a 6iva temple, said to be 
illogiolc.’*^ There are a few other carved stones in the village. 

RF.opiVALtM 1 mile north of Guntur. Near a tank is a slab with an inscription, dated 6.6. 
1 172 (Ad. 1250), mostly “ illegible.” 

SbkOru 7 miles west-south-west of Guntur. There are seven inscriptions here, all •' illegible.” 
(1.) In front of the temple of Somdrara. (2.) North of the temple, in the street. (3.) South of the 
village in a field belonging to SOrj'adevara Vissayyn. (4.) North of the tank, near the temple of d/«r- 
(5.) At a place called Bafigaihgundhi, north-cast of the temple of VenAnfeienra. (6.) On a pillar 
of the VeAlafeScara temple, (7.) On the south wall of the CltainlraieUtara temple at Selapadu, a hamlet 
of SekGru. 

SrnDirAX.LK; — 6 miles cnot-sonth-east of GuntQr. An inscribed slab, characters “ illegible ” near 
tlio field of Vajrala Rami Reddi, ® 

TAiiiKospA ; — 10 miles north of GunlQr. There are many interesting remains in this village. On 
n pillar north.w«t of a temple is an inscription. On a stone in front of a tcmnlo of QaneSa ia another. 
Both are “ illegible.” There are several temples in nresont use, some of wliich are old. A deserted 
temple is aswrtc<l to have been built in the days of tho Jains or Buddlusts. “ It contains Jaina or Bud- 
■lliist figures." At a temple of a rillngo goddessmore pretentiously bmlt than most, cast of tho village, 
arc figiires of Ufioirara aud other god.', and an inscription. North of the village, in a field, is a black 
pratiito pillar udth inwiptions on four sides, “ fllcgiblc.” Tliero are several figures and shrines of 
vniago deities, Ac. A Sivn temple, built by tho Keddis in tho middlo of n small pond, has now entirely 
di-opp^atwl. North of this on n stone pillar is a ndya figure, and others are grouped round it. There 
i' o villngo Clireniclo of the place which is now with tlio Ilevenue Settlement Department. 

UypArAU.K {Viindarnllf-, VtmhcflU) ‘,—16 miles nortli-east of GuntQr, 2 miles south-west of 
B-nida. (\ uiuhpatlr.) The four-storeycd rock-cut cavo-teraplo. This is a poor specimen of tho 
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Hindu religious art of tho sovcnlli or eightli eontuiy ns compared with tho rock-temples of Western 
India, or the itflvalivanim caves, of about the same ago. Tho most reasonable lij’pothesis os to its construc- 
tion is that it -was excavated by the Chalukyns from Knl^*ftno, who were Vaislinavas, after they had 
conquer^ tho ^iilankiyana d^masty of this eounby (\'engi). Tlie temple is defeated to Vishnu as 
Ndrayana or Anantasena, a colossal sculpture of whom, recumbent, is seen m tho third storey. There aro 
many other rock-cut shrines and mandapams about tho lull.

South of tho village is tho temple of ’BhaikartirnrastSmi. In uont of it is a pillar with inscriptions. 

(1.) 6 .§. 1448 (A.D. 1520). llecorduig the erection of tho temple by a Iledtji during tho reign 
of some one at Kondavidu. 

(2.) Undated. Evidencing tho digging of a well in tho reign of Krishnadova Eaya. (1508-

BiiATnrnoLtT ; — Gmilesnorthof Eepnllefnotmarkedon the Ordnance map; close to Vellaturu). A 
ruined Buddhist tope. It was greatly demolished o few years ogofor the purpose of making a road; and 
some of the marble sculptures ■were utilized in building a sluice on the Krishpa Canal close by, where the 
road to Vellaturu crosses the canal. They may be seen let into the flooring of the sluice. I have it 
direct from the officer chiefly concerned in the demolition that the mound was between 30 and 40 feet 
high, of a circular Bhnpe,like a dome, but ruined at the top; that there was a marble pillar standing erect, 
and sculpture here and there in marble, but he does not remember rails or walls of marble. He found

I, 153), stntoil that a number 
of copper Buddhist figures, part of them now in tho Library nl Bezvidn. hnd been found at this village. In 
tny Report ft Government, printed with Q.O. No. 1C20, of Ist November 1 878, p. 34, 1 stated that senrah 
was being made in the 2ila<hns lluseom for a number of in.«cribed b.ises liclonging (o those images, which 
Were sent thither for esamlnation. I regret to state that this has proved entirely unsuccessful. These 
valuable inscriptions seem to have been lost.

“Outside the village is a mound of immemorial anti<iuity,’°on which a number of stones are planted, 
like tombstones. This should be eiamined. The village used, so the people say, to have a la^e uuniber 
of temples and tanks. 'There is a StSa/a Pwran«, -which is with the Tidikonda Brahmans of Gunt&r 
Taluk. See the rtory of the “ Palnad Heroes’' (A/vwirftr .^f, p. iii). Gold coins have boen'found 
here, and discoveries ate const.antly being made when excavations are carried on. Not long ago some 
pillars were dug up- A few years since an immense treasure was disoorered by some tank-diggers near 
here. It consirted of several large masses of pure gold, which evidently was the xesidunm of the melting 
down, in chatties, of a quantity of gold, profobly temple-omaments. Some n-ere recovered by Govern- 
ment. In the Yishnn temple, here, are some Telugu inscriptions, said to be illegible.

In tho temple of Virab/iadimvdim are 
inscriptions said to he illegible. In the temple of Jidma CAd^^carascdnii are others similar. The 
temples are said to have been founded by one of the Cholos. 

Moparru ; — 1 1 miles west-north-west of Repalle. There is an inscription on a stone bearing the 
figure of a ndga in the ChodcSvarastdmi temple, which is said to have been built by the Cholas 
(1023-1228 A.D.). 

Mulukuduru “20 miles west of Repalle. An old tem^e, said to have been built by the Rishi Atri. 
There is a copper-plate inscription with tho -rillagers. In the templo is an inscription on stone recording 
a grant, but I do not know the date of it.

Three temples, 
said to have been built by Raja Raja Norendra Cliola, with “ illegible ” inscriptions. 


PEDDAPALnE 14 miles south-south-west of Repalle, 4 miles north of Nizampalnam, on the coast. 
This place was formerly on the coast, which is perpetually encroaching on the sea hereabouts. It used 
to be the principal trading port, and Vfaa the site of the first English factory. It was known as Petti- 

f olee when^t established m A.D. 1611. Up to 1697 it was several times abolished and re-established. 

n 1753 it was ceded to the French by the Nizam ns part of the Northern Sarkars, but was bestowed on 
the English by the Nizam Salabat Jang as part of the Nizimpatnaib Sorkir. 

PEDDAPfipi ; — 7 miles south of Tenali, 14 miles north-west of Repalle. A copper-plate inscription 
ia in possession of a Karanam, named Papayyo. It is dated “ Kaliyuga” (P !) 1326. Possibly this is an 
error of my informant for S.S. 1326 (A.D. 1404). 

Pedda Ri\trBD 5 — 2 miles south of Tenali, 18 miles north-west of Repalle. In the temple of SJtd- 
lidnmtdmi there is an inscription partly legible on a gantda stone. It is said to be undated, and to 
contain only the names of private people. 

Pebavali}— 9 miles south-east of TeniU, 10 mOes north-west of Repalle. Two temples said to have 
been built by the Cholas (A.D. 1023 c. 1228), with inscriptions said to be "illegible." Some copper-plate 
inscriptions of the Cholas ore said to be in the possession of Bramh&nandam of Artldimmaporarti, a hamlet 
of Peravoli, One of the inscriptions at the temple appears, by a copy in my possession, to record a gift to 
the temple by a private person in S.S. 1361 (A.D. 1439).

All were 
in a ” stone box,” which was broken by the laborers. The coins were at once seized. Fifteen of them are 
still, I am told, with MogolinSni PraM^aih of Chshrblu. I am told of an inscription in ChahrOln, dated 
6.6. 1185 (A-D. 1213), but cannot ascertain its exact whereabouts. AnoUier correspondent tells me of 
an inscription by a CholS) dated 6,6, 1076 (A.D. 1154), but I do not know where it is to be found ; nor, 
similarly, another of 6.6. 998 (AJ). 1076), which is stated to he a grant in the reign of Yishnurardhana 
Maharaja. 

CfnEBCKUEiJ ; — $ee Pedu^ CaEBUKtrun. 

Chissa Gaseasi ; — ^24 miles south-west of Bapatla. A salt station. Part of an inscribed marble 
from a Buddhist tope was lately found here (#ce Eolutippa). There is an inscription, undated, record- 
ing a grant to the temple, on a stone at the of the village. 

DAGGUpipu; — 18 miles west of Bapatla, on the mmn road. {Btiggnhadu.) Two ancient temples, 
date not known ; and three stone inscriptions (no particulars sent). Some nagalah. 

Devap.apallb ; — 17 miles west by south of Ponnuru, Smiles north of Parutsuru bungalow on the 
high road, 13 miles west-north- west of Bap.itla. In front of the Siva temple is an imcnption said to 
bo “illegible.” This and another temple ate said to have been built by a Chola (1023 toe. 
1228 A.D.) 

Farikoidibbi;— 16 miles south-west of Bipatla, on the coast. It is also called FRASomAniBBi. 
Tradition states that there .used to be an European colony here as far back as A.D. 1224, probably 
Genoese or Venetian {BosaeU). Two marbles, probably horn one of the Buddhist topes in the district, 
were lately found liere. They have been sent to the Bezvada Library. Uimceirg Reports printed leilh 
G.O. of Notemher 7M, 1870, and of December 14/A, 1871. Ind. Ant. I, 187-375.) 

GAXtKErCmi ; — 22 miles north-west of Bapatla. An inscription on a slab in the middle of the village 
in front of an image of Gane5a. It is said to he “ ill^We.*’ 

IjfKuLu;— 19 miles west by south of Bapatla. (Tinlok.) A deserted temple, and four ancient 
temples still m use. Age not known. An insc]^on, said to be “ illerible.” Some stone statues &c 
and A agnlaU. One of the latter is remarkable. Sir ‘Walter Elliot called attention to it in bis Report to

Koixitippa ; — 20 miles south-west of Bapatla, a piece of high ground between Kadavakuduru and 
Chinna Ganzara, east of the Kodavakuduru swamp, ond to the west of the old coast road. Here was lately 
found half of an inscribed marble, presumably from the Buddhist Tope at Amorivati, The inscription is 
in the Amaravati character and is in Pali. It might, however, equally have belonged to the Bhattiprolu 
Tope. The other portion of the inscription was found lying near a temple in the village of Chinna

PiLAPAEEU 8 miles north of Paratstim bungalow, 18 miles north-west of Bapatla. A stone, 
broken, containing an inscription said to be “ illegible.” 

Pabtjtsued (Bungalow) ; — 14 miles west by north of Bapatla, on the Madras Boad. (PfTrirc/jHr.) 
Two old temples, and an “ illegible ” inscription. 

Pavuluru ; — 20 miles west by south of Bapatla. Three old temples. Eight stone statues in different 
parts of the village. Three inscriptions said to Iw “illegible.” Some 

Pedda Cheeuktou ; — 10 nulea north-west of Bipatla, In the temple of TripH'ramiurdmi are two 
inscriptions on the ffaruda siamb^a. (See Note^p. 81). 

(1.) XTndat^ Grant by “ Yishnuvarddhana ITahirAja.” 

(2.) Slokas in praise of the deity. 

On a stone fixed in the bazaar of the vilh^ is another inscription : —

It is dated S.o. i487 (A.D. 1565) during the reign of Saddriva 
Eaya of Yijayanagar. It was in tlm year that the Vijayanagar sovereignty was destroyed hy the 
Mussulmans. The second inscription is on a pillar of tho AgaahjeSvarasvdmi temple. It records a grant 
by “ Murti Rdjayyadeva Choda Maharaja ” in 6.8. 1478 ( A.T) . 1656), during the reign of Sadasiva, as 
above. 

YiDUBALArlpu ; — 18 miles west of Bipatla. {Yeduimlapadu) Three temples, said to he voiy old. 
An inscription, said to be “ illegible.” Some Nagahah and other scrulptined stones. 

YnpptmjRU ; — 13^ miles west by north of Bipatla, close to the Madras road. On a stone pillar in 
the village is an inscription professing to date from the 2,000th year of tho Kalujitgat and to be a grant 
of a village by Trinetra Pallava. TMs is probably a forgery. There is a copper-plate in the village, in 
the possession of Yanne Buchhayya, who refuses to part with it.

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THE KURNOOL DISTRICT. 

So little has been -nritteii about the district of Rumool which is of any historical value, that it 
is difficult to prepare any connected sketch of its earlier days up to the time when the Yijayanagar * 
kinf^ and the iluhammadans appear on the scene. In all probability the tract was covered with thick 
for°«t till comparatively recent times. It is, at any rate, remarkable how few inscriptions have been 
reported from this district earlier than the sirteenth century. Some few there are, but they are scarce 
compared with the number in tbe adjacent tracts of the Kistna and Bellary Districts. The country would 
appear to have been in the possession of tbe Chalnkyas of the Western Branch till the fall of that dynasty. 
Here and there are found Chola inscriptions, and, later on, inscriptions of the Orahgal dynasty, though 
it is probable that the latter never acquired any sovereignty of the coun^. They seem to have visited 
the most holy spots, and are credited with the construction of the Ahobilam temples. It was far other- 
wise with the Yijayanagar kings. Dispossessing all the local chiefs, they acquired a firm hold on the 
country and sought to consolidate their power by a particularly liberal display of charitable gifts to 
Brahmans and temples, tbe records of which, on stone and copper, have lasted to our time. On their 
overthrow by the iXussulmans in A.D. 1565 the country fell nominally into tbe hands of the latter, though 
the old lauded lordlings regained a considerable amount of power. The country is admirably adapted for 
the construction of almost impregnable strongholds, and there are a great number of fine old rolegar forts 
scattered through the country, especially towards its western limits. The mountain ranges and forest 
tracts on t^e east formed a better fortification than the hand of man could devise. The principal temple 
is that of BrlSailam, which has always been remarkable for its superior sanctity.

North of ,the 
village is an old temple dedicated to Vishnu. There are some inscriptions here on a slab. One, dated S.S. 
15R6,(A..D. 1614), is a private grant in thereig^i of Vehkatapati of Vijayraagar. Another is a grant 
in B.S. 1544 (A.D. 1622) in the reign of Ramadeva of Vijayanagar. It is in Bariiskrit. 

YERnAKONDAPALEir ; — 25 miles north of Markapur. (Yerraffoondapolllam.) A group of dolmens 
is reported to exist in the hills two or three miles north of this village, in the direction of Yendapalle 
( YendapiUy). A cultivator of this village lately discovered a small black marble nandi, which is described 
by the CoUcetor as being of exquisite workmanship and elaborately ornamented, Its size is 9 inches by 
5 inches. On the tank-hund of the village is an undated private inscription. 

NANDIKOTKDE TALUK. 

Alaoanuru; — 12 miles south-east of Nandikotkur. {Ullaganoor.) An inscription, said to be 
“ illegible,” on a broken stone at the temple of OaneSa. 

AT.mTTA ; — 12 miles north-east of Atmokuru, on the Krishna, river close to the Palnad Taluk of the 
Kistna District. There is a little fort here, only 80 yards square, built of stone, which defends the ford 
of the river. There are the ruins of a town of some rize close by, vith houses and streets built of slabs of 
stone. (See Captain Nelso n’s Rep ort on this little-known tract, published in the Madras Journal of 
Literature aud Sc«V«ce, Vol XXIII, Pt. H, 132.) 

An ANTAPURAJ i j — 4 miles south-east of AtmokOru. (Annaniapoor.) There is a small but ancient temple 
here, and in the jungle at the foot of the hills is another.

Pojari Sarabhavya of this village is in possession of a copper-plate. The particulars of its contents sent 
to me are entirely untrustworthy, and the copy in my possession is not much better.

1276 (A.D. 1353), and professes to testify to the ^nt of a village by a king of tbe Lunar Race, by name 
“ Cbalukya Chakravarti ” (!) There is a very old temple here dedicated to and another 

dedicated to Siddheiearasvdini. At the latter temple is a private inscription dated in 8.8. 1474 (A.33. 
1652). There are several other temples in the town.

In the hamlet of Kondaprakatum {Condaprayaioor) are three deserted temples in mins.

NiOATURU ; — 5 miles north of NandikOtkm. {Nagatoor.) There are four old temples here, mostly 
deserted. 

NANDiKOTKtm (JVflHff/A'd/aHm). — Head-quarters of the taluk, 14 miles east of Kumool. {Kundy. 
cotecoor.) There are eight deserted temples of Siva here. In the temple of AT{}aneya is an inscription, 
\indated, and of a private nature. At the temple of Malkkara is on inscription of which I hove only an 
mcomplete copy. 

NANDiKtJOTA;~20 miles east of Nandikotkur, 2 miles north-east of Atmakum. (Ifiindycoofifa.) 
Two deserted temples in ruins, age not given. , 

Nutanapalle ; — 12 miles south-west of Nandikotkur. A deserted temple of A7~i/a}ieya. In front of 
it is an inscription said to be “ illegible.” A deserted mosque. 

Pagidyala, or Pagidela ; — 7 miles north-east of Nandikotkur. {PuggydealL) Two deserted tem- 
ples about 300 years old, and an old mosqne. Pive inscriptions ; —

A private grant in honor of a local 
chief, made in the reign of Sadasim of Tijayauagar. 

Tliere are three deserted temples here. 

Pedoacheruvc ; — 16 miles east-north-east of Atmakuni. {Teihhichrrroo.) Captain Nelson, in his 
Report already quot^ (Allotx’a), mentions the existence, in the wild tract between this place and Siddha- 
purarti, of a quantity of ancient remains betokening the existence of a large and afilaent population at 
some former period. He mentions mined forts, cities, and large tanks. 

Sanoamesvar^m ; — 20 miles west-north-west of Atmakurn, 12 miles north-east of Nandikotkur. 
{Sungumcthicar.) There is a double roek-ent cave here with a stone image. At the temple of Sang'nn- 
cirara, which is au important one and held very sacred, are three illegible inscriptions. There are 
several deserted temples here. 

^ANKARANEXiPALLC j — 1 1 miles north-cost of Nondikotfcur. {SunlunntnpUhj.) There is an inscrip- 
tion here, in front of the garlhalaga of the temple of Parlhiccstaro, It is of a private nature and 
undated. 


SiKHARA’ii; — 1 miles south-east of SriSailam, 24 milescast-north-east of Atmakuru. Thereis asmall 
but ancient temple here on the top of n hill, and eeveral detached shrines. From the temple a paved 
road leads to Sriaailaiti, almost every stone of which is carved with figures and inscriptions, the work 
of devotees. {See §Rt4\iLA^i.) Captain Nelson describes it in his report already quoted (Allotta). 

SiDDHiPURVM; — 8 miles east of Atmakflru. {SUldapoor.) (See PEDDAcnERUvn.) There is said to he 
in the jungles the remains of the bund of an immense tank which reaches southwards to Tellagtkiu, 16 
miles off. Two and a half miles north-east of the village is the Nagaluii temple. It is connected with 
BrTiailaiti, 15 miles off as the crow flies, by a stone-paved roadway, passing through Kolanmalla. (y.r.) See 
Captain Nelson’s Report already quoted (Allo'/ta). Several small shrines stand by the roadside on the 
way to Brtiailaiii. 


_SiDOKEPALi.E ; — 29 miles east of Nandikotkup. There are two very old temples here, one dedicated 
to Anjaneya, the other to licara. In the hamlet of Anant4purarh, on the wall of the temple of a village 
goddess named QaAgamma, is an inscription, of which no copy has been sent me. The temple is said to 
DO 500 years old. There is a deserted temple here of SurgamrSyanastami, said to he 3UU years old. 
"West of the village, on a stone in a field (Demarcation No. 411), is an inscription dated S.S. 1370 
(A.D. 1448), of a private nature. 

SiddiieSvarau ; — 20miles west-north-west of Atmakuru, closeto SangameSvaraih. (j.r.) {Shidesyo’.) 
There are three deserted temples here, and an old and veiy sacred temple of Siddheicara. 

SiVAPURAM ; — 3 miles north-west of Atmakuni. • {SAperoopoanim.) Some old temples. In the 
temple of SiddheSparasedmi are two inscriptions, of which only imperfect copies have been sent to me. 
There are two inscriptions at the temple of KoUambAdratt^ both said to be “ illegible.” 

SifiS AiiAU ; — 24 miles north-east of Atmakurn. {St'ceshahm Pag,') The great temple here, in spite 
its inaccessibility, is one of the most reiiovoied temples of Southern India. It is situated high 
above^ the rocky banka of the Krishn\, and is surrounded for miles on all sides by evidences of its 
superior sanctity in the shape of temples, mandapams, long flights of stone steps on hill-sides, and other 
monuments of man's piety or superstition. The principal temple is dedicated to Biva,’and is known 
M Parraiam, the “ mountain.” Colonel Jlackenzie writes a long description of the place in the Asiatic 
Researches for 1798, V, 303, where he calls it Perwuttum. He had visited it in March 1794, and declares 
th:^ up to that time it had been unknown to Enropeans ; so, at least, he was told by the priests, who seem 
to have treated him ■with marked courtesy. Mackenzie describes the temple as consisting of two small 
BUnnw, about 30 feet iugh. surrounded by walls. The outer court is 660 feet long by 510 feet broad. 
1 ho sl^e m the centre is dedicated to Mallikarjum, all its walls and loof being covered with brass, 
® western aide wore three sheets of brass plates bearing inscriptions very neatly engraved, 
rp 1 uiMnpUons on all four sides the dhtafa tfambha^ described by Mackenzie as being, two in 
^ evanagarl, and one in (rreittba chi£racteis. There are many other inscriptions besides 
Rfw*Ti \\v t and court. Mackenzie was permitted a view of the image worsbipjied, 

seen by means of a bght thrown m by reflection from a mirror. He describes it as “ a small, oblong. 
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roundish, wluto slono, ^itli dnrk rings, fixed in a silver ease.” Tho wall of tho outer prakara has 
gopurams over the gateways, built partly of brick, and is profusely sculptured, ilnckcnzio enumerates 
nine courses of sculptured work, tlio lowest representing elephants, then horses and hunting scenes, 
next tigers and human figiuros, then four courses until various designs, tho eighth ^vith flower-work less 
profusely spread, and the topmost cut into battlements with carved figures. 

Captain Nelson contributes a paper on tliis templo and the nelgliMurhood in tlie JHadrofi Journal of 
lAieralnrc narf Science (XXIII, Pt. II, 1 32), in wbicli he generally confirms Mackenzie’s description. He 
mentions the stone-paved road leading from tho temple j»nto to the river, winding down a veiy steep hill. 
He thinks that Parvatam “ must once havoheen a vast city,” though nothing now remains of its former 
glory except the temple. The ruins of stonehowries of great beanty, and lines of stone walls that ” every- 
w’hero can be seen standing out of tho thorn jungle still give an idea of a time that has long since 
passed away.” 

The principal places connected with Bri&ularii oro the temples on botli bants of the river, 5 miles 
north ; a temple li miles south ; tho temple of Alakeirara (Kubera), {UlUika-thuer Pag.), 2 miles south- 
east ; the temple at Sikharam, 4 miles soath-cast ; the temple at Kolamnalla (^KolumtUani), 4 miles south ; 
the temple of Nakkamalln, G miles south by nvst ; and tho temple of Nagtiliiti, 15 miles south-west. 
{Kagalootg Pag.) Seven miles north of BriSailarh, on the Niz-lm’s side of tho river, is the site of tho 
deserted city and fort of Chandragurtipntnam {CAundrrgoortgpiilnum), a place formerly of great importance, 
said to measure 10 square miles in circumference, llio country round SrISailaih is mountainous and is 
covered with forest. Mr. Voysoy, \n Ashjje ]ie$enrehrK XV, 121, describes some ruined temples and 
stone-revetted tanks, 5 miles south-east of nri^laiit. This ought to ho somewhere near Sikharam. 

I have a copy of au inscription on a raised platform at the east gate of the main temple at SrlSailaiti. 
It records the erection of a ntan4apam, nud grant of two villages to the temple in S S. 1438 (A.D. 1516) 
by Krishnadew lUya of Vijayanagar. 

Taumudipi ; — 13 miles south-east of NandikOtkur. (TiiUivnuddapce.) Two temples, said to be 
403 years old, deserted. In the temple of KeSaea^{limi is an “illegible” inscription. 

TauioQpoh j — 10 miles east of NaodikStkur. {Turgopni.) There are four inscriptions hero 

(1.) In the temple of .ffrfaraiMwji. 6.6. 1679 (A.l>. 1767). Unimportant. 

(2.) In the temple of J'Jrahhaditrsvnmi. 6.6. 1571 (A.D. 1640). A private grant. 

(3.) In the temple of Ai}Janeya. “ Dlegible.” 

(4.) Near a well at the SiddheScaroitSmi temple. 8.6. 1567 (AD. 1645). Private. 

Tortoru 3J miles south-east ofNandikOtkur. (Turtoor.) An old temple of KeiataHtdmi, fabled 
to have been built by Janamejaj’j’a, whore there is a private inscription dated 6.S. 1050 (A.D. 1728). 
Another temple in the village is said to ho 300 or 400 yearn old. 

, Vapp^siXku ; — 4 miles west of Naudikotkur. {Wuddmmn.) Near a well is an inscription dated 
6.S. 1485 (A.D. 1563), recording a grantraade during the reign of SadaSivn of Vijayanagar. Another 
inscription of the same reign, dated 6.6. 1466 (A.D. 1644), is to bo seen on a stone near the north wall 
of a templo of Yellamma, a village goddess. 

• VEmpenta - 17 miles east-south-east of Nandiketkur. {Vamepenta.) An “illegible” inscription 
at the 6iva temple. 

Yirvbiiadra Durooi; — on the river, 18 miles north-cast of Nandikotkur. {Vcrabitdr Droog) 
Two deserted temples, said to be veiy old. 

YsLijiGopu ; — 12 miles south of AtmakOru. {Yellagode.) In the jungles of the Nallaniala hills 
connected with this village, on the P>ttJuneSrnra Peak, 12 miles south-east, is an old temple much 
overgroAvn with forest, close to one of the springs which form the sources of the Gundlakamma river, 
flowing into the lake at Cumbum. 

TELi.iLA; — 11 miles north-north-east of Nandikotkur. Three ruined temples and one in present 
use, said to be veij’ old. An old mosque. 

Xeubamatiia'M ; — 13 miles north-east of Nandikotkur. In the hamlet of Lihgapuraih (J^ingajyoo. 
rum) is a templo 400 years old, and a deserted and ruined temple. 

bamallakOta taltjk. 

ANUGoypi; — 16 miles south-west of Kumool, east of Pusuluni, on the Hnndri river. On two 
stones in the village are inscriptions, both said to be “ illegible.” 
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Bollavaram 20 miles south oi Kumool. In the temple of FTra&/j(frfmsrrtwa' is an 

“ illegible” inscription. 

Goeaxtla 19 miles south-west of Zumool. {GorMla.) In the temple of 2Tdd/iaca4cdini is nn 
inscription dated 6.S. 1507 (A,D. 1585), recording the grant of a village to the temple hy Rahga ^ya of 
Vijayanagar. This was the last year of his reign. In the Siva temple is an inscription s-aid to he 
“ illegible.” 

JoHARPCRAM ; a suburb of Kumool on the south-east (Joramjyoor^ • General Cunningham, in his 

Ancient Geographi/ of India (I, 545), identifies this ^oe nitn the JTio-li-tje or Chu-Vt-ijc -visited by the 
Chinese pilgrim Hiwen Thsang about the_ year A-D. 640. Julien’s Sioncn Thsang, Voyagc&Xl, 110. 
Tchon-U-ye.) Hiwen Thsang describes Chu-H-ye oa the capital of a kingdom lying 1,000 //, or 107 miles, 
south-west of Dhanakacheka or Bhanalafalay the name of a kingdom probably near Amaravati or 
Bervada. 

Kall-&ru ; — 1 mile south-west of Eumool, the present hend-cjuarters of the Ramallakota Taluk. 
An inscription on stone dated 8.6. 1686 (A.D. 1764), recording a private charity. Another, undated, 
evidencing a grant by a ifussulman. 

Ealugotla ; — 16 miles south of Kurnool. {Calgotla.) There is an inscription here in a temple dedicated 
to Siva, dated 6.6. 1686 (A D. 1764), recording the erection of the temple by a private person. In the 
hamlet of Krishnapuram {Ki^tnapoor) is an inscription on a stone near a hill called Valakonda. 

EtmKOOL (£ar7«T/»). — The head-quarters of the district. There is a fine old Mussulman fort 
here, and various other interesting remains. The tomh of Abdul Wnbab Khin, Nnvab of Kumool, is 
described by Major Lawford in paragraph 8 of his letter to Government of 8th September 1858 
(.Mj. 3452, printed Ktlh P. TT. Consultation of 12/A Oetohcr 1858). Close to the banks of the Tungn- 
bhadri river is a fine large tomb, said to have been erected to the memory of the English wife of a 
former prune minister of the Kumool Navab. It was said to have been ke^t in order by siims remitted 
frm England by her relations. Near the Bargohis a stone bearing on inscription dated 6.S. 1201 (A.D. 
1279), -which, so far as 1 can ascertain from the scanty information sent me, records a grant to a temple, 
by a merchant, of property which had been conferred on him by PratApa Eudro I of Orahgal. 

Seven miles north-east of Kurnool on the Nizam’s ude of the Tuhnahhadia is the to-wn of Alsibpurarti 
{ATlxmpoor'). I am told that opposite to this place on the southern bank of tbe river is a strip of land 
a mile long by about 20 yards broad, thickly shewn with ancient hurying-places. 

Iia5ji PfifORU 7 miles south by west of Kumool, near the Gooty road. Three miles east of this 
village, on a hill, is a sculptured temple of Jagannalhastami, and an inscription said to be ** illegible.” 

Nabkubu ; — 8 miles south of Kumool on the Cuddapoh road. ( Vurnooi.) In front of the temple 
of Yirahhadra is a stone -with an inscription dated 8.6. 1407 (A-D. 1545), of which only the date has 
been sent to mg. In the -village is an old temple of ^adharasedmi, said to ^ large and well sculptured. 

Natakaixu 13 nules south-west of Kumool, 7 miles noith-north-west of Eamallakota. {Kayhil.) 
A deserted temple of Mddhavaardmi, on a pillar of which is nn “ illegible ” inscription. 

PANCnALiSoAUA on the north side of the Tungabhadra, 2| miles north-west of Kurnool. There 
are inscriptions, smd to be illegible, on two stones in front of the- temple of PanchalingeStara. 

PnLuouMui 14 miles south of Kumool. {Poolgoomy.) There is on “ illegible ” inscription on 
a stone half a mile north of tbe village. 


PtrscLURU ; — 12i miles south-south-west of KuxnooL (Poosooloor.) There is an inscription, said to 
be “illegible,” on a stone in tbe temple of MadharasraniL 

Rasiallako-ta 18 miles south of Kumool. { l ^ mulkota .) A temple of Yishnu, said to have been 
built by people from Gujarat, who settled in the district, trading in diamonds. ' Th^ is a diamond-field 
quite close to this town. 


Tap\k.asapalle 8 miles south of Kumool. {Tudknmpnliy.) In the hamlet of Ramasamudmm is 
a temple, finely sculptured, dedicated to Yishmi. I have no information as to its age. 

Velotcrti 4 miles west-sontWest of Banuillaliola. {TMmrlu.) At the temple of

regarding It. A temple on the top of a hUl, dedicated to Sira, is said to ho of great antiqnitv There

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PATTIKONpA TALUK. 

This taluk formerly called the Pauchap-lleih Taluk, having been under the sway of five Pole- 
gars {PakgarUt PdlaigriHaran), whose capitals were at Chaunaiiipalle, Pyapali, Kappatrilja, lladdikira, 
and Devanakonda. At all these places ore the remains of the fine hill-forts constructed by these chiefs, 
• though the last two are greatly demolished, the stones of the fort at Maddikira having been utilized for 
the works of the itadras Railway. Company. The Ohannaihpalle and Devanakonda families are extinct, 
the survivore of the other three being Government pensioners. The taluk was formerly noted for its 
rich diamond fields, and a number of Gujaratis settled in it ns traders. None, or very few, now remain. 


Chankampallk; — 8 miles south-east of Pattikonda, 12 milosnorthby westofGooty. (Chenmim- 
pullg.) The remains of a fine hill fortress belonging to a Polegar. 

Devanako^a ; — 10 miles north hy west of Pattikonda. (DnninlLOiida.) The remains of a fine old 
Polegar hill-fort, greatly demolished. 

Gd^ala ; — 15 miles east hy south of Pattikonda. (Gooiid/th.) An ancient temple of Gopdksvami, 
in an insignificant hill-village, near which is a stone bearing an “ illegible ” inscription. 

Kandanati ; — 25 miles north-north-weat of Pattikonda. An old tempio dedicated to Se^apoiram'. 

Kappatraixa; — 16 miles north-north-east of Pattikonda. (^uppulrall.) There is a strong hill- 
fort here. Newbold, in t/lA-S-R. ^XV, 38C), describes it as “a Polegar stronghold, formerly of great 
notoriety in this coxmtij’, wtuch bristled ■with Polegar fastnesses and strongholds.” 

Khairu vvAW 1 1 miles north by west of PatUkonda. {WnjroopiUy.) There is an old Polegar hill- 
fort here and a temple of Vlrabhadra. At the temple of Tisimu are two inscriptions dated 8.^. 1490 
(A.D. 1568), recordmg grants in the reign of Tirumaladeva of Vijayanagar, who was then a fugitive 
at Fennako^ida. At another temple is an inscription of 8.6. 1808 (A.D. 1886), commemorating a giant 
hy a private person. 

KStako^a : — 19 miles north-east of Pattikop^^j ^ miles east of Kappatr&IIa. There is an old 
Polegar hill-fort here, and an ancient temple. 

Maddikira; — 11 nulea south by west of Pattikonda, 2J miles east of Nonoharla Railway Station. 
{Muddgfi.erraJ\ The remains of a Polegar hiil-fortr^ entirely destroyed by the Madras Railway Com- 
pany, who utilized for their works the stones of which it was constructed I There is an old temple here. 

MuNiHApUGU ; — 32 miles east-south-east of Pattikonda, 24 miles east-north-east of Gooty, 3 miles 
from the high road from Gooty to Xumool. There are the remains of one of the hill-forts of the old 
Polegars here, and an ancient temple dedicated to VenugopdlastSmi. There was formerly a settlement of 
Gujaratis here, who traded in diamonds from the mines in the hills north of the to'wn. 

Pattikonda ; — ^head-quarters of the taluk, 46 miles south-west of Rumool. {PuUylonda.) The 
town is divided into two portions, part called “ Munro’s Pettah ” having been constructed in 1828 by Mr. 
Robertson, Collector of Bellary, to which district the taluk then bmonged, in honor of Sir Thomas 
Munro, who died at this place on July 6th, 1827. A well and a tamarind tope were constructed at the 
same time to perpetuate his memory. 

Peravali ; — 7 miles south of Pattikonda. (Perrawullg.) Formerly the site of a settlement of 
Gujaratis. There is an old temple here defeated to Jtangasvdmi.

Ayyavaki Koduru 4 miles east-north-east^of Nandyal. (Jmwr Codoor.') At the temple of 
Chenndkeiava is an inscription on stone, dated 6.8. 1450 (A.15. 1528), recording repairs to the temple 
by private parties. 

B\ndi Atmakubu ;--7 miles north-east of Nand^!. {Buttdij Atmaeoor.') At the temde of Jaiidr- 
danasvami, which is said to be very old, is an inscription of the reign of Achyutadeva of Vijayanagar, 
dated S.R. 14.')8 (A.D. 1536) , and another smd to be “ illegible.” There are two other illegible inscriptions, 
one in the shrine of the goddess Jdredcart, and the other at the temple of Bdmasrdmi. 

Basavapuram ; — 10 miles south-east of NandyAl. {Bumtapoor.') All about this place “ on the sides 
of the jungles are remains of diamond workings, and a lead mine in the hills.”

" illegible.” The third is dated S.5. 1595 fA.D. 1673). It is at the temple of ChenmUitara. The 
inscription is stud to record only the date of the construction of the temple. 

Ko5rpAj6T5BU 7 miles north-west of Naodyal. In the possession of Kummari Viroyya of t-biq 
village are two copper-plate documents. I have no particulars os to their contents. 

Ko>'TAj.APApn ; — 25 miles west-uorth-west of Nandyal. {KoontaJj)ad.) There are two insorintions 
here dated S.8. 1679 (AU 1757), unimportant. 

KnTsnxA Rata Sasiodiiaji ; — see Pedda KXnIu. 


Maiianandi 9 miles east-south-east of Nondyal.^ {Mahanundf/ Peg.) There is a tepid spring here 
and a hathingtplace, held in great veneration. Near it is atemple. Ur. Kin g gives a description of the 
place in the Madras Journal of Lilerature n/id Science{Vo\. XXIII, ii, 74). The principal temple, which 
includes many smaller s^nes, is dedicated to Mahanandiitarasrami. There are five mscriptwns at the 
temple. Four are " illegible,” They are — (1) on the dhtaja stamhha ; (2) on a stone near the western 
gate of the prdhara ; (3) on a stone lying between the northern gate and the mulkama^aparn ; (4) 
jn one of the small shrines in the tenmle. On an iron pillar near the western gateway of the prdkdra 
is an inscription dated S.S. 1332 (A.D. 1410), recording the erection of the pillar. ^

1569 (A.D. 1647^, and records a grant by Eanga 
Eaju of Vijayanagar. At the temple of YefJeaieivai'aacdmi is an inscription of 6.S. 1669 (A.p. 1647) 

^ a private grant in the reign of Eanga Eaya at Pennakonija. There is a wpll-sculptured temple of Braih-

Narayakapobam ; — 13 miles north-north-east of Nandyal. {Nairainpoor.) Two miles from this 
village, at a place called Basireddipddut is a stone with an " illegible ” inscription, close to the statue 
of a goddess.

(PflaeKW.) There are three inscriptions in the (emple

1431 (AD. 1509) ; a third records a grant in S.S. 1425 (AD. 1503), in the reign of Narasimha of 
Tijayanaf^ar. In the old fort is a temple, said to he andent, dedicated to Ttramrayana, in which is an 
“ illegibl^” inscription. There is another “ illegihle ” inscription in the temple of AHjancya. 

Pabmaturu ; 10 miles north of Nandyal. {Purmaioor.) North-east of the village ore three temples 

said to be very old, and four inscriptions, all “ illegible.” 

Pedda Kanala, or Kbishna Hava Samddram 6 miles south-south- west of NandyaL (Canalla.) 
At the temple of Chcnmkeiavmvdmi is an inscription of 6-8. 1481 (A.D. 1659), recoi-ding a grant to 
the temple by one of the Vijayanagar family in the ^reignof Sadadva at Vijayanagar. At the F?/- 
(aloivdmi temple is another of the same reign, dated in S.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547). 

Parlapalle ; — 6 miles north-east of Nandyal. (ParlapiUy^ In the temple of Avjaneya are some 
“illegible ” inscriptions. 

Pesaravata ; — 11 miles north of Nandyal. (Peswrry.) Near a well is an inscription said to he 
of a private nature, and undated. West of^the village, on the boundary between that and the adjoining 
village, is an almost illegihle inscription of 8.6, 1698 (A.D. 1776). At the temple of Vlreiraraivamt is an 
inscription of 6.6. 1366 (A.D. 1444), recording a cbaritahle grant of lands. 

PoLTOU } — 4J miles north-west of Nandyfil. (Pafoor.) There is an inscription here of 8.8. 1452 
(A.D. 1530), a private grant. 

PuLiiUDDi 5—4 miles north hy wMt of Nandyal, on the high road. (Poohmtddy.) At the temple 
of Ndgalihgeicara is an inscription of 6.6. 1455 (AI). 1533), in the reign of Achyuta of Vijayanagar. 

SantXjuturu 10 miles north of Nandyal. There is a ruined Vishnu temple here, and two stones 
bearing inscriptions said to be in “ unknown characters.” Xun’a Linganna, an inhabitant of this 
village, is in possession of a copper-plate grant. He declines to let it out of his hands, but is willing to 
show it. There is a deserted temple of 6iva in a field, and an inscribed stone. 

6EKHUNiLA 5—20 miles north-west of Nandyal. (SagntjaU.) An ancient 6iva temple. In front of 
the image of the deity is a stone bearing on “ill^ble *’ inscription. The temple is said to be 6 miles 
from the village in a southerly direction. 

Tooabachbdu 6 miles south-west of Nandyal. (Togarshade.) A resident of this village, named 
Eaghunandasvami, alias Krishnayya, is in possession of a oopper-plate document, of which I have no 
particulars. 

VoRUVAKALLTj ; — 24 miles north-west of Nandyal. , ( Woraykuh) There are four inscriptions here, 
of which three are “ illegible.” The fourth is dated 8.6. 1476 (A.D. 1554), and records a gi-ant in the 
reign of Sadaiiva of Vijayanagar. There is an old fort here. The temple of is said to be 

ancient.^ The temples of Malkitara and Jilkivara are said to have been built by Gujarati diamond- 
traders in old days. 

Verraountla ; — 7 miles north of Nandyal. At the temple of Aftkdlamma is an inscription said 
to be dated 8.8. 1373 (A.D. 1451), in the reign of Vira Nurasimha Baya of Vijayanagar. I am doubtful, 
however, about the accuracy of the information. There U another “illemble” inscription at the 
temple of Venlafdtarasvami.

BaSikepaixe; — 6 miles east of Cumhum. East of the village are two dolmens. South of the 
village is a temple of Vtraf/findra, deserted. Near this, on a hill, is a temple of Lakshnii, also deserted, 
where are two stones inscribed wnth “ illegible ” characters. There is a third deserted temple, dedicated 
to Ohahimrastdmi, near which is an inscription on a stone, dated §.6. 1423, Durmati (A.D, 1501), recording 
a private grant in the reign of “ Vira Nrisimha Raya” of Vijayanagar. On another side of the same 
stone is a “ partly legible ” inscription, dated 6.6. 1510 (A.D. 1588). On another stone close by is an 
“ illegible ” inscription. 

Bogolu ; — 5 miles west of Cumbom. {Bogolf.) There is an illegible ” inscription on a slab in front 
of the deserted temple of Bhairam. 

Bollupalle ; — 14 miles north-west of Cumhum. {Bolapilly.) ITr. W. King, of the Geological 
Sur\’ey, found here in a field a number of ancient stone weapons. {Madra$ Journal, XXIH, Part II, 72.) 

CmiiBUM (^Knmlhamu) ; — ^76 miles oast-south-east of Ivumool. {Cummum.) Head-quarters of the 
Suh-CoUector of the distnct. There is an old Muhammadan tomb here, described in paragraph 4 of 
Major Lawford’s letter to Government, No. 3452, of 8th September 1858 {printed icith Puhlie Works 
ConsuUaiion o/ Vllh October 1858). Tw’o and a half mfles south of Cumhum is the hamlet of Chinna 
Cumhum, where there are some inscriptions at the temple of Anjaneyasvdmi. I have no information, 
however, regarding their contents. There are several Mussulman tombs and buildings at Oumbum. 
In the middle of the town is a mosque which is built of the remains of a Hindu tem^a that stood on 
the same ^ot. Near the tank xs a tomb, close to which is a stone bearing a Persian inscription. Near 
the lake is a long inscription on a stone.

There is a 
deserted tei^le here, dedicated to Janardanasratm, with two inscriptions, 
fl.) Undated. A private grant. 

(2.) Undated. A grant by “Reddiohaila Venkata Bazu D§vaB6da Moharazugaru,” and “Kara; 
pi^ Ananta Eazu.” 

Gbiddalubc ; — 18 miles south-west of Cumbum. (Giddaloor.) There is a temple of Pdfdla Kdgei- 
rarasvami here, wHch is said to be of great age. Also a Vishnu temple on a hill, said to be veiy old. 
There is a mined fort here, defending the approach to Cumbum. There are three inscriptions at the 
temple of Patdla Ndgeitarasedmi. Two are said to he illegible. The third, which is without date, 
records a private grant to the temple. The temple is said to be constructed ” in a cave” (Chchald). 

Gudimetta; — llj milessouth-westof Cumhum.^ East of the rf/u-ryo of the deserted temple 

of Chennakeiava is an inscription on a stone, dated SB. 1356 (A-D. 1434), of a private character. 

IpAMA^LLV; — 21 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. {Iddemkull.) There is a Vishnu temple here, 
on a hill, said to he very old. Near it is an inscription dated 6.6. 1466 (A.D. 1544), reccoding a grant 
by “ Chinna Avulayya Raja.” 

Jallivaribuxlalacheruv'd ; — 13 miles south-west of Cumbum. A Polegar fort. 

Koaiabavolu ; — 22 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. - A mined fort. In the hamlet of Hanu- 
mantarS,yanipalle, near a deserted temple of Anjaneya, is a stone with an inscription, xmdated, recording 
a grant of lands to the temple hy a private person. In the hamlet of Gopanapalle are two old temples 
, of Gopdlasvdmi and Bkairava. There ate also four inscriptions, all “ illegible.” In the principal 
village, under the bund of the Damora Tank, are three stones bearing inscriptions. Two are “ illegible.” 
One is dated in 6.6. 1511 (A.D. 1589), and records a charity hy “ Reddicharla Chinna Basava Raja.” 
South of this tank in a field is a fourth inscription, " ille^ble.”

On a rook is an old 
gun of native mate. 

KiisHNAiSETnPALLE (Bungalow) 20 n^es soutWest of Cnmtum. {KiitnuimheUf/pitUi/.) The 
temple 'of Bhmeirarasrdmi iS believed by the people to have been erected by the Pandava Bhima. 
Five miles west of the village are two stones bluing inscriptions. Both are “ illegible.” A mile west 
of the Tillage, on a stone near a well, is an inscription dated S.S. 1644, recording the construction of a 
tank by a pnvate person. Two miles from the village is a place called ToMamdrdija giiUa, regarding 
whidi the vdlagers have a legend. The Purdna wbidi relates this is with the Karanams of Mundla- 
padu. J&. WrEong, of the Ueological Survey, found numerous specimens of stone implements scattered 
about the fields. (Madrni Journal, XXJXI, Part H, p. 73.) 

Mallapuram ; — 6 miles south-east of Cumbnin, a hamlet of Janapalachemvn. {MuUapoor, Junnapal- 
rherroo ) Twelve dolmens a mile west of the village. On the same side of the village is an inscription 
dated 8.8. 1559 (AJ). 1637), of an entirely private nature. 


IToKSHAGUNpAM ; — 8 miles south by west of Combnm. {Monlsheegoondum^ There is an insenption 
near the gate of the temple of ilukieicaratrdmi, but I have no particulars regarding it.

SALAKALAvipu \ — 1 miles east by south nf Cumbum. (Sidlaeitlcecd.) On a pillar of the temple of 
.^vjaneya, vs-est of the village, is an “ illegible** inscription. Close by, on another pillar, is another, dated 
S.§ . 1340 (A.D. 1418), recoi^ng the erection of the pillar by a private person. 

SAniviREppiPAi.LE ; — 23 miles south of Cumbum. There is a mined and deserted temple of 
Ytralhadra in a field of this village, but I have no particulars regarding it. 

SuRAVARAjiPALEB; — 23 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. {Sdtirararp.) In the hamlet of 
Bocjdavdnipalle, to the south-west of the village, is an inscription on n stone. It is dated in S.g. 1499 
(A.D. 1577), and records a private grant. 

Tatichaula ; — 14 mUes south-south-west of Cumbum. {ToddycherJa.) Near this vill.age is a 
deserted temple dedicated to the three gods {^nkaroy Bhairara, and Mninciram, in which is an inscription 
reoortog n grant h^ “Sri Ranga Baja Bhupila, elder brother of Krishpadeva Raya.” If the latter is the 
Vijayanagar sovereign the inscription may be important, as have yet no account of any such person. 
But two of informants give the date ot the inscription as 1102 (A.D. 1180), while another says 
tiiat the date is ” illegible.” Half a mile north of the village is a dolmen. 

Torumilia;— 9 miles west-south-west of Cumbum. {Toodamilk.) There is an old temple half way 
between this village and Akavidu, called Bdpachnoclianam, at the south gate of which ore three inscriptiona, 
all “ illegible.” South of these is another, similar. There are two ” uJegible ” inwriptions in the temple 
of Sio'abMcaivsrdmi. At the temple of SnraMefrnranmM is on inscription dated B.S. 1463 (A.D. 1640), 
recording a grant in the reign of Achyuta R4yo of Tijayanogar. 

VtmAiAvipA ; — 29 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. (Oora//c(7da.) A mile south-west of the 
hamlet of Jamullapalle is a stone with on inscription dated S.8. 1807 (A.D. 1385), recording a grant by 
“ Sri Vlra Deva Baya Vadiyal G^ru.” 

Yadavalli 14 miles south-west of Cumbum. There is a mosque here, and a Muhammadan 
tomb, north of which, on a slab, is an inscription in Persian characters. 

TEKBABAiEic ; — 7 miles west of Cimbura. TVest of the village is a caim (r^) which 

the people called Biitgardyakonda. My informant calls it “ Singardyahonda one Raitbodu." Here there is a 
gai’uda stambha, on which are two “ illegible ” inscriptions which the people declare to be of great 
antiquity. Pafichagmila Suhboyyo, a resident of this ^age, b in possession of the Stftah Buraya of the 
Surabheicara temple at Turumilla. 


KOILKimTLA TAbUE-. 

AldvakokPa ; — 8 miles south-west of Koilkuntla. ^ {Olktaconda.) There are two inscriptions here, 
in front of the temple of Vtrahhadra ; — one dat^ 8.8. 1466 (AJD. 1544), recording a grant by a local 
chief in the reign of SadiSiva at Yijayanagar ; the other, a private grant in 6.8. 1454 (A.D. 1532). 

Avuku, or Auku ; — see Owk. 

DofWEPApu ; — 9 miles east by south of Koilkuntla. (Donapatid.) The District MOnsif of 
Nandyal tells me that in the local chronicle of this village it is stated that land for temple service was 
granted by Pratapa Budra ” 788 years before FosU 1246.” This would give the date A.D. 1048, 
which does not fall in with our other information on the Orangal dynasty. The date is probably 
erroneous. Pratapa Budra is, I am told, therein said to have been a man of the Beddi caste. In the 
fort is an inscription dated S.S. 1460 (A.D. 1538), recording a private grant made in the reign of 
Achyutadev.a of Yijayanagar. In a mandapam n«ur this is an inscription dated S.S. 1489 (A.D. 1367), 
a grant “in the reign of Nrisimhadeva.” This is most probably a local chieftain. The Yijayanagar 
sovereign in that year was Achyutadeva. Royal titles are not accorded to the chief in question. Near a 
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•well in the village is an inscription dated 6.6. 1121 (A.D. 1109), reco^ng tho construction of the well 
ty a private person. 

Gondinna, or Govindinna 3 miles ncoth-east of Koilkimtlo. (Gomli'niia.) A vciy* old Yishnu 
temple, failed to have been built by Janamojnya. 

Goi-ladurti S miles south of ICoilkuntlo. (JDwindladoorhj.) Several temples, in one of which, 
dedicated to AT\jane\ja, is an inscription, undated, recording tho erection of tho tomnlo by a private person. 
The temple of ' kogarcitara&tamx is said to be sculptured. In tbo shrino of AnWammn is an inscription 
dated S.6. 1500 (A.D. 1678), recording a grant by TimmflTftjadova, in tho reign of Rahga Raya of 
Tijayanagar, at Pennakonda. 

Gukdopapala 7 miles north-east of Koilkuntla. {Goomhjpnpal) I’hero aro two old temples hero. 


IifjEpu ; — 1 1 i miles south-south-east of Koilkuntla. (Injatloo.) "West of tho village, in the Yishnu 
temple, are two inscriptions on ’stone, ono dated 6.6. 1455 (A.D. 1533), rooonling a grant in the reign of 
Achyutadeva Raya of Yijayanagar ; the other, dated 6.6. 14CI (A.D. 1539), recording privato charities, 
no reign being mentioned. There aro two other inscriptions in the \‘illage, ono dated 6.6. 1480 
(A.D. 1558), recordii^ a grant in the reign of Sadiftiva of Yijayanagar, by “ .SadA^ivodova HahAraya, 
son of Rama RAyala Verikatega;” the other dated 6.8. 147G (A.D. 155 1), a privato grant in tho reign o! 
SadaSiva of Yijayanagar. 

Kaligotla; — S miles north-east of Koilkuntla. {Culgotlapilly.) An inscription in tho temple of 
Vtrahhadra, undated. Two old temples. 

Kamp.vmalla } — 4 miles south-east of Koilkuntla. {KtmpnmuUa.) An old sculnturod temple of 
Yishnu, and some other temples. There is a fort hero which contains three small temples. 

Koilkuntla, or Ksvelakuntla \^{Koil!>oontla.) IIcad-<^uarters of tho taluk. An old fortified 
town. There are two iusjwipUons, one near tho shrine of Anjdiwja, “illegible;” tho other, in the 
Oan^paii TaSt'adif dated S.6. 1565 (A.D. 1643). This last mentions Radga Riya of Vijayonagar, then 
at Pennakonda, as the ruling sovereign. 

Kolimiou^laj— 18 miles south-west of Koilkuntla, {CoUrngoondln.) There are several temples 
here. Five temples are said to have been built br Cbola ^ngs. In tlieso there aro inscriptions in 
characters which the people cannot read. Four of the temples aro deserted. An inscription in front of 
the Aiyanega temple is dated 6.6. 1466 (A.D. 1544). It records a grant hy a local chief. One of the 
temples is fabled to have been founded by Janamejayn. It is very old. Thero is an inscription in it 
dated 8.6. 1630 (A.D. 1708), recording a private grant. 

^ Ko^apusam 9 miles east by south of Koilkuntla. (Condapoor.) There are two inscriptions 

Dated 6.6. 1703 (A.D. 1781). A private charity. 

(.i.) (Place not mentioned.) Dated 6.8. 1614 (A.D. 1692). A private grant. 

lIuDiGopu 5 miles south-west of Koilkuntla. {Moodggode.) An old temple of 6iva. 

Mckkamalla;-- 6 miles south-west of Koilkuntla. (^MooJcnmiilla.) There is a fort here. In it is 
a temple dedicated to Cfiimiakeiavasvami, Bind to be very old. The images worshipped are fabled to have 
been placed there by Janamejaya. 

Nandavah^i ;_5 miles north-east of Banganapalle. (Nundaimram.) There are some historical 
records at this place, procurable through the CoUector of the district, which are said to be likely to throw 
light on the mediseval history of the Dekkan.

Atiobilam,* — 19 miles south-east of Sirvel. (Hatehohullnm Pag.) There is a large and important 
temple here, built over a rock-cut cave which has been converted into a modem place of wdrahip. In the 
neighbourhood are seven other temples. These, and the temple at Dignva Ahobilanx ore all dedicated 
to YUhnu, and the group is locally knonm os the “ JVhr/i” or nine ^^NaraiimlmP They are now greatly 
jieglected. They ore said to have been built by Pratipa iludra of Oraagal — probably Pratapa Rudra H, 
ns ne is locally styled “Baja of Bajahmundry” (1295-1323 A.D.) Here and at Diguvn Abobilam are 
the following in^ptions >- 

(1.) 6.8. 1531 (A.D. 1609). A private grant in the reign of Yenkatapati of Vijayanagar.

Grant by the same chief in the reign of Brl Rahga of Vijayanagar 
at Pennakonda. These two last inscriptions are of importance as conclusively fisiag the 
date of the change of sovereignty about which Burnell was in doubt (see Ms S. P/id. Palato^ 
givphy^ p, 65). 

A deed of sale by a priest to a local chief in the reign of SadMiva 
at Vijaj^nagar.

(6.) S.S. 1477 (AuD. 1655). Grant of lands to n local chief by Brahmans (probably as subsidy 
^ for their defence against the Muhammadans) in the reign of Sadagiva of Vijayanagar. 

(7.) 6 6. 1477 (A.D. 1655). Deed of sale of lands by a priest to a local chief in the reign of 
SadaSiva of Yijayanagar. The parties are the same os in No. 6. 

(8.) 6.6. 1438 (A.D. 151 6). Grant by Krisbnadeva Raya of Yijayanagar to the temple. 

(9.) S.S 1474 (A.D. 1552). Grant of a village by a local chief in the reign of Sadaiiva of 
. Yijayanagar. 

(10.) 6.6. 1478 (A.D. 1556). Records the erection of §orae mandapams by a local chief. 

(11.) 6.6. 1730 (A.H. 1817). 

(12.) 6.6. 1490 (A.D. 1.'568). A private grant in the reign of SadaSiva of Yijayantigar. This 
is very important, showing that, at least a year after the removal of the seat of govern- 
ment to Pennakonda, and three years after the battle of Telikota, Sadasiva's authority 
was reeogmzed. {Compare No. 5.) 

(13.) Undated. A grant by a private person in the reign of “ Sri YiraPratapa Deva Maharaja.”

Diguva Ahobilam 16 miles south-east of Sirvel.* {I)iggoo Sobahim^ There is a lai^e imfinished 
mandapam here, which Mr. Fergnsson {I»d, and Eastern Arehiteeture, 378) states is “ in plan and deagn 
very li^e that of the temple of Vitoha at Vijayanagar.” He adds, however, “ Its style and details are 
80 much more like those of the Nayaks, that it mu^ he at least a century more modem, and could not 
therefore have been erected before the destmction of that capital in A.D. 1565.” He thinks that it 
must have been erected by one of the expatriated Eajas of Vijayanagar, though tradition is silent on 
the subject. “ 'Whoever may have built it, it is a fine bold specimen of architecture, and if the history 
of the ^ in the south of India is ever seriously taken up, it will worthily take a place in the series as 
one of the best specimens of its ^e, wanting the delicacy and elegance of the earlier examples, but full 
of character and merit.” Mr. Fergusson ^11« the place Diggu Sublum. The correct transliteration, 
however, is as I have given it. Di'juw, in Telugu, means “lower” and is here used to distinguish this from 
the Ahobilam on the bill 4 miles to the eastward, which is known as Yeguta, or “ upper,” Ahobilam. 
My information about inscriptions is vague, those at both places being mixed indiscriminately in the 
copies sent to me. I have noted them all above, under

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THE BELLARY DISTRICT. 

The author of the Bellary Bktrici Manual Tjegins liis sketch of the Political History of this district 
(p. 101) by stating that its ancient history is “lost in obscurity and the ten years that have elapsed 
since the publication of that work have hardly ■witnessed any advance in our knowledge. It is to be 
hoped that careful and critical study of the existing inscriptions will throw some light on the subject 5 
for though it seems almost absurd to say so, it is nevertheless a fact that, previous to the fourteenth 
century, all is vague and tmcertain. The inscriptions noted in the following list are probably only a 
small proportion of those that exist in this part of the country, and about which we may in course of 
time hope to hear something. It will he noticed that the information sent to me from some of those 
tracts where wo might expect most, namely, along the banks of the Tuhgabhadra, is most meagre. There 
is no reason, therefore, as yet to despair of the result. 

At present, however, little can be said as to the state of the district previous to the advent of the 
Mussulmans. Traces exist of Chola sovereigns, hut they are few and far between, while there is a strange 
want of evidence of any Chalukya occupation, and I have not as yet met with a single Kadomba inscrip- 
tion, and only one of the Ho3riaala Ballalas. The Ktimd)'ascd7m temple in the SandUr Valley is said to 
have been founded in A.D. 719, and there is a small temple of ^at age on the rock above the principal 
temple at Hampi. A large number of inscriptions cannot be deciphered by my correspondents, and are 
entered as “ illegible.” Some of these may tiOT out to be of great antiquity ' but, putting these aside, 
the sum total of inscriptions of which information has been sent me, bearing date earlier than the four- 
teenth century, amount to four; — 

(1.) An inscription of A.D. 1168, at Hem&vati in the MadakaSIrd. Taluk, which mentions a Chola 
king by name Mallideva. 

(2.) A Hoyi^ala BalltLla inscription at the same place, dated in A.D. 1205, mentioning Yira 
BaUiladeva of that dynasty. 

(8.) An inscription at Pennakon4a, dated AD. 1261, mentioning a certain Jagadeva MahUr&ja ; 
and 

(4.) One atHslavagalu, in the Harapanahalli Taluk, dated A.D. 1282, the purport of which seems 
doubtful. 

In AD. 1293 the Mabammadans first appeared in the Dekkan, and in seventeen years they bad 
completely destroyed the kingdom of the Tadavas of Deyagiri, and that of the Hoyiiala Ballklas. A 
few Years later the Bahmani chiefs established the eoxUest of the powerful Muhammadan kingdoms 
north of the Krishna, while the Vuayonagar dynasty arose in the south as a bulwark for the defence of 
Hindu rights. From the first half of the fourteenth century all becomes clear. The constant wars 
between Vijayanagar, Orahgal, and the Muhammadans are graphically narrated in the pages of 
Ferishta, and there are numberless inscriptions to assist in oompleting the stoiy. The Bellaiy District 
remained under the Vijayan^ar sovereigns till the downfall of the dynasty in A.D. 1565, when the 
combined forces of all the Dekkani kingdoms defeated the Hindus at Telikota. Thenceforward the 
district was under Mussulman rule, but tne local land-owners became more powerful and independent 
tmder the name of Polegars, and the country bristled with their strong hill-fortresses. They were 
gradually reduced by the Nizim's government and the cruel and xmscrupulous Mysoreans, Haidar 'Ali and 
Tipu Sultan. The country was finally reduced to order by the British within the present century. 

adOni taluk.* 

Adoni (Adardnt, Adacini) 40 nfiles north-north-cast of Bellary. {Adicanny.) A strongly forti-^ 
fied five-peaked hill. Tradition states that the original fort •was built 3,000 years ago by Chandra* 
simha of Bidr. The place was taken by Krishnadeva Raya of Vijayanagar (A.D. 1508-1530). After 
the battle of TelikCta, llalik Rahman Khan was the first Mussulman governor. He lies buried in a fine

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tomb on tbe “ Talibanda ” Hill. His successor bnUt tlm lover fort ond the Jama iTasjid. Later the 
place became part of the possessions of the Niwm, and it was. granted in Jfigir to Ba^at Jang, vho 
made it his capital. He died 1782, and vas buried here. Adoni vas captured by iipu Sultan m 
1786. {DUMci Manual, 37.) The Jama Masjid is said to be the best specimen of Muhammadan 
architecture in the district. 

Ko&n;— 16 miles north by vest of Adoni. (Ebtgee.) Ruins of fortifications and temples on 
a roch. {Dhtriet Manual, p. 39.) 


BELLARY TALUK.' 

Bellart [Ballan). — Head-quarters of the district. The fort here was built in the reign of • 
Krishnadeva Raya (A.D. 1508-1530) by limmappa, a dependent of that king. After the battle of 
Telikota the chief of Belloiy became independent of the “Vijayanagar kingdom and succeeded in defeat- 
ing, in a battle fought near Kampli in A.D. 1650, the troops of his sovereign, who were sent to 
enlorce payment of tnhute. The Raja of Bellaiy subs^nently recognized the Nizam as his suzerain, hut 
in A , T> 1769 he refused tribute, and being threatened, summoned to his aid Haidar 'AIi of Alaisur. 
TTHi .tftr defeated the Nizam’s army in the plain at the foot of the rock, and seized the fort, the Polegar 
fleeing to Sholapm. Hnidar improved the fortifications. The place passed into the bands of the Nizam 
in A.I). 1792. (Dirtne/ Manual, 10.) 

Hibehah ; — 10 miles south of Bellary. {Hirrahall^ There are the remains of a strong fort here. 

KeSche^gopu ; — 33 miles north of Bellaiy, on the Timgabhadra. A fort, palace, and gardens. In 
one of the walls is a long inscriptioa in Old Canorese ; but it is said to be unimportant. {Manual, 295.) 

Hudatam; — 11 miles west by north of Bella^. {Koodatunny.) In the Jfo/JKfl/ (p. 295) 

Hr. Kelsall mentions a curious hill composed of scon® “about three miles beyond Kodntanni and close to 
the AntapQi pass on the right of the road.” It is about fiffy feet high and four hundred feet in circum- 
ference. It sounds hollow when trodden on. “ Some have thought it to be of volcanic origin, but Captain 
Newhold thought it more likely to be the remains of an undent fomace. The local tramtion is that the 
motmd is composed of the ashes of an enonnons Rikshasa or giant, whose foneral pile this was.” 
Another account makes it to be the ashes of a funeral pile raised over a quanti^' of corpses of soldiers 
killed in battle, ^ee Captain Newbold’s paper ** On tome ancie nt moundt o/ tcorioue ^thet in Southern 
Indta ” in the Journal of the Royal Atialie Soekty for 1842, YII, 129 ; aWthe Mudms Journal of Lit. 
and Seiente, VH, 130, where a ^etch of the place is given. Compare the mound at Nuiibspiiiani in 
the Hospet Taluk of tHs district.) 

Captain Newhold wrote an account of Kndatani in the Madras Journal (XI, 307), calling the place 
“ Courtney.” lie states that Jt_was formerly an important Jaina stronghold, and that one of the princi- 
pal hasiis is now occupied by Sdva images, while onotlier has been converted into a mosque, and a third 
forms the math of a Jangam priest, “ The large imageof oneof the Tirthankais is seen cast outside the 
western gate, disfigured in the usual manner, and its feet buried in tbe soil.”

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Odoardo Bartessa and Ccesar Frederic were amongst the earliest -risitors to Yija^anagar, and they described 
the city as bemg very magnificent. The latter estimated its extent as amoimting to 24 sqiiare miles, and, 
if suburbs were included, no doubt he Tvas not far wrong. The extent of the main line of outer fortifica- 
tion, including the river front, is about 16 miles. There is an outljdng line of fortification 8 miles from 
Hampi on the Bellary road. This is not the place to attempt any minute description of the remains at 
present existing. They consist of temples, peaces, lines of fortification, statues, and a large number of 
other buildings solely constructed of stone. There are a number of Jain temples, all deserted, and, dose 
above the temple of Hampi now in present use, an interesting little dirine with a stone waggon-roofed 
gopura, evidently of far greater age than the remains surrounding it, and in character strikingly like the 
older Dravidian temples of Mavalivaram, or the “ Seven Pagodas.’’

The exact age of the earliest settlement at Hampi is as yet unknown. It is said that a town existed 
there as early as A.D.'1100. The Blutrnwlarta of the Hampi temple asserts that there are inscriptions 
and records extant to.pxove that the great gopura of the first pritara of the Hampi temple was originally 
built in A.D. 1199 (S.S. 1121). when a certain “ Bodayya Raja ” gave the village of Hampi as a charit- 
able ^t for the use of the temple. He confirms the date A.D. 1336 as that of the commencement of the 
great Vijayanagar dynasty, saving tuat in that year (§.S. 1258) a priest called “ Yidya Edmasvami” 
(Yidyaranya) founded tiie city and established Bukka Raya as the ^t sovereign. He states that the 
great gopura at Hampi was repaired by Krishnadeva ^ya in §.6. 1430 (A H. 1508j at his accession, 
and that the second gopura was constructed in the same year. Fergusson gives the year A.D. 1118 and 
the name “ Vijaya Rayal ” as the date and founder of the traditional origin^ city. {Indian and£aafern 
Aivhileclurf, 374.) He also assigns the beauHfally sculptured “ Viffalatvdmi tna^ajinm,** or temple of 
VitSba, to the reign of Achyutadeva (A.D. 153Ct-1542). The Bharmalarta asserts that it was built by 
Krishnadeva Riya in A.D. 1§09. Amongst the ruins of Hampi are to be found temples of worshippers 
belonging to the YaishMva, Saiva, and Jaina faiths in close proximity, and on many temples are round 
sculptures of both the first two mixed together. On the temrfe of Eazara Bcnm, built by Kdsbna- 
deva Riyain A.D. 1513, is a Jaina fi^e on the outside of tbeYimina wall. All religions seem to have 
been equally tolerated. Some of the Jaina temples at Hampi are constructed in a northern style, quite 
different to that of the majority of the buildings. An inscription at the J^risftnattdmi temple states 
that it was built and endowed by Krisl^adeva Raya in S.S. 1535 (A.D. 1513) ' after his return from his 
eastern conquests.* The great monolithic statue of the ^TnraaiThAn .AwWm close by, was hewn, as n** 
inscription states, during the reign of the same monarch in A.D. 1529. The Jaina shrine known as the 
“ Ganagitti temple,’ not far from KamalSpuram, was built, according to an inscription, by Harihara in 
§.S. 1307 (A.p. 1885). It is in exceUent preservaUon. . v ^ J 

Anagundi was formerly a suburb of Vijayanagar. The granite piles of a bridge over the river, or 
stones max^g the limits of the causeway, are to be seen opposite Hampi. 

The kings of Vijayanagar were perpetually at feud with the Muhammadan kings of the north of the 
Krishna, andFerishta’awelT-knownliistoiyof these wars is invaluable. The kingdomwas finally over- 
. thrown by a powwful wmbiMtion of all the Mussulman States m the Dekkan in A.D. 1565, when the great 
and decisive battle of Teukota (near Raichore) for ever annihilated the fortunes of the reigning house 
and drove its members into exile. The capital was sacked. The expatriated cHef setUed first in . 
1 ennakopda, but subsequenUy removed to Chandragm. A descendant of the family still resides at 
Anagundi.

There is said to be a “ Buddhist ” temple 
here, still used for worship. This is probably a Jmn temple. 

■Kr. ir rBA 22 miles-south west of HuTinaha4galli, dose to the Tuhgahhadra. {Mylarrb,) There 
is an important Siva temple here to which many pilgrinm resort on the occasion of the annual festival in 
the month of February. About 50,000 people are said to assemble here every year. There is a peci^ar 
custom at the feast, in the utterance of a prophetic sentence annually, by a child supposed to bo inspired 
by the deity. {Bkirkt Manual, 294-5). Bthala Purdm and Mdhdiniya of the place are with the 

Bharmakarta of the temple. 

EaSgapuram; — 8 miles west of Huvinahadgalli. (Rungapoor.) A Vishnu temple . with inscrip- 
tions, well-sculptured. The Sthala Parana is with the Bharmakarta of the temple. 

goGi; — 5 miles south-south-east of Huvinahadgalli. (iSoiT^iry.) A well-sculptured Siva temple with 
inscriptions. 

TambhahaIiII j— 18 miles north-west of Huvinahadgalli. [Tionberhnlhj.') A ' well-sculptured

VAXLABHAPxmAM j — 25 miles east-north-east of Huvinahadgalli, 10 miles west-south- west of Hospet. 
{WaVavapoor.) There is a stone anicut here built across the Tungahhadra by Kpshnadeva Eaya 
in fi.S. 1443 (A.I). 1621). Inscriptions on stones at either end record the fact. {Jourmlof the Asiatic 
Bmcii/ <(f Bengal, XIV, 631.)

Newhold, in the Madras Journal of Literature and Science (VIII, 128), gives 
an account ot the Mahratta family frmn whom the present Rnja is descended, and a description of the 
" Valley of Bondur.” See also the Bistrict Manual ^241-259). In the office of the Agent of the Raja, 
at Bandar, ia a copper-plate document oyidencing the grant of land in innm to -^age carpenters, and 
tho^ biulding of villages by a “ Narapati ” king. His name is given, in the copy sent me, as “ Krishna 
Rija,” and the date as 8.S. 1210 (A.D. 1288). Thran is probaWy an error somewhere.

In a place two furlongs west of the village, 
called Sdlugalju, is an inst^ption on a stone in old characters which the people cannot read. A rough 
copy has been sent me which leads me to think that it Is really old. Id the middle of the village is the 
temple of Anjanegascdmi, with a dhtaja statjibha having inscriptions about a century old, as far as I 
can gather from the confused description sent to me.

CniTTRACumn ; — 15 miles sonth of Gooty. Two inscriptions, both “ illegible,” one near a mosque, 
the other near the 6ira temple. 

D£vAK.\PAtLF. ] — 10 miles south-south-west of Gooty. (Daccrpill^.) There are two copper-plate 
inscriptions here, one belonging to Talari Bs4ig’ldu, and tho otlier to Yerlaiii lUmi Red^i. 

Gapekallu j — 26 miles west of Gooty» (GuffdaiuU.) At the temple of Ai{ianeya is an inscription, 
“ illepbie.” Three copper 'plate grants are in the possession of Karapam Nagi Re44i- 

Gooty (Gdtti).— H ead-quarters of the Sub-CoUector of the district. (Station on the iladras 
Railway,) A place of considerable historical interest. There is a fine fort in excellent preservation on n 
high ro^, sam to have been constructed by Kfishnadeva EAya. The tank at Gooty was made in 
S. 6. 1631 (AD. 1019) by llama Raya, one of the expatriated princes of Vijayanagar. There ore seve- 
ral buildings in the fort— barracks, residences, prison^ 8for8.houses, magoanes, &o. Near one of the 
prisons is an inscription said to bo illegible. At the summit of the rock is a temple of KriiiAihftitHmx^ to 
the north of which, near a bastion, is an inscription, consisting of a Sanskrit iloha in praise of “ Bukka 
Nripati,” probably Bukka l^ja, ono of K|ishnadeva Raya’s ofEcers, who built (he fort. A writer in tho 
J.A.S.B., Vol. KTV, p. 612, derives the name of Gooty from tho fact of the Rishi Gautama having 
resided on the rock, and, according to ilr. Kclsall in the Dkfrict 2Ianml (p. 43), this is the native tradi- 
tion regarding the place. Gooty was besieged by the Mussulmans in the rixteeuth centmy, and the gar- 
rison capitulated after a siege of twelve years. It was taken by stratagem by Hindu ^n, father of 
MorariRAu, the great Mahratta chief, in A-D. 1758, and from Mm by Haidar ’Ali of Maisur in 1776, 
after a siege of nme months. The fort passed into the hands of the English in 1799. 

The citadel is entered through lines of fortifications containing fourteen gate^Tiys. In the lower fort 
are the public buildings, and the well and choultry constructed in memoiy of Sir Thomas Munro, whose 
body rested here for a time before it was transient to Madras. {Dhtriet Manual, pp. ^3, 44.) 

Gd^aia ; — 12 miles west-north-west of Gooty. [Goondalta.) There is an iuscription here in 
the possession of the Taldrii of the village. 

Kadarapet.aj — 10 miles south-west of Gooty. There is an inscription here in the possession of 
Mamidi Ramanna. 

KA^LAGunuRU; — 12 miles south-east of Goofy. An inscription near a shrine oiAnJaneya, said to 
bo “ illegible.” 

K.a>t3lapalle ; — 16 nules south-south-west of Gooty, on the Benneru. An inscription at the field 
of a man of the Beddi caste. It is said to be “ DIegiUe.” 

Karuruj — 18 miles west-south- west of Gooty. {Wtt^ar Cxirroor.) There are eight copper-plate 
icseriptions here, seven in the possession of Bottom VeokateSayya and ono with the Pdfil, Linga Reddi. 

RojTAKONnLi ; — 18 miles west of Gooty. {Oooaeondla.) A large toum with a hill-fort placed in 
a commanding position. Neiw the shrine of Seiarairdmi is an “ illegible” inscription.

“ illegible,” on a stone.

Penxaiiopiuvji 28 miles sonth-west of Gooty. {PenMhobh Pag.) An important temple, held 
verj' sacred. On a stone in the temple is an inscription dated S.S. 1478 (A.D. looG), recording a grant 
by a chief in the reign of SadaSiva of Vijajanagar. 

IlAMAruRAM; — 2 j 1 miles south-west of Gkioty, on the Pennem. '{Pampoor^ There is a temple 
of Pdmeitnrasraini here, on which is an inscription dated S.S. 1419 (AD. 1497), commemo^ting the 
grant of a village by “ Saluva Immadi Korosimha Paya ilahariya” and others. This may bo Jiara- 
simha, the father of Krishnadeva Raya. 

SAxn.tLA ; — 16 miles west-north- west of Gooty, 2^ miles north of Gooty Railway Station. (Suiigala.) 
An inscription, said to be “ illegible,” on the northern wall of the temple of JIanumanfardga. 

^ETKErALLE; — 1 mil© north of Gooty Railway Station. {Cheinaputhj.) The tank here is said to 
have been constructed in S.§.

VvR-WAKo^fp^, cr VoDARAHKoypA ; — 29 miles west-south-west of Gooty. {Ooraraeonda) There 
aro sis cojiper-jilatc inscriptions here, one in the {possession of the Village Munsif's Gnmastab, Butlrappa, 
another with KQclii Subbanna, aud four with Clunna RAmappa NAyugu. 

VfniKvi.Lo; — 6 miles north of Gooty. {OotaeuU^ There is an “illegible” inscription hero in a 
field belonging to some people of the Re 441 caste. 

YEpnui.iPALLRj — 15 miles south-west of Gooty. {UeddalpUlg.) There is an inscription here, said 
to bo ” illegible,” near the temple of A»Jnneya. 

_yEUR.ADiMMAR.A 20 CiiEROvoj— 5 miles wcst-north-wcst of Gooty. {Yerrdiimrftj Cherroo.) An 
inscription on a stone in a field belonging to a llussnlmaa. It is said to be ** illegible.” There is 
anotlieriu a field south of this, and a third close to a well on the side of the village. Ibe large 
tank hero issrud to have been constructed for Knshnadeva Raya in S.6. 1482 (AD. 15GU). Either the 
date or the sovereign’s name is wrong, 

Yburaou^a;— 20 miles south by west of Gooty. (Terragoonfa.) An inscription near the shrino of 
Kfiaraimnii, said to be illegible.

■ Tappatm {TadipaHi). — ^Head-quarters of the tolok, 75 miles east by south of Bellary. Station on 
the Madras RaUwoy. There are two large temples here dedicated to Vishnu and Siva and a deserted 
temple profusely scxilphured. Mr. Fergusson -writes {Indian and Eastern Architecture, 375), “There 
are two temples there : the one now in vise, dedicated to Vishnu, is the elder, and in so far as whitewash 
and papit null allow one to judge, ranges -with the works of the earliest kings of the Tijayanagar 
dynasty ; but the wonders of the place are two gopuraa belonging to a now deserted temple on the 
banks of the river, about a quarter of a mile from the others. . . . The whole of the perpendac^ar part is 
covered With the most elaborate sculpture, cut with exquisite sharpness and precision, in a fine close- 
grained hornblende (?) stone, and produces an effect richer, and on the whole perhaps in better taste, 
than anything else in this style.” Mr. Fergusson gives two full-page, illustrations of these sculptures. 
There are three inscriptions here of the Vijayanagar dynasty, dated S.8. 1429 (A.D. 1507), §.S. 1431 
(A.D. 1509), and S.S. 1435 (A.D. 1513). {district pp. 48, 49.) 

ANANTAPUE TALTFK. 

Anantapcr; — H ead-quarters of the taluk, 56 miles south-west of Bellary. {Anantapur.) An 
old fortified to-wn. The great reservoir here call^ the Btiika Ra/ja Samudraih was constructed by Ohikka 
XJdayar, minister of the early Vija3’anagar king Bukka RAya, in 6.6. 1286 (A.D. 1364). A Telugu 
manuscript translated by Mr. 0. P. Brown and published in English under the title of “ "Wars of the 
Hajahs,” relates the story of its construction, and of the sacrifice of a girl which accompanied the erection 
of the embankment. The town was formerly called “ Anantasigaram.” Mr. Kelsall, in the District 
Manual (p. 53), gives a historical sketch of the family of the Polegars of this place, which was at one 
time very powerful, from A.D. 1569 to the present day. 

DHARilAVABAM TALUK. 

CiiBNWA Kottapalle } — 11 oiiles eouth-BOuUi-west of Dharmevararh (Bungalow). (Chenna Cotta- 
pully.) An inscription on a stone south of the village, said to be “ illegible.” 

Chintabi«vpai.i,e ; — 48 miles duo west of Dharmavarajt, 11 miles south-south-west ofKalySna 
■Durgaiti. {Ohintarlpulhj.) In the possession of Karanam NoraSingappa is a copper-plate inscription, 
said to be in Nagari characters. Ho "will not part -with it, but consents to have it examined. Bn the 
possession of BasaLingappa is a copper-jikte inscription of 6.6. 1680 (A.D. 1658), recording a grant 
made by “ Baya DalavSyi Koneti Nayani v enkatapati Nftyudu,” 

DinALUBU 6 miles west-south--»vest of Dharmavaram. (Daudahor.) There is an inscription on 
the wall of the temple of Potula Razu, dated 6.6. 1630 (A.D. 1708), rocor^g the erection of the temple 
by a private person. In the prakAra of the same temple is an inscription dated 6.6. 1434 (A.D. 1512), 
a grant of lands by a Polegar. 

Dhar>iavab.\m.— H ead-quarters of the taluk. In the middle of the -village, in front of the Vishnu 
temple is an “ illegible ” inscription. There are two copper-plate inscriptions here in the possession of 
Chiuna Chennapagari Ramappa, a resident. Both perpetuate grants made in the reign of Praudhadeva 
EAya of Vijayanagar. The dates as copied and sent to me are entirely wrong, viz., A.I). 1153 and 1163. 
The Vishnu temple is said to be 700 years old, and another temple of Aiijanet/a is credited with great 
antiquity. 

GARuniPvniAM;— 42 miles west by north of Dharmavaram. {Qurdapoor,) There is an old Siva 
temple here, which the people say was built hy a C^ola king. 

Kambad&ro 31 miles west of Dhannavaraiii, 8 miles west of Pgruru Bungalow. (Cumbadoor.) 
There is an inscription on the south wall of Ihetmnpleof Maltikdrjuna, recording a grant in the year 
6.6. 1478 (A.D. 1556), in the reign of SadAsiva of Vijayrmagar. There ore “ illegible ” inscriptions on 
four stones about sixty j'ards south-west of the same temple. In the possession of a resident named 
Kuruha Mudiyappa is a copper-plate inscription which ha refuses to lend for examination. It is dated 
6.6. 1109 (AD. 1187), and records a grant made by “ T^jaya Bukka Raja.” I think the date must be 
-wrongly copied. There are four old temples in the village ; one is said to have been bm'if by a Uhola 
king, and the others by other sovereigns of remote date.

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KiLYAyA DtJBGAM 32 miles -west by north of Dhamavaraih. {GalUan Droog.) A hill fortress of 
considerable’ size, but regarding 'which I have no information. 

Katiaganapalle ; — 14 miles west of Dharmararoni. {CunnagaunpuUy.') There is an old -fort 
ditch on the north side of the village, by the sddeof which ore two fallen stones having inscriptions. One 
is illegible. The .other bears date 8.S. 1455 (AD. 1533), and records a private grjmt in the reign of 
Achyutadeva of Tijayanagar.' In the temple of Anjaneya are two more “ illegible” inscriptions. 

Kucdmukkula ; — 8 miles south by east of Dbarmavaram. {Kunnymokala.) North-east of this 
village is a stone -with on inscription, said to be old and illegible. 

Il6xiPnn.AM; — 12 miles west of Dharmavaraifa. {Conapoor.) In the temple of Anjaneya is an 
inscription, undated, which records the erection of the temple by a private party. 

Kumjarpi DunoAsr ; — 17 miles west by south of Dbarmavaram. {Condcrpee Broog.) There is a 
Polegar hill-fort here. Near a house is an inscription on a stone, dated 8.S. 1574 (AD. 1652). It 
relates that a Mussulman ruler received from KonSti Nayudu the villages of Pennatonda, &c., and gave 
him, in return, part of the country of Kundarpi. Five of the temples in the town are said to be very 
old. 

LAKSHMAipALLE \ — 23 miles west by north of Dbaimavamih. {^iehampitUy.) In the possession ‘ 
of Naiili Reddi of this village is a copper-plate inscription of S.S. 1429 (A.D. 1507) (P), recording the 
endowment of the office of Karanam of the village by Praudbadeva of Vijayanagar. Either the date 
or the king’s name has been wrongly copied. 

llALijNiYAi{iPAi.LE ; — 4 miles Bortb-east of Dbarmavaram. QhjthinpnUy.) On the south of the 
village, on a stone called Sanumanta ftanrfd, is an inscription dated S.S. 1455 (AD. 1533), recording a 

K it V “ Sriinan mahiman(iale5vara Salaka Raja Chinna Timmalayyadeva Maharaja,” in the reign of 
yutadeva Raya of Vijayanagar. 

llARALEnAixi 5—38 miles west by north of Dharmnvaraib, 6 miles south-west of the bungalow at 
Gdlla, on the .high road. {Murkkulty.) In the possession of Karanam Sinappa is a copper-plate inscrip- 
tion ^ted 8.S..1658 (AD. 1736), recording the settlement of the office of viltage Karanam. 

NioAsonn)B.\S! 8 miles south by west of Dhanna'vararii. [Nagasamodra^ An “illegible” 
inscription in the temple of Rahgandlhascdmi, north of the village. 

NARAstPCRAM j — 47 miles west hy north of Dharmavarajii, 10 miles in the some direction from the 
bungalow at GSlla, on the high road. {Nunypoor.) In the possession of Karanam Hamunanta Rau 
is a manuscript Sthala Purdm in Telugu, very short, but giving a short history of the foxmdation of some 
tillages, commencing in S.8. 1109 (A.D. 1187), in the reign of BukkaRAya. The date is probably only 
guessed at. At any rate it is wrong by about 200 years. There is an “ illegible ” inscription on stone 
nt the temple of Ramalingaardmi. 

Nssakakota;— 19 miles west by south of Dharmavaiara. Close* to the north of the 

village is a stone inscription. 

PiL'URiJ ; — 40 mles west of Dbarmavaram, 8 miles north-west of Periiru Bungalow. There is an 
“illegible” inscription close to the south-east of the temple of Anjaneyastdmi, which is east of the 
village. 

RivuiAcnERtTvc 5 — 4 miles east of DharmaTaram. {Raatulcherroo.) There is a copper-plate 
inscription here in the possession of Madanapalle Krishnappa, It records a grant in 8.S. 1109 (AD. 

1 187) (?}, in the reign of “ Sri Yira Pratapa Vijaya Bukkn lUja.” {See Kambadord o/ this iahk.) 

TooRAKOi' iA 18 miles west hy north of Dbarmavaram. {Togaracoonta^ In the possession of 
the Karanam is a copper-plate inscription dated in S.a 1688 {A.D. 1760), recording private cWities.

Kaupi ; — 125 miles south-west of Pcnnakonda. (Cullapee.) Three deserted temples and an old 
fort ■ 

ElAPPALiBispA ; — 12 miles east of Pennatondo. A templo of NrisinJmtdmi on the top of a high 
hill south of tho village, said to bo of great ago. 

lIuNiMABUGu ; — 8 miles north-east of Pcnnakonda. (ifooni/muddagoo.) In the middle of the village 
is an old deserted templ,o of Ghennal-e^aca. Thero is another north of the village. An old Polegar fort 
is to bo seen near the tank, under tho hill to the north. To the west of tho village is an old temple of 
Svayambficc^cara, in tho southern prikdra of which is an “ illegible '* inscription on a stone. 

Nai.luruj — ^ 11 miles west by south of Pcnnakonda. In a Small reservoir is a stone bearing an 
inscription dated ^.S. 1475 (A.I). 1563), recording tho settlement of a water dispute by “ IMma Kizu 
IvonappadCva llahardsu,” in tbo reign of Sadaiiva of Vijayanagar. 

Nelakotaj— 25 miles north-cast of Pcnnakonda. (NdU/ikola.) Near this village is an old fort, 
probably dating from the times of the Polegars. 

Pamcdurti j — 12 miles east-north-east of Bukkapainain, 28 miles in tho same direction from Penna- 
•konda. There is a ruined Polegar fort here. 

PEDnAiLALLi 7 miles west of Pcnnakonda. {PeddakuUy.) A temple dedicated to JRangasvdmi 
in the middle of a river. It is sjud to bo of great antiquity. 

PRNNAKoypA. — Head-quarters of the taloL There isa fine hill-fort here, of great historical impor- 
tance, bebg that to wliich the sovereigns of Vijayanagar fled after their defeat by the Ifnssulmans. The 
surviving members of the family took up their abode hero, end for many ve.ir8 it was a royal readcnco. 
The remains of the fort and palaco arc extensive. ** Husjids, minarets, choultries, tombs, towers, stone 
pillars, and otW architectural remains on every side manifest its former eonscquence.*’ (Conereve, in 
the Madras Jourml for 1878, p. 1C6.) An old palace called tbo *' Gahga hlab&l,*^ contains some Wutiful 
specimens of sculpture, and is interesting from its mixture of styles. There is a beautiful Saracenic 
screen carved in wHto marble,” gwatly disfigured ” by some miserable representations of dragons and 
other grotesque monsters.” {BUtrki Manunt, p. 63.^ There are two Jaina temples in the town, m one of 
which worship is still performed. In tho court of tho latter oro two *' deface inscriptions.” Colonel 
Congreve states that tho sculptures on the two large temples inside the fort are very beautiful, indeed 
the finest ho has seen in India. ” In a reoess at tho north gateway of the fort is a colossal figure of 
i/iznamd/i.” 

The following list of inscriptions has been sent me 

(1.) On a stone of the fort wall near tho eastern goto, “ close to the present Revenue Survey 
Office.” 1276 (A.D. 1354). It commemorates tho construction of the fort by the 
minister of ” ’ViropannaTJd.vyar,” son of ** JanemiBevi,” to whom Pcnnakonda had been 
made over by Sri Vira BukkannaTJdayir.** This is, I presume, Bukka I of the Vijayu- 
nagar dynasty. The inscription is in Canarese. 

(2.) Close to No. 1. Canarese ; S.S. 1286 (AD. 1364) ; only partly legible ; mentions Tirupanna 
IJdayar os in No. 1. 

(3.) On the same wall, a little further on. Canarese ; only partly legible ; seems to mention 
“Harihara.” 

(4.) On a stone of tho bastion of the templo of Gopalaammx, Canarese; 1466 (A.D. 
1644). An inscription regarding certain village offices made by “ VittaleSvaradeva ifaha- 
rajo,” under the instructions of the sovereign, Sadafiivadeva of Vijayanagar. 

• (5.) On the wall of the temple of Anjaneya. &narese; 6.S. 1499 (A.D. 1577); states that 
Cliinnappa Nayudu, minister of Tmimaladevo of Vijayanagar, repaired the fort, and 
defeated the Hussulmans^ three occasions, 

(G.) Close to No. 5. Telugu; S.S. 1489 (AD. 1567). Recording repairs to the fort by the same 
man, in the same reign. ^ 

(7.) On the west wall of the same temple. Canarese and Sanskrit ; S.S. 1314 (A.D. 1392 ) ; com- 
memorates the construction of a gopnra at a templo now no longer in existence, by a 
• ' certain ilmlappa in the reign of lu^ara of Vijayanagar. 

(8.) At the “ Gorantla gate,” on a wall. , Telngu ; a filoka in praise of JTdli.

(9.) On the same wall. Telagu ; 8.6. 1468 (A.D. 1546) ; a granfbj “ Rama Raja Timmayya- 
deva Mahaiaia,” in the reign of Sadasiva of Vijayanagar.

(12.) On a stone “ south of the rampart.*’ Canarese ; an undated private grant.

(14.) On a rock near a well called the Nagarabhdti. Twelve lines of an inscription, said to be in 
Devanagari characters ; purport unknown. , , 

(15.) On the top of the hill under the uppermost fort. Canarese ;S.S. 1314 (A.D. 1392). Records 
the construction of the well by a private person in the reign of Harihara. ^ 

(16.) On the pillar of a mandapam on the top of the hill. 6-6. 1183 (A.D. 1261). Records the 
first celebration of the car festival of the Vishnu temple in the reign of “ Jagadeva M^a- 
raja,” This inscription should be carefully examined. It may be of conriderable histo* 
rical value. , , 

(17.) At the temple of Rama-nami, on the wall near the eastern gate. Telugu ; S.S. 1104 (A.D. 
1182). A private grant. . , 

(18.) On a rtone near the ruins of the temple of Keiacattdmi. Telugu; S.S. 1502 (A.D. 1580); 
the consecration of a temple in the reign of Rangadeva of Vijayanagar. 

(19.) On the wall of Abdul Hussjun’s mosque. Persian; Hijra 1077, A.D. 1666; purport 
unknown. 

(20.) On a stone west of the math of Sattfabkddardtfalaitami. Canarese ; no date ; records the 
construction of the math by Eima Rija, eon of Tirumala Raja. 

(21.1 On the southern wall of the Atimukieitarastami temple. Canarese ; illegible. 

(22.) On pillars of the same. Sanskrit ; purport unknown. 

(23.) Below the wall of the temple of AHJanega. Canarese ; 6.6. 1266 (A.D. 1344) ; recording 
repairs made by VlrupannaUdayir. {Compare Nos. 1, 2.) 

(24.) On the floor of Snlr Slheb’a mosque. Telugu ; 6.6. 1486 (A.D. 1564) ; records the grant of 
the village of VenkatApuraiii as a Sroiritfam by .SadWivadeva of Vijayanagar. The slab 
was evidently brought from elsewhere, and let into the floor of the mosque by the Mussul- 
man conquerora. 

(25.) On a pillar, north of the “ YenamaBchi gate.” Telugu ; illegihle. 

, (20.) On a stone in front of the same gate. Telugu ; apparently a giant by private parlies. 

Roddam ; — 10 miles west of Pennakondo. {Ruddum.) An old temple close to the Penn§ru river, 
built over a stone which contains what the people call a Rndni^pddatn, or foot-impression of 6iva. 

YerrasiaSchi ;~7 miles north of Penuakonda. There are several “ illegihle” inscriptions here 
and there about this village ; and the remains of fortifications and buildings raised by a person whom 
the people call “ Riyalu Appiji.” 


lIADAKAfilRA TALUK. 

AoALij~17i miles south-west of MadakniirA. {UggaRee.) An “illegible” inscription in an old 
temple of Si7iA(7«#r«ra, below the tank-bund. Close by this, to the west, at the village of Romapuram, 
is an “ illegible” inscription at the old temple of Rdmmcdmi, 

Asiarapcbam 23 miles north-west of Madakaiira,. (Amrapoor.) Inside the tank-bund of this 
rillago is a stone inscription, and north-cast of the village is another, near the site of an old temple. 
Both aro “ illegible.” 

DopplRi;— 20 miles south-east of MadakaSiri. (Dodairee.) There is an “illegible” inscription 
on a boulder north of the village. o * 

IlfjiXvATi 20 miles west-north-west of MadakaAirl. (Hemaicullg.) There are three inscriptions 
here, all at the temple of Sid<l/,eicarasrdmi ^ j j 

(1.) TJn^tw. Mention is made of *‘6rimau mahimandaleSvara Tribhuvanamolla Mallideva 
tboda Mabirtja. 
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(2.) S.§. 1090 (A.D. 1163). Records a grant by tho Kimo king. 

(3.) 6.S. 1127 (A.D. 1205). Records a grant by Vira BallaJadeva of tho Hoyi^ala Balldla 
dynasty. 

There is a fourth inscription, “ illegible,” in a sbrino called Bnsatanm-gitdi in tho eastern street. 

At the 6iva temple are two other inscriptions, both " illegiblo.” 

MadakaSira. — Head-quarters of tho taluk. {Madaktira.') A correspondent tells mo that this 
town was built, on a forest clearing, in A.D. 1520 by a chief called Ratnagiri Sorjippa Rlyappa Raja, 
who also built tho templo of Aiijaneija. In A.D. 1728 it fell under tho Mahrattas, and Morari Ran 
built a fort and palaco here. In A.D. 1762 tho Mussulmans seized the place, but were ejected two years 
later. Regaining possession in A.D. 1774 they held it till 1799 A.D., when the country fell under the 
English on tho defeat of Tipu Sultan. There oro three ** illerible” inscriptions here ; one in the “ Chola 
Raja ” templo, one in a tope north of that templo, and a thiitl to the west of the tope. (If the temple 
were built by a Chola Raja the town must be much older than A.D. 1520 !) 

MAnnnpi ; — 18 J miles south-west of Madakaaira. An illegible” inscription in tho 

templo of MalUScam, west of tho village. 

pAiLAnANDA;— 17 miles north-north-west of Madnkafiira, 1 mile west of 6ivaru. On the top of a 
lull near here is a templo of JRafigatcdmi, in tho prakara of which are three inscriptions, all said to be 
illegible. 

SivAuu; — 16 miles west-nortb-west of Mndakastra. {Shecant.) An “illegible” inscription on a 
stone near the dhrm'a ttanihha of tho Maildre&cara temple. 

ToMiiApirtALpr ;-~24 miles north-west of Madakaitra. {Tumlyhxtil!/.) An inscription on a stone on 
the tank-hund, south of the village. It is dated S.§. 1463 (A.D. 1641), and records a grant by a private 
person in the reign of Achyutadova. 


HINDUPDB TALUK. 

BIcKAoiifArAiLE J— 7 miles north of Hindupur. (BtechaganhuUi/.) An “ illegible ” inscription on 
tho wall of a temple of Aiganoja. 

Ceavulu’ru ; — 9 miles south of Hindnpur. {CboHoor.) Two “ illegible ” inscriptions on the temple 
of south-east of tho village. 

OiiiaAMAXimu 16 miles east of Hindupur. {ChUhnufoor.) An inscription on the bund of a tank 
dated 6.S. 1289 (A.D. 1367), mentioning BuMa of Tijayanagor. 

Oholasahoduam ; — 5 miles east of Hindupur. {Choatsimdra.) An “ illegible ” inscription on a 
stone in the temple of Cha^icen Dctatd, on the tank-bund.

So little seema to be kno^ about this district previous to tho time of the Vijayanagar kings 
thaUt would be xiseless to go into any lengthened spcc^ation. The inscriptions require study. From 
the information sent to me I am led to think that few of the residents of this district hove given any 
attention to the decipherment of tho Sdsanam about the coimtiy. My correspondents have not even 
taken the trouble to look at tho date in most cases. The district was undoubtedly under the sovereigns 
of Vijayanagar till tho fall of that d^masty, when a number of small lordlings acquired power, built 
themselves forts, and became Polegars. The Mussulmans seem rather to have encouraged t han repressed 
tho lawless spirit of the country, and the Polegars hec.ame more and more independent. They gave 
considerable trouble to the English in the early part of the present century. These Zemindars and 
Polegars seem to have acknowledged the fugitive Vijayanagar kings ruling from Peonakonda and 
Chandragiri, as their paramount sovereigns, but probably tbo Mussulmans really governed the country. 
After the fall of Yijayanagar in A.D. 1665 the MaisClr Rajas extended their possessions eastwards, and 
in 1680 one of them resid^ at a village in the MadanapoUe Taluk. 

Colonel Tnle identifies tho Penneru (P/naia) river, which flows through this district, with the 
Tynna of Ptolemy, TTNNA being an easy error for IITNNA. He thinks that Cuddapah itself {IVadapd, 
Ari>f, “ pity ”) may be the Kartye of Ptolemy, by a similar error, KAPITH for

It possesses “ the 
additional interest of being the only monastery of ascetic jogis, who there sit wrapped in contemplation 
and with little danger of distraction in the barren rock on which they sit and the yellow sands on which 
they look down.” (Jfanua/, 07.) 

NALLACiiERuvtrPALLB j — 9 milcs east-north-east of Pulivendla. {Nalc1icrroo}ynlhj.) An old temple 
of Bhairata containing inscriptions. It was enlarged and beautified by tbe Vijayanagar sovereign in 
§.6. 1466 (A.D. 1544). 

PiRNAPALLE, or Paranapalle j — 20 miles west-north-west of Pulivendla. (Parnapitllj/.) Two miles 
. south-east of this village is a place in the hills called the “hermitage of Ka^va,” where are two very old 
temples of Vishnu and Siva, said to have been built by that sage in a previous Yiiga. The place is marked 
“Pagoda" on the Ordnance map. An old Polegarfort, partly in ruins. An inscription dated in 6.6. 
1898 (A.D. 147'6), in the reigp of Prau4hadeva of Vijayanagar. There is a copper-plate copy of this at 
Qoddamarri, in the Td(j,patri Taluk of the Bellary Dismct, in the possession of N&rftyana Ee4^. 

PuiivEUDLA {Pookvaindla ). — The taluk head-quarteie, 89 miles west of Ouddapah. One and a half 
miles west of the town is an old temple of BanganalhattSmi. The image of the deity is declared to have 
heen self-created in another Tttga. Keor this is an “ illegible^* inscnplion on a stone. Qlie Sthala 
^urdnoi and Mdhdfmyai of the temple are in the pc^ession of IQnigi Righavendrfi.chari of PuHven^a. 
There was a Polegar Mil-fort here. It is now in ruins. 

VSmpalle 15 miles east by south of Pulivendla. ( VampuUy.) An old temple dedicated to 
Vflshabhdchaleitarasvdmif fabled to have been built by Janamejayn. It contains some inscribed stones. 

Vemula; — 7 miles south-east of Pulivendfa. (^Vaimla.) An old Polegarfort. 

Yerraballa ; — 3 miles south-west of Pulivendla. {Terrabvdla.) In an open plain north-east of the 
village are, according to the residents of the village, ten dolmens {Pdndava guUtt), now buried about a 
yard underground. The site is known. 


CUUDAPAH TALUK. 

Akuielu ; — 20 miles west of Cuddapah. {Anmmana.) An ancient temple of Stmgaimitam at the 
junction of the Mogamureru river with Papaghiw. {Sungim Eshicar Pag.) It is said to be 1500 
years old. Near it is an inscription dated 6.6. 1465 (A.D. 1543), recording a grant by one of the Vijaya- 
nagar kings. The name, as given in Telugu, is “ Gum Mahadeva Eayaluvaru.” Sadasiva, then an 
infant, was the sovereign in that year, wMch was the first of his reign. There are four other old temples 
here. One of my correspondents mentions inscriptions dated B.8. 1400 ( A.D, 1478) and 6.6. 1500 (A.D. 
1578) as existing here. 

Bhakarapeta ; — 6 miles south by west of Cuddapab Railway Station. A 6iva temple 300 years 
old. * 

Bogguiapaele j — 44 miles south of Cuddapah. {Boogidpitlly.) On the slope of the Palkonda hill 
4 miles east of this -village, and at a point 5 miles south-east of Cuddapah is a temple at some springs. 
It is held very sacred. There is an inscription there. 

Chennurc; — 6 miles north of Ouddapah, on tlmPennSmriTer. {Chennoor.) Two very old temples, 
fabled to have been built by the sage Narada. A temple of a village goddess 400 years old. Some 
inscriptions, said to be “ illegible,” on stones in the temple of Siva. This temple is 200 years old.

CnrNTAKOMJiADiNNE ; — 4 miles south hy Trest of Cuddapah. (O/iintaKona^inna.) A temple 300 
years old. 

Chintalapattubu i—see Pattubu. 

CoDDAPAH.— Head-quarters of the district. The present town was huilt by the Mussulman rulers 
about the year A.D. 1570. It was captured by Haidar ’AU in 1779, and passed into the hands of the 
EncUshin 1800. There are four mosques here about 300 years old. One, in the fort street, beam an 
inscription said to be illegible. Near the north of the east sluice of the Pata Cuddapah Tank is an 
inscrioed stone. Four buildings now used as a cutcherry formerly belonged to the Navab of Cuddapah. 

Hanomaxaou iti ; — 22 miles north-west of Cuddapah. (Annamallaffooit/.) Three old temples. 

Inuukubu 23 miles west of Cuddapah. {Indkoor.) In front of the temple dedicated to three 
goddesses is a stone bearing an " illegible ” inscription. 

IppAr&rA ; — 6 miles south of Cuddapah. {Ipjyapett.) Two temples 300 years old. 

KSitALAPURAM. — A Bailway Station, 12J miles north-west of Cuddapah. {Camulajyoor.) Two 
temples, 300 years old, unthout inscriptions. Some “illegible” inscriptions on the wall and pillars of 
a mandapam at the temple of Pdiah-Sotnehai'ascami. 

Kouurc 20 miles west-north-west of Cuddapah. (Godoor.) Two “illegible” inscriptions, one 
at the Vishnu temple and oue in the temple of Siva. 

Kokatam; — 1 8 miles north-west of Cuddapah, 6 miles north-west of Kamalapumm. (Colnhim.) 
There are three “illegible” inscriptions here, two at the Vishnu temple, and one -in the temple of 
Ail/<tnfya. 

Kommabdi ; — 26 miles west of Cuddapah. (Comadee.) An “illegible” inscription close to the 
temple of Vishpu, which is 600 years. There are three other temples, two 600 years, and one 400 years 
old. Also an old stone fort of small size. 

Koppolu 5—9 miles north-west of Cuddapah. (Oopool.) Close to an earthen bastion are three 
stones bearing inscriptions said to be “ illegible.’’ 

Nandiuanpalam; — 20 miles west by south of Cuddapah. {Nundi/mundla.) Two old temples of 
Vishnu and Viflvanatha, the latter on the bank of the Pipaghna. , 

PXcniKELAPipiJ ; — 14 J miles west-north- west of Cuddapah. (PauchcuUpaud.) An “illegible” 
inscription at tbo temple of Vishnu. 

PALAciat; — 25 miles west of Cuddapah. {PoUatjerry.) .Two inscriptions; one, “ illegible,” at tho 
temple of llhlmehina ; tho other, at tho VUlmxi temple, recording a grant hy HarasLmha Raya of 
Vijayanagar, in 6.8. 1421 (A.D. 1502), Pundubhi. Doth the temples are said to be old. 


pAsiiELL\rAi,Lr.;— 16 miles west-north-west of Cuddapah. {Pundellapully.) An "illegible” 
inscription at the temple of Prasnnm- VenKafeitara. 

Patturu 5 — 1 1 miles north of Cuddapah. {PiiHoor.) An old temple of liidmndf/inscdmi, fabled to 
have been placed here by Indra in tlie commencement of tho Katiijuga. It is said to bo mentioned in 
the Brahmdndn pumm. There is an inscription west of tho gopura. Two of the other temples are said 
to bo very ancient. Tho Chola kings aro said to have built sis shrines and a mandapam south of tho 
temple of Gadadharasvdim. J 

Pat iniKXnvA 9 miles west hy north of Cuddapah. {Puggadffcahea.) An old temple of Vishnu ; 
near ;t 18 an “ illegible ” inscription. Two temples 400 years old.

Talapakuru ; — 20 nules west by north of Cuddapah. {TaUapanoor.') An “ illegible ” inscription 
on a stone at the temple of Gopaldfijaneya. 

Tapfbtla ; — 9 miles north-west of Cuddapah. {Tapulfa.) An old temple of Sira. 

Tsadipirai.a ; — 12 miles north-west of Cuddapah, 2 miles west of Kamalapurom Railway Station. 
{Suddnpooralh.) Two “ Ulegihle ” inscriptions, one at the temple of Venngopalaacdmi, the other at 
the fihM0 of a Tillage goddess. 

Xrpp.VLUTtu; — 30 miles west by north of Cuddapah. {Qophor.) Three temples, two 500, and the 
other 400, years old. Ko inscriptions. 

Valluru;— 8 miles north-west of Cuddapah. (Walloor.) A large number of mosques, and an old 
fort. Three “ illegible ” inscriptions, one at the Vishnu temple, one at the temple of Virabhadra, the 
thM on a brass-plate at the temple of Kandkamma. The temple of MnUeitara is an old one. At the 
slmne of Janomanna is an “ illegible ” inscription on a pillar. 

Vedururd 5—15 miles north-west of Cuddapah. {Veddareor.) A temple of Saftgamefvarast&mi, 
at the junction of the FennSru and F&paghna rivers. It » said to be 1000 ye^ old. 

VELin)UfiTi 5 — 25 miles west by north of Cuddapah. (Teldoorty.) Two “illegible” inscriptions, 
one at the Vishnu and one at the 6ira temple. The Siva temple is said to be nearly 700 years old, 
the Vishnu temple about 400 years. 

VuBATURtJ 5 — 22 miles west by north of Cuddapah. {Oorioor.), An inscription, imdated, on Ihe 
Qamda tfambka of the temple of re>jl'«T/fiv<rraardm»,recording the erection of the pillar. This templeand 
another are said to be about 400 years old. 

VtrtUKljRU j— 2 miles south of Cuddapah, half a mil© west of the Railway Station. {Oofkoor.) 
Two old temples, fahled to hare been built by Janamejaya. In the hamlet of Nallgotu is a ruined 
mosque, and some tombs of the Na\'ilb3. There is another old mosque in the hamlet of Futtlimiy- 
yapeta. 

Yaluaturu ; — lOJ miles west of Cuddapah. (lef/ufoor.) An inscription on a stone near a well, 
said to be “ illegible.” 

Terbagudipadu 5 — 16 nules west-north-west of Cuddapah. (Yerragoodpaud.) Two inscriptions at 
the Vishnu temple ; one is " illegible,” the other is dated S.§. 1473 (A.D. 1551). It records a grant to 
the temple by “Timma Raja, son of TimmayadeTaMahSraja.” (See Jfo. 7 o/ike tnscripiions at Vijaya-. 
nagar, Hospet Taluk, Beltary Dhttict, and others.) 

Teturu; — 13 miles north-west of Cuddapah. (Yaitoor.) West of the village is an old and 
deserted temple of Rangandyakastdmt, with an inscription sold to be " illegible.” 

Yippapenta 5 — see Ippapeta. 

SIDDHAVATTAil TALUK. 

Ga:noa Peburo 5—4 miles east-south-east of Siddhavattaih. (Gungapairoor.) On a stone at the 
north-east of the rillage is an inscription, dated 1081 (AJJ. 1159), recording a grant of the revenue 
of a village to the temple of Rdmasvdmi at Vantimiita. The donor’s name is not given. South-east of 
the village, in a field near a tank, is a stone with an inscription, undated, commemorating a charity in 
the reign of “ Narasingayyadeva Maharaja ” of Vijayonngar. There is a copperplate document in the 
possession of a Mussulman who is trustee of a mosque in the town. It is dated S.S. 1699 (A.D. 1777), 
and records a grant to the mosque by the Navab of Cuddapah. 
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Guyi>tAiiAV.i ; 14 miles east by south of SiddhaTattam. ^Goondlamudda.) There is au oldtemj'le 

ol ilulli KofiScarastdmi, saiH to have been built ovCTan image placed there by Narada. There is an 
“illegible ” inscription near the temple, 

Jyon;— 4 miles west of Siddhavattam, 6 miles east of Cuddapah. {tTotij.) An old temple of 
Siddhticarastdmi. “ There is a subterranean parage in front of this temple that leads no one knows 
where.” {Manual, 49.) A mile west of tbe v^age are two ruined Vishnu temples. 

PaS'ciialinoakon'a ; — 30 miles east by sontb of SiddhavaUam, amongst the Mallamakonda Hills, 
on the borders of the Nellore District. There is a cave here, where it is said five lihgams were dis- 
covered. inie place is resorted to for worship. 

Penna Perurtj j — 4 miles east by south of SiddhavaUam. {Pen)iapairoor.) Two rock-cut eaves in 
a hill a i^e and a half east of the village. One contains an image of the Karasimha, the other that of 
a goddess. 

SiDDUAVATTAii. — ^Head-oimrters of the taluk, 9 miles east of Cuddap^. {Sidhout.') Origin^y a 
dependency of the Chitvel Uaja, a member of the MntU family. The fort in tbe town was built by 
Amanta Raja in 6 . 6 . 1225 (A.D. 1303). Under the Mussulmans this place was the reridence of a 
Navib, and was joined to the fiefship of Cuddapah. The fort was destroyed by Haidar ’Ali of Ifaisur. 
{Manual, 48.) There are several buildings in the fort said to be worth inspection. 

VAjmwiTTA 6 miles south-east of Siddhavattam. {Ontimitta.) There is a finely sculptured temple 
of Kodanda lidmastami. Near the gate are inscriptions on two stones ; one dated S.S. 1480 (A.D. 1558), 
inthereicnof SadASivadeva of Vijayanagar, the other in the same reign dated in S. 8 . 1477 {A.D. 
1555). Thegnmtorin the case of the latter is “Timmalayyadeva Maharaja, son of Rahga EAja and 
grandson of Ara Vijaya lUma RAja.” There is an ancient mandapam close to a tank west of the 
village. North of this are two caves in the hill. There is a finely sculptured old temple of Gopdlattami, 
with an inscription on the prikAra-wall, undated. Under a tree east of the village me a number of 
KSgalaU, &o. Near the *RaUway Station is a stone with a number of figures of warriors, said to have 
been erected in memory of a great battle between the Hindus and Mussulmans. 

The VEVTOorlLASviMt Teiiplej— 7 miles north of Siddhavatiaih. [Gopahitamp Pagoda.) A sacred 
and ancient temple. 

VoBALAs'i 5—16 miles east of SiddhavaUatft. {Sohlum.) Four miles north-east of this village, amongst 
the hills aud forest known as “ Mallam Kon<}a” (Pcdda Mallam Conda) is a temple defeats! to Mallam'- 
londcitarascdmi ; near it ia an inscription, said to be illegible, on a stone. 

Vog 6 ru 20 nulcs east of Slddhavaltarii. (Oj/eer.) There is an “illegible’* inscription in a field 
near a temple of a goddess east of the village. • 

KADIRI TALUK. 

Dorioallc ; — 23 miles north by west of Kndiri, 14 miles north by west of the bun'mlow on tbe 
high road at Patnam. {LorraguU.) East of the vdllagc, on the hills, is an old fort. ° 

Kadiki 5 — 52 miles south-west of Cuddapah. (CutMiw.) An important Vishnu temple of laigo 
sire, said to bo old. A nmnber of Mussulman mosques and tombs. 

Patwau 10 miles north hy west of Kadirt. {PHttanum.) (There is a bungalow here. The 
village is situated on tbo high road.) Five miles noitli of the village, on the bills, is a very fine old fort. 

ItAYACnOTI TALUK. 

GapikOta 10 miles east-north-east of Rayacbolu {OurUUeolta.) On the bank of the river hero is 
n itono wntb an inscnption “ not verj’ legible.** 

Uasantcwm 5—8 miles nortb-nortli-east of RAyachOtL {JTtuUinpoor.) East of this village, on the 
rt\uidary between it and Vongimalla (IP' itngifmullg) is an inscribed stone on the boundary Une. to whi<i 
it IS lupposed to relate.

Probably either the date 
or the name has not been correctly read by my informant. 

Vangimaila 12 miles north-east of Rayachoti. {Wwigymullij.) On a rock overhanging the 
Mmidaveru river is a temple of Hanuman over a cave. 

PULLAMPET TALtTK. 

Attibala ; — 4 miles north-north-east of llAjampett Railway Station, 10 miles north-west of 
PiiUampet, on the right bank of the Cheyyeru {Chey Air) river. The ruins of an ancient deserted 
temple dedicated to ParaStt Ilatm, with inscriptions on atones near the entrance, stated to bo in Grantha 
characters. On an elevated ground close to the village are two old temples, the Sthaja Ptirdnas of which 
are in the possession of the Zemindar of Kft.rvelinngaram in North Arcot. Vellala Seshayya, a resident, 
is in possession of a copper-plate inscription. The place is considered one of great sanctity, as being 
the locality where ParaSu Paata was freed from the sin of matricide by the virtue of the river-water. 
An aureus of Trajan in fine preservation was, in June 1838, picked up at this place, on the side of a 
rocky hill, by a woman gathering sticks. {Madras Journal of Literature and Science, XUI, 214. 
Indian Antiquary, II, 242. I presume the two coins mentioned in these places are identical.) 

GtTNpLD’Rrr; — 5 miles north-north-west of Pullampet. (Cho/idtoor.) An old Vishnu temple, with 
inscriptions on two stones in Grantha and Telu^ characters. At the temple of Agastyeivara, on the 
southern wall, are some Grantha inscriptions almost “illegible” from whitewash.* At the temple of 
Virabfiadrascdmi, close by, are some inscriptions in Grantha and Telugu, two of which are dated in 6.S. 
1477 (A-D. 1555) and 1480 ^A-D. 1558). The natives assort that, once in eveiy four or five years, the 
lingam in the 8iva temple is bathed with water from ^e Ganges which lolls frora the temple roof. 

LSpIka 5 — 8 miles north by east of Pullampet, on the left bank of the CheyySru, 4 miles east of 
Nundaloor Railway Station. {Lebocka.) An old Vishnu temple, partly ruined, with several inscriptions 
in Grantha and Telugu. One of these bears date 6.§. 1424 (A.D. 1602), and records a grant of lands to 
the temple. There is a temple in the village, in present use, where some inscriptions exist in Grantha 
ohoracters. 

Mandapai.i.b '7 miles north-west of Pullampet. (Jfundajtulty.) An old temple of'Siva with 
Grantha inscriptions. 

Nanhal^ru 6 miles north by west of PxiUompet. (Jfundatoor.) An old temple, on the inner 
walls of which are some inscriptions, in Grantha and Telu^, illerible from whitewash. One of the 
inscriptions is said to be dated 8.S. 1141 (A.D. 1229). .Ql^se to the inner gopura of the temple are 
four slabs bearing inscriptions. One of these is dated S.8. 1456 (A-D. 1534), and records a grant of 
lands to the temple by A^yutadeva of Vijayanagar. Another, dated B.8. 1353 (A.D. 1431), records a 
grant by Deva Raya of the same dynasty. On the wall beWnd this ore several inscriptions illegible 
from whitewash. At the east entrance are five other stones with inscriptions, three of which are dated 
respectively in ^.6. 1231 (A.D. 1309), 1408 (A.D. 1480), and 1423 (A.D. 1501). There is also an 
inscription on a stone planted in front of the temple. 

Obaxt ;--8 miles north-east of Pullampet, on the right bank of the Cheyyeru. (Pbbly.) Two old 
temples with inscriptions in each, some said to be “ illcgwle,” some in Grantha characters, some Telugu. 
An old mosque,, close to which ore two stone inscriptions, one ** illegible,^' the other recording a grant tq 
the mosque in S.S. 1658 (A.D. 1736). 

Penagalubu ; — 11 miles north-east of Pullampet. (Pennagatoor.) A very ancient temple, with 
inscriptions. Two residents of tins village, Pidatala Chellambhatlu and Bhatlacheruvu Yehkatarama- 
bhatlu, are said to be in possession of copper-plate inscriptions, 

Tonoaturu ; — 9 miles north-east of Pullampet, on the left bank of the Oheyygru, (Ttfngatoor.) An 
old and ruined 6iva temple. 

MADANAPALLE TALT7K 

Badikataiapalle ; — 15 miles west by nortti of MadanapallQ. An inscription on a rock near the 
temple of Pa/nasodmi, '‘illegible.” 

BarrakataiuIkota ; — 16 miles north-r^st of Itadanapalle. (Boarcat/cotfa.) An inscription on a 
rock close to the caUngula of a tank, dated S.S. 1618 (A.p. 1696). It has been mueb injured. 
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Basinikovda — 2 miles east of Madanapalle. Three inscriptions. One is on a houldereast of the 
tank. It isdat^’^^. 1613 (A.B. 1691 ), andrecorda a grant by and to private persons. Another is on 
a rock north of the tank called “ Sanicheruvu,” It is dated in the same year, and is equally private in 
character. ‘ .... 

BATTULAynTiGoppA ; — A hamlet to the east of Madanapalle town. An inscription on a rock said to 
be “ illegible.” 

BIrangi;— 18 miles west by north of Madanapalle. (B^en'/iffee.) Two illegible inscriptions: one 
south-east of the village, on a stone close to a temple, the other on a stone north-east of the hamlet of 
Ghidipalle. 

Chadusi ; 28 miles west hy north of Madanapalle. (Si/ddtwt.) An old temple of Sanpame^rara 

at the junction of two rivers. Only the ffarlMAiyam Is really old, the rest having been erected 150 
years ago. Paraiu Rama is credited with the foundation of the first temple. On a small hill west of the 
village m a stone statue which is said to have fallen from the top of the b^. The hillis called “ Yimnna 
gundu.” Close to the hamlet of Chennaiayanipalle isa stone with two figures and an “illegible” inscrip- 
tion. An old temple of Chandiitari, a quarter of a mile north of the same hamlet. Three other temples 
are said to be ancient. 

Chinna Tippasamddbam ; — 8 miles north-north-east of Madanapalle. {Chinna Tipstindrum.) Two 
“ illegible ” inscriptions ; one on a rock in the lank south of the village, the other on a stone in a tope 
south of the hamlet of Reddivaripalle. 

Cbippili ; — 2 miles west of Madanapalle. Three inscriptions on stones, all illegible. 

(1.) On the bank of the Kotta Kdlcar 
(8.) Near the Aajan’fi^d/pa, 

(3.) Near the Siva temple. ' . 

Ghattu 14 miles west-north-west of Madanapalle.' ‘ (_Gu{t Drang. ") A fine hill- fort, the owner of 
which, a Polegar, was at one time possessed of considerable power and gave great trouble to Sir Thomas 
Uunro. I^ere are two ruined temples here and several inscriptions. 

(1.) On a stone in the tenmle of Ve^kaiarantanasrdmi. 

On a black slab in a fidd under the Mallma^ani tank. 

(3.) On a rock near the sluice of the Obalm&yanl tank. 

(4.) On black stones near the K&iire4^ tank. 

Monqi Yenkatigida, a resident, is in possession of a copper-plate inscription. 

GoLnAPALLE 12 miles north-west of Madanapalle. {Galapully.') An inscription, said to be 
“ illegible,” on a rods close to the village. 

Gctlasthalam ; — 24 miles west by north of Madanapalle. {Gootlastullum.) This village was 
formerly the residence of a chief between whom and the Mussulmans a very bloody engagement was 
fought at this place, to commemorate which a mound in the vfllage is called Nelturu G»fla, or the “ hiU 
of blood.”

An old 6iva temple on the bank of 
riifi KuSivatl river, north-west of the village, with three inscriptions. One is “ illegible,” one is dated in 
6 .8. 1658 (A.D. 1736) ; the other is undated. Both the latter record private charities. 

Kakduk^u ; — 27 miles west-north-west of Madanapalle. (CunrfAwr.) Two very old temples of 
Yishnu. "West of the hamlet of Momsupalle is an inscription said to be “ illemble ” close to a Riva temple. 
There are five other inscriptions ;~one, “ illegible,” near the Yyasasamudram tank ; the second in a field 
south-west of the hamlet of Kammacheruvu, dated b.8, 1683 (A.D. 1761), recording a grant to and by 
private persons ; a third, “ illegible,” in a field a short distance north-east of this last ; the- fourth close 
to the road to Madanapalle, “ iUegible j” and the fifth, south of the villaffe and close to the “ Timmala- 
devara canal,” dated 8.8. 1489 (?) (A.B. 1567; 
deva of Yijayanagar. There is a copper-plate 
yulu, a resident. It is dated S.8. 1442 (A.D.

A small but old fort said to 
have been erected 800 years n "0 by the elder of two mothers, the younger of whom built the village and 
fort of KaSikOta at Sompalle m tlus taluk. (Madrai Journal, XXH, 107.) 

K6snvAnirAti.E;— 14 miles north by -west of Mndanapalle. (Cossaicarpulli/J) Two “illegible” 
inscriptions at the temple of Yenkaiciraraicdmi. There is another, in Persian, on a stone close 'to the 
village Isdcadi, 

Kottakota; — 18 miles west-north-west of Madanapallo. (Cot oo Cotta.) Three very old temples, 
two s.aid to have been founded by Janamejayo, and the third by a Chola king, A mosque south of the 
village, bearing a Persian inscription. There are three other inscriptions, all “ illegible.” 

•(1.) At the hamlet of Basinapalle. 

(2.) At Deginapalle. 

(3.) At Alstipalle. South-east of this hamlet is a tirakal, and near it an “ illegible^ ” inscription. 

Kottala ; — 2G miles north by west of hladanapalle. An “illegible” inscription on a rock in the 
ina.m land of the temple of Sringcritrami, north of tlic old village. 

Madanatalle. — H ead-quarters of the taluk, 66 miles south by west of Cuddapah. {J/’MrfdwHi- 
pulty.) There are two inscriptions on stones in the Kara^m’s inam land in Gundlapalle, a hamlet, 
both “ illegible.” The remains of an old fort are to be seen here. Two temples, apparently not very 
important. On the hill called Rasanikorida is a small but ancient temple. 

MiRB| 4 .AOA:DpA 5 — 22 miles west of Modanapalle. An undated inscription near a well and tope in 
the hamlet of PokanativAn<Jlapalle. It records grants of land to “ Chennama Raja.” 

Mumvkpu;— 10 miles north of Madanapalle. (Sloodycaid.) Pour inscriptions on stone. Three 
are on stones in a field under the tank-bund, and are “ illegible.” The fourth is below the bund of 
another tank. It is undated, and records a grant by the Jilleila Hahiraja. 

h^tJJ.KALACIlEI«r^'l7 j — 24 miles north-west of Madanapalle. ( MoolcaUcherroo.') ' Three miles south- 
east of this village is a temple on a hill called Kanugoitda (Uongoondo S.) It is dedicated to Tiruceiikaia'- 
nStlmrdmi, i.e., Vishnu, but there is a Sitaliftgam by the wde of the image of the deity, who is therefore 
also called Sarihara, i.c., the conjoint deity, Vishnu and Siva. The place is thence named llarihara^ 
kshetra. The temple is said to have been founded by “ Nandana ChakravartiRaya,” and to have been 
subsequently enlarged. Two illegible inscriptions, one on the garuda stanxhha, the other above a tank on 
the east of the steps up to the temple, A copy, of another inscription has been sent, but no account as 
to 'where it is tom hand. It records that in S.S. 1}28 i20&}, KingNandasa Chahrararti estah- 

lished the temple, and that in the reign of Virapiksha, in SS. 1395 (A.D. 1473), further improvements 
were effected. This date does not fall in -with that given by Burnell for the reign of VirupAksha of 
Vijayanagar. (For Jfandana, see under Papaa'Kdo, PoIqt Taluk, North Arcot.) 

NADiGoppA j — 3 miles north-w’est of Mndanapalle. Two illegijjlo ” inscriptions ; one on a rook to 
the east of Bilamvaripalle, a hamlet (SmrtmwarjiuUg), and the other on the boundary of this village 
with Mudimadugu of Maisfir. 

pEDDA TiPPASAMunRAM ; — 22 miles west-north-west of Madanapalle. (Tippasamoodra.) Some old 
temples and forts. Near the hamlet of PulIagnttavaripaUe, in a field, is an inscription on a laige stone, 
said to he “ illegible” ; another on a rock called Jiogabai^a, south-west of the village ; others on boulders 
near the isdradi ; some more at a temple on the road from Pullaguttavaripalle to this village ; and 
more, again, in the forts. The description of these forts" leads me to think that they con be hardly 
more than separate bastions. 

Papepalle ; — 28 miles north of Madanapalle, 12 miles north by west of Gurrarfikopda, (Rapa- 
puUy.) An old Vishnu temple.

GtJBEAjinsojrpA ; — 10 miles north of Vavalpid. {Goonuncondn^ An important hill fortress, placetl ^ 
in a commanding position on an isolated roeV It was built by a PotAn Navab after the foil of Vijaya- ' 
nagar, and remained one of the principal Mussulman strongholds till the fall of Seringapatam ( 5;-t- 
rangapatnam) in 1799. Its governors coined', rupees. Mr. Gribhle describes the legend connected with 
it and gives a sketch of its Hstory, with an illustrative photograph, in the District Manual (pp. 88 to 
92). Near the fort is the tomb of Mir Baja 'Ali Klian, uncle of Tipu Sultan, with several carved 
Mussulman buildings. There is a Persian inscripUon at,the tomb of KaiS. ’Ali Khan, consisting of an 
epitaph with the date of his death, A.D. 1780. . ' « 

KalakaiIa:— 17 miles north-east of VSyalpad. (Ciil/cHtfAr.) An old temple of Slddhdcarasrd'mi. 
Ihere are some “ illegible ” inscriptions here. • 

Mepteurti 10 miles north-east of Vay^pad. (Maideooriee.) An old Vishnu temple. On a 
stone fixed m the temple is an inscription, dated S.8. 1530 (A.D. 1606), recordino- a grant made to the

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THE NELLORE DISTRICT. 

* “ At Nellore the earliest Hindu sovereign, or cbieftain, ■whose name is kno'wn is Slukunti. He is 
supposed to have ruled at Nellore about the eleventh century, and to have been tributary to the Chola Rajas, 
who appear to have long held the sovereignty of the southern part of the district.” {Manual, 437.) In all 
probability the tract for the most part was uninhabited tiU a comparatively recent period, and like .the 
Cuddapah, Bellary, Anantapur, and Kumool Districts, formed part of the great xnldemess of DandaJcd, 
Hence the absence of any connected history, or tradition, earlier than the Cholas. If, as seems possible, 
“ Mukbanti Raja” be the same person as “ Trinetra Pallava,” a clue may be obtained as to lus date by the 
JPittApuram Inscription in the Godavari District (see p. 24). He would have flomdshed in the early part of 
the eleventh century. But this is purely eonjectuml The name ” Mukkanti Maharaja” is well mown 
throughout the Northern Sarkirs, and the construction of the Amaravati Tope was attributed to him. 
(See Mr. Fergusson’s Tiee and Berptni Worship,p. 171 ; Astaht Joim\al,^SN, 469.) Mr. Boswell states 
that the next chief whose name is known is Siddhi Raja in the twelfth century. But it woiild seem 
that hb must have been a tributary of the Cholas, whose power at that time extended far north, and 
apparently embraced the whole of Kalinga and Vehgl.’ “About. this period the northern parts of the 
district were under various petty princes of obscure origin of the Yadava or shepherd caste. The 
principal memhera of the family, whose exploits form the subject of legendary tales, are the following : —

The Cholas were subverted by the Orangal Ganapatis, who held the north of the district till the 
Ebddi ^efa came into power (A.D. 1328 to 1427), with their capital at Kondavidu ; and after them 
the coun^ was under the Mussulmans and local chiefs till Krishnadeva Riya of Vijayanagar subdued 
the whole about the year A.D. 1513. But meanwhile it would seem that the Gajapatis of Orissa held at 
least part of the country for some period, though their exact dale is as yet difficult to fix. Mter the sub- 
version of the Vijayanagar kingdom in A.i). 1665, the history of the district is clearly given in the 
Manual, pp. 439-495. An outline of the history of the family of Venkatagiri, ■with genealogical table, 
■will be found in Volume II. 

A brief account of the"Tanadis, Yemkalas, I^anibadis, Chentsus and other half-wild tribes, from the 
pen of Mr. H. E. Stokes (M.C.S.), is to be found in^the District Mnntia?, p. 149.

Dated 6S 1235 (A,D. 1313), Pramddlcha, recording a 
grant in the reign of Pratapa Rudra U of Orangal. 

(2 ) On a stone in the Siva temple, A grant by a local chief in the reign of the same sovereign. 

(3.) On a stone on the “ Achanna” tank-bund, “illegible.” ® 
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Donakokba 12 miles nortli.-west of Darfi. {Bona^ndah.) In the temple of Ganoamma are five 
“ illegible” inscriptions. Tliere is a deserted temple of Vishnu ^-est of the village. 

Gangatakam ; — 9 miles west»north-T\'est of DarSi. (fiutiffaioanim.) West of the village, near a tank- 
buad, is an “illegible” inscription. 

Kallueu 18 miles north-west of DarSi. {Ktdloor Kundreen.) An inscription on a stone on the 
tank-bund south of the village, dated 6.S. 1504 (A.D. 1672), recording the construction of the tank by a 
private person. 

Kocharlakota ; — 23 miles west of Dar^. {Kocherlacotah.) There is an old fort here. According 
to tradition it was founded by Qajapati Mahirijn, son of Midlikarjuna Ganapati, who afterwards 
“ retired to Kalinga.” His son llukkanli ruled from Kalinga, but lost the fort of Kocharlakota on 
being besieged by the soldiers of Pratapa Iludra of Oningal. It remained In possession of the Oran- 
gal sovereign for 24 years. He was succeeded by lus son Horipilaka, who reigned 8 years. The 
country then again fell under a Gajnpati, who reigned 38 years, and was succeeded by the 100 years 
Eeddi dynasty of Kondavidu. The place subsequently fell under the Vijayanagar sovereigns. As 
we know the date of the commencement of the Reddt dynasty, wo can ^vo dates for part of tWs 
traditional history for subsequent comparison. Tho story gives us the names of a ilallikanuna of 
Kalinga, who had a son Qajapati, who built the fort. His son Mukkanti lost the fort to the Orahgal 
kings in A..D. 1258, the year subsequent to the supposed date of the death of Pratapa Rudra I. Tho 
latter’s son Haripalaka, whom we have not prewously made acquaintance with, ruled from A.D. 1282 
to 1280, the fort having been previously under his father. In A.D. 1290 the place was taken by the 
Orissa sovereigns, and it remained in their possession till it fell under the Recjdis of Kon4avldu, presum- 
ably in A.D. 1328. Tliis sto^ differs from those of other places about this part of the country, and does 
not fall in with our account of the dynasties either of the Orahgal or Orissa Mngs. 

There are four inscriptions here 

(1.) Near awell north of the village. 1232 (A.D. 1310). A grant in the reign of Trat&pa 

- Rudra II of Orahgal. This seems to falsify the traditional story.

Near a ruined temple north of 
this village, and west of the road to SalakanQtala are three inscriptions on stones, two “ illegible,” 
the other legible but unimportant. 

Garl-adinse ; — 15J miles w’est by north of Podile. {Gorladium) Two inscriptions, one on a stone 
bearing the figure of the garuda, in the street of the village, the other on a stone in the tempi© of Ttm- 
ccnka^ndlhh, at VelugCnda, 21 miles south of Garladinne. Both bear the samo date, 8.S. 1443 (A.J). 
1521), and record grants in the reign of Krishnadeva Kftya of Vijayanagar, who is said to have built the 
temple at Garladmne. An insenprion at Kandala-gudipadu in the Dorfii Division records a grant of 
villages to the Velugond.a temple in 8.8. 1458 (AD. 1536) by ** Bayasarti Kondoma Narasayyangiru,” 
with the coment of Anshnadsra Biya. Either the date or tho name of the sovereign has been probably 
wrongly copied by my informant, as Krisbnadeva's reign ended in A.D. 1530.

pEDniniKATLA *, — 8 miles south-west of Podile. (Pedila Ai(viciitJah.) In the middle of the rtllage 
is au old temple fabled to have been built by Jonamejaya. Other temples, old, but date unknown. 

Podile. — Head-q^uarters of the division, 84 miles north by west of Nellore. {Pciudellah.) Two 
iuscriptions ; one in the temple of Aujaneifa, dose to the temple of Gopdiasvami, dated S S. 1469 (A.D. 
1517), recording a grant by a local chief with the consent of “ Aliya Rama Razajy'adgva Maharazu,” 
in the reign of Sa<laSiva at Vijayanagar, the other near a danjah north-east of the divisional cutcherry, 
dated 6.B. 1505 (A.D. 1583), recording a grant by “ Chmna Timma Nayanihgaru.” There is also an 
“illegible” inscription in front of the temple of Ninmieitarasrami. 

R.LMULAvfnu 5 — G miles north-east of Podile. (Itamaladoo.) An old temple of Tenuffopdltr^r^Kii, 
said to have bceu built by a Chola R.lja. {Dittnct Mamtaly p. 433, where the place is called “ Rama- 
ve-iu.”) 

Tariapapu 26 miles west of Podile. {Tarlooimtd.) Four old temples, fabled to have been built 
by Janamejaya. In the fields arc some dolmens. 

VXoiMvpvou; — 13 miles west-north-west of Podile. {Nagamnddoo'joo.) Several large groups of 
dolmens, 100 altogether. 

VEODnn.lpLsPApcr 11 miles west by north of Podile. (Tadcrralhpmd.) North of this dllage, 
and oast of the road to Gadipalle is an inseriplion on a stone standing erect, said to be in old characters 
and unreadable. 


OXGOLE TALUK. 

AnDiN'Ki 21 miles north by west of Ongole. {Ad'iitnhj.) Ai old fort in ruins, said to Live 
been built by Ilaripllaka, sou of Prat.tpa Rudra of Oraugal. [plstrid Jf'OJHat, 431.) Compare the 
account given above of the fort at Kocharlakota. 

Ksscp.snri 12 miles north-cast of Ongole, on the sea. {(faimpurt;/.) Half hidden iu the s.and 
are swewl sculptured and nnndh, said to be of great antiquity. Jt is bglioTCd that many such 

re-U'itas lie buned in the saud. The village is not far from the Buckiugham Caual. The l5iva temple of 
Yf!<ivaramhiH is said to hive been of great antiquity, but being in rums it was re-built 120 years ago. 
At the gate of the temple is an “ illegible ” insenption. At the Vishnu temple of SUd-Pdimmcnmi is a 
fitmihr inscription. The vilbgers declare that opjwsitc to the temple of YeleScaratcSini there lies burie<l 
m the sand a very largo bell-metal chariot at the site of o still older temple. {Ditlrti f ZTaHnal, 431.)

The 
eecond Orahgal sovereign of that name lost his kingdom to the llussidmans in A.D. 1323 ; and the first 
is believed to have died in A.D. 1257, It was the members of this family who specially styled them- 
selves “ Ejikntiya Kings ” ; and tlie whole story points to them n-s the sovereigns intended.) Accordin'^ 
to this story Pimishottama Kndra, son of Fratlpa Rudra II, governed this country, and after him, his 
son Vlra Rtidra. The latter is 6,iid to have plotted against the life of, and to liave been defeated bv, 
Krishnadeva Raya of Vijayanagar, described as “ILija of Chandragiri." But the interval fromA.t). 
1323 to A.D. 1509, the earliest possible date for Krishnadeva's conquest, is far too great to be bridged by 
two generations. The place was subsequently Beize<l b3* the Golkonda Mussulmans. For the subsequent 
histoiT the Dhlvici 2Iautial may be consulted (pp. 331, 433). 

"Jbere is an ancient temple here, detlicated to Sim tmder the title of Martandeivavascami. 

KANDUKtJR TALUK. 

A^•A^"^\siGARAM ; — 3 miles west of Kandukur. In the centre of the village are several stone 
statues under trees, and about 20 yards from the south of the village are two vlt'akah. ^ 

CiMuq)! ; — 14 miles west by south of Kandukur. {Soondij.) A mined foit west of the ullage. North 
of the tank, on a hill, is an old mined temple. On a .stone on the boundary of the village of Liugapalem, 
2 J miles north-east of Chun(Ji, is an inscription dated 6.S. 1535 (A.D. 1613), recording the pious actions 
of Ayyapya Nayaka. Two and a Imlf miles cast of Chnncji, at Old Chundi, are tlxree old temples, in one 
of which js an iusoriptlon dated o.S, 1352 (A.D. 1430), relating a private grant. In another is au 
^illegible” inscriptimi.east of the dhtaja ntamhha. South of tlie dhvajn stamh/ia oi the other temple ia 
an inscription dated S.S. 1330 (A.D. 1408), recording .a grant by Mallayya Reddi. There is au old fort 
near Fata Chuneji, said to have heeu built by the Reddi chiefs of that place. There are some other old 
temides built by the same chiefs. 

GoNpL.AVii.EM ; — 7 miles south by west of KandukQr. [Gooudhpahm.) Three old temples on the top 
of a hill, and one below. lu one of the former, that dedicated to BhrainnreScaiasfdmt, are two mscriptious. 
One, near the dhatja slnmhha, is dated S.S. 1436 (AJ). 1514), and is not fully legible. The other, on a 
fallen stone to the south of the temple, ia wholly unreadable. The two Siva temples are said to have 
been founded by one of the Chola mngs ; they are almost buried in river sand. {Biatrict 2£mHal, p. 430, 
where the place is erroneously called “ GoUapalem.”) 

JiLLELLA5r6pi 5 miles north of Kaudukur. {JUlamood;/.) Near the north of the village is a 
temple of Jandrdanaicaini, and another of Apjaneya close by. Both are very old. 

. Kantjokuro,— T he taluk head-quarters, 53 miles north of Nelfore. (Cundncoor.) Two very old 
temples of Someicara and Jandrdana, On a stone in the bazaar is an inscription ” in Devauagari,” said 
to bo “ illegible.” North of the town is a fort. Four old mosques. 

KosD\>rcpuscvAt-EM ; — li miles south-west of Kandukur. {Condamoofsapalm.) An old Vishnu 
temple. It is sculptured. There is an iiuscription below the large sluice of the Mopadu tank. It is 
“ illegible, ” but is said to be dated in S.§. 1222 (A.D. 1300). Some stone images in tlie village and at the 
tank. 

Ling asamodbasi ; — 15^ miles south-west of Kandukur, 6 miles south by east of Chundi {Soondy 
Linynsamoodrum.) A resident of this village, JiAlyakonda Anautacharh.the chief priest of tlie temjile on 
Malyakonda hill (y.f.)! is in possession of a copper-plate idsannui dated S.S. 1328 (A.D. 1406), recording’- 
a grant of four %*illages to the teniiile by ilallayya Re4di, son of Srlgiri Reddi and grandson of Piua 
Komati Reddi. 

ilALYAKoyn A, or Hilt.; — 18 miles west-south-west of KandukUi'. {ITalkoudapoor.) Atth^ 

top of a high hill are two caves, in each of which is a temple dedicated to Vishnu as Nara'smha. In each 
is a statue. There are a number of tanks and cells. There are five ascents to this hill, the steps up to 
which are said to have been made by Ijahgula Gajapati (? of Orissa, AD. 1237—1282, he who built the 
great temple at Kanirak on the sea, known as the “Black Pagoda”). 'Slhekalyam manctapam of the 
priucipal temple was built hy Malla Reddi, son of Srigiii Reddi of Dharonikota on the Krishna (ivV* 
Likgasamudram o/ihis Mtik). There are sevei-al inscriptions narrating charities and pious works, but no 
particulars as to their localities have reached me. The Sthala Ptn-dna of the temple is in the possession 
of the chief-priest of the temple, who resides at Lmgasomudram. In the upper temple are a number 
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of stone sculptures and statues. An inseripUon states that the temple was endowed by Yenkaladri, a 
eubordmate governor of the province, under Ramablutlu, the first governor of Udayagiri under the 
Vijayanagar dynasty, in the reign of Achyutadeva, in S.8. 1458 (A.D. 1536). [District Manual, 429.) 

Matswarim 6 miles south of Kandukur. {Masaaarum.) There is an old temple of MaMai-jiina 
in the village, and four inscriptions. Three are “ill^ble.” The fourth, in front of a temple of Piranidhi 
on the tank-bund, is dated 6.S. 1573 (A.D. 1651), and records an order by a Mahratta. The three 
former are respectively; — (1) on the roof of the Pirantalu temple before mentioned ; (2)‘on a stone on 
the top of a hill ; and (3) on a stone west of the temple of Siddheirara. There are some stone statues here 
.and there. 

Eamapatxam ; — 16 nules south-south-east of Eandukur, on the coast. An old 

temple of Rdmalinge&tara, fabled to have been founded by Rama himself. 

SiNAMPupi ; — 5 miles east of Kandukur. {Sanumpoodi/.) In the east of the village, on the river-bank, 
is an old temple of Somese'irascdmi, In a field on the east of the village are three stone images. There is 
another on a low hill to the west, and n fifth in a field west of the village. 

SiKGARirAKoyDA j — 8 mUes east of Kandukur. {Singaroi/acottda.) An ancient Vishnu temple, said 
to have been founded by the Rishi Agastya. An inscription on a stone states that some villages were 
granted*^ for its support by Krlshnadeva Raya of Vijayanagar. There is a cave-temple on the hill 
t\dth a passage said to lead to the Vishnu temple, b\it the entrance is blocked by a large stone which the 
temple J)harmakarta objects to having moved. {Dislriet Manual, 428.) 

UDAVAGm TALUK. 

Alamelu ItANolPiTR vM 7 miles north-east of Udayagiri. There are some inscriptions, all said to 
bo “ illegible,” on stones close to an image of A^jancya, south of the village. 

Dasaripalle : — 3 miles east of Udayagiri. {Dassurpulla.) On the top of a hill, half a nule west of the 
village, is a temple dedicated to KrishMmdi (i. It is in ruins. At the same place is a cave with eight 
inscrmtions at its entrance, all illegible.” This may be aplace of importance. It should he esomined. 
In the village, west of a garden, are some mga stones. In the District Manual (427) the cave is 
described as “ a cave carved out of the solid rock in the form of a half moon,” 

DSvammacheruvu 12 miles west-north-west of Udayagiri. [Datummashct'oovoo.) The remains of 
an old fort, in a place now covered with forest and infested with wild animals. {District Manual, 427.) 

MAsiHEBpETA “2 miles north-east of Udayagiri. {Masaibpctia.'^ A mile east of the village is a 
very old temple of Viiceicarasvdyni, deserted and in ruins. 

MaAidopalle ; — 6 miles north-east of Udayagiri- {Maushtedpulla^ ^Vn old and ruined temple of 
Ahohila Narasimha on the top of a hill north of the village. 

Nat.lagonp\;— -14 miles south-east of Udaya;^. {Nnllagonlah.) A temple of Vishnu on the top 
of a hill, very ancient and held in great repute. There is a cave on tho hill containing a Ungam, called 
Gandi MalleScarasrdmi. Some temples in the village below the hill. {District Manual, 425.) 

NAKDiPADtr;— d miles south by east of Udoyt^iri. {Mundepaud.) Oa a stone carved with a ndga is 
an “ illegible ” inscription; and another on a stone in the village. 

Udayagiri. — Head-quarters of the taluk, 52 miles north-west of Nellore. A very fine hill-fort of 
considerable historical importance. The hill is 3,079 feet above the sea, and the ascent is about 5 miles 
long. ^ Tradition states that the fort was first built by LangUla Gajapati, that he was succeeded by some 
“ Vadlya ” kings, who were followed by the Aivapatis and Gajnpatia ; that the names of three kings of 
this last dynasty were Gajapati, Achyuta, and Ananta; and that this last king was conquered byKrishna- 
deva Raya of Vijayanagar.* It goes on to name Timmarasu, a successor of i^sbnadeva, and Muvvani 
Niyanagaru, who was defeated by Mir Jumlo. There was a Langtda Gajapati reigning in Orissa, 
acOTrding to Hunter s Table, in A.D. 1237 to 1282. The name is well known throughout the Sorkars, 
and native tradition at Kondavicju makes the last of the Reddi dynasty of that place in A.D. 1427 to have 
given place to a “Langula Gajapati,” who reigned for 11 years (r.c., 1427 to 1438). But as regards 


J t AUJ^yagiri, In tho fort on the lull,*Ute that KpshijadeTO Riya made certain cranU after haTiDg 

f.«K*wa inupa Eudra Gajapati’' and taken prisoner the ktter’a undo Timnalappa Raja, in 6 g. H36 {A.D. 1514). 
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Udaya^iri seem only to get on to real historical ground when we come to Krishnadeva Riya. 
The “Vndiya” Raja is credited with having built the fort known as the Bafu /r/aVArj.and thus to have 
strengthened the place, which was further strengthened by Mir Jumla, who bnilt the Battikonda fort. 
After some time the ilubaramadan government appointed Zupalli Venkata Ran to be Polegar of Udayagiri, 
but he became recalcitrant and refused pajnnent of tiibute, on which be was attacked by the Navab of 
Arcot, who defeated and slew him. Since then the place remained under ilussulman governors till 1839, 
when it passed into the hands of the English. 

The position was a very strong and commanding one. It consisted of thirteen fortresses, eight on 
,the hill and five below. Inside the fort walls ore the remains of palaces, temples, Hid tombs. Niue- 
teuths of the bill is inaccessible owing to vertical predpices, and the path up to the upper forts is a 
marvel of engineering skill. {Madms JouituiI, XXII, 1«(>.) 

On the top of the “ Droog ” is a mosque supposed to have been founded by Mir Jumla, on which 
are two Persian inscriptions relating the establishment of a garden on the hill in Hijra 1070 (A.D. 
1659), and of the mosque in question in Hijra 1071 (A.D. 1660) by Sheik Hussain in the reign of 
Abdulla Shah of the Golkonda Kutb Sbahi djTiasty. The builder of the mosque states that he pulled 
douTi a Hindu temple for the puiqiose. 

* There are ten other inscriptions at tTdayagiri. 

(1.) In the Bnm ipiilla, north of the reservoir called Yenitijula Gt/nfa, near a tree. §.§. 1382 
(A.D. 1460). It records the erection of a temple of Vticeicara, and its endowment 
by Daiitama Raya, son of “ Kuntama Razu VaUabbayya.” 

(2.) Close to No. 1. Same date. It records the erection of a temple of Gopdia Kpishm by 
Tanima Raya, son of “ Kuntama Razu Vallabbayya.” 

(3.) In front of the small mosque, among some tombs. Undated. It records the erection of a 
pillar by a Mussulman. 

(4.) On another aide of the same stone is an inscription in Persian, said to be “ illegible.” 

(5.) In the same small mosque. A Persian inscription, said to be ” illegible.” 

(0,) In front of the upper postem-gate. An “ illegible ” Tehigu inscrijition on a stone. 

(7.) Near No. 6. An inscription lu Telura of wbicb the translation is as follows : “ The day 
of the fight on the Droog was Monday, the 3«i Pushya, in the j'ear Vikari.” 

(8.) Near .the “ Madlru postcm*gate.” An “ille^le” Tehigu inscription. 

(9.) In the temple of on the hill. “lUegiblo.” 

(10.) “ On a rock where the salt was measured.” An “ illegible ” inscription in Telugu. 

In the village below the hill are sevenJ old temples, and five inscriptions, three in the temple of 
Baftgandijaka, the fourth in the temple of iVa/irj'onrfrt ArtAsAwhwrtwmjAff, and the fifth north of the 
old rood from “ Madam Sadi” to Udayagiri. These are as follows 

(11 ) Undated. Records a charity by Timma Rvja, son of KfinCti Rama Raya. 

(12 ) 6.6. 1468 (A,D. 1546). Grant by a chief in the reign of Sad.tsiva of Vijayonagar. 

(13.) Illegible. 

(14.) Undated. A primte grant. 

(15.) 6.6. 1405 (A.D. 1613). Sadililvaof Vijayanagar. 

There are said to bo a number of old coins procumblc in the town. A copper-plate grant relnling 
to the ploco is in the possession of the Oarimella family of Siiigareddipalle, 15 miles west of Udayagiri. 
There are a number of tiaga stones, &c., near the Police station. 

Udayagiri must bo considered as one of the most important military centres on the Eastern 
Coast, and there are not wanting iudicatioos to show that before very long its complete histor)' may be 
successfully worked out. For mention of the citadel in days before the Muhammadan invasion wo mu's! 
look to inscriptions (and there are frequent mentions made of the place). After that, Ferishto and other 
authors may bo our guide almost down to the European period. Unfortunately tlio early history is 
very vague and uncertain ns yet. Krishruulcva Raya’s conquest appears to have been about A. D. 
1512, ns an inscription at Vijayanagar of AJ). 1513 rtales that bo returned thither and erected a temple 
in that year over an imago of KrisUna which be brought from Udayagiri after conquering the king of 
that place. 

The natives state that the lower town of UdnjTi^ formerly contained 3G0 temples, all of which 
^-ero destroyed by the Muhammadans. Of these, two in the village and one on the hill were the mo<!t 

imiwrtant, {pislnct 420.) The old Vishnu temple of is said to have been 

restoreii by KonCli Timmarasu, the "N^ijayanagar Prime Minister. It is now in ruins. Ibcre is ancther 
ruined temple of Vcnk(tteicar<t3rdmi, aiid one ai the foot of the hill dedicated to Vnllalha lidu, *‘Tho 
stones of these old pagodas have, in recent times, been used lo^ly for demarkation purposes.” (/</., 427.)

A veiy old Yishnu temple, 
fabled to have been originally built bv the Bishi Nanulo, and improved and enlarged by Gauramaihba, 
a princess of the family of Langula ‘Gajapati. (Sec under XJd^yaoiri.) South of the temple is a cave- 
temple on a hill. (Disirict ITmual, 427.) 

Bkaiijuna ^baka; — 8 miles south-west of ICavali. (Bnunanacrauca.)^ Two old temples. Some 
copper-plate documents belonging to this village are said to be in the possession of the Collector. 

Ctientsuvaripaxem, or OHE!rrsuGAKiPAi.Kii ; — 31 miles south of Kavali. {Chenchoogadoopahm.) An 
old temple of Yishnu in ruins. {Diitrki Mannal, 428.) 

Chinna Krak.\ ; — 11 miles west-south-west of Kavali, {CMnnacrauea.) North-east of the village 
is an old ruined temple of Siva ; south-west of the village is a temple of Gopdlasrami, in present use. 
Near the gate of the latter are two “ illegible ** iuscriptions. 

Chiktal-apalem ; — 8 miles west-north-west of Kavali. {ChinfalapolUam.) In the middle of the 
village, and outside both on the east and west, are stones bearing “ illegible ” inscriptions. 

Guttupalle ;—8i miles west of Kavali. {GtUtoopal/e.) In the bed of the large tank on the west 
of the village is a stone Bearing an inscription in “ ind^tmct Telugu characters.” 

Jaladanki }— 6 miles west-south- west of Kavali. {Jaladunkt/.) YTest of the villap is an old 
temple of Yishnu fabled to have been founded by JParaiu lidma. On tbe pillars of a mnndapam in the 
temple are some “illegible” iuscriptious. There are also tbe remains of an old fort. {District Hdnuaf, 
428.) 

ICivALi.— The taluk head-quarters, 32 miles north of Nellore. (Caucelg.) The remains of an 
ancient temple of Virabfiadi-a, in ruins. 

MtJsuCTRU 3 miles south of KivalL (Moosoonoor.) An old deserted temple of Venugopdlasrdmi, 
east of the village. In front of it is a white atone with an “ illegible ” inscription. In a garden to the 
south-east of the village, belonging to Renori Laksbmayya, is an inscription said to be “ illegible,” on a 
stone. There ore stone images in several parts of the v^ge. 

TiMstA8AAiuDR.Aif j — 13J miles west of K&vali. {Timnmamoodnim.) An inscription on a stone, east 
of the statue of Ahjuneya, east of the village. It is “ illegible.” 

. Tomsiauapenta ; — 5 miles east by south of Kavali. {Tuomahpentak.) An old Yishnu temple of 
Eesaca Dcruiitdl, in ruins. (ZJwtncI ilanua/t 428.)

Annasamudraj;! 6 miles north-north-east of Atmakur. ( Unasundrumpettah.) On the summit of 
alow hill near a mined fort is the tomb of a fakir in good presemation and said to be Wntifully 
ornamented. It is resorted to annually by a number of Mussulmans. Tbo tomb is covered with a dome 
and five minarets, haring brazen crowns and crescents above them. The place is known os “ Hazrat Ilah- 
niat Ulla s tomb,” but no one soenw to know who be wa.s. Some say a holy fakir, others a person of 
iraportaoTO xmder the Nizim of Ilaidarabld. An inscription on the mosque states that it was erected in 
Ilijra 117« (A.D. 1 < 58). There is a deserted temple north of the village containing ten or twelve stone 
statues. {Dihiriel ManHn\,4'l\.) ® ®

is a stone statue, which is said to represent one of the Jmna TirthahTiaras. 

CiiEZAELA ; — 8 miles south-west of Atmakur. {Chaijjerla.) An inscription, said to be ” illegible,” at 
a temple of Vishnu north of the village, which is said to be of great antiquity. {DhU-ict Manual^ 420.) 

Chirama.sa ; — 8 miles north-east of Atmakur- {Sermanah.) An old Biva temple not remarkable in 
any n-ay. ' 

Gollapalle; — 6 miles south of Atmiiur. {GolapuUy.) South of the village are “three stones 
standing upright, having the form of a wheel inscribed on them.” 

ICaluvayi ; — 16 miles west^south-west of Atmakur. {Kalatoy.) On the tank -bund is an insertion 
on a stone commemorating the construction of the tank in 6.S. 1441 (A.D. 1519), m the reign of ^ish- 
nadeva Raya of Vijayanagar hy Honda Narasayya, the same who made the large tank at Anantasa- 
g.u^m. {Madras Journal, AXII, 104-5.

KotAGOTtA j — 4 miles east by south of Atmakur. A stone in the middle of the village haring an 
“ illegible” inscription. 

KortTiRTiUM; — lOJ mUes west-south-west of AtmakUr, on the south bank of the Penneru. {Kotif 
Theathum.) Au old temple ai KotUcarasoami, with an inscription in Ns.gari on the northern prakara wall. 
It is said to be “ illegible.” 

Kuu.'Oru ; — 20 miles west-south-west of AtmakOr. (Qoohor.) Near the sluice of the tank is a stone 
bearing an inscription in “unknown” characters. 

MAWiUAL'Onu ; — 8 miles west of Atmakur. {Minudoor^ There is on old Vishnu temple here, in the 
front of which is a stone bearing an “illegible” inscription. South of the village is an old village site, 
called “ Buddhapa^u,” which was once, according to tradition, inhabited by Bakslmas, or Jains ; pro- 
bably an old Buddhist or Jain village. An old ruined temple of ChennakeSata is to be seen south oi the 
village. Near the Pariah hamlet is a ruined end deserted temple that the people call the temple of 
Rdtaiyi. On the bund of the small tank is on inscription in “ illegible” characters. [HamMl, 420!) 

llAiroAfiPALLE 5 — 19 J miles west by south' of Atmakor. {MuntjoopiU^.) There is an “illegihle” 
inscription at the temple of Sri Ddina. • 

Mav&bo 9 miles south of Atmakor. (ilfanwr.) An “illegible” inscription on a stone at the east 
of the temple of Ndgeicara. A ruined temple of Virabhadra. 

Neddrupalle ; — 9 rnUes south-east of Atmakur. (Naidorot^nlhj.) A ruined temple north of the 
village. 

PiTAPipc ; — 6 miles south of Atmakur. {Patapaud.) In the northern portion of the village is a 
stone with an inscription, “ illegible.” 

PellEeu.; — 7 miles south of Atmakur. {Pellazoo^ At the entrance of tho Vishnu temple is an 
“ illegible ” Telugu inscription. The temple is said to have been built by a Chola Raja. There ore some 
“ illegible" Telugu inscriptions, also, at the temple of Slid Detl- There is a rirakal in the village, and 
another near a tank-hund. (Manual, 420.) 

. Pekamana ; — 5 imles east of AtmakOr. (Peramanah.) Some inscribed stones in the centre and to 
the north of the village, with “illegible” inscriptions. 

PRABnAOiRiPATNAM ; — 13i mUes south-east of Atmakur. {Parabergherrypullum.) On a stone in 
front of tho temple of Vtrumallit is an “ ille^ble^* inscription ; and there is another at the temple of Tim- 
tiiappa. Several deserted temples in ruins, and on old fort, 

PuNUCropu ; — 5 miles north of Atmakttr. (PcoHjoor.) Near the village tsatadi is a stone ■nith 
inscriptions, “ illegible.” 

SoMAfiiLAj — 22 J miles west by south of AtmakOr. {Somesarum Sallndra.) There is a celebrated 
temple here dedicated to Somricara, highly venerated and much resorted to. Newbold mentions it in 
the J.A.S.D., XV, 393. The festival here in May is generally resorted to by crowds of people, 
(Manual, 419.) 
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SRiKoiANtj;— 11 miles east^north-east of AtmatOr. {Sireecullah.) A ruined temple of ChennaiHtja. 
An “ illegible ” inscription near a well east of the rillnge. A tnrakal in the eastern street of the Tillage, 
and a figure of Shairava in the southern street. 

Vasih;— SmileseastofAtmakur. (Vasselfi/.) An old temple dedicated to Varadardjascami, said 
to have been founded by the Cholaa. There is an “ illegible ” inscription there on a stone, and sereral 
carved fimires near a tank. West of the old mud fort is a stone carved with a figure of Bhairata and 
having some characters of an inscription on it. (District Manual, 421.) 

ViELAGupiPipu ; — 4 miles eMt by south of Atmakur, close to Kolagotla. At the west of the village 
is a stone witli an inscription in “ illegible ” characters. At the north of the ^dllage two virakaU, which 
the people call “ Somati Vira" and “ Ayyo Yira.” It is from them that the village obtained its name. 


NELLORE TALUK. 

GauotlapIlem, or GAVOKpL-iPlLE * } — see PoNMAPOpi. 

Koraturuj— 12 miles east by north of NelJore, on the coast. (Kbrooioor.) A small but very old 
temple. Some inscriptions at the north-east comer of the temple, said to be “ illegible.” On the walls 
inside are some unimportant inscriptions 

Nellore. — The district head-quarters. Mr. Boswell, in the District Manual (p. 687), gives an 
account of the supposed origin of this town, and the legends relating to it. The present European 
quarter was once, it is said, a tonm called “Simbapuram” (Smhapura) in the forest of Dandakd. The 
temple of MUlasthaneicara was founded by Trinetra olios Mmskanti. Mr. Boswell calls him “ ITukkanti 
Beddi,” hut I think it is possible that the individual meant is the sovereign known commonly in the 
Telugu couotiy as Makdrdjn ; and it may be considered on open question whether this was not 

a Telugu tianslatioa of the name of the Kanchi king Tkinetra Paliava, whom we bear of. The fort 
was buut in the time of the Mussulmans. It was ineffectually besieged by Colonel Forde in A.D. 1767. 
“ When the anicut across the Feonoir was being built, a large amount of laterite bad to be quarried in 
the neighbourhood, and in this deposit were found several coffins, made apparently of burnt clay, embed- 
ded in quartz. Some of the coffins contained each more than one body, and the ^dies were found, when 
the coffins were opened, in a perfect state of preservation ; but, on exposure to the air, they qnicHy crum- 
bled to dust. There were also found with them some spear-heads and other implements." 

An extract from a letter written by Mr. Alexander Davidson, Governor of Madras irom l8th June 
1785 to 6th April 1786, and published in the Asiatic Researches, Tol. II, p. 332, is not too long to be 
inserted here. 

" As a peasant near NelSr, about 100 miles north-west of Madras, was ploughing on the side of a stony 
aaggy hill, Ids plough was obstructed by some brickwork : be dug, and discovered the remains of a small 
tem^e, \mder which n little pot was found with Roman coins and medals of the second centurv. 

“ Hz sold them as old gold ; and many, no doubt, were melted ; but the Naicdk , Aimun. Usura, recovered 
upwards of thirty of them. This happened wliile I was Governor ; and I had ^e choice of two out of the 
whole. I chose an Adriak and a Faustisa. 

“ SosiE of the Trajaits were in good preservation. Many of the coins could not have been in cireulatioa .* 
they were all of the purest gold, and many of them as fresh and beautiful as if they had come from the mint 
but yesterday : some were much defaced and perforated, and had probably been worn as ornaments on the arm, 
and others pending from the neck.” 

An engraving is given of these two auret. Mention is made of these in Ind. Ant. II, 241, in a note 
by “ W. E.,” and in Ind. Ant. VI, 215, though in both instances the date of the find is wrongly given. 

PoxNAVOTu;— 18 miles north-east of Nellore,on thesea. (Ponnapoodty.) One and a half miles south- 
west of this tillage is the hamlet^of Gaundlaj><yem,OT Gacundlapdlcih, otherwise called Ramatirtham. Here 
there is an old and dilapidated Siva temple, at the entrance of which is an “ illegible inscription ” on 
a stone. Tlie.characters are not known to the residents. The 8thah Parana oi the temple is in the 
possession of Sesbadri Reddi of Vutukuru. The temple is a milo from the Buckingham canal. 

Baslatietham ; — see Ponnapudx. 

Sakoam. — O n the north bank of the Penneru, 17 imles west-north- west of Nellore. (Smigum.) An 
old teinplo, in front of which is a handsome dhcaja stamhha, richly sculptured. Near it is a stone with on 
” illegible inscription. The temple stands at the junction of the Biraperu river with the Penn§ru, and 
consists of a high wall surrounding a group of dxrines. It is dedicated to Ahobila Narasimhastami. 
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Itr. Boswell {Manual, 419) mentions a Sdianam, possibly the one noted above, dated S.6, 1357 (A.D. 
1435). 

VuTUKnnu ; — 14 miles north-east of Nellore, on the left bank of the Penneru river, 4 miles from 
the sea. {Wootoocoor,) Two old temples, fabled to have been erected by Sa^a Chakravarti. 


RAPUR TAIiUK. 

AjLTTJnTi ; — 18 miles north-north-east of EapQr. {AuUoorby.) An “ illegible ” inscription on a stono 
near the tank-bund. 

Chaganaji ; — 10^ miles east of ilapar. {Shaganum.) An old ruined temple of Kodanda Rdmastdmi 
on a rock 2 miles west of the village. The walls and gopuram are still standing, but no worship is 
performed. Three inscriptions ; — one in the centre of the village, one at the south, and one below a small 
hill north of the village. 

CaiKAvonn ; — 10 miles south-east of Rapur. Two inscribed stones on the tauk-bund. The inscrip- 
tions are said to he in Devanagarl characters. 

DiciroRU ; — 11 miles north by east of Rapur. (Dnssoor.) An old Vishnu temple. Three “ illegible ” 
inscriptions ; — two on stones dose to the Police station, and one at the eastern entrance to the village. 

DuGGtnsTA ; — IG miles north-east of RApar. An inscription on a stone below the tank-bund, “illegi- 
ble.” 

GiAAKAPipu 5 miles east-north-east of Rapur. {Gelacapaud.) Two “ il^ible ” inscriptions;— 
one on the bund of the tank called “ Boyalocheruvu,” the other on that of the “ KSdacheruvu.” 

QCNUP.iLLE; — Hi miles north-north-west of RapQr. {Qoneypulhj ^ An old Vishnu temple. Close 
to this villa^ is the temple of “ FinchalakSna ” on a hill. It is dedicated to Vishnu, and is said to be 
very old. It is largely attended at the annual festival in May or June. Two miles east of the temple 
are the remains of on old fort in the jungle. {District Manual, 422.) 

GrtiDDALtiRU } — 20 miles east of EapUr. Two inscribed stones, in “ illegible ” Telugu characters, in 
the centre of the village. 

GojrpAvOLTJ j— 6 miles north of EApiir. Near the sluice of the tank south of the village is an inscribed 
stone pillar, characters Telugu, but defaced. At the south sluice of the same tank is a am^ar inscription 
in defaced Tamil. An old village site, long deserted. The \Tllagers assert that this place was, in old 
days, the residence of a Raja. 

IxuKURTi ; — 16 miles north-east of Rlpur. An inscription on a stone east of the ruined tank, 

“ illegible.” 

KALTCiiSpu ; — 16 miles east-north-east of Rapur. {Ktilchadoor.) On the tank-bund are two stones. 
The characters on one are “ illegible.” The other records an act of charity by a Raja of Venkatagiri. 
An old temple dedicated to SiddheScara on a rock called “Siddayyakonda.” {Distnet Manual, 43.) 

KoniiPipu ; — G miles east of RipUr. Three “ illegible ” inscriptions ; — one on the tank-bund west 
of the village, one in the centre of the village, and one in an Inam land half a mile south of the village. 

JIarcpubu ; — 22 miles north-east of RapOr, 8 miles north-north-east of Tummalatalptiru. {Murpoor, • 
ToomuUhulpoor.) Two inscribed stones ; — one on the bund of a small tank, the other on that of the 
large tank. Both are “ illegible.” 

StoGAU.URU 18 miles north-east of RapQr. Two inscribed stones in the centre of the \'illage, 
with “ illegible ” characters. 

Nvrn'uru ; — 16 miles north-east of Kapur. Three imles east of the village is a stone pillar with an 
inscription partly legible. 

^Paucharlapadu;— 22 miles north-east of Rapur, 6 miles north-east of Tiunmalatalpuru {Toomul- 
Ihulpoor, ParclcUapaudoo). In the middle of the village is a stone with an inscription in “illegible” 
Telugu characters. 

Pataouxta 8 miles cast by south of Rapur. (Pothagoonta.) Near the tank-bund 300 jmrds east 

37 
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of the village U an inscription on a stone. It a said to bo ** illegible ” with the oiception of the name 
“ Velugonti Tehkatapati NAyudu,” probably one of the Venkatagiri family. 

Penub tBTi ; — 10 miles north of EapOr. (Panoomurlht/.) On a stone in the Siva temple is an inscrip- 
tion of S.S. 1559 (A.D. 1637), of a private character. There is an " illegible ” inscription on the bund of 
the fanV. The Tillage llansif is in possession of two copper-plate documents. 

PzKusiiiiAPiDU ; — 15 miles north-east of Rlpur. An inscription, half-defaced, in Telugu characters, 
on a stone in the centre of the village. 

PoDiLixURO j — ’17 miles north-west of Rapur. (Puddulcoor.) An old Gane5a temple, and the 
remains of an old earthen fort. Near a well, dose to a temple under a tank-buud, are two ston®. The 
characters on one are ** Ule^ble.” The other records a charity by a Rija of Vehkatagin. {Districl 
ilanual.) 

EIpoe (Pdpurii ). — The head-quarters of the tolot, 35 miles west-south-west of Nellore. (Pau- 
poor.) An old fort, said to have been built by one of the early Kdjas of Venkatagiri, and to have been 
afterwards held by Riisbnadeva Riyaof Vijayanagar. It passed under tbe Mussulmans of the Golkonda 
d3mastr. The ftnt-walls are massive, and there is a 6ne ditch round it. Inside are the remains of the 
old palace and other buildings. 

SAtnipunAar; — 18 miles east by south of Rapur. (St/dapoorvm.) An old temple of Siddftricara- 
stami on a HU. The viUagera connect thia place with the story of Sirangadhara, a prince whose 
limbs were mutilated, and who it is said recover^ tbe nse of them at this place. There is a book extant, 
called the SdraAgadhara CAarilra, or ^dranffodAam Dcipada, defined by Brown (Dieitotiartf, p. xiu) as 
“ a -veTy popular poem in the rustic dialect.” 

Tan.uicharla ; — 8 miles north*north-eastof RipOr. (Tamukherk.) An ” illegible” Telugu inscrip- 
tion on a stone on the tank-bund. 

Turtsuela ; — 15 miles east by north of RipQr. (ThooromHlla.) An inscription, said to be “ illegi- 
ble,” on a stone on the tank-bund west of the village. 

Vablapudi 20 mUes east by north ofRA^Qr. (Wodlepoody.) An old mud fort. In front of 
the temple of a x^age gc^dess is an ” illegible” inscription on a stone. There is another in a field 
half a mUe south of uie village. 

VCtckCbu ; — 14 mUes east by north of BApur. {SooteoorJ) Three inscriptions; — one in the 
centre of the viU^e, and two about 100 yards north of the village. One of these is in Telugu, the 
others in Tamil characters. The letters are said to be much ohliteratod. 

Ttjttalapalle ; — ** 23 mUes north-west of Rapur,” (? OorhpuUy^ Agrfintm, 18A mUes north-north- 
west of Rapur.) An inscription on a stone on the tank -bund, dated 8.6. 1039 (A.D. 1117), only the 
date legible. 

Xepubu ; — 4 mUes north of Rapur. (Tiywor.) A stone pillar on the tonk-bund a mUewestof 
the village, with an inscription in Telugu, ill^ible.” 

Tkturu; — 17 nules north-east ofRApur. (Fafoer.) Three mUes west of this village is a stone 
pillar with an “ illegible” inscription. 


OOpUE TALUK. 

AEu>irGui ; — see Duggarajapatsam. Thisplacewas called “ Armegaum” by the early English 
settlers. Mr. Boswell {Bislrkt Manual, 24) calls it ** Armeghon,” 

Duggarajapatsasi ; — 23 miles east-south-east of Gudur, 9 miles south of the embouchure of the 
Puvamamukhi river on the sea, {^Soornamoolity. ProoraJ<q>atam^ This small seaport was one of the earliest 
English possessions on the Eastern Coast. . It was obtained for them from the then Raja of Tenkatagiri 
in A.D, 1625, by the Karanam of the viUage, whose name, Aramajam, the new settlers gave in gratitude 
to their factory. In 1641 the factory was removed to Madras,* then c^led Chennakiippam, where a new 
factory had been established two years previously on land granted by the Raja of Kalahasti, under per- 
mission of his sovereigrr, the expatriated king of Vijayanagar, resident at Chaadragiri. 
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• , Manapalem see DuggarIjapatoam. 

Sriharikota. — An island between the ** Pnlicat Lake” and the sea. The town of this name is not 
marked on the Ordnance map. It lies about Xotitude 14® 41', Longitude 80“ 16', and is the head- 
quarters of a Deputy Tahsildar. Tradition states that an old city here, which was founded by Tri- 
^anku, of the Solar race, has been submerged and that its ruins are still to be seen xmder water. (Capt. 
Newbold in J.A.S.B., X, 105.)

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NORTH ARGOT DISTRICT. 


North Arcot lies on the border line which divides not only the Telngn and Tamil peaking races, 
bat also the De^an country and the south of the peninsula, audits history d^ers considerobly from 
that of the districts tlmt have been already noted. The 'Western Gbits, the Ndgiri Hills, the ilaisnr 
Plateau, the Timpati and the mountainous and forest-covered tract to the north of it, with the 

hills of the Zemindari, form a distinct barrier across the whole South-Indian Pe nin svila, 

which was in early days far more marked than it is now. Whereas with the northern districts we 
looked for early history to the Andhms, the kinm of Vehgi, the Chalukyas, and the kings of Orisa, we 
now find ourselves amongst the kings of the Kohgu and Chola countnes, and the Pallavas of Kancht. 

In the second century AJ)., according to Ptolemy, the country was inhabited by nomads. These were 
doubtless the Yedais, or their conquerors the Kunimbars. In the fifth century the Pallavas of Ranchi 
were established as a nation, and were attacked and defeated by the Radambas of Vanava^I (Indian Anii- 
quary, VI» 25), as well as by the kings of E<>Dgii~dicia (see the Kongitdeia Edjdkkal). The latter family 
clrim to Imve conquered and exacted tribute from the Pallavas, whom they style the “ Dravithis of 
Rauchl,” in the sixth, eighth, and the middle of the ninth century. But the Pallavas of the end of the 
fifth or beginning of the sixth century seem to have been strong enough to defeat the early Uhalukyan chief 
Jayasiihha, if we ore to believe the story told in the later Cholokyan grants. The kings of Rafichl 
were repeatedly attacked by the Western Chalu^as. It appears that the Chola kings in the year AJ). 
894 conquered the sovereign of Kongu Ada, hut we have yet to learn what then became of the Pallavas. 
Dr. Burnell (SoatA-InrfwH Paleography, 36) mentions, on ure authority of Ellis, a conquest of the Pallavas 
about the ei^th or ninth century hy the Cholas, “ who had revived again after a long eclipse.*' But 
native tradition and chronicles ore positive as to Rurumbais having b^ a savage but powerful race till 
their complete subveraon by Adondai, son of Rulottuhga Chola, and we know that the latter sovereign 
reigned in the eleventh century. Hr. Crole in the Dwfricf d/anua/(438) gives alist of the 

“ Ro(tams ” and “ Nadus " into which the Pallava oounby was found divided by AdoniM. Nine of 
the twenty-four larger divisions were situated in the North Arcot DistricL 

The Hoyi§ala Ballala sovereign Bitrideva claims to have conquered Ranchi and resided there. This 
was at the beginning of the twelfth century. But it does not seem that the country was really wrested 
from the Cholas. Both the latter power and the Ballilas were overthrown ly tha ArnKATnirm il ftna in A.D. 
1310. Then ensu^ a period of which we know little or nothing till the conquest of Rnncbi hy the 
Orissan king Purushottmnadeva, which seems to have token place in the middle of the ^teenth century. 
The country had fallen under the Yijayanagar kings in the early period of their supremacy, but their 
authority was not very firmly established ; for not only was RnSchi sacked hy the king of Orissa about 
the year A.D. 14o(/, but Hubammad Shah Bahmani II is said to have captured it in A.D. 1477. 
A few years later, however, the powerful Yijayanagar iang Narasimha Irid a strong hand on the 
country, and until the'subverrion of Yijayanagar in A.D. 156-i TTnnphT was a province of ♦lint, kingdom. 
After their defeat the Yijayanagar cHefs retired to Chandmgiri and resided there till the family betime 
extinct in the last centtjiy. Colonel Hackenzie’s Paper (in J.A.S.B., XIII, 421) on the “ Political 
Events in the Carnatic from the fall of "Mjayanagar in 15&4 to the establishment of the Mogul Govem- 
laent in 1687,” pves us great assistance for this period. The later Muhammadan, Hahratta, and early 
English periods are well known and need not be here considered. 

The district boasts of many objects of archmological interest of all ages; and in the matter of. 
inscriptions there is a great deal to be done, for, though they are very numerous, few people seem to 
luLve taken any trouble to decipher them. Oie «^y document that I can hear of in the whole district 
that professes the slightest historical charaetCT is a kadjnn hook in the possession of Raranam AppSvu, 
of the_ village of Hangiparam in Chandra^ii IMuk. It contains, so it is said, “ rertain entries 
regaring ^e old sovereigns,” but I do not anticipate that it will prove of much value. Bemains of 
prehistono” date, dolmens, stone circles, and the like, appear to be confined to the Gndiyatom and 
Cluttoor Taluks and the tract obove the ghaU to the west of the district. Theyseemto have something 
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of a distinctive character, and are reasonably suspected of being, at least in many cases, of no great antiquity.' 
For many centuries Jainism largely prevailed as the popular cult, and there are several ancient rock-cut 
memorials of that faith iu,the district. The predominant Brahmanical__ religion, supported by the influ- 
ence of the teachings of Sankaracharya (650-700 A.D.), was that of Siva till the time of Kamanuja- 
charya, who, in the eleventh century, converted a large proportion of the inhabitants to -the Taishnava 
faith. 

Stone sculptures of warriors (Virahals), of snakes and village goddesses abound throughout the district. 

There are some few tribes whose customs and language would be worth studying. The Kurtunbars 
of the Palmaner plateau are exceptionally interesting, of course, as they are believed to he the lineal 
descendants of the old Draridian lords of tiie soil. The Sugalia in Punganur seem to have some curious 
customs. The language and habits of the Irulm and Tanadis are the same as in other districts. 
(5ec under the Nellork District.) The latter are gradually becoming more settled in their habits. 
The Deputy Tahsildar of Sladarapakkam has sent an interesting note on the practice called “ Rahgam- 
pcWarf/” amongst the Tanadis. It appears to be a species of incantation. There area few Malayalis 
resident on the Javadi Hills in the Poltir Taluk. They are a very rude class, and their customs are 
in some respects peculiar. 

KAIAHASTI ZEMDJDAEI. 

Akkurti ; — 4 miles north-west of Kalahasti. \Aeortee.) An old temple. 

AvAUAM wXpTT j — see Matiarapakkam. 

Erpedtj see Terpedu. 

Gudiuallam ; — 13 miles south-west of Kalahasti. {Goodgmallum) An old temple. 

lNQAViRIPi;.E!;i ‘—ace KiDARAPAlUCAM. 

' KXlaiiabti.— H eaidence of the RAja of that name ; 55 miles north-cast of Chittoor, 15 miles east- 
north-east of Tirupati Railway Station. {Calaitru.) A temple fabled to have been erected by Brahma, 
and said to have been extended and improved by the Gholas, and by K^shnadeva Riya of Tijayanagar, 
It is dedicated to ^iva and is one of the flve Ungams of the Elements, this one being the air-Hngam. *’ 

“ To the south-east of the Siva temple is a peculiar rock-cut mantappam with some sculptures 

The big temple cannot be entered by Europeans, but it is said to contain good sculptures.” (Diafrict 
Manum, 221-2.) There are several other old temples in and about the town. The chief priest of the 
temple is in possession of the Sthata PurSm of the Agastyeitara temple at Tondavida in Chaniragiri 
Taluk. Venkatar^a Pillai, son of the late Dhannalarta, is in possession of the Stkala Pvranas of Mogili 
and Arugonda in Cfhittoor Taluk. The Rija of Kalahasti preserves the Sthala Puranaa of his own temple, 
and one is with the Gumkkal. There are several “ illegible ” inscriptions on the Kalahasti temple, and 
in the Raja’s palace are several copper-plate deeds belonging to it. 

Kailivedu ; — 11 miles west by north of MAdarapakkam. {CorywaJe.) An old hill- fort in ruins. It 
is close to the fort at Tripurantakapuram, and is called the '* Sakih Kotta.” On the “ Si^i Durgam” 
hill is a fine natural spring. 

Kannali 2 miles east of Kalahasti. (Canale.) An old temple. 

Kannambakkaji j— 4 miles north-east of Madarapakkam. (Cunnumhacum.) Mr. Bruce Foote, of 
the Geological Survey, found here some rude stone implemepts. {Madras Journal, XXIJT, Part II, 
App. iv.) 

KccBfURU 12 miles south-south-west of Madarapakkam, 12 miles due north of Trivellore ” Rail- 
way Station. {Cutchoor, Maderapaucum.) An old Joina basii^ with some inscriptions said to be in 
Grantha characters. At the sluice of the tank are some inscriptions eaid tef bo “ illegible.” 

Madarapakkam At this place— at Santapela (Sanlapettah), 1 mile north-east ; at Amatam- 
ha.dn. {Ameriirnbardoo), S miles south by east; at Ihgavaripalerii 4 miles east, on the 

lugh grounds of the village ; and at Pullur (Pulloor), 4 ^es south by east — ^S£r. Bruce Foote foimd 
some rude stone implements. {Madras Jourtmlf XXllI, Part II, App^ iv.)

Mr, Bruce Foote found here Eome 
rude stone implements. {Madras Jmtmal, XX/ ITf Par/ //, App. i^.) 

NaiBiKK-^ 17 miles south-BOuth-west of ^darapahkam, 9 miles north-north-west of “ Trivellore” 
Rail^y StaHon. (Kumbaucum.) An old temple, said to have been oriMally built bj the Jains hut 
subsequently conrerted into a Brahmanical temple. It is now dedicate to Maiideirarascdmi. There 
are several inscriptions on the walls in Tamil and Telugu, ** tolerably legible.” 

Pextbaka; — 7 miles east-north-east of K&lahasti. {Poonnmhak.) An old temple. 

PiLLAK^o 9 miles north-east of Xalahasti. {Bakocr.) An old temple. 

PuLLUR ; — see MadaiupIkkasi. 

SasTAPETA ; — see iliDARAPlKKAJl, 

SiyoAMAiA ; — 3| miles north-east of KalahastL {SingmuHa.) An old temple. 

ScsATiPALLE ; — 13 miles south-west of Ifadarapakham. {Sirgutptllg.) An old temple with inscrip- 
tions. It is <»nsidered very sacred. In the ravine here Air. Bruce Foote, of the Geologicm Survey, found 
eome rude stone implements. {Madras tTbvma/, XX///, P<irt //, Appendix iv.) 

TomiMAEAnn 5 miles south-west of KalahastL (Torxdananxardee.) There are several “illegible” 
inscriptions at the temple here. 

Tbipcrantakapubam ; — 11 miles west by north of itadarapakkam. {Tipporandaporum?^ An old 
hill-fort in ruins. 

. Yellattukoteai ; — 14 miles south-west of XIadaiapakkam. An inscription on a stone at the sluice 

of the tank. 

Tia.CRiGHAVArTTEAit j — 15 (?) miles north-west of K&lahastL An old temple. 

VuRAyn^an 3 miles south-west of Kilahasti (Wkcrandoar.) An old temple. 

Tesfedu ; — 8 miles east of Eilahnsti. An old temple, with some “ niegible” inscriptions on the 
walls. 

CEAliDEAGIRl TALTTK. 

AlamSlu ItAKGAPtnui ; — see TiRtrcHirr&a9. 

Att&rc ; — 8 miles south-east of Tirupati. The InAmdar of this village is in possesaon of five 
copper-plate documents. 

ORAsnaAGiRi ; — ^Head-quarters of the taluk, 29 miles north-north-east of Chittoor. There are several 
very interesting remains here, the place having been the resdenee for many years of the espatriated 
kings of Vijayanagar. On a hiU rising about 600 feet above the valley is an old stone fort, said to have 
been built or improved by the kings of that dynasty. There was probably a fort and residence here 
before the subversion of the kingdom, but how long previous it is impossible to say. lie lower fort encloses 
two palaces or mahals, the lower portion of wluch is substantially built in stone, the upper part being of 
brick. Mr. Chisholm is of opinion that the smaller, or ladies' mabal^ was built subsequently to the 
principal one. Inside the fort on the hill are the remains of some temples and other buildings. A 
palm-leaf book in the pcssession of one the rillage officers of Chandragiri states that the fort was 
originally built in 6.S. 922 (A-D. 1000) by a Tadava Baja named ImmadT Narasimha, but I know of 
notiling as yet corroboratire of this ass^on. Ten Bajas of that dynasty are asserted to have reigned 
till the Vijayanagar dynasty succeed, of whom Krishnadeva Eaya (1508-1530 A.D.) is credited with 
the reduction of the place. The erection of the I^idies’ Mahal has been attributed to Achyutadeva, bis 
successor. After the battle of Telikota, Pennakonda waa the Tifayanagur capital till 1592 A T) ., in 
wWch year King Vehkatapati retired hither from Pennakonda. In Aj). 16^ Sn Ban*^ Baya of 
Vij'ayanagar signed, in this pdace, the treaty By which the site of the Presidency town wm made over 
to the English settlers. {District Manual, 144. Madras Journal for 1880, under Dr. Oppert’s Historical 
Tahks.-) CloM to the main building are the remmns of a lluhammadsn building in mud, decorated with 
plaster in the usual style. 

Alwut a mile eart of Cffian dragiri, on the north of the road leading to Tirupati is a ruined temple once 
of eonnderable size and grandeur. The nuns are aceedingly pictur^ne. The stone sculptures are 
eitcnsive and well-eiecuted, and the gopuram must have been of great height judging frm the height of 
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its lower member. Two miles soutii of Chandra^ri is a ruined temple called “ JangaihTari^iU ” below 
the “ Addakonda '* hill, on which are the remains of a small fort and some buildings, said to belong to the 
Yadava Saja who first built the fort at Chandrariri. Two miles south-west of Chandragiri is the 
Malleipara ruined temple on a hill. Inside the waUa of the Chandragiri fort are some ruined temples, 
in four of which are said to be inscriptions. In the old village, or Pdiapeta, is a ruined temple of Krish^. 
In the hamlet of Eeddirdnpalle, a mile north-west of the town, is a ruined temple ; and there is another, 
with inscriptions, in llangapuram. Near Gopalapurain, another hamlet, is a deserted temple of Anjanepa, 
with an inscribed stone close to it on the north. In the village of Tondavada, close by, is a nuned temple 
of Vindpaka and one of Agastpe4caraardmi. The temple of Kodanda Rdmastdmi, between the old and 
new villages of Chandragiri, is said to he andent. It bears some inscriptions on the front walls. There 
is an “ illegible ” inscription on a rock, a quarter of a mile north-west of the old village (^Pdiapeta). 

An old Telugu document erists, in the possession of Karanam Appavu of Mangapurarii, which gives 
an account of Chandragiri, and the sovereigns who resided there. Purfinam Suhbayya, a resident, is in 
possession of a SthaJa Purd^ relating to the Suvarnamukhl river and certain temples. 

Chennaytagukta ; — 4 miles east of Lower Tirupati, one mile from the road from the town to the 
Railway Station. Half a mile east of the village, near the Mondavdni Banda is an “ illegible ” inscription. 

ChiouRuvada ; — 5 miles east of Chandragiri. Half a mile from the southern Eliandnka of tlits 
village, east of a new tope, is a stone with an “ illegible inscription. There is another in the centre of 
the village. 

‘ DAiULCHBRUvu ; — 19 miles west-south-west of Chandragiri, on the Chlttoor boundary. (Pafnara- 

ckerki.) There is a hjge earthen embankment here, continuing over the hills or either side of the road. 
“ It is said to extend to Timpati on the one side and to Telogiri in Salem on the other, and to have 
been built lone ago bv two neighbouring kings to mark the boundaries of their estates.” (Manua/, 154.) 
A battle was fought here in A^. 1740 between the Mahrattas and Nav&b Dost 'Ali. 

D^miredu 4 miles south-east of Tirupati The InRmdRr of this village is in possession of four 
copper-plate ididnanis. 

, DHARSiARlJAPDBAst Kha^rika j— 10 miles east of Lower Tirupati. On a stone, a quarter of a 
mile west of the v^age, is an “ illegible ” inscription. 

KARAKAMBipi j — 3 mlles north of Tirupati Railway Station, 7i miles east-north-east of Lbwer 
Tirupati. (Cttrcttmiodt?.) Mr. W. B. Robinson, C B., found here some rude stone implements. (Madras 
Journal, XXIII, Part II, Appendix ic.) There ie a deserted temple of Hanumin in the town, 

Kumabapaxle 10 miles east of Lower Tirupati. On a stone at the eastern entrance of the village 
is an illegible inscription. 

Mallavakam; — 10 miles east by north of Lower Tirupati, 4 miles east-north-east of Tripetty 
Railway Station. (Mallaram.) On two stones north-east of the village are some “ illegible ” inscriptions. 

Mangajcam -2 miles north-east of Tirupati. The Inamdar of this village is in possession of seven 
copper-plate documents. 

Manoaturam j — 1| miles north of Chandragiri, near the road to Upper Tirupati. There is an “ ille- 
gible” inscription on a stone close to the gopura of the temple of Bdlpdna Venkafdvarasmmi. Karanam 
Appavu is in possession of a kadjan book which is said to be of a historical character, and to treat of the 
sovereigns that have ruled at Chandragiri. 

Mundlapudi ; — 11 miles east of Chandragiri, near Alamelu Mangapuram. "West of the village is 
a ruined temple with inscriptions. 

NallappareddigIkipallb ; — 25 miles west of Chandragiri, in the Kalluru Paloiyam. Fifty yards 
west of the village on the path to a well is a stone with an " illegible ” inscription; It is said also to 
have representations of “ wheels.” 

Pallapaxem ; — 8 miles east of Tirupati, 2 miles from the Tirupati Railway Station. A deserted 
temple of Jandrdanasvami. 

Peruru ; — 5 jmles east by north of Chandragiri, between Chandragiri and Tirupati. (Peroo.) On 
come large rocks is a small ruined temple. 

RlGiiAVAPUBASt 9 miles cast of Lower Timpati. On a stone at the eastern entrance of the 
village is an “ illegible ” inscription. 
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Settipaixe 10 miles east hj nortli of Chandragiri, 1 mile from the road from Lower Tirtipaii 
to the Station. A hnndied yards west of the village, close to the temple of Mufyalamma is an 

“illegible” inscription. 

Tp?r rffiv fmp, or Al-uielo ILiJiGiPunAi ; — 3 miles south-east of Lower 'Empati. {Allimonmunffo^ 
pmtm.) A temple of lalifimt, large and mndi frequented. There is a mined temple of Varadarajairdni 
close to the village. The Stfiafa FtiroM of the place is in the possession of Archaham Eamasramayya, 
a resident At the temples of ArM^jMMrami and Ammordro are seveinl inscriptions, all “illegible.” The 
inscribed slabs are said to be greatly scattered in different places. 

Tieopati (Lower) ; — 7 miles east-north-east of CJhandragiii. The Bailway Station is 6 miles east of 
the town. {Tripetit/.) A very old town with some interesting temples, support^ mainly by pOgiims to 
the sacred bilU. There are several deserted and mined tem^es and mandapams. A festi^ tabes place 
here in September. In “ fiobinson’s Park *’ are a number of stone images taken from tbe mined shrines 
in the neighbourhood. A mile north of the town is the Eapila. TteTH.oi, or bathing-pool, where 
pilgrims bathe before ascending the bHL It consista of a revetted pool undCT the cliff, fed by a waterfall, 
and goironnded by mandapams and shrines. It is a picturesque spot. In the western wall of the 
colonnade round the pool is a rock-cnt cave a few yards deep. Tie ascent to the sacred hills from Lower 
Tiiupati commences fromalarge gopnram at the foot of the hill, called “ AHpiii,” and carries thepilgrini 
upalongfiightofbroadstonestepstothe “Gali*gopniam” atthesnmmit. From this, a walk of five miles 
on a rough granite pavement, with resting-places and mandapams at intervals, leads through the forest 
to the town and temple of Upper Tirapati. The view from the “ Gf^-goporam ” is magnificenL {Dittriei 
Manual, 142, 149.) 

The Mahant of the Timmalai temple, who resides in Lower Timpati, is in possession of a large ' 
number of old coins. There are a number of inscriptions at Timpati, aD report^ “illegible.” The 
localities of some of these are here pven, 

(1.) On a stone in the temple of Kammalraru, 2 miles north of Lower Tirapati, east of the read 
to the Kapila. Tirtham. 

(2.) North-east of the temple at the Kaptla Tiriham. 

(3.) Sonth-east of the mandapam, east of the Eapila Tiriham. 

(4.) South-west of a mandapam, west of the same. Two inscriptions. 

. (5.) West of a mandapam, north-west of the same. 

(6.) On the eastern w^ of the Alipiri temple, at tbe foot of the ascent to the sacred a mile 
from the town. 

(7.) At the northern entrance of the gopurum of the temple of Adhipati Namimha$v5mi. 

(8.) On the northern wall of the gopuram at the temple of Eodanda Rdmattami in the centre of 
the town. 

(9.) On both sides of the entrance gopuram of the temple of Govindardjaitami in the centre of 
the town. 


(10.) To the east of the room in the temple of <?oruw/artyo#rami in which the vehicles of the deity 
are kept. 

(11.) On both sides of the entrance to the temple of the goddess, at the sam e temple. 

(12.) On a tannidhi mandapam at the same temple. 

(IS.) On both sides of the entrance of the old cooking mandapam of the same temple. 

(14.) On both sides of the wall cl^e to the ^annidhi mandapam of Euraifdlnr, at the same temple- 
(15.) On both sides of the wall near the saimtdhi ^pturam of Shdthyakdrlardni, at the same 
temple. 

(16.) Sever^ on the second, or driiiya, gopnram of the same temple. 

(17.) On the north wall of the new cooing mandapam in the same temple. 

(18.) On three sides of the inside -nulls of the yarbhdlayam of the same temple. 

(19.) On the prikiia walls of the same temple. 

(20.) On the eastern priyal of the Vydsardyaardmi Tnat bam in the same temple. 

(21.) On a stone west of the village, close to the A’anwiriiAaTirttam, at the Sandhi Tdfa, or tope 

of the burial-ground. 

(22.) On a stone north-west of the fountain -which is east of the gopuram 'of the temple of 
(/orintfiinyijjrdmt’, in the centre of the village. 

(23.) On a stone a quarter of a mile north-east of the town, and east of the Tdtaypa ffimla. 
'^»t^ATi (TJppro), or TiBtruAWi, the “Saceed Hiixs.” — ^Thcre are several ascents to the hills. 

: most frequented being one from Lower Timpati, 7 miles from Chandraghi, and one from Chandra- 
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giri itself. The town and principal temple are 64 miles north by cast of Charidragiri. The temple was 
ori^ally dedicated to Sixa, but is now a temple of Yislmu. Hamanujacharya is credited with havin«^ 
effected th^ change. The principal tempi© was formerly larger than it now is, the main street of the 
modem town being the outer prlkara, of which the ruined gopuras remain at the four comers. Adjoin- 
ing the temple is the principal bathing-pool called the Srantipuihlaranl, the IDOO-pillared mandapam, 
Ac. The whole is very much decaj'ed, and the immense wealth winch pours into the tempi© is systema- 
tically embezzled. The ITahant was, with great difficulty, induced some years ago to repair the 1000- 
piUared mandapam, and this has been done. The principal gopuram of the main temple is square and 
low, and of considerable antiquity. At a comer of a street is a stone car, with the wheels just appearing 
above the ground. This is said to he the work of a Chola Raja. There are numerous inscriptions on 
the walls of the temple ; and the paving-stones of the roads leoffing for miles along the main ascents are 
covered with votive tests, names of pilgrims, .and roughly-cut figures. The idol in the temple, which 
has no consort, is admitt^ to be a figure of Siva converted into one of Vishnu by the addition of the 
iankhn and chakra in gold. The temple records state that the principal part of the temple was built by 
“ Tondaman Chakravarti,” i.c., Adondai, son of Kulottuhga Chola, though they mention previous bene- 
factions by Pariksliit, Janamejaj*a, and Vikramarka. About 3 miles from the temple is a bathing-place 
with builtogs round it called the Pnpacinaeam, held very sacred. In the “ Tumbur Kona ” canon, 5 
miles north of the tomi, is a place where, it is said, the Rishis used to live. It is now infested with ndld 
beatts. There is a rock-cut cave at one spot. (Phirki Ifanual, 146-154 ; Ind. Ant. I, 192 ; Hr. Fer- 
gusson’s Indifia and Eastern Archileciure, p. 373 and note.) ^ 

The SUiah Piirdm of the place is with Archaknifi foinivilsa Dlkshitnlu and Tallapakkam 6gsha- 
charlu of Tirupati. Another one is ndth Karanam A]pp.\vu in Narasihgapurara. There are said to be 
two cart-loads of copper fcsnwmns secured in a room ih the temple. Application to the hlahant might 

possibly lead to their being opened out for examination. . 

PUNQANtJR ZEiUNDAlU. 

Avdiapaule 5 — 16 miles a little north of east horn Puhganttr. (AthipiUi/.) A deserted palace*and 
temple with ean'ed pillars, of considerable antiquity. Avulapalle Durgam (Aut/pilli/ Droo/;) is a fine hill- 
fort of the Polegars. There ere some temples and buildiiigs on the hill, and an inscription in old Tamil 
choracten. 

BAtLASOxuDRAai;— 12 miles west by north of PufiganOr. (PiiUasmiodm.) On the west of tho 
village, on a rock south-west of a temple, is an ** illegible ” inscription, said to bo in “ JTagari ” cha- 
racter. 

Bhiuagampalle ; — 4 miles north of Puhganur, near the Madanapalle road. {Semffanpifl;/.) On 
a stone in the Bhlmescarascdmi temple is an inscription of A.D. 1803, and on a rock 400 yards west of 
the village is an “illegible” inscription. A resident of this villagfe, named Sit^mayya, is in possession 
of a copper-plate xdsanain which he is willing to lend for examination. 

CiLADALLA ; — 3 miles north-east of Punganur. (Ohtiddala.) An old temple with an “ illegible ” 
inscription. 

Chintamakulapalle ; — 5 miles north-east of Punganur. {CMntamaklepUhj.) On arock 100 yards 
west of the village is an inscription. 

Gottapalle ; — 4 miles north-west of PuhganQr. On a, rfone about 300 yards from the temple is 
an inscription and a carved figure. 

Kaoturu ; — 18 miles north-east of Punganur. A fortified village with a temple. 

Kottakota 5 miles east of Punganur. {Kotahotah.) A temple smd to have been built by the 
Cholas. 

hloDUGALAPALLE 4 miles north-west of Punganur, On a rock half nmilo west of this village are 
four inscriptions, and, 300 yards from the village in the same direction, are three inscriptions nith carved 
figures on a rock. 

Pedua Kuiupalle;— 12 miles west of Punganur- At the,tej^le of Tdriicnra$rdmi is an inscrip- 
tion recording the grant of lands to the temple in the reign of “BrlViraKodandaRamadevaMahardya” 
in 1502 (A.T>. 1580). This may be a '^jayanagar sovereign, but it 6 lems doubtful. The temple 
is in possession of a copper-plate fascjwni, confhmmg tho above. 
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PujAGANiPAUEj— 4| miles north of Punganur. {Poojeganpilly.) An inscription on a rock 200 
yards EOuth*west of the village. 

Plnganur (Pmgamru) The residence of the [Zemindar of that name, 30 miles west by north of 
Chittoor, {P^oiganore.) There is an old fort and palooe here, but neither are of any architectural 
importance. The mosque is said to be old. 

There are seven inscriptions here /sf 

(1.1 On a stone west of the large honSnty or batlung*pool. .S-O- lu-14 (A.D. 1722). 

(2.) Round the wall of the temple of KoH VUceirara. S.S. 1738 (A.D. 1810). 

(3.) On a slab near the north wall of tbe lonSru choultry* 8.B. 1739 (A.D. 1817). 

(4.) On the east wall^of the Someimra temple to the north of the Zemindar’s palace at Puhganur. 

“ Illegihle.” 

(5.) On a stone in the temple of il/nn/1^ Varadartija. “Illegible.” 

(6.) On tbe north wall of the temple of Jlihnasrdmifia the middle of the town. 

(7.) On a stone in front of the konSru choultry. 6.S- 1733 (A.D. 1811). 

There are three copper-plate iasanaim in the possession of the Zemindar of Piihganfir. The temple 
of Mdvihja Varadardja%mmi is declared to have been built by Jnnamejaya. At the temple of SomeScara 
is an old inscription said to he “ illegible.” 

Ramasamudra ;-^10 miles west of PunganOr. {Itamaiamoodra.) A resident of this village named 
Vsllappa is in possession of two copper-plate kasanams which he is willing to part with temjwrarily. At 
the temple of JanSrdana&iami is an “ illegible ” inscription. The fort here is said to have been 
constructed by the Reddia who built the Vellore fort, Bomma Reddi and Timma Eeddi- 

SSmaia 5—14 miles west by north of PunganQr. On a rock 294 yards from the ^'^llage to the cast 
is an inscription in Telugu 5 and there is anotlier, dated only in the cyclic year, on a stone U 
west of S6mala and south of the Chinnapalnom tank. A man named Appadu of this village is in 
possession of a copper-plate inscription, which he is willing to lend for esammation. 

TsaudEpalie 5 — 10 miles north-east of Pnnganftr. {Boiidapull;/.) A sculptured temple of work- 
* manship superior to most on the plateau. ?40,) In the temple of Ahhl'ihtn MriUjufijaga'itdmi 

is an inscription dated S.S. 1675 (A.D. 1753). In the matham is an inscription dated S.S. 1670 (A.D. 
1748). * 

Ted4Panj5se 5—10 miles south-east of PunganQr. A temple bearing an inscription in old Tamil 
characters, 

OmiTOOR TALUK. 

Adenapalle 5 — 16 miles north by east of Chittoor, on the Chandragiri' boundary. {Adimpilhj) 
There is a gigantic image of Hanumin here on a rock at the source of the Suvarnamukhi river. 
{Mamial, 138.) ' . 

Ayirala ; — 12 miles north-north-west of Chittoor, close to the Puhganur border. There is said to 
be a rock -cave in the bills here. {Manual, 162.) 

Ammavaripalle ; — 15 miles south-east of Chittoor, in the Naraganti Palaiyam. There ore three 
“ illegible ” inscriptions in this village; — (1) in the bed of the tank, (a’)’on a rock at the south-east 
comer of tbe “ 'Washerman’s Tope,” (3) on a rock east of the same and under the tank-bund. 

Aratala ; — 8 miles east of Chittoor, in the Naraganti Palaiyam. On a rock on the edge of the 
tank is an inscription, said to be “ illegible.” 

ARUGONpKj— lOmileswest-nortb-westof Chittoor. {Aragoonda.) One and a half miles west of 
this village is the temple of There are somp’*^ illegible ” inscriptions on the ceiling 

of the mandapom of four pillars, and jn other places. The Sthah Pumna of the place is with 'Veuka- 
laraya Pillai, son of the late Bhannaharta at KalaluL*^ .}. 

IIalekuppam ;•> 12 miles south-east of Chittoor in the Namganli Palaiyam. On a gariida &lan\liha 
south-east of the village, and on a rock south of the village, are “ illegible ” inscriptions. 

Boumasamuhbam;— 5 miles north of Vellore Railway Station. {Bomshandrtm.) On the tank- 
ound of tins village is a largo stone ^^dth an “ illegible ” inscription. 

CiiiTrooH Head-quarters oI the district, 19 miles north of YcUore HaUwav Station. 

Ihetc arc the rejnams of a small stone fort Jieie. The Collector has presented te the Madras Museum a 
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clociinient on a leaden plate •whiob forms one'of a series of 13, all tlio rest being from Cliingloput. (See 
No. 4 of the JMi of Copper-phtes published in Yolumo II.) 'I’he temple of Agaslyeitarasvami, on the banks 
of the river, is said to be ancient. 

GERioF.i..\_rALLT: 10 miles south-east of Chittoor, in the Naraganti Pakiyam. There is an inscrip- 
tion on a rock in this village. ' 

GovuNnAREppirALLE 12 miles west-north-west of Cluttoor. (GohiddreHapulli/.) Some dolmon«i, 
which Colonel "Braufill (/«</. Anl. X, 00, 100) states aro very like those at Bapanattam, in the PnJ- 
mani5r Taluk, (ipr.) 

Iruvaram ; — 2 miles we«t of Chittoor. A temple said to be 500 years old. It bears some inscrip- 
tions “ in an unknown character.” ' 

IvAnwAOuxTA ; — 5 miles north of Cluttoor, north of Vdlkfiru. In a secluded valley hemmed in by 
rocks are a large number of dolmens, greatly de9tro3'ed by excavators. Cnpt. Newhold describes them in the 
Journal of ihc Royal Axiaitc Bocifiy, U.S., XIII, 00. lie calls them “ Panduvaram Dewal,” and states 
that they cover more than a square mile in area. On the loft of the road the ground ” was completely 
covered with the great unheTvn slabs, circles, and mounds of prostrate tombs.” Only two or three were 
left standing. On the ascent of the ridge stood tliree in good preservation. lie gives an illustration of 
one, a holed dolmen. Tlie tombs are usuailj* surrounded h}’ stone circles. (See also Breeks’s “ rrimiiice 
Trilfs ofihr Nilagirin*' 107, and Air. Walhouso in Ind. Ant. V, 255, where an illustration is given of one 
of the largo terra-cotta s-arcophagi so often found in these tombs.) The temple of JfiikkantUeara in thU 
village is said to have been fouuded h}* a Cliola king. It bears some “ illogihlo ” inscriptions on the 
walls near the Mulasl/idnam. Gurukka| Subba^'^'a is in possession of tlie Sth'ata Puram of the place. 

Kamp.Tkkam ; — 0 miles north-west of Cluttoor. {Kaunipauknm.) An old temple, said to have 
been built bj’ Jananiejaya. There aro some inscriptions on the doorway and on the 
The temple of ^lamkunileXrara is said to have becnouilt by a Chola king. There are some “illegible ” 
inscriptions on three sicles of the inner walls, and at the side of an imago sculptured on a wall south of tho 
temple. At tho temple of VighncScara are some inscriptions on tho Mahatuaydapant. 

KATTA^iAScin. — A suburb of Chittoor. There is an old 6ivo temple here, said to have been built 
by a Chbla king, ndth “ illegible ” iuscriptions in Tamil and Grantha characters. A mile and a half from 
this village, north of Chittoor and west of the Cuddapah road, is an “ illegible ” inscription on a rock. 
There is also an old '^’'^slmu temple. 

KoisiiKAPURASt.-— On the seventh mile on the road leading from Chittoor to Sholinghur(jSff//TJv(7f)3u. 
ram) in the NSraganti Palay'ara. In the bed of tho Aratala tank near this place are some dolmens. 

MAiilDEVAJuyaALAit ;—12 miles east of C?iiWoor, in the Naragaaii Pdlaiyam. -In fits village cud 
its hamlets are some temples with a number of inscriptions, all said to bo “ illegible.” 

ItAmM.AKpALAM — 13} miles south-west of Chittoor. (Mynuiiidalnm Drooy.) A large fort, hiiilt 
round a high and extensive hill, by, it is said, tho Mahrattas, from whom they passed to the Aluham- 
madans. 162.) There is a temple here, said to be old. 

Melpaui ; — 10 miles soutb-w’est of Chittoor. {Mflpaddy.) An ancient Jain temple, now converted 
into one of Siva and considered very holy. (Manual, 161.) In the hamlet of KOtanattam “ without 
doubt was a large settlement of the Kumimbas.” (/rf., 101-2.) North-east of the town is an ancient 
deserted temple of Cliolesrarasrd/ni, with several “ illegible *’ inscriptions in various characters. South- 
west of the village is the old temple of Somandlheicarascdmi, with inscriptions in various characters, all 
“ illegible.” 

ilooiLi; — 17J miles west of Chittoor, at the foot of the ghat leading to the Palmoner plateau. 
(Mofjlec.) old temple, and, somewhere in the hills, a cave, said to have been the residence of Pdrvatl, 
(Manual, 159.) Tliere are some iascriptions on the wralls of the temple. The Slhala Puram of the place 
is with Yenkataraya Pillai, sou of the late Rhamialarta, at Kalahasti. 

NaR'VCAli.c 8 miles east-south-east of Chittoor on the PoyinI river. A Polegar fort, much ruined. 
Haidar ’AJi died near here, and a masonrj’ platform still marks the spot. On two pillars standing at the 
tank are “ illegible” inscriptions in “ Nagt^ ” characters. 

Palamtopu. — O n the eighth mile from Chittoor, towards Sholinghur (Solahyipuram). North of the 
eighth milestone are some dolmens. 

Pabadarami ; — 13 miles south-west of Chittoor on the road to Gudiyatam. (Putdaramak.) In the 
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jungle west of the village, on a dope of sheet ^k _on the tide of a hill is a group of holed dolmens. The 
temple of Kdii- VHcanaihastamt in the village is said to be old. 

PUDALPATTU 9 miles north of GMttoor, on the Cnddapah road. (Footerput.) The Ayjrila. and 
Poyini rivers join here, and there is a temple on the bank buUt by a Chola king, with some “illegible 
izjscriptions- 

PouKii 10! miles nortl-east of Cliittoor. Here are some “ aiegiblo ” mscriplions 

in the old temple of LnUhmvidraynnascdmi. 

Talambedu ; — 6 miles east of Chittoor. Two old temples. 

Vaiaimalaij— 17 miles south-east of Chittoor, 1 mile west of ilelpa^ on the Poyini river, 
f SJelpaddi/.) An important site of Jaina worship. There is a temple on the hill which has been appro- 
priated by tbe Saivas, arid converted into a temple of Snbra/iiiia»i/a. There are several Jam figures 
sculptured on the rocks, and inscriptions which have never been deciphered. The temple is said to have 
been built by one of the Chola kmgs. The temple is “ built up within a large natural cave, some 40 feet 
by 20 feet in size, with a height varying from 7 to 10 feet. There are three chambers, all without orna- 
ment of any kind The Jain seulptures are in two spots, one to the north and the other to the south 

of the temple, and are very well executed, one being of superhuman dimensions. Above the group on the 
south, the top of the bill has been levelled, and there are traces of walls, which the villagers say formed 
part of a small fort occupied by Jains long ago. There are clear signs to the east of the road of a large 
fort which once stood there.” (J/anua/, 161.) 

ViviLTOTA 6 miles north of Chittoor. (JTal/M/a.) South of the village is a temple of Agmty’ 
eivarastdmi with Grantha inscriptions, “ illegible.” 

Telkuru ;-^5 miles east of Chittoor. (rodlrtwr.) This small village is once said to have been a 
large city- An inscription on a stone near the village is said to declare that tbe Siva temple of 3£Arkan- 
(je^’aMahariabiatthis place was founded by Jaoamejaya. Near tbe village are anumber of dolmens and 
stone circles. {2Iamial, p. 158-9.) There is an “ inscription ” in very ancient characters on a stone in 
the temple mentioned above. There is al^ an old temple of Yisbnu. 

Venkataoiri; — 13 miles wcst of Chittoor, on the road toPolmaner. (FeniiVaj/ierry.) Thereisa 
temple here, and a bathing-pool worthy of note. 

VEriS'jEEi 10 miles east of Chittoor. ( Vapengerri/.) There are Telugu inscriptions on two stones 
standing on the tank-bund of this village. 

YiD.AJiABRi 5 miles south-west of Cluttoor, {Yadnmur-i^.) An old temple of Varadarv/airdnii 
with inscriptions on the west walls, said to be “illegible.” South of the village is the temple of 
nicarasMmi, ^d to be very old. On a rock' on the hank of the river north of the mango tope belonging 
to ilaniyam K.rishnayya is an “ illegible ” Telugu inscription. 


KAltVETN.^GAR ZEXUNDARI. 

Arangolam ; — 7 miles north-east of Tiruttam. {Arraangoolani.) A Jain temple, held in great repute. 
“ There is a remarkable stone in the village bearing unintelligible characters which is believed to have 
great power in curing cattle-disease.” (jraHual, 2.J5.) Nortb-west of the vilage is an inscription on a 
large stone recording the grant of the village in imm in S.S. 1477 (A-D.'looS), durino- the reign of 
SadisiA'adeva Raya of Vijayanagar. . ° 

Abumbakkam ;^10 miles cast-north-east of Tiruttam. {^ITrrumhaucHm.') An anrient Jain temple. 

Chevarambakkam ; — 9 miles east by south of Narayanavanaiii, 10 miles from “ Nagf'eiy ” Eailway 
Station. At the south-west side of- tbe u-all of tbe prakaraof the' temple of Xdge4cam°cdni{, and on a 
dab at the end of tbe northern street of the village, are “ illegible”, inscriptions. 

Chinjiammapeta " Chinamapett " Eailway Station. Mr. Bruce Foote, of the Geological Survey, 
found, close to the station, several rude stone implements. {Madra* Journal, XTTrT, I*art I2, App. id.) 

Dasiabavakkam 12 miles south of NariyanaTOnam, 4 miles from “Na<«»ery ” Eailway Station. 
1 here ore some » illegible” insOTptions on the walls of the two principal temples in this village. 

_ DAMoDABAlLATiAR-AJAruRAM;— 7 Hules south-wcsl of Namyanavanaiii. There are “iUegihle” 

inscnplions on two rocks close to the village. 
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IcHAMBipi ’20 miles north-west of -Tirattani. Three old temples with inscriptions, “ illegible.” 

^BiruBEDU j — 1 3 miles north of Tiruttani, 5 miles from “ Waggery” Railway Station. A Siya temple 
Tdth inscriptions. There are Tamil iMcriptions at the temple of and on a rock; but all 

are “illegible.” 

■ KinvtTNAOAR (Kdnelimyaram) 28 miles east-north-east of Chittoor, 7 miles west of “ Puttoor ” 
Ejulway Station. (iV<7^j*u/«.) A fortified town, the residence of the Raja of Karvetnagar. There are 
some “ illegible” inscriptions here, on a mandapam in the temple of Venugopdhsvdmi, and on four stones 
at the comers of the town. 

Kempabapalem ; — 3 J miles north-east of Narayanavanam. There is an inscription on the wall of 
the temple of the village godde&s. 

XocrtuRO; — 13 miles south-south-west of Madorapaktam. (Ou(e/mr.) At the tank-sluice, on a 
stone, is an inscription in old characters, “illegible.” A copper-plate document belieTed to rebte to this 
village is in the possession of the Raja of Kalahosti. 

Koiattur ; — IG miles north-west of Kruttani. Two old temples, in the prakara of each of which are 
“ illegible” inscriptions. 

Kaveripobaw ; — H miles south of Narayanavanaiii, and 3 miles from “ Naggery” Railway Station. 
On a rock in the river, west of the Bugga temple, is a Telugu inscription. 

Kupedu; — 17 miles east of KarvStnagar, 11 miles east by south of “ Puttoor ” Railway Station. 
{C<(pede.) Two and a half miles north of this village Mr. W. King, of the Geological Survey, found 
some rude stone implements. (Uadras Joarml, XX ITT, Pari IT, App. ic.) 

Makkarazadorgam ; — miles east-south-east of Karvetnagar, 4J miles south-west of “ Puttoor ” 
Railway Station, ( Jfiriri Broog,) A hill-fort, dating from about the beginning of the eighteenth century. 

Mamd^ru; — 6J miles east-north-east of Tiruttani. (Hlavmdoor^ Mr. Bruco Foote found here 
some rude stone implements, {iladras Jourmly XXIII, Part II, App. ip.) 

— 18 miles north-west of Tiruttani. A temple of Venugopdlasvatni, with an inscription 
'on the dhaija-siambha, “ illegible.” 

McniPALLEj — 11 miles south of Narayanavanaih, 2 miles south of “Naggery” Railway Station. 
There is an inscription on a rock in front of the Vishtiu temple, said to be “ illegible.” 

NAOAPfrm 18 miles west of Tiruttani. In the garbhSlayam, and in the prakara of the temple of 
Ndgdtarasxdmi, are some “ Ulegible” inscriptions. In the bed of the tank is an inscription on a rock. 

NaoarI ; — 12 miles east-south-east of Karvetnagar, t> miles south of the curious-shaped hill known 
to Europeans as the “_Nagari Nose.” Railway Station, {Naggery^ The town was formerly much larger 
than it IS now. The Siva temple is declared to have been built by Janamejaya. "Upon a large flat 

rock in the middle of the bed of the river is a long inscription but it looks too clear to be veiy 

ancient.” “ Among the hills north of Nagari are some caves, which, by means of rough stone walls, 
have been turned into habitable chambers, and the people ascribe the work as usual to the five 
Pandavas.” There is an “ illegible” Tamil inscription on the outer wall of the principal temple, at the 
north-east side. Mr. .Bruce Foote found some rude stone implements 4 mil Bs east of the Railway 
Station at the bend of the river, on the north bank. {Madras Jaamal, XXIll, Part II, App. tp.) 

Naratanavaram 10 miles east of Karvetnagar, 3 miles east of “ Puttoor ” Railway Station. 
(Namaveram.) One of the most ancient places in the district. Three miles south of the present town is 
the site of the town of Akasarijapuram, supposed to be still older. It is said to be .the capital of a chief 
called Akasa Raja. The remjuns of two old forts are to bo seen there. Narayanavanam was probably 
one of the Kuriimbar strongholds which fell into the possession of the Obolas. Mr. Cox, in the Dhlml 
Manual (p. 229), gives a sketch of the early history of the place from a looal Chronicle. The temple at 
Narayanavanaih is dedicated to Kalyas Vthkaleirara, because it is asserted that Tishnu here married 
the daughter of King AkaSa Kaja. In the temple of AgastyeivarastSmi are two important inscriptions. 
One “ records a grant to the temple of the village of Vikramatangal, alias Chalukya-puram, by Nagadeva 
of Yglorpakkam, who had received it, with oth^ in reward for services rendered to the general of the 
Clmlukya forces in an engagement with the enemy then oocupyi^ the Potappinadu (or Kalastri) country. 
This Vi’as made in S.^. 82G, in the eleventh yearof the reign of Kulottunga Chola.” (Manual, 229, Mote.) 
This date must be wrong by at least 160 years if the king’s name is correct. The other inscription in 
this temple contains a grant inthe sixth year of TMbhuvanamalladeva, “with the titles of SarvalokaSraya, 
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the ornament of the Satyasraya Kula, con^xcaous among the Chalukyas, &c., in S.^. 1078.” (Id.) ^ This 
is A.I). 1156. The inscriptions should he carefully examined. In anothfer temple is an inscription 
recordintr a grant ‘'by one PallaTa Baya, who had receiv^.it from Nagadeva, the lord of Potappinadu 
(«ee above), in the thirteenth year of Uttama Chol^ orSS. 1027” (i.e., A.D. 1105). (Id.) The fort of 
AkASarAja is situated in the village of Kempulapafaiyam, where there is a temple, apparently ofDurca 
from the description given in the Manual (1*30), of great repute for sanctity. The length of the idol’s 
foot is the standard measurement of length in the zemindari. The temple is by no means a fine 
one.” (Jd-)

Compare this with the inscription at Tinittani, in this Zemindari, where Adondai is called "Chakra' 
varti.” NArayana Baja is said to have halved his kingdom with a king of Mithila, the latter’s half 
including Naiayanavanam. 

The Stfiala Purdm of the place is with Vangipuram Baghunathochari of Narayanavanam. Two 
other inscriptions are to bo found on the outer and inner sides of the southern praklra wall of the temple 
of Kalyd^ VeAlcateivara. 

NiTAKKiNPiLEM ; — 13 miles east-south-east of " Nag«y ” Railway Station, close to the Aliktr 
Hills. (NahnpoUiiim.) A mile north-west of this village Mr. cruce Foote found some rude stone imple- 
ments. (Madras Journal, Part II, App. tp.) 

Neditam j — 14 miles north-west of Tiruttani. Some " illegible ” inscriptions ; — (1) at a temple on a 
hill west of the village, (2) on a ruined temple south of the village, (3) on a temple west of the last. 

Nindea j— 10 miles west of Niriyenavanaih. On the wall of the temple of ShikshSieStara is an 
" inscription,” said to he " illegible.” There is another similar inscription on a stone in the fort north 
of the village. 

pALLXPATro 15 nules south-east of Tiruttani and 3 miles from " Chinamapett ” Railway Station. 
In the house of a priest (gurukkal) are two sets of copper iisanams. 

pAYANURU 8 nules north by east of "Chinamapett” Railway Station. (Pynaoor.) Mr. Bruce 
Foote, of the geological Survey, found here seveial rude stone implements. [Madras Journal yXTTT, 
Pari II, App. m.) 

PerumInelluru 14 miles north-west of Tirutta^ (Pertmnaloor.) Three temples with inscrip- 
tions, said to he " Illegible.” 

Santana Venug6pai:apuraw 7 miles west of Tiruttani. In the inner shrine of the temple of 
"Vishnu are some " illegible " inscriptiona, as well as in the pratara. One, on the wall of Uie prt^a, 
is dated S.S. 1678 (A.D. 1756), and records a grant by the Zemindar. 

Tiruttani 83 miles east of Chittom-. Head-quartera of a Deputy Tahsildar. Railway Station. 
(Tri/Iany.) A town with a very sacred temple on a hill. The town consists of four villages and is filled 
with mathams and choultries for the accommodatiou of pilgrims. The temple is dedicated to Sitbrah^ 
wanya. It is reached by long flights of stone steps up the hill, flanked with mandapams. There are 
nine sacred pools of water on the hill with stone revetmente. Below the hill on the "south is a tope and 
tank with seven temples surrounding them. (Manual, 232-8.) 

There we several inscriptions here. Some of these are as follows : 

(1.) On the Boulhem piiikara wall of the old temple of Vtjayardyhacascdmi, on the north of the 
village. Undated. It records that Narayana Raja of the Solar Race built a town and 
founded the temple here. His descent is traced from Karikala Chola. The inscription is 
inTelugu. The genealogy given is: — *

Peddatayahidurgam 19 miles south south west of Palmaner, 9 miles cast by eouth of Venkata- 
gin Kota {Pedanadurgum ) On both aides of the road in the Pass here, are eoma dolmens and etoc® 
■circles amongst the jungle On the summit of the hill is an old Polegor hill-fort Some of the dolrsess 
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resemble those at Bapanattaih. (Col. BrauflU in Ind. Ant. X, 99.) This is not far from the village of 
Nayakangri (Col. Welsh’s Military BaniniKencet” Tl, bL) . - 

Tenkatagibi Kota ; — 22| miles south-west of Palmangr. { Venhettaglierrycotta.) A Polegar fort 
of no particular importance, 'there are some carved stones here, but no one seems ‘to know what they 
signify- {Buchanan, I, 20.) 

VENKATASAMUDRAii ; — 11 miles south-west of Palmaner. A small temple built by a Polegar, with a 
copper-plate idsanam regarding it. 

ViBHUTiYATANAGARAM j— 4 miles south-west of Venkatagiii Kota, 26 miles south-west of Palmaner. 
{Boodij Yalungrum.) An old temple, said to have been erect^ by the Cholas. There are some copper- 
plate documents here in the possession of the Inamdars. 

ViRAKALLU ; — 19 miles south-south-west of Palmaner, 6 miles east by south of Vehkatagiri Kota. 
(Xeerahal.) Dolmens in the village. 


. GUDITATAJI TALUE. 

Ambtou Duegam, or Amboor Drooo 4 miles north-west of Amboor Railway Station, 14 miles 
south-west of Qudiyatam. A hill -fort called Kculasagiri, built by the Muhammadans, much destroyed. 
“ There is a curious cave, of considerable dimensions, at the south-east corner, formerly used as a magazine.” 
Also a small temple. {Manual, 184.) 

Brahuapuram j — 6 miles east of Vellore Railway Station. On the wall of a temple are some 
“illegible” inscriptions. 

tSAMPATiu 13 miles south-west of Gu«Jiy4tam, 4 miles north of Amboor Railway Station. In the 
middle of the village is a long inscription on a stone fixed upright. 

KAbapattu j— 20 miles south-west of Gu4iy4tam, 6^ miles west by south of Amboor Railway 
Station. (Kffrr<y5«/<i.) Near this village, on the road to Malayampatlu (g.r is a very extensive hill- 
cave, with coloured pictures on the rock at the entrance. The people have no tradition regarding these. 

KavanObu 8 miles east of Gu<Jiy4tam/ {Katcinoor.) ' There are said to be some Jaina remains in 
this village. 

Kembarajapuram -27 miles east of GudiyAiam, 2 miles south-east of *' Thiruvellum ” Railway 
Station.

Veijkunram; — 3 miles north of Wan^wash. (Vurtcoonum.). A Bwa temple with inscriptions 
said to be in Nagari, on the. walls. There m a Jain temple in the village. 

Wandiwash — Head* quarters of the taluk. (Vdndimsk.) This was one of the chief 

military posts of the Muhammadan (Jovemment in the Carnatic. The fort was probably built by 
Mahrattas. Itis a rectangular fort of stone, with walls and bastions, about a mile in circumference, with 
a moat. At the south-east angle is a “ strong circular battery.” * Many stones bear the mark of shot. 
{District STantial, 206-7.) The Siva temple here is said to be old. -Vishnu, as ^ama, also is worshipped 
therein, the image having been brought thither during the times of the Muhammadans. There are 
inscriptions all round the prakara. East of the town, in a field, is a stone with an “ illegible ” inscription. 
There is another, similar, on a ‘stone in front of the Siva temple. 
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— 6 J miles south-east of Ponneri/ (Mingoor.) Two old temples of §iva and Vishnu) with 
many inscriptions.

Po-NERi';— The talulc head-quarters. (Poowtrry.) In tho hamlet of Tiruvaypp^idu is an old 
Siva temple with two inscriptions. One, in Telugu, is on a stone next to the dhcaja stambha, and records 
p;ifts of lands to the temple by a private pCTson in 8,S. 1671 (A.D. 1749), “ during the reign of 
llussain I^au and lus brother Karim lOian.** ALixother, near the tank, is in Tamil and records the 
date of tho erection of the steps of the tank in A.D. 1790 by private parties. 

PoLiCAT (PararSrHadu) ;*-24 miles north of Madras, on the sea, 10 miles north-east of Poimeri. 
Theanj is an old Dutch cemciciy here with some excellently carved tombstones. The Dutch settled hero 
in 1609 and built a small fort. In 1621 the English, by permission of the Dutch, estahlisheda factory 
here. The place was taken from th^ Dutch hy Lord Macartney iiflTSl, and, after being twice restored 
to Holland, finally became British property in 1825'.- 

Tieotalaivakam ; — G| miles north-east of Ponneri. {Tripanaceram.) An old Siva temple, with 
inscriptions. ^ .* 

TiKm.'mxAVAYAL ; — 8 miles east of Poimeri. An old §iva temple, with inscriptions.

The temple has an old Sthah Purdna, in which allusion is made to a conquest of the Kurumbais by 
Korikala Chola. • , ' 

Tiruvau-ur.— T hetnlukhead-quartcrs. Railway Station. {Tricehm.) A large and important Vishnu 
tfinple, of which the original shrine is said to dale from A.D. 1409 according to the priests, hut most of 
which is quite modem. On a slab in one of fho eastern walls is an inscription recording repairs made 
by a private pr^y in S.S. 1512 (A.D. 1020). The temple boasts of a Sanskrit SlMa PimiM. Mr. 
Ttrgnsson, in his Aidwa owd £aj/frn .^■Irc/uVecfHrr (p. 346), gives an account of the temple, vnth tw 
'• flans. He folly confirms the native assertions as to the age of tlie respective portions, sajicg that the 
two outer prAkiras with their gopuras are more modem thart the temple included in the inner 
f rlkira. Mr. Fergu-sson cites the Icmpid as an instance of the small ctTcct unfortunately pr^nec<l by 
incr<t of the Hindu shrines in the south of India in spite of the immense wealth lavish^ on them, in 
ror.sequence of the custom of increasing the fire of the towers and structures from the insidd of the ma'* 
of buUdiogs outn'snl*, instead of having fhe highest and most imposing in the centre.

. Little hlotrN'x (The) ; — 6 miles south-west of Fort St George, miles from St. TH03IAi.-slIon^iv 
(q.v.) This place is the traditionary site of St. Thomas’ martyrdom. I shall not attempt to cllscnss.tho 
prohahilities of the story, but merely refer readers, under the head of “ St. Thomas’ Mount,” to the payers 
noted as bearing on the question. There is a'cave in a rock at the Little Mount and a natural spring. 
It is asserted that St. Thomas took refuge Kere from fais pursuers. A church is erected over the spot. 
.Two stones below are pointed out as bearing tlio impress of his foot and the marks of his knees, while 
another is said to he stained with his blood. At the foot of the steps leading up to the church is a slab 
with an inscription in Armenian characters. The spring is said to have been miraculously created to supply 
the saint 'with water when attacked by thirst in the cave in which he had taken refuge. The legend 
regarding this is still current in Syria, and not long ago two pilgrims made their way hither from Edessa, 
and filled some bottles with the sacred water to take back to their own country. The Roman Breviary, 
foUowiilg tradition, declares St. Thomas to have been martyred at “ Calamina.'” Iteeems just possible 
that this name may have the same origin as the English name “ C'croww/irfe/ Coast but 'this is pure 
supposition. {See aha under St, Thome.) , 

Madras. — As this place was a mere fishing-village on the coast up^to the yeiir 1639 A.D., when 
the ^glish' became possessed of it by grant from the puppet sovereign Sri Ranga of Viiaynnagar, then 
at ChandraM, it is not to ha expected that there is much of antiquarian interest in the place. It is 
^owTito tho natives as “ the original name having been ** Chenna-kujypam,'' kvppaubt 

meaning a small viUa^e. ^ The museum. at Egpiore contains n number of sculptured stones and a 
. collection of general antiquities and coins. A piece of land measuring five miles by one was first granted 
to Ibe English Company in 1639 A.L., to which the factory at Ammugam in I^dlore was transferred. 
In 1683 the grant was confirmed by a firman from the Mimammadan sovereign of Golkon<Jo. It wai 
surrendered to the French in 1746, but revered in 1749. A firman from pelhi was obtained in 1706. 

^ Several other villages near Madras had be4n granted in 1693, 17Q8, and 1742. St. Thomfi was added 
in 1749, and ‘'the Company’s Jaghir,” indotog Poonjmallee, in 1750. 3?iyer’s description of tlie 
place as it was in 1073 is amusing and instructive. (See his Trnteh, page 37/ &o., with plan of Fort 
St. George.) ’ ^ ^ ‘ 

MX^roipu; — 7 miles west of Saidapet and 1 mile south of PoonamaUee. {JHaneaxcdw.) An old Siva 
temple, with inscriptions in Grantha characters. 

Mailafur ;“3| nules south by west of Fort St. .George. {Milaporc.) There is a temple here, and a 
large A-o«?r» or bathing-pool. It is' of no great ago. {See St. Thosie.) 

Mount; — see Little -Mount (The) and St. Thomas’ Mount. 

Foonamallee {TuviruTitamalai )\ — 12 miles west by south of Fort St. George. (Poo»!rf’aiHa/4?€.) There 
is an old Siva temple here, and a moaque. There are Wo modem Tamil inscriptions in the Siva temple 
mentioning repairs made by private parties in^ S.S. 1692 and 1700 (A.D. 1770 and 1778). A 
. third inscription, without date, mentions some repmrs by private parties. In the mosque there are tw<i 
inscriptions, one in Tanul and one in Telugu ; the Tamil inscription records the erection of the mosque 
by a Mussulman chief, “ SultAn Abdalla Kattab” (Abdulla Kutb Shah of Gnlkonda ?). The date is not 
clear. Tliere is a Muhammadan fort at Foonamallee. Four miles south-wesf by west of the town, at the 
Panjur river, Dr. Oldham, and Mr. King, of the Geological Survey, found some rude stone implements. 
(Jl/ffrfrus t/oHrflfl/ XXirr, Fait II,.App, iii.) . • 

Foral, or PoRAL, or Madkavaram Near the’Rcd Hills, 8 miles north-west of Madras. This wn«! 
the ancient royal fortress of the Kunimbars hefeue they were conquered by the Cholas. (See Sir Walter 
Elliot’s Gleanings in the Madras Journal of Literature and Science XTY, 220, and XX, 75 

with extract from the MacKen-ie MSS. Id.f Tol. HI, No. 6,^.8., p. 244-56.) 

Puttur; — 12) miles north-west of Fort St. George. . {Potoor.) * Near this ■village? 2 miles west of 
the Red Hills tank, are a number of dolmens. They have been greatly rifled. (Madras Journal "VIII 
316.) 

St. TihMas’ l^uNT 8 miles south-west’ of Fort St George. From an archteological point of 
view this place is remarkable only for the stone cross in the church o6 the top of the hill.- The ^urch 
was built by the Portuguese, on the discovery of the emss, in A.D, 1547, and the steps up the hill uere 
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made at the same time. A. stone inscription in Portuguese, no?r at the lliidras ITaseum, lately found 
at the Mount. It is supposed to relate to the discovery of the cross, but being injured it ha^ not jct 
been satisfactorily deciphered. Dr. Bum^ has given, in the Ind..Anf. (Ill, 30S), an ^ustration of the 
cross of St. Thomas with its Pahlavi legend, and a notice of the same. A careful examination and com* 
parison pf the illustration with the original shows that two orthlree fragments of cbaractersare omittedin 
the former, but I am unable, from ignorance of the character and language, to ^y whether theommsions 
affect Dr. Burnell’s rendering. The arch above the dove is supported on two pillars, above which, in the 
illustration, are rough blotches, prohahly tte fault of ilje artist, who was ignorant of the original 
desi«Ti. r found, on examination, 'that the ends of the arch rest in the mouths of two malarat, or fish- 
monsters, as in so many Indian sc^ptures of all ages, proving that if the cross was executed by Chris*, 
•tian sculptors, they were strongly attracted to the canons of Hindu art. Dr. Burnell's paper that 
accompanies the iUnstration is very valuable. He t hinks that the inscription dates from the seventh or 
eighth century A.D. , *

wus signed here the disgraceful treaty between the English GoTemment of Madr^ and Haidar''Ali. 

8t. Thome ; — 3 miles south of Fort St George. (See MailapSe.) This place is connected with 
the St. Thomas legends. (See St. Thoius’ MoincT, The Little Moukt.) There is a Roman Catholic 
church here, built over what is popularly dedared *to be tbe grave of St Thomas. There is a small 
interior chapel with a trap-door, under wmch are the stones with the aperture below in which the body" 
is said to have r^ted. Marco Polo (Ool. Fute’s edtU'on, H, 290} states that both Christians and Sara- 
cens " greatly frequented the place in pilgrimage in his day. , 

Tcs'SASfftR.— -A Railway Stationj 17 rniles-west of Madras. (Tiaaojore.) An old Tishnu temple with 
two inscriptions. One of them is, dited 5,6. ^C3l (A.D. 1709), and records ^ts of lands to the temple * 
by private parties. . , , . 

TiRTiwi3LU.viYtL',— 11 miles west-horth-west of Fort St. George. JTrimullaroil.) An old Siva 
temple Three miles north-east of Avadi Bjdiwuy Station and near this village Mr. Bruce Foote found 
some rude stone implements. 

TiBtrvATi ii&R ; — 11 miles north-north- west of^Saidapet, 6 milcsnorth of Fort St. George. (Frirfl^crc.) 
There is an old Siva temple here, with inscriptioas inside and outside the garhhagrifiam, in Giantha 
• ^ charters. Fryer notices the place in lus “ Travels -(pp. 44, *45) . He visited it in' 1673. He c^s it 
“ Triblitore," apd describes it as "A Pagod fnu^cen^g both in respect of Building and Antiquity, 
there being Characters, the Expounders of the Gentu Language or Holy "Writ understand not'." 

TiutrvERKKipu 8 nules north-west of Saldapet, 11 mdes west of Fort St George. (Ttrooccrcahdoo.) 
An old Siva temple, with inscriptions in Nagari characters. • . • _ '

inscriptions in various characters, said to be “illegible.” • •- ^ 

CoKJEEVF.RAM (KancuI, OT KaSciupcea) ; — 43 miles south-wert of Madras, 20 miles west-north- 
west of Chingleput This is one of the oldest cities in Southern India, but we have a great deal yet to 
iMm of it3hist*y. It •\vas the residence of the Paliava kings till that family was overthrown by the 
Cholas »n the eleventh century. Kauchi was the capital of the ancient kingdom of Drdrida, whose age is 
at pro-^ent undecided. Hiwen-Thsang would make it as old as Buddha; for he states that Buddha himself 
converted tlie people, that Dharmapila was bom in Kancbl, and that Aloka ■ built many etupas in tbe 
. neighbourhood. One of tho Kadamba kings claims to have defeated the P.-dlava^Hu'* and slain him'. 

1 bo lascnptioa in which this is mentioned is dated, in Mr. Fleet's estimation, in the fifth century AD.; 
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Tiiavana^ar. Kanclu soon passedinto tlieir hands, and remained a Vijayanagar possession till a late 
date'^thoughitwas invaded and 'sacked in the fifteenth 'century by Purusliottamadeva of Orissjf, and 
a^ain by the lluliammadans of the BahmanI kingdom in 147-7. In 1646 the Golkbnda Mussulmans ‘ 
s^ed the country and the city of Kanehf. 'Rie Mahrattas succeeded in 167.7, and a few years later 
Zulfikr Idi, in, Aurangzib’s general, reduced it, and if lei^ned in the possession of the Muhammadans • 
till 1752 when Lord Clive took it from them in his war against the French. The place was sacked by 
the French in 1757 and 1760. • ' 

Conjeeveram is full of temples and seulpturej, many of considerable antiquity, the greit Siva temple 
being, of course, the most conspicuous. Mr. Fergusstin notices the Siva temple in his Indian and Eastern 
Anhilcctnre (page 369), but oidy scantily, as he was too unwell at tlie time of his. visit to take careful 
• notes. •The temple is dedicated to EMmbnranatha ; and the lingara is one of the five principal “lingams 
of the elements” in Southern India. This is the earth-lingam The temple grew, into its 

present proportions from small beginnings, and is very irregular in shape. The great gopura wj« built 
by krishnadeva Elya of Vijayanagar. It bears the mark of Haidar ’Ali’s cannon-shot. The next 
most important shrine is the Vishnu temple dedicated to Varadamiasvaini. It is [^.wealthier than the 
Siva temple. At a part of the town called Yathoktakdri is a small Vishnu temple with a recumbent nude 
statue, probably of Jaina origin. The legend of this locality is given in Mr. Crole’s Maniial (page 
113). Mr. Crole ^ves reasons for assigning it to theeleventh century, the period of Eamlnujlcharya. 
Thehuadred,-piUared mandapam is well-sculptiu-ed. The Kdmdkshl temple is third in importance. » 

Two miles fouth of the weaver quarter of Conjeeveram is the hamlet of Tirupanittikunram. It 
boasts of a Jain temple covered with excellent architectural ornamentation, in many ways of great merit. 

• . It is suiipoaed to date from about the eleventh pr twelfth centur;?. 

There is a mosque of considerable size in the town of Conjeeveram, and somp fine batliing-pools. . 
Buchanan (I, 7-10) taentions the place, but very slightly. •

Buchanan describes the 
place (II, 529). A mile and a half west of the town Mr. Bruce Foote and Mr. William King, of jhe 
Geological Survey, found some mdo stone implements in the bed of the Atrampakkam canal.

'fbe Muhammadans seized it, and the French acquired possession of ifin AD. 1751. Cli\c took it-in 
1752. “ During the wars with Hydcr, Chinglcputwns once taken and t'wice unsuccessfully besieged. It 
thereafter remained jmintemiptedly in the hands of the Company.” [Id. 85.) Dr. Burnell (iSok/4 Indian 
Datcccgraphp, 2) describes a cave, a mile cast of Chiogleput,*“ now made into a linga temple, but which 
was evidently intended for a Buddhist hermit’s cell.” Three miles from Chingleput, close to. the 
Eoutbcm' trunk road, are a number of cairns. Between the foum and the'Palir river-causcTray arc 
several large sepulchral circles ; also near the village of Natlmn, a hamlet at the foot of the lull near the 
road leading to the hurying-ground. Near Chi^leput, jon the Tiichmonoly road, is a large moimd 
surrounded by a number of mcgalithic.graves. , It k des^ribed.by Mr. Walhouse in the Jc'/mr/ ©/"Ms 
Ito'jal Asiatic Sociclp {N.S., YII, 24). (See also J^.S.B. XV, 207, for a note on Chingleput.) 

CovEinSG ; — ^20 miles south of Madras, on the coast. Only remarkable as the site of a Dutch fort. 
The original foil has altogether disappeared. The ruins now in existence belong to a fort called Saadal 
Eatvtar, built by the Navab in A.D. 1741—1749. It was captured by the French by stratagem, and 
by Chve from the French in 1752. ./ o » . 

. GunuvLv/iRi ; — 12 miles north by east of Chingleput. Sbition on the South Imlian Railway. 
There are a number of cairns here, several of wliicit have been opened.

PallIvaram ; — 11 miles sonth-south-west.of Fort St. George. (Pohreram.) A few hundred yards 
north of the cantonment, Air. Bruce Foote found a flint implement lying among lateritic gravel. {Madras 
Journal SXIII, Part II, 2.) Near this jdaoe is a hill called Faucha Fandatamalai, or “ Hill of the five 
Pandavas,” stated to contain ancient remains.* 

SadPwAs ; — 16 miles south-east of Chingleput, on the sea. '• [SataraAgapattanam.) _ A Dutch trading 
settlement and fort in A.D. 1647. There are eeveral old carved Dutch tombstones here. The place was 
taien by the English in 1781, restored to the Dutch in 1818, and finally made over to the English in 
1824. • . . • . 

SALivSJKDPPAai;— see “The Se-ven Pagodas.” 

“ The Seven Pagodas ” ’32 mil^ south of Madras, 15 miles east hy south of Chingleput, on the 
sea. ^ This is th? English name for the’^ remarhahle groim of monolithio temples, caves, and Bcalptures 
known to the Taimlians variously hy the name of *.* Mahibalipuram,” “ MavoUipuram,” “Mamalla- 
puram,” “Mamalaipuram,” and “ Mavalivaram,” and to the English as “ Mavellipore,” «fec. Thehest 
notices of the place yet published are, for the gene^ subject, the “ Cave Temples of India ” hy Mr. Fergusson 
and Dr. Burgess (pp. 105-159), and for carefully described hut unillustrated details of sempture, 
Colopel Branml’epaper in tho'Madras Journal for 1880. The following references may he found of use.

It is not my province to go into a minute description* of these wonderfol ’relics. They have been 
repeatedly visited and examined, hut as yet the investigations mtist he considered incomplete. As to 
their date a few facts may'be noted. Mr. Fe^nsson, viewing them from a purely arcHtecti^ stand- 
point, an 1867 {Mishrg of Arohitecturi) placed them about the sixth century of o'Ur era. iDi his latest 
work he slightly modifies this, statmg that the period A.D. 650 to 709 cannot he far from the truth. 
Di the same work (Care Temples, 1071 he -writes that the people who carved the Fathas and caves, and 
who “ probably came from the north” (108), “seem suddenly to have settled on a spot where no temples 
existed before, and to have set to work at once’ and at the same time to fashion the detached boulders 
they found on the shore into nine or ten raths or miniature temples. They undertook simultaneously to 
pierce the sides of the hill -with thirteen or fourteen caves ; to sculpture the great bas-relief known as the 
penance of Arjuna and to carve elephants, lions, hulls, and other monohthic emblems out of the granite 
rocks around them. But what is even more singalar, the whole were abandoned as suddenly as they 
were undertaken. When^ however, we coine to ask who were the people who were seized "with this, 
strange impulse, and executed these •vvonderful works, history is altogether silent. They must have been 
numerous and powerful, for in the short interval that elapsed between their inception and abandonment 
they created works, which, consideriig the hardness of the granite rocks in wmeh they -were executed, 
may fairly he termed gigantic. Yet there, is no troce of any rity in the neighbourhood whicfi they 
coidd have inhabited....^’ This tract was almost certainly part of the territories of the Enmmbar 
Fallavas of Kahchi till the destruction of that race in the eleventh century (?) by the Ciolas, but the 
co-antry was ravaged more than once by invaders. It is almost equally certain that the Kmumbars them- 
selves were not the master-sculptom, though they may have been the labourers, but that the f ormer came 
from the north. The Aihole inscription of AD. 634-5, published hy Mr. Fleet in hid. Ant. "VHT, 237, 
gives ns a Pallava king reignii^ in that year. He was attacked and driven behind the walls of his 
fortress of Kanchipuram by rulakefii 11 or SatySSraya, of the Weston Chalokyas. The latter’s son 
Tikramaditya, according to an inscription also published hy Mr. Fleet {Ind. Ant. VI, 75), appears to' have’

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been .first completely defeated by the Pallavas, but sttb^uently to have coniiuered them, and to have 
seized and readed in Kanchipuram. His son, l^nayaditya, who commenced to reign in AD. 680 
{inscriptions published by Mr. Fleet in Ind. A»t. VI, 35, S3, 91), seems to have been his father's general 
'during the su^ssful war which resulted in the defeat of the PalJax’as of KaSchj, smee he states that “ ai 
{he cofhmand of his /aHicr he arrested the power of the Pallavas, whose kingdom consisted of three -domi- 
luons.” This, then, would place the Pallava defeat at the hands of the Western Chalukyas between the 
years 634 and 680 A-D., the conqueror being Vihramadifya, his son Vinayaditya being the commander 
of his forces. Yinayaditya reigned over 14 years and was succeeded in A.I>. 695 by his son Vi) ayaditya. 
The latter’s wn Vikramaditya II, who began to reign A.D. 733, claim? to have conquered Kafic^ three 
limes. This implies that his hold over the Pallavas was exceedingl}' precapbus, and that he was' con- 
stantly at war with them. The boast is ve^ unlike that of Vikramaditya I, who declares that he made 
a favorite residence. After two reigns, seemingly uneventful, the Chalukyan power completely 
collapsed — to rerivo only two centuries later. _ , . 

■ Thus, exactly at the period wherr, according to the style of ardiitccture, as judged by the best author- 
ities, we find a northern race, temporarily residing at or near this place, scnlphuing these wonderful relits 
and suddenly .departing, leaving them unfinished, — inscriptions give us the Chainkyas from the north 
conqucrii^ the Pallava dynasty of Kanchl, temporarily residmg there, and then driven out of the. 
country, after a struggle, permanently andfor ever. Everything, therefore, would seem to ywint to the 
Chaln^as of Kalyanapura as being the sculptors of the " Seven Pagexias.” * , 

In opposition to the above theory that the fculptores were the work of the Chalukyas, it b necessary 
to note that the style b'not a Hindu Chalukyan style, and it would perhaps seem more natural to suppose 
that the Pallavas, adopting Buddhist modcK the anthois (see, especially, Care Temj)ks of Iniia^ 
139, 140) } hut the historiwil erideuce, os above ^ven, is strong. According to native tradition the Kujum- 
bai 3 of period were mostly Buddhists and Jains, probably becoming converted to the worship of Siva by 

the i^uenoo of Sahkarlchirya’s teachings. But there b plenty of Vb^u worship also conroicuons amon^t 
the carvio^ and thb would seem to have been uncommoa at that time in thb locallfy^ Is it possible that 
the Chalukyas compelled the Euirimbars to work for them, apd that the Kurumbars adopted more or less 
the forms they were accustomed to ? Certainly the “ wagon*roof ” form of the “ Bhitoa Eotha“b strikingly 
like the shape of the hats built by *the tribes of the* iTilagiri. Hilb to tba present day. There ore some 
excellent spe(^6Qs to be seen behnid ^‘'Sylk’s Hotel ” at Ootacomund or in the Toda village at Marllmand, 
so that any visitor to the hills may judge for himself ; and, if, os b not impossible, the Im-tribes are 
relics of the ancient inh:\bitants of ue plains, it b ^uite possible that in these wattle* huts we may see the 
typo from which the style sprung.* (Of. the plates in Mr. Brooks’s Primitice Tribes of {he Xftkffiris.'^ ^ .- 
• • Ifr. Fergusson (Core i39)^Btatesthatit6eemsalmostimpossibIetoover-estimatetheunpor- 

tance of these Rathas to. the history of Buddhbt architecture ; and he joints oul that the style of. the 
Arjuna” and “ Dharina Raja” Rathas has been adopted as the style of all South-of-Ihdia’ religious 
arcbitocturo to the present day. “ They are the only known, specimens of a form of Bnddhbt arcTu- 
tecturo which prfivailed in the north of India for probably 1,000 years before they were commenced, 
and they aro tno incunabula of thousands of Hindu temples which were erected in the south of India 
during the 1,000 years that have elapsed since they were undertaken.” (Id., 128.) 

The caves, inscriptions, and sculptures at o-iluvankuppam so clo^y belong to the same subject that 
they are not treated of separately. They are situated 2 miles to the north of the “ Seven Pagodas.” 

' The ” Shore temple” at th.e ” Seven Pagodas” is in many respeeb remarkahle. Contrary to custom, 
the gopura over the shrine b the principal tower of the building,* standing 60 feet high. The shrhlo 
eoatains a lingam and a statue of J^drayam, a most unusual mixture of ^va and Vabhnava faiths. 

A number of ^ns of all ages have been found at the “Seven Pagodas,” amongst others Roman, 
Chinese, nnd Persian. A Roman roiri, damaged but boliovcd to be of Theodosius (A.D. 393), formed 
part of Colonel Mockenzio’s Collection 1, 406, ph{e.S, Ko. 45). Others have been fonpd on

•nie^ temple in present uso in the rillago b not remarkable, though it is pomewbat pretentious. But 
close by is a small two-storeyed mandapam of four pillars, wbich has been thorigbt Bpecinlly deserving of 
notice from an hrcbilectural point of riew.

TIR^^’AnA^pAI 3 miles south of Corelong and 18| miles cast-north-east of Chingloput, on tho 
coast. iTritaiadiindee.) An old Siia temple, with inscriptions. 

TiRiA'AT)i^r.A^i. — ^A small village amongst tho hills to the east of Oliingleput. It has a small temple 
of sdfaie local repute Mr. Crole, in tuo Diitrict Manual (p. 88), gives an e-ttract from a translation of ono 
of tho Hackenzio MSS. regarding this placo. It seems to have been one of tho last of tho Kurumbar 
strongholds. A fort was built about tho time of Adondiu, i.e., the eleventh century A..D., and tins was 
renewed at a later period and strengthened by two chiofs, wdio defied tho power of Vijayanagar. They 
were defeated, huf only hy treachery, and tho story of their end is still a tradition in the-ncighbourhood. 

'^ALiAH 5—2 miles east of Chingleput. ( Velltim) There is a small shrine here, cut out of a single 
rock and resembling some of the remains at tho “ iSeven Pagodas ” 

VEJtnIiciCAM 5—5 miles north by west of Chingleput. ( Venhaucum.) Between the villago and tho 
Singnperumal KO^nl Railway Station aro several ancient sepidchral stono circle*.

Aciiar-wakkam 5 — 9 mil4s south-south-west of lladurantakam. ARailw.ay Station. (Bungalow.) 
(Atheraicauli.) An old oiva temple. . . ® 

AllamparVa ; — l8i miles south-east of Madarintakam,, on tho sca.coast. {Allvnpana.) Ruins of a 
Muhammadan stone fort. It passed into French bauds in 1750, and was reduced by Su*Eyro Coot's in 
•17G0. (Manual, 1S5.) 

Kadambaukovil 19 miles north-west oflLidurantakum. An old Biva temfile 
KA^ujfauht (Sdrungvri ) ; — 2 miles north-north-east of Madurantakam. (Caranz/ooly ) On a hill 
are the remains of two rude stone redoubts, of unknown origin. 131.) A Uihammadan fort. 

It passed -into French hands in 1750, and was taken by Sir Ejro Cpote in 1759. Seized by Haidar in 
1780, it was recaptured in 1781. -"Its ramparts hayo since formed a very useful quarry for stones 
required for pubhc works in th& neighbourhood ” (Manual, 132.) 

Ejrpp. ; — 3 miles cast-north-east of Madurlntakam. (Kceiiitr.) In tho hamlet of Pudur, in a 
Eeddi’S house, there is a stone with an insmption:

Railway Station. (Penmhre.) A very old temple. • 

Perdsagau ; — 19 miles north-west of Madurantakam. (Peniifl^r.) An old §iva temple, elabo- 
rately sculptured^ and (ymtaining many inscriptions. Thero is an old Vishnu temple also ; and to the east 
of the village a Jaina temple in ruins, many of the atones of which, it is said, wero used in building the 
Vishnu temple. One mile cast of the village, on a ctone in a field, is an inscription ; and a little west of 
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this is another inscription on another stone,^ ’On the tank-bund there are some inscrijptions on stones.

PoNDUB ; — 13^ miles south by east of ITadurantaluim. (Pandcor.) An old Tiahnn temple. •

'An old Hindu fort, afterwards maintained by the Mussulmans. 

^iTTANJEW 5 — 16 miles norUi of Madurantakam. An old 6iva temple. • • 

• TaTsub-; — 6 miles east of Madurantakam. There isa stone bearing an inscription in the agrahajram. 

Tibumakktoal 18 miles north-west of Miidurantakata. An old Vishnu temple. 
’Tibopilivanam ; — 14: miles north-west of Madurantakam. {Terrapunmufarriim.) An old 6iva

Tibuya^otii. ;-^17 miles north-west of Madurant^am. An old Siva temple. 

Httibajoierub ; — lOJ miles north-west of Maduiiintakam, 16 miles south by east of Conjeeveram. 
(OutraTnahor, sometimes spelt Ootraniahre.) The site of an old fort, -now dismantled., Native tradition 
asserts that it was built by a Baja named TJttira Kumara, son of a iing in the north of India. The fort 
was restored by Ila.]'endra Chola, who named it “ Rajendra Sora CbaturvedamaDgdam,”< a name which 
it still bears. In one of the Mackenzie MSS. is an account of a victory gained at this place in 
AJ). 1601-2' over hostile chiefs by Yacbama Nayudu and Singanja Nayudu, chiefs of the 'Velugoti 
family of Venkata^ri, then living at Mamallaipuram.' After 'being several times the scene of fighting 
in the French n’ars,Jt passed finally into English possession in A.D. 1759. There are two temples of 
Vishriu and five of Siva in the place. All are in rains, but the architecture of some is.'cxcellent. They 
arc Kud to date from Chola days. Inthieeof them are a number of .“illegible ” msciiptiohs. (Manual, 133 
136.) There axe two large cromlechs here, slightly noticed in Madras Journal, XIII, 51 (note).

The royal 
family of Yijayanagar fled first to Pennakonda, and, whilc^horc, fsnlom under the govemment of 
the kin<'’8 son-m-lnw, Jagadovo llaya, who held the BimlmiahAl districts, llo successfully defende<l 
Pennakondft agtiiust a violent Muluiramadan attack, and wa.s granted a largo addition to hia territory 
northwards ui°rowajd for .his sorriccs. Atthoendof tho century tho’ royal family had rellFCil to 
Ghandra^iri ; and about this time tho Salem and Coinib.atoro DLstricts fell under tho Jfily-akkas of 
Madura, °while Rija Bdaiyir of Maisur captured SorinMjiatam, and laid tho foundation of tho present 
royal house of llaisQr. Tho Nayakkns built sovoral forts for tho dofenco of tho country’. About tho 
yew 1641) tho district . whs captured by tho 'Adil Slilhi Jtussulmans of MjayapOr, but was recfxptured 
by the Sfcisur king in 1G52. From that time forward thoro was perpetual stnfo between tho iftiham- 
madans, the Maisur as, the jtahratta.s, and tho Nayakkna of .Madura. It would bo tedious and 
unnecessary to follow all tho vicissitudes of the different fractions of tho district during the next centurw 
and a half. Tho works bearing on the subject aro well-known, and can bo consulted, while tho ilnily.‘'is 
given in the District taken almost exclusively from Wilks’ History, will famish a general out- 

line. Salem became a British prorinco after tho capture of Seringapatam in 1 799. 

There are a large number 'of rude stone monuments in Ibo district, regarding which the Reverend 
Maurice Phillips pimUshcd an illustrated quarto voliuno callwl “ Tuvntli xn the Salem Diflrid'* He 
also furnished a report to the Madras Government, which was reprinted, with two illustrations, in iho Indian 
Antiquary Dr. Shortt’a Ililt Kangts of India*' contains n quanti^ of valuable inforination 

regarding the hills of this district and tho variou-s tribes that inhabit thorn. Dykes’s “ Sfiffw, aa/nrfwa 
Oolleeiorate,” treats of the district as it was in 1850. Sir. LoFanu's I/rtm/af, admirablo ag it is in many 
respects, does not contain much information on tho antiquities of tho district ap.^ from Mr, Foulfces’s 
historical monograph The Paper on the Chora kingdom published by Professor Dowson in Vol. VIII 
of the J.R.A.S. should be' consulted.

. The early history of this district is probably, the same as that of the -whole of the Chola coiintiy. 
Of this little is as yet kno-wn, though a critical study of the numerous inscriptions -which abound in the 
country \rill assuredly lead to much beingmade bght that is now involved in darkness or obscurity. 
South Arcot seems to have been under the Chola sovereigns from the earhest period of their supremacy, 
though it is possible that portions of territory to the norm fell into the hands of the Palla\^ of Kanchi. 
Fora sketch of the history of the Chola dynasty Imay refer readers to the notes on the Tanjore District in this 
volume, and to the notice of theCholas in Tolmne H. Sincethe thirteenth century South Areot seems to 
have followed the fortunes of Tanjore. Towards the close of the fourteenth century -we find inscriptions in 
South Arcot of four chiefs calKng themselves Udatyar. Their names ore Bukfcana and his son Kampana, 
Arayanna or Aryena and his son Vuappanna. The latter seems to have been conquered by the Vijayana- 
gar king Harihara, of -whom -we have an inscription in A.D. 1882.

Siva temple, with many inscriptions, said to be fairly le^ble. Copies of two have been forwarde’d : — 

(1.) Grant of land to the temple by private parties in the thirty-second year of the reign of a king* 
•whose name my correspondent could not decipher. 

(2.) A private grant in 6.S. 1393 (A.D. 1471), during the reign of Narosiitihadeva of Vijaya- 
nagar. 

It is curious that, while the ^aHa date of this last fdsaiiam is confirmed by the addition of the cyclic 
yjpar Vd-nta, the year A.D. 1471 falls, according to the best .authorities, in the reign of Praudhadeva, 
nmeteen years before the commencement of the reign of Noi^isimha.

Sekkaiii 20 mile3 south-east of TimvannAmalai. This and forty-three other villages adjoining 
it form a jaghir. (See the District jiTantinl^ p. 387, for an account of the Malaij-ali residents here.) 
At Sekkadi is an old Siva temple with many inscriptious. 

8enoama;-- 19 miles westmorth-west of Tiruvannamaliu. {Chm^nmali.) Tu-o old temples of Siva 
and Yistinu as well as an old templeof Thereare many inscriptions in these, but mostly “illegible.” 

Copies of five inscriptions in the^^iva temple have, however, been sent. They are all in the garlharjriham.-

date has probably been wrongly copied. 

(4.) Ghunt of some lands to the temple by the same king in the same year. The document, how- 
ever, ends with the words, Kat refU koduUin Karildla Soran, “ I, Karikdla Cbola, caused 
this stone to be engraved and gave it.*' This may be very important, as it tends to 
show that “ Karikala ” was another name of Rijeudra Chola. But the inscriptions must 
nil be carefully studied. 

(5.) Grant of lands to the temple by private partis in 6.6. 1318 (A.D. 1396) during the same 
reign as that of No. 1. This seems to clash with the Vijayanagar inscription of Harihara 
of A.D. 1382, given in the District Manual (p. 2), unless Harihara, imer Ms conquest,

There is a copper-plate grant in the temple recording gifts of lands by the Maharaja of Mais&r, 
Krishna Udaiyar, in 8 S. 1736 (A.D. 1814). 

There are eight old Muhammadan tombs in the town, and in the fields near a number of dolmens 
are to he seen. Timvannamalai is better known to English readers as “ Trinomalai," er, as Orme spells 
it, “ Trinomolee.” It was the scene of constant fighting during the French wars. (Manual, 436.)

(Oifloor) There is a largo deserted temple 
near the village, on the walls of which are many inscriptions in old Tamil and Grantha characters. 

Ohevc’R 9 miles west by south of Tindivonom. (SM^-evr.) An old temple with inscriptions. 

CiiiTTAjruB ; — 11 miles west of Tindivanam. An old J tuna temple of large size, with many inscrip- 
tions in Grantha characters A stone car, said to have been brought by the English Government 
from Gingee fort, stands in front of tho'templo 

Datapdbam; — 10 miles north-west of ISndivonam. A ruined temple of considerable age, and 
another in use, containing inscriptions. There is a rained fort near the village. 

D£vanub;-- 24 miles north-west o! Tindivanam. A ruined temple with inscriptions. 

Evil ;-^2^ miles west-nortH-west of Tindivanam. (IMe.) An old deserted Siva temple adth two 
“ illegible” inscriptions. 

Ginger ,•-—16 miles west of Tindivanam, 34 miles north-west of Pondioheny. A fine hill- 
fortress. Mr. Garriin describes the place in the Distnet Manual (p. 411). lie quotes a grant of the 
early Vijayanagar sovereign Harihara, dated in A.D. 1383 {Manual, p. 2) in which Gingee is mentioned 
ns giving its name to a province ; showing tliat eventhenit was a place of importance. It remained in the 
possession of Vijayanagar and the Nayakkas till taken by the Mussulmans the mid^e of the sei eu- 
teenth century. (Manual, pp. 134-5.) Thirty years later it was captured by Bivaji, the Mahtatfa cUef, 
but fell again into Muhammadan hands in AJj. 1698. It was taken by the French in A.D. 1750, and 
by the English in 1761. 

The fortress consists of three strongly-fortified hills — the Rajagiri, the Krishnagiri, and the Chan- 
dpiyan Durgam. The RAjagin is about 600 or 600 feet bigh, and is almost impregnable, the only 
approach being defended by three stro^ lines of fortification, while the only entrance is by a weodeh 
bridge over a deep natural chasm. Mx. Garstin attributes the princi^ work of fortification to tlio 
Vijayanagar kings, and bo gives reasons in snppoii of his theory. There are several ruins of fine 
builtHngs inside the inner fort, two temples, the Kalyana maMl,” " gymkhana,” granaries, Idgah, 
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barracks, mandapams, &c., including a great tower of eight-stories! Of curiosities on the hill 3&. Garstm 
mentions the ^eat gun, the Raja's “ bathing-rione” (ajargeslab of granite), and a. yell in a rock, 
■where it is said that prisoners were thrown to die of starvation. South of the Rajagin is a lull called 
“ ChaMi Durgam,” also fortified, but separately. Near the " Arcot gate ” of the Gingee fort is a stone 
with an inscription. , t . on. • * i 

The storming of the fort by the French* is graphically narrated in Onne’s history. The fate of 
“ Dgsihg Baja or “ Tej Singh ” of Gingee, who gaUantly met his death fighting the iluhammadans, 
still forms the subject of a local f)oetical ballad. His wife burnt herself on his pjTe, and it is said that 
the conqueror, the Navab Sadat 'UUa Fban, built and named the town of “ Ranipettai ” near Arcot in 
her honor. . ^ v /-.• j _i 

Colonel Foord, District En^neer, communicated to Government a Report on the Gingee forts, 
which was reprinted in the Motfraa Journal XVI, 348. Other papers relating to the subject are to be 
found in Public Works Consultation ITinutes of fith June and 12th October 1858. 

Several of the handsomelj’-carved pillars of the temples on the Rajagiri were carried by the French 
to Pondicherry, and are still'to he seen there. 

On the summit of a hill^ a mile north of Gingee, called Timnithar Kunru ” are twenty-four Jaina 
figures carved on the rock. (See Melaiciieri, Sikoavabam, which are close by.) 

Rakgavaeah ; — 19 miles west-north-west of Tindivanam. [Congorcram.) An old temple with 
many inscriptions. • 

Kidangal ; — 1 mile south of Tindivanam. {Curungal Fort.) An old mined fort. On the west side 
of the ditch is a nagakal. There was a slab with an inscription on it in the village, but it was removed 
some time ago to the taluk kaehsri at Tindivanam. There is an old temple here with inscriptions. 

KvKYiMtDU ; — 13 miles north of Pondiche^, on thesea-coast. {Gunmodti.) This pl^e, under the 
•name of “ Conimere,” was the site of an early English factory, the remains of which are stUl to be seen. 
It was abandoned on the purchase of Fort St. David from the Mahrattas. {Slanual, p. 407.) 

llfiLAicHEBT ; — 17J miles west by north of Tindivanam, 21 miles north-west of Gingee. {SfaJhcherrg.) 
A ruined fort and palace said to have belonged to the Gingee chief. A temple with inscriptions. South 
of the village is a rock-cut temple on the top of a small bHl.

PONBICHEEET. 

PoimiCHERRT {PiidtiFai, Piiduchen, Pitkher !). — The French settlement on the coast. It was first 
established in 1674, was captured by the Dutch 1693, and restored 1699. It was four times besieged by 
the T^n glisL — the first time unsuccessfully — in 1748, 1761, 1778, and 1793. It was finally restored in 
1816. In the Fort St. George Gazette of April 20, 1881 (Supplement, p. 1) is a statement of the results 
of sinkint’ some Artesian wells at Pondicherry. From these it appears that in the case of one, at the 
Savana spinning milk “ fragments of pottery and bricks ” w-ere found at a depth of nearly 150 feet 
below ground-level in a stratum of soil 190 metres thick. {Manual, 422, 430.) 

KAJLLAKUBCHI TALUK. 

Kavutta Nallue; — 16 miles north of EallakurchL {RateUtelloor.) A ruined rock fort. 

Bisihvandtam ; — 11 miles east-north-east of Kallaknrchi. {Rieehitandum.) An old Siva temple. .

'I'boy contained terracotta sarcophagi and other pottery. Similar remains were found at Kollur, 3 miles 
<-ast of DovanOr, at Jarobo<lai, west of Tinikorilur, and amongst the Ga^avaram Hills, on the borders 
of the Timvann-lmalai and Tindivanam Taluks.

In the suburb of Kirur is an old Siva temple and near KirCtf on the 
opposite side of the river is a deserted temple on a small MU There is another temple, in use aud 
dedicated to 6iva, haring a gopura of eight stories.

CUDDALORE TALUK. 

Cuddalore ( Kudnlilnt ). — Hcad-quartcre of the district, on the sea There is no ohfect of any 
interest here except the remains of the early English occupation, in the shape of some old hmldings and 
tombstones and the remains of Fort St. David. The latter place was puronased from the Mahrattas in 
A.D. 1C90. It was captured and destroyed by the French in 1758, but was recovered in 1760. It was 
again for three years in the hands of the French from 1782 to 1785. Cuddalore was formerly a Dutch 
possession. The old residence of the Governors, called the “ Garden Hotiso,” is worthy of a visit. It 
was built in 1738. The site of Fort St. David was called “Tegnapatam ” or ” Deripatnam” in the 
early days of the colony. 

EvnA>un; — 10 miles north-west of Cuddalwe. There is a largo and old 6ivo tcmplo hero, with 
many inscriptions. 

Fort St. David ; — see Ccddai ore.

'An 
old Siva temple, with a fino gopura and an old mosque. 

An old aivo temple 
with a number of inscriptions.* * '

temple. 

TiRCPPAPiEiPtJiiVDR; — 4 miles north-west of Cnddnloro. KqilwRy Stotioiu {TirvpapaKy^ir.) A 
large and old Siva temple well-sculptured. There onj manj' inscriptions in the temple. 

TiEUVADt ; — 14 miles west by north of Cuddalore 1 mile south of Panroti ” Railway Station. 
Two old Siva temples with inscriptions, and on old Vishnu temple. Ono of tho Siva temples has a 
large gopura containing inscriptions. 

TiauvAJTDiPUfiAJi ; — miles west-north-west of Cnddalore.* (TViVaarfipuram.) An old Vishnu 
temple, wth many inscriptions in various diaxacters, fairly legible. There is a ve^ long one all roRod 
the outer wall of the inner court, as at Taujore. In the hamlet of Tirufliamtkuli there is a large Siva 
temple elaborately sculptured, said to date from the thirteenth century. It contains a number of’ 
in-scriptions. At tbe eastern entrance to the vimana enclosure is a hand of engraved characters remark- 
ably clear, about 18 inches broad by 15 yards long. On each side of the door the wall is covered with 
inscriptions. On the western wall of the vimana, outside, is a band of inscribed characters 18 inches 
brood and 20 yards long. 

TyAGAVALLi ; — 11 miles south of Cuddalore. An old Siva temple. 

VK'OApAMPETTAi ; — 16 miles south-west of Cuddalore. An old Vishnu temple, with inscripbons.

TiTTAUCirpi 5—16 miles south-wcsiof Vriddhichalam. {ThUtagudi,) A veryold Siva temple, with 
a number of inaoriptiona round the wall< o! tho garbhagriham, the four gopuras, and other parts of the 
temple. The temple is highly sctilptured. In the hamlet of Vaibhthapuram is another old Vishnu 
temi)le, W’ith inscriptions.. ^ 

ToKUufin ; — 28 miles west-south-west of Vriddhachalam. An old 6iva temple, >vith a ndmber of 
inscriptions. 

VniuDnACUALAM.— The taluk head-quartcre. On ‘the banks of the llanimuktanadi is a ve^ 
old Siva teraplo elaborately sculptured and containing many inscriptions. {STa/iual, p. S8.) 

CHIDAMBAEAII TALUK. ’ 

Cqidamijakam. — Tbe taluk head-quarters. Railway Station. 21 miles south' of Cuddalore 
(CJicUumh-tnn.) Avery ralebrated Siva temple containing ono of the five “lintmmsof tbe elements” 
in Southern India. This one is the “ air lingam,** there being no image of any kind. The building 
covers an area of about St) acre*, llr. Garetin gives a description of the place in the J^iirict Mamtal 
(p. 40U). Tliere arc five principal halls or sflWo* and two principal temples. The temple oiGotieiaU 
said to contain the largest image of that deitj' in India. There being no stone in the immediate 
neighbourhood, all the stone for the temple must have been carried for at least 40 niHes to the 
place, and the labor must have been stupendous. Native writings ascribe tbe eonslruclion of the 
principal buildings, if not tho original temple, to Vlia Chok Raya, the date of whose reign is placed 
^ A.U. 927-977 and whom klr. Garsfin calls Vijaya Raya Aditya Varma,” and to bis grandson Ari 
Ytm Uova in A.U. JOOt. Rut wo want to know more about these Cholcs and their dates before any 
thing defimto can bo eeltled on Ihe pomt Very little is known as yet previous to A.D. 1025. Hi. 
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Fergusson {Indian and Eastern Architecture, p. 350,) tTiinlra possible that the inner enclosure may be 
as old as the tenth century. He ascribes the temple of EdrraU north of the bathing pool to the 
fourteenth or fifteenth century, os ^rell as the great gopuras and the outer prakara. The thousand- 
pillared mandapamwas built between 1595 and 1685 A.I). (Madras Journal, XX, 15). An outerprakara 
was projected but never completed. The oldest thing in me temple, and also the most beautifiil, is a 
sm^ll sWne in the innermost enclosure with a little porch of two pillars, about 6 feet high, but 
resting on a stylobate ornamented with dancing figures, more graceful and more elegantly executed 
than any other of their class, so far as I*know, in Southern India. At the sides are wheels and horse|, 
the whole being intended to represent (p, car as is frequently the case in these temples.” {Mr. Fergtmon.) 
The porch of the temple of Pdread is considered by ilr. Fergu^n fo be singularly elegant. There is an 
unfinished hall close to the temple of Pdnad, of which the lower member remains. The roof is supported 
on a number of square higmy-sculptured pillars, similar to some in the “ Vtftakscami tnandapam ” 
at Vijayanagar, and in the “ Agneya mandapam of the outer prakara of the temple in the Vellore Fort. 
There are a number of inscriptions, which await decipherment round the four towers, the prakara walls, 
and other places. Dr. Burnell has deciphered one wmch relates the conquest by Kajendra Chola of the 
Pandiyans, their king being Yira Pandiya, son of Vikrama Pandiya. This took place about the year 
A.D. 1064. ^ ^ . 

' Therens an old Vishnu temple in the town, with an inscription on the dhtaja stambJa. In the 
Siva temple are some copper-plate grants. In the Sdntarmaiham is a copper-plate inscription. 

Ponro No\o*; — 14 miles south of Cuddoloro, 7 miles north-east of Chidamharam. Railway Station. 
A Portuguese settlement of the sixteenth century. English settlement in 1683. Plundered by Haidar 
1780. Itwas'tmce captured by the Frendi, tmd was finally restored to England in 1785. {Manual,

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. • THE COIMBATORE DISTRICT. ■ , ' 

, Historically this district may he coupled •with Salem, and what has hccn written aiwut the latter 
applies, BO far as we yet ^ow, to the former. Tlicro are n large number of inscriptions in Coimhatore, 
and these must he worked out hefoio we can stand on any very sffo ground. Meanwhile I would refer 
readers to the historical summary hyllle Ilererend T. Foulkes, forming Chapter I of Sir. LeFanu's Salem 
Dhtrict Manual. 

Rude stone monuments abound in the district, especially to tho west and north, or on the slopes of 
the more mountainous tracts. The ifoyftE valley is rioh ndth them. Viral'ah, too, are very numerous. A 
paper hy Mr. 'l^alhouso on the pottery discovered in the ancient tomhs wll be found in Indian Antiquarif 
I V, 12, and a note on the same in VII, 27, by H. II. the MahArAja of Travmncore. 

It is evident that there was at one time a very considerable commerce between the inhabitants -of 
this district and the Romans, for "there ‘have •been numerous finds of Roman coins made here.^ 
Mr. Walhouse {Ind. Ant. V, 237) thinks that this was in a great measure due to tlie beryl mine at* 
PadiyOr in the Dharapuram Taluk ; for tho Romans set great store by the beryl, and Pliny declares 
that all the best beryls came from India. -Mr. Wolhouso states that PadiyQr is tho only knoTsm loc.iHty 
in India where the beryl is found. Notices regarduig tho Roman coins will be found in Ind. Ant. H, 
241 ; rV, 302 ; V, 237 ; VI,215; J/fTrfrflStTsjirfla/tXHI, 212, Sir Walter.ElHot’s*' Numismatic Gleanings,” 
jmbllshed in the i/arfra* JbwrnafXIX, 220} XX, 75; and J.A S.R.,VD, 34(5. There are probably many 
other works to which reference might bo made, hut the above will suffice. It is probable that the Cant 
of Ptolemy were the inhabitants of this districl-fCArro* ?), with capital at Karur (Con/rrf). 

Jainism was at one time veiy prevalent ; but as yet, with one doubtful exception, I Lave found no 
trace of Buddhism. * ... 

Coimhatore has suffered severely from being the fighting*ground of .various races and families of 
kings in all ages, and there are a latgc number of ruined forts, and relics of battles, in the district. 

Mr. Fraser, District En^eer, communicated to the Chief Engineer, in 1859, a valuable paper on’ 
antiquities in Coimbatore, which is reprinted in the Madras Journal (VI, 112-*l22).

A number -of 
dolmens, rude stone circles, &c., are to be found here. Dr. Sbortt communicated a report oh them to 
Government, which was printed ^th G. O., (Public), No. 716, of 26th June 1874.* Many of them were 
excavated by Mr. 'IVedderbunl, Collector of the district. Some bronze figures of men and anmhls 
were found in them, which are now in the Madras -Museum. 1| miles east-south-east of Pollachiisa 
circle of .very large boulders. In the year 1800 a pot was dug up here containing a number of Eoman 
coins of Augustus and Tiberius. Buchanan, who visited PoUaehi in the year of the find, describes them 
(II, 31). Six were presented to him. (See also Madras Journal XTTT, 214.) 

tlTTUK-KDii ; — 2 miles west of PoUachi. (Fcoflw/y.) There is a small Polegar fort here and two 
sto'ne inscriptions in tbe village.

temple here, partly ruined. It contains some inscriptions. One bears date 14.00 (A.I>. 1628). 


KapattOr; — 11 miles east of UdamalpSt. (Kuddatkur.) An old §iva temple, said to have been 
built by one of the Chola kings. 

KAsiY&a ; — 9 miles east of Udamalpfit. {Eunnyttr.) A small temple in ruins with several inscrip-^ 
tions. One of these mentions some repaire made in A6. 1265 (A.D. 1343). There is a small fort in 
ruins, said to have belonged to a king called “ Kumaran,” whose exploits ore celebrated in country bal- 
lads.. 4 miles west of KopiyUr are the ruined remains of some Muhammadan buildings. 

KAUNXpiruTTon 8 miles south-east of HdamalpOt. (E«nnarfj^oof«r.) An old Siva temple, said 
to have been hmlt by a Chola king. . 

Xo^tACALiNoA^i i — lOJ miles south-east, of TTdamalpeh- {^Cotiiarlyuin.) There is an ancient Siva 
temple hero, said to have been built by a Chola king. 

KonmiA’u;— 11 miles soutVeast of Udamalpet. {Kolumam Fhrt.) An old mud fort in a ruined state. 

Kubusulai ; — 14 miles south-west of tJdamalpgt. (Bee Tr.isruKTi Kovil.) 

IIap^kkauasi lOJ miles south-east of Udamalpel on the road to Palni. (Muddut<^luni.) An 
'>ld oiva temple. • • • • ' 

Puxpi 5—14 miles south-west of UdamalpGt. {Poondy.) Mr. Walhouse (/ntf. -4«t. lH, 33-36) 
gives au interesting account of some forms of dolmens and built cairns to be found near this place. It 
. IS a village of the lull tribe caBed Jln/o/i/aro^ar, or “lull kings,” and is about 2,000 or 3,000 feet above 
the sea on the slopes of -the Anamalai Mountains.

Teimurti Kovit , — 11 miles southwest of Udomalpet, 2^ mifes east-southeast of Pukdi (jc) 
llr IValhouse (Iiid Ant III, 34, 35) desmbes a romarkoble sculpture hero The village (Kurumalat) 
lies high up on the slopes of the Anamalai hills, 2,000 or 3,000 feet above the sea It is difficult of 
access, and is seldom or never visited by Europeans The inhabitants are Malaiz/arcUars, a lull tnbe At 
the bottom of a valley is a sculpture, on on immense boulder 40 feet high “ There was indistmotly

Breeks {Prim. Tribes, 73) writes as follows: — ^“Tho ‘finds* in the cairns, as far as intrinsic value is 
ccfDCcrned, seem to verify the Radaga proyerh, which estimates as follows the value of land in its four 
n/ids (divisions), Todanfid four annas, Peranganad three annas, Mekanad two annas, Kondanad one 
anna, best of the bronzes and weapons ^ve certainly been found in TodanAd, and Peningan]l4 
ranks next. The result of our researches baa bad quite the effect of raising or dej^ressing our expecta- 
tion of a ‘ find ’ in accordance with the Badaga value of the nAiJ in which the cairn is situated.*’ 

Mr. Breeks’ summary of the results of hm discoveries (on pp. 93, &c.,) is of -great interest.

DEvala ; — 8 miles south-west of NombolukOd. (Deealalottah.) 3 miles west of this settlement, on 
the western slopes of tho mountains, are a largo number of very ancient mining shafts. They are TO or 
80 fwt deep, and sometimes So close together that it is positively dangerous to walk through the jungle. 
Old forest trees are to bo seen growing out of them. They were thus described in a letter to a daily 
newspajicr in 1880 : — 

” Nothing strikes tlio stranger more on a first rido round Dovalah than ‘tho extent and variety of 
tho old native gold workings. .There nro miles of country where almost every stono has been turned 
over, hilhides entirely sluiced away, mountain slopes simply honey-comb^ with shafts, remains of old

not In tlio d-ato of their extinction, or in fact furnish any reliablo particulars about tbom. Tho pre- 
pon.leranco of le-dimony seems to i>olnt to tho conclusion that the . old mines mast have been of great 
antiquity. Air. 1 cgicr mentioned to mo that he had soon felled a gigantic old forest tree certainly 
wviTai uundrod years of ago, and that uudor tlio roots were found tho remains of tho mouth of an old 
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•working Not tho least cimous fact in connection with this inquiry is that the old native miners would 
appear to have been undoubtedly conversant with the use of qnicL&dver The method adopted by them 
seems to have been to select tlie most likely looking pieces of the broken quartz, and then having washed 
these, to reduce them to a fine powder by means of a heavy stono roller which was worked by two Imen 
on the surface of a flat scooped but bit of granite This powder was then again washed and afterwards 
burnt, so as to release the sulphur, a small globule of quicksilver bemg finally mtroduced to take up the 
gold The amalgamated mercury and gold were then jloced on a heated iron plate, the former escapmg 
in the shape of vapour, while the latter remained its pure state '

(JoTACAiiuiTD ; — On the northern slope of the ridge of billa that shelters Ootaeamund on the north, 
just to the north of General Baker’s estate, on a spur to the west of the track from St. Stephen’s Chureli 
to llarlimand, is a rock with a worn-out inscription snirounding a sort of cup. Only two letters can 
now be read, and these appear to be Tamil. Inquiry was made in tbe Commissioner’s Office, but without 
result. Nothing appears to be known about it amouKt the Toda or other inhabitants of the hiUs. It 
uns aocideotally diseovered in ^ay 1881 by Br. Griffith Evans. 

llr. Henry Sullivan (C.S.) informs me that when his father, Mr. John’ Sullivan, was digging the 
foun^tions of the house on the hill to the south of the lake now called Bishopsdown, about the 
year 1827, he discovered a ^Id Roman-coin, which is now in the possession of Sir "W^alter Elliot. 

In the valley behind Bishopsdown and Fenihill; called by the natives Punthat,Die some ancient 
gold-worHngs. 

“ H?lf way down the north side of Do4ahetla” Hill, according to Colonel Congreve (Madras Jotfiital 
XIV, 83) is an ancient circular hypcethral temple, consisting of a double ring of stones, the interior 
•Uameter being 15 yards. The eutrance is from the south side between two large monoliths. A still 
smaller circle inside was the adytum. 

In the same paper (pages 97, 98) Colonel Congreve describes a number of interesting remains at Fair- •• 
lawns (see also Jl/anHrt/, 243). This is a ravine running sonth'from closerio Ootaeamund. The writer 
states that', 3 nules from the station on both sides of the road, on the top of a b^l over which the road 
passes, is an ancient fortified position, with lines of parapets and a circular mound ’at the top. 250 yards 
farther on, at a point where the hill turns north-west, there are more. Below is a clearing. On 
the north side of the clearing is an ancient circular wall enclosing a space occupied by double and single 
rings of stones. • Below this is another old circular wall oveigrown with jungle. Facing the latter, and 
on the opposite side of the stream is a mass of rock projecting out of the side of “ one cairn *hilL” A 
circle of stones surrounds its base, and slabs lean gainst, the rock. This rock was an altar. Below are 
indications of ancient buildings. There are similar mounds at the base of the lawn as far as where the 
stream takes a new direction to the east. There are ruins in the wood. Between the stream and the 
fortified hill is an open space, flat, with long rows of ruined walls forming streets, and square foundations 
of buildings. Two mounds were opened and found to be tbe foundations of regularly built walls the 
superstructure ha^-ing fallen down in heapa The extent of the ruins is bnlf a mile.’ The forts seem 
to have protected the town 'in the valley. 

. this is taken'from Colonel Congreve’s descriplion, Mr. Grigg (Manual, 243) (thinks that the 

rcma'ins arc those oi on ancient village of ^Id-dlggers, *' for in this and other offshoots of the Nanjanid

Tuaebi, — S miles north-east of Oitaeamund (8 byroad) Near this place is a naoimtain called 
Chdeinarotbeiia (“moimtam with a small slope**) Air Breeks opened two caims on this hill and found 
pottery, iron implements, and tho beautiful bronze vases now in the Aladras Aluseum (Pnm Tnbea, 74 .

Belliki , — Near the foot of the Coonoor Ghat north of the Kalar Two highly interostmg rook-cut 
caves, partly natural, partly artificial (Colonel Congreve’s Paper in the Madras Journal XIV, No 32 ) 
The caves have severtJ branch chambers She too& and fajade hear rough paintings of men and 
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animals ; and fhcre are three groups of rougl^ eeratches (Sir. Breeks’ Primilive Tribes, Plates LXXX, 
f. -yxyi LXXXH) which haTc been imapned’to be some unknown characters of an inscription. 
Compare,’ however, Air. Breeks’ Plate LXXXII with the illustrations (6G and 07) on. pp. 200, 207 of 
Air. Fergusson’s “ Jf«* Stow iIfonio}jen/«,” ■whidi represent rock scratchffs at New Grange in Ireland, 
liio aimUarity of idea is at once apparent. Colonel Cbngteye states that many of tlie figures represented 
in the caves are Buddhist or Jaina in character. He thinks that some “ old Pali ” letters- are to he 
seen engraved on tho rock-Jaco. ^ ‘ ‘ • 

“ Bi tho Bclliki Vi^loy ” ore three rock inseripfions, according to Colonel Con^ve, which should 
l>o examined. (Sec Jlr. Breeks’^PriwJtVire Tribes Plates XLIV a, and Manual qt\i/ic ITilh, 

230.) The second eavo is difficult to get at, but it repays th^ trouble spent in reaching it. Near it are 
tho remains of a hypccthral cirenkr temple with some rude sculptures and line ornaments or scratches. 

Coo.soon {Ktthiir) ; — Mr. Walhouse describes, in the Indian Antiquari; II, 277, a cairn opened by 
him in 18-18, on tho top of a high lull, just above where th<? roads uum Ootacomund, Coonoor, and 
KOtagirilucct. It was a cairn with a well G feet deep, which, being cleared, was found to contain an 
erect stone 4 feet high. “ Wliether tliis 'had any lihgam, or other significance, I cannot say.” (TV . 
Only a few terracotta.figorcs were fdund in it. 

Colonel Congreve, in the Madras Journal XIV, 88, writes of a cairn which he opened at a spot 6 miles 
south of CoonooT, yielding a quantity of pottery figures. But I am unable to ascertain its exact localit}'. 

DonnuKU ; — 2 or 3 miles from Kotagiri. There are a number of cromlechs here, and tberemains of 
a large rillago overgrown nith jungle Only one cromlech is sculptured. {Primitirc Tribes, 103, and 
Plates LX, LXI, L^I. Plan in Plate XLIV o.) . ,

Thiw 
cairns o! rublile-ftones were opened by ilr. Brocks, finds; — good pottery, a gold jewel, a bronze basin 
gracefully shaped, &c. (Pmn'/ire rriAe«, 86, 87.) 

K&T'oihi; — 17 miles c.ast of Ootacaraund. {lioieryherrif). On tho slopes, close to the site of the 
niinc‘d fort of tlijayariya, are a number of holo<l dolmens, or frco-staniling kistvaens with holes on one 
side. {Manual, 237-8.) ’'These may bo tlio same as the group mentioned by Colonel Congreve. (See 
nndfT tJi)'AYAi:\^A Fo:rr). In tho junglo at tho head of the pass is a perfect two-colled dolfticn, do'cribetl 
hy Major W. Boss King in a pai>or on “ Tho Aboriginal ’ftibes of tho Nilgiri llill^” printed in No. I of 
uio Journal 0 / Anthrojiojoyi/. 

Nipi'OUi.A 13 inilcA east-north-e.'ist of Oolacamund. 3Ir. Brocks oponcd*a cairn here, finding 
eorac good metal implements, ns well os pottery. (Priwiifirr Tribes, 85.) 

Povcii’ximqTA llru. North of Kotagiri, not far from Kakorn, on tho road from Kfifngiri to Koda- 
nld- There arc three harrows here. They wero ojwncd by ilr. Brooks, and jnchled pottery, bronzes, 
weajions and imiiUments of iron, A'c, besides “ minuto fragments of silk, rapulh' cnimbllim, but showing 
the silky texture vorj* plainly.” {Primilice TriWs P2, 03.) 

UpvvAHAYA Fokt 5 miles easl*of Kulagin, on the slopes of tho hills. An ancient fort, of which 
the file is known, though no remains now exist. Tradition says that it bclongcfl to a ivowerful BAja. wid 

aft* rw anil ntilized by Haidar ’AK. Tlie name would ecem to imjily Umt it belonge*! to oiib of Hi'* 
Ifjtidii lUjas of or ixi'A-ihly a local cliief. (8e« Mr. Uico’s Mywe ami Coory I, 240, and Note.) If 

Ih- r.nner, it would seem that its date mu»t bo subsequent to tho el()>o of tho fourteenth centurj-. 'Hii* 
fort, Mil.-kMin, .nii.i Jluliknl Diirgam were consideretl the tlireo nioxt inn*ortaiit Nilgiri forts. Colonel 
( otsgrei v. iu t*i>- Modrat Jo'tni il n/U/rmfiirr and Srirner (XIV, No. 32), called this fnrl " Adi-raer-eotUV,” 
aii-1 m. ul.MiiHl ^o^l.^ stone biiildinp as existing in 1617. lie noted that “ one mile beyond ” Hie fori 
w. re »enu. d.,Irn..tiA on a level sixrt on th« slope of a lull rising out of a deep ravine. Mr. Brocks 

th-.. in lu, TriU, {p. 100, I'lalt. I.XXVI), wriling ot lli.m m Llm„. 
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BIgXsuran Kota ; — Colonel Congreve describes tho fOTt here, situated on a high point of the Nilgiris 
on the south side of tho Coonoor Valley. Local inquiry confirms his account. It is situated on a mgh 
peak commanding the entrance to the Coonoor pass, west of the valley, near Kolar. 

Ganganachikki Kota ; — A fort, measuring five or six hundred yards in length by one or two 
hundred yards in breadth, overlooking the Coonoor Ghat. It is mentioned by Colonel Congreve, who 
describes the way to reach it thus ; — 3 miles eouth-eouth-west to Hulikal, thence east 4 miles to “ Kereot- 
tah.” Thence 2 miles through the forest to the fort. The fort was called Saiaddlad by Tl2m Sultan. 
Above Kercottah are 3 cromlechs, not yet opened. 

Hultkal Durgam ; — miles south-east of Ootacamund, and 2| miles south-west of Coonoor. The 
principal object of interest here is the old fort commanding the Coonoor Ghat and the low country. It 
IS said to have been used by Tipu Sultan, and it is one of the three principal forts of the Nilgiris, with 
TJdayaraya Kota and Malskota. Near Ibis place is or was a largo five-celled dolmen {Manual^ 241), 
It is described by Mr. "Walhouse and figured in the Indian Antiquary II, 275. The five dolmens must 
have been very ones. They were profusely sculptured, and were veiy perfect, {Madras Journal 
XIV, 120, New Series IV, 119). Between 1849 and 1856, the years pf Mr. Walhouse’s two visits, the 
wholehadbeea destroyed, “eveiy stone overthrown and lying scattered around.” The village near which 
it was found is called Nidi hland. 

Katteri 5 miles south of Ootacamund. {Ratdari ) Between this place and Coonoor, a stone circle 
(described by Mr. TValhouse in Indian Antiquary H, 276) yielded a large find of iron weapons (figured 
opposite p. 277) which were found embedded in a thick layer of charcoal. They were wonderfully clean 
and perfect. On Major Sweet’s plantation is a group of scMptured cromlechs. (^Manual, 2i0.) Mr.Breeks 
excavated them, and found some metal implements. 

MI.l9r ; — 8 miles south of Ootacamund. A large group of cromlechs and sculptured memorial stones 
(t‘tralal). On one, which appears to commemorate a violent death from a tiger, and the sail sacrifice of 
the deceased's wife, is an inscription in rough Tamil characters. It was deciphered by Dr. Pope, who 
doubtfully read the date B.S. 1518 (A.D. 1596). It ie one of the few known inscriptions on these ,hills 
There are two piincipal groups of cromlechs, and one detached one In the middle of the groups is a 
circular enclosure, seemingly a small borrow, of which Mr. Breeks writes : it is ” the only instance Iknow 
on the Nilagiris of a barrow in proximity to cromlechs.” Mr. Breeks intended to have opened this, 
and it is deserving of attention. Tho E<Utor writes: “Not onlv is its situation with regard to the 
cromlechs unique, but it appears by a pencil note (of Mr. Breeks’) that tho single slab lay east and 
west, corresponding in this respect with the listmens and chambered tmiuh of the plains, but not with 
any other Nilagin harrow.” (Breeks’ Pnmilnc Tribes^ 102-3, and Plates XT.T y, XTjTX to LIX. 
Manual 240.) 

Mikrri 6 miles south-west of Ootacamund, (ilfcflfln.) A fine barrow at this place was opened 
by Dr. Jagor, of Berlin, in 1870, in the presence of the Kev, "W. Stokes of the Basel Mission, who 
expresses tlie opinion that it was not sufficiently examined. Prog^ents of pottery only were found. 

Tudur ; — ^An abandoned village to the west of Kolokambe, Mr. Stance’ Coffee Plantation, about 6 
miles south of Ootacamund. Mr. Stokes, of the Basel Mission, tells me that there are “ quite a number 
of slabs with figures carved on them.” One stone has 20 male and female figures. Others less. The 
Badigas have given up the ceremonies they used to perform before these stones. The sculptures have, 
I believe, never been examined or even not^ by any explorer. 

KDNDAINAD (TIIB KUNDADB.) 

AvAt^NciiE Near tho “Avalanche Bungalow,” 10 miles south-west of Ootacamund, on tho 
eastern riopes of the Kundah Hills ore some, but not many, groups of caims and barrows. 

Emkal Mavd;— O n the road from Ootacamund to KrOrmand (^Croormimd) west of tho road, near 
Enikal Mond. Mr. Breeks opened here a cairn of th e to w- well pattern finding eleven pots and 
fragments of potterj’. {PrimiUre Tribes, 85, and Plato XXXT'X a.a. b.) 

Mllkunt)a;— 12 miles south-south-west of Ootacamund. A sculptured cromlech, surrounded by 
others unseulptu^. It was full of water-worn stones (PecaAotta-lallu) placed there as votive offerings. 
(Pnmi/i« Tribes, 105. Manual, 240.) 
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SOUTH CiJ^^ARA HISTEICT. 

This is the most northern of the districts on the "Western Coast. Its history is suhstantmOy the same 
M that of ildahar/ and the same traditions are current regarding its origin. The ancient Hn^om 
or group of kingdoms extended from Goa (Gotarna), 46 miles north of the most northern point of Sontli 
Canara, to the southernmost point of the peninsula. (Buchanan gives a sketch of its history in his 
Volume n, p. 208.) 

There are a number of Jains still residing in the district, and the old Jain temples are amongst the 
most remarkable objects of interest in the Presiden<y. The worship of Bhiitas, or devils, abounds, as also 
(he worship of the serpent, and there are a nnmh^ of snake-stones and ttrakah to be found almost in 
every village. 

An interesting tribe is that of the ZlaUdn^ a race who are admitted to have once been the rulers of 
the country, but who are now very degenerate, and only to be found in the jungles near the ^hals. 
Their weapons are bows and arrows and spears. The Soppu Kongars, a jungle tribe prevalent m the 
KftsaragOci Taluk, are also deserving of notice. They dress in leaves only, forming a sort of apron from 
the waist to the tWgh ; and their language is said to be peculiar.

Jaina ha$U. 

Bekal; — 7 miles south of Kasaragod, on the coast. [Bakutl.) A fort, the larf'est in the district, 
built by the IkkSri Rajas. Buchanan alludes to it in his Journey (Vol. II, p. 211.) \Beacal.) 

Cn.OJDRAOiBi;— S miles south of Kasaragod., A fort built by the Ikk§ri Rajas. On the north 
bank of the Chandrogiri river is a slab with an inscription “ supposed to belong to the days of Harihaia 
Iliya.” .It is said to be “ unintelligible,” and to be written in “ various characters.” 

Hossaduroam;— 15 miles south of Kasaragod. (flbsj Broog.) A fine fort built by the Ikkeri 
Rajas, [Buchanan't Joumey'Xl, 209.) 

■ KisARACon.-pHcad-quarters of the taluk, 28 miles south of Mangalore, on the coast. A fort built 
by the Itken Rijas. For a sketch of the history of the ‘‘NileSvara Raias'’ of this tract see Bwhanans 
Je-urnry II, 209.

BAIKAL TALUK 

PoDTjR ,—16 milea south east of Baikal * (Poorfaoor ) An old Siva temple 
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MALABAR DISTRICT. 

The whole of the coast of Southern India west of the ghilte'is fahled to have been recovered from 
the sea by Paraiu Rama, who peopled the new territory with Brahmans from tho north, and promul- 
gated all the laws and regidations, and established all the peculiar manners and customs which now 
characterize the inbabitants. ' The Malabar District was a portion of tho land so recovered. 

* Government by an elective sovereign, each ruling for twelve years, seems to have obtained in' the 
country, the rulers being known by the title of PerumdP till, at some date as yet unknown, the last Pemnuil 
gave up the throne. Some say he went to heaven, some that he went to Mecca. At his departure ho 
portioned out his realm amongst four Rajas. One of these was tho 2amoriQ of Calicut, to whom he 
bequeathed his sword, which is still preserved and worshipped. The Zamorin governed most of the 
Malabar District. (See the “ Rulers of the Molayalom Country ” in Vol. II.) 

There is reason to tbiuk that the Phooniciansond other ancient nations of Western Asia traded with the 
people of the Malabar Coast, and probably there was considerable merchandize. Gold appears to have 
been extensively mined in the Wynaad country. Ijarge stores of Roman coins have been found in 
Malabar, and it has been stated that there was a Roman temple of Augustus and a garrison nf soldiers 
at ilfHaim, which is identified \vith Muymkodu or Kudangidur (Cranganore). Arab traders come in 
large numbers and formed a colony now represented by tho Mapihs or Moplah$4 Anterior to the era 
of the last Cheramin Perurail, and probably within the first five centuries of the Christian era a colony 
of Nestoriau Christians settled themselves in the country. Cosmos (beginning of the sLxtb century A. D.) 
mentions Christians in “ MaleP He names* os the principal sea-j^rts on this coast, famous for trade, 
“Parti,” “ Mangarvuth,” “Solopatam,” “Nalopatam,” ond “ rondupatan.” 

Keraja'i^ mentioned in the Inscription of Paulake^l of the Western Chalukyas as possessing a chief 
who Was conquered by that sovereign. This was in the fifth century A.D. MayonvarmT, the first 
of the Haifamhas of BanavAri according to Sir Walter Elliot’s List, is said to have been King of 
Kerala and Kaur3el4raka Beia. In the reign of Mayorivarmi’s sou, Kerala ond Tahira ore separately 
mentioned, ^aylor’s MSS. in Madras Journal ^ 4I9.) This helps to confirm the tradition current on 
the Western Coast as to the antiquity of Kerala. The Reverend T. Eoulkes, in the historical part of the 
Saleiu District Manual, contends that Kerala is identical with Chera. The history of the tract is, how- 
ever, involved in obscurity till the fourteenth century. 

■* In 1310 the Muhammadans made their first appearance on the Malabar Coast, when the country was 
reduced by Malik Kafur, the celebrated general of Mob&iik Khilji of Delhi. In IS-il Malabar success- 
fully revolted. In 1498 Tosco da Gama landed, ond after him came Cabral and many other settlers. 
Shortly after this the Rayas of Tijayanagar conquered Malabar ond the entire South of India. They 
were followed by the Mussulmans. , Concerning this period the writings of the Portuguese (Ctesar 
Prederic, and others) should bo consulted ; and a great deal may bo learned from the history of the llnssul- 
man, Zair-ud-din. From 1C64 the English began to acquire territory, and finally obtained the whole, 
from Tipu of Maisur in 1792. 

The^only native historical 'documents known to exiat regarding the Western Coast are the Kerala 
Mdhatmyam and its offspring, the Kcralotpatli {Kerala Utpatti). The latter was translated by Mr. Duncan 
and published in Asiatic Researches (V, 1) ; ond ou abstract of it by Dr. Gundert is given in the Madras 
JinoTMi/ (XMJ, Part I, p. 97). ’ 

The origin of the name Malabar is a subject of dispute. In the Jonrml of the Royal Asiatic Society 
(T, 147) Mr. 0. P. Brown argues that it is derived from the Arabic Mti~nbbai\ which being carelessly 
■written, by the mistake of a letter was transformed into Mu-labbar, by which name tlris tract was known 
to the Syriao Christians of the coast. Mr/ Logan, of the Civil Service, who has for many years lived in tli** 
district and has given great attention to its archmology, derives the name from Mala or Malai, “ a hill,” 
{Malaydlam=‘‘ hills and waves”), tho termination — iw, being an Arabic suffix. General Cunningham,

Christian church with a tomb. 

Elayavub ; — 4 miles south-east o! Cannanoro. West of the road to Tcllicherry. There is an ancient 
temple in the hamlet of Kuniva hero whioh was demolished by Haidar *Ali, and is now deserted. 

Ebo-ve, — 15 miles north of Cannanoro. In tho hamlet of Kattanapalli is an inscription on a 
granite slab at a tank attached to the temple. It is said to bo in indistinct Tamil characters, but is 
possibly Vatte^ttu. In the hamlet of Nerambil, in n hill torrent flowing westwards from tlio Cliattiyur 
bill, is a granite rock bearing an inscription in old Tamil characters, below which is engraved in llala- 
yalam the word “ adii/odiJ* 

Eramaea ; — 20 nules north by west of Cannanoro. There is an inscribed stone hero in a ruined 
temple, in an enclosure called Chdlapyuralu. The characters cannot bo deciphered. The top of the 
slab has been broken off. In tho desham of Mitamongalam are four rock-cut caves, and there is one in 
Peringom. 

Kadalayi ; — 3 miles north of Cannanoro. An old temple. 

Kadasibeki 9 miles north-cast of Cannanoro. An old tcmplo. 

Kalarivapakkal j — 4 miles north-west of Cannanoie. An old temple. 

Kalliyad ; — 18 miles east -north-east of Cannanoro. (Caffidud.) Five rock-cut cares, three in the 
desham of KalUyad, one in HrattOr, and one in Nuchiyikd. 

KaSjaranoap ; — 14 miles north of Connanore. An old temple. 

KApVAEURAM 9 miles north-west of Cannanoro. In this amsham, in the village of Chunda on the 
south aide of the Eururn jfTrtn* temple, is an Inscribed slab. Tho tcmplo is on old one. -Near it is a lock- 
out cave. Near this, on a hill, is a ruined temple. Altogether there arc said to be nine old temples here. 

Karivellub } — 28 miles north of Cannanoro. A dolmen and four menbirs. 

Kavai ; — 20 miles north-west of Cannanoro. (Jitttot/.) A dolmen and four menhir*. A sanyftsi 
is said to have been buried in the dolmen ** 150 year* ego.' 

Kayarala;— 11 miles north-north-east of Cannanoro. (Kirallum.) There is an inscribed slah, 
broken, in the temple, said to be in Deranigari charaetcr. At the Vehvm temple is an ancient rude 
stone circle. 

Kibara 91 miles north-west of Cannonore. An old temple. 

KuiiBiMAsroALAM;--24 miles north of Cannanore. In the hamlet of Kunnaravati Ramandali is an 
old temple. 

KuifjAiiANGALAM ; — See ITourt D’Em. 

XuBOTiATTC’R j — 12 mlles north-north-east of Caononore. (TTurmlaiNr.) An old temple in ruins. 

KcmYATTCR; — 12 ^es north-east of Cannanore. (Kiifiafiir.) In the gate of the temple is a 
stone hearing an inscription not as yet read, in characters stated to be ” unknown.” There is another 
similar one in the PaTannur temple. There are two dolmens here, and a rock-cut cave. In Chempalasi 
hamlet is another rock-cut cave. 

XnrriYERi 15 miles north of Cannanore. {Kttthiary.) In the hamlet of Talavil is a rock-cut 
sepulchre similar to that at Taliparamha (g.v.) It was open^ by Sir. Loc»an, C.S. At the hamlet of 
Tirairi is a small excavation in the rock jost above the water line of a hathing-tank. 

Kutiue ; — 20 miles north of Cannanore. In the hamlet of Vanappula is a cave like that at 
Taliparamha 

SIadai ; — 13J miles no^-north-west of Cannanow. (Sfaudoy.) There is an old temple here. 
Also a mosque bearing an inscription in Arabic, commemorating its foimdation in Hijra 518 (AJ>. 
H24). There is another inscription stating that a tank was constructed by a Hindu. The grave 
of an Arab is shown, who died, flie nativ^ say, “ 1,000 years ago.” In the hamlet of Parangadi is an 
old tank known by the name of the ‘‘Jewish tank,” near which stands the old 'PIU palace (ITarco Polo^s 
Jleili, whence JiTount D Eli) of the Xolattin Bajas. The tank was probably constructed by a colony of 
Jews or “ "Yavanas. hladai is one of the most interesting localities in North h^lahar. 3Ir. Logan 
excavated two eavo sepulchres here like those at TUiparamha. 

Malapattam 13 miles north-east of Cannanore. (Mulhiputtam.) An old temple. ' Two rock-cut 
caves, one in the principal village, the other in the hamlet of Vettichsri.

In the hamlet of Tottikulam are three 
rock-cut caves said to be paved with bricks. 

Kjeue ; — 20 miles north-east of Tellicherry. (Kizhur.) In the Journal of the Asialic Societj/ of 
Bengal (XX, 382) mention is made of a find of lloman coins in “ Kilalur,” 24 miles from Tellicherry. 
Probably this is the village meant, but I have been unable to identify it exactly. 

Kottayam.— A large village 12 miles east of Cannanore, 7 miles north-east of Tellicherry. 
[Kotayem.) A large quantity of Roman gold coins were found here. They were discovered, buried 
underground, in a brass vessel. It has been stated that no fewer than five cooly-loads of gold coins 
were aU dug out of the same spot.” Many were melted down or taken by natives. The Maharaja of 
Travaneore procured several, and the following is a list of those now in his possession : —

On hill known as Ndlapai Ohala Kwnm is a stone having an.*ii^cription in Old 
Tamil on two sides. , It has not j’et been read. There is another on the dJpasfambha at the Gartapaii 
temple, and a third on a stone standing in the n<^h court of the Manyamma temple- In the hamlet 
of lutihganat are twelve dolmens, a menhir, and three carved stones. 

Moppainad 22 miles south-east of Manantoddy. {Moopyenadf Manantamddy.) In the hamlet of 
Muttil are twenty-two dohnena, and in Ching&ri two. 

PuTATi , — 10 miles east-south-east of Manantoddy. {Poodady, Monantairaddy.') In the Anmuh 
Ayyappan temple, on the east wall of the mandapam, is an inscription dated KA. 922 (Ad), 1746) in 
a mixture of four languages. There is a Conarese inscription on a stone which belonged to the Patiri 
temple, hut is now in the possession of Patiri Nanjaya Gaundan. In the hamlet of Pakkam is a menhir. 

Tirunelli Temple ; — 8 miles north of Manantoddy. {TxrttneUy Pagoda, Manantatcaddy.) There 
are some old copper-plate grants in this temple, said to be in the Vatteruttu character, and not yet 
deciphered.

ANDtJLAiKoyDA 14 miles east of Badagara. Buchanan gives, in his Jmimey (Tol H, p. 156), a 
shght historical sketch of this place. He styles it ** Andulay Konda in Pyurmalay as it is commonly 
called; but its proper name is said to be Eivurmalay, or the five hills.” 

Badaqasa; — 12 miles south-east of Tellicheny. {Wuddalunay.) There is an old ruined fort her© 

Chemprv ; — A. village attached to the French settlement of Mah^. There is an old temple here. 

Cheruvaitn-ur ; — 9 miles east by south of Badagara. {Chencanur.) In the Mullipad desham is a 
small Tock-cut cave not yet excavated. 

EnA^fiRi ; — 6 miles north-north-east of Badagara. {Ytddathairy.) On the eastern ride of the 
temple in the hamlet of Kolayamvelli are some inscriptions 

Eratiala ; — 6 miles north of Badagara. On the eastern side of the temple in the hamlet of Yelliku- 
langora ore some inscriptions. There is on old fort here also. 

iRiNCAinr&R ; — 8 miles north by east of Badagara. {Irugamr.) An old Biva temple fabled to 
have been founded by one of the Rishis. 

Karatat; — 18 miles south-east of Badagara. A small rock-cut cave in the Konikkallur desham. 
(Kfflohir.) An inscription on a granite rod at- the temple of Tiravai^aja. It is “illegible.” 

Eavunitara , — 12| miles south-east of Badagara, 3 miles west of the bungalow at iTatuvannfir. 
{Kaicaterrah, Neddareniir.) A ruined temple, deserted. Close to the temple, in the j'ard of a house is a 
stone with an inscription said to be “ illegible,” and there is another on one of the steps of the tank 
belonging to the temple. 

Kjraritur ; — 15 mfles south-south-east of Badagara. Two rock-cut caves. 

Kollam or KoYiLijroi ; — 13 miles south-south-east of Badagara. (Goilandy.") There is a mosque 
here of considerable antiqui^. On the edge of the bath attached to it is a granite slab, broken, bearing 
an inscription in Vatteruttu eharacters It is dated K.A. 684 (A.D. 1508). 

KuTTiPURAii ; — 12 miles e^t of BadagMa. An old fort and palace of the Poralattiri dynasty. 

Meppatcr ; — 10 miles east-south-east of Badagara. {Mapieitr ) In the grove attached to the 
Elavettara temple of Burgd are some “ sculptured images,” whether ancient or not I have not been 
able to ascertain. The mined Vaishnava temple at Irikkayil is ancient. A channel on the south side of 
the Slalamangalam temple is fabled to have been excavated by the Pandavas, and is said to contain treasure. 
In the hamlet of KAyalat are to he seen a dolmen and two menhirs, and in Kirappariyur are a dolmen 
and five menhirs. In Pampirikkunnu desham are two stone circles. Funeral urns of pottery have been 
foimd here. 

Muttunoal;— 3 miles north of Badagara An old temple. On a stone just outside the temple 
near the altar-stone, is an inscription, said to he **illepble.” ‘ * 
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pANANGip 18 1 miles east-soutli-east of Badagara. {Piinnakad.) A turned and deserted temple, 
on the eastern wall of the porch of which is an inscription in characters not know^o the people. It is 
two miles north of the 11th milestone on the road from Koyilondi to TamtasSri. There is an old ruined 
fort here. 

PojjMEEi ; — 6 miles north-east of Badagara. In the Siva temple is an ancient inscription on a 
broken slab “ in unknown characters.” The temple is very old. It was destroyed by Tipu’s soldiers. 

TrauvANGUK 18 miles south-south-east of Badagara, 7J miles north of the CoUectoris Office at 
Calicut. A mosque here is said to be 400 years old, but it has been lately repaired. 

ValiSebikota ; — 15 miles north-north-east of Calicut. {WallyeherTy.) There is an old temple here. 

ViTYUB 10 miles south of Badagara. ( IFryttr.) In the MaralOr temple there is an inscription: 
There is another in the Pattalayini temple ; and one in the deserted temple of Talayil.

AnsaSehi ; — 8 miles north of Calicut. {Anaeheri/.) In Kantanur desham are two rock-cut caves. 
In Kannankara desham three menhirs and a stone circle. 

Bevpoue 5— Terminus of the Madras Rtulway on the Western Coast, seven miles south of Calicut. 
The old fort here is deacrihedby Captain Newhold in the Journal of Ihe Amiie Society of Bengal (XIT, 781). 
In PilanjannOr, in Emad Taluk but close to Beypore, in the hamlet of Chaliyam {GhaUum) is a mosque, 
in the south wall of which has been inserted a marble slab bearing an Arabic inscnption to the memory 
of one ’All Abdu’lla who died Eijra 720, K. A. 478 (A.D. 1302). In Natuvat^sm are seven stone statues. 
The Portuguese fort at Chaliyam was captured by the Zamorin in 1570, and its commander, De Castro, 
was beheaded by his government for cowardice. 

Oalictut Head-quarters of the district. The ancient capital of the Zamorin. This was the first 
landing-nlace of the Portuguese in India- Vasco da Gamaarrived herein 1498, Cabral in 1600. Cabral 
catmonaued the place in 1500, and Vasco da Qama assaulted it in 1502. Soarez bombarded Calicut in 
1504, and Albuquerque unsuccessfully attacked it in 1510. There was a fort to be seen at one time, but 
in AD. 1846 nothing remained of it but “ a ruined doorway, the trace of a fosse and counter-scorn some 
mounds marking the southern gateway, and the site of a few bastions.” (Captain Newbold in the journal 
of the Asiatic Soekty of Bengal AV, 224.) These have all now disappeared, Zamorin^s palace and an 
old temple are to oe seen in the euburb of Timv&lahgad. In 1616 on English factory was established. 
It was e^elled by the Dutch 1664, and re-estohliahed in 1668, espelled by Haidar 'All in 1779, and 
restored in 1784. Tipu ceded the whole country in 1792. (Dr. Oppert’s ffistorical Tables in the Madras 
Journal for 1879, p. 107.* Buchanan gives a ^gbt sketch of its early history in his Jotmtey, Vol. H, 
p. 139.) 

Mr. Logan, C.S., residing at East Hill, is in possession of a granite slab with an inscription in 
Vatleruttu character?, which has been translated by Dr. (jundert. It is a deed conferring privileges on 
the “ six hundred ” in the reign of Ramar, ruler of Kerala. Dated in “ the fourth year opposite the 
fourth year,” the meaning of which has yet to he explained. Dr. Burnell («5o«/A ladian Palteography, 
p. 93, note 2) mentions having seen in the Collector’s Office at Calicut a grant on a silver plate which 
had been executed at Cochin. 

In the hamlet of Hagaram in the Mach-chinda mosque ” is a slab let into the wall having an 
inscription in Arabic, Canarese, and “ another language.” It is much injured by time and weather. 
Fryer in his Trateh (p. 54) gives an account of Calicut as it was about the year 1673 or 1674. 

Cjievayur; — Smiles north-east of Calicut. { fJhomyur.'S A sepnlehral roek-cnt cave has lately 
wen discovered, shaped, from the description given, very like others t^ady found in the district. (See 
uie introductory notice to this District.) An erect “pillar” was found in themiddJeof the main chamber. 
The hole at the top of the cave was covered by a rock whi<h hid it from sight. Several pots and other 
articles were found in it, which are now in the possesrion of the HuxQr Shemtadar, and parts of a sword. 

Edak-ad 5—5 miles north of Calicut. (J?(f<tal*ad.) Three old temples. 

‘ _ Elatub 7 miles north by yeat of Calicut, on the sea. {Ellatur.) Two old temples, deserted and

hamlet of Koltal, 4 ; and m Kayilamatham, 1. Kiey are all surrounded by stone circles. 
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KiiimPAP.AMBA, ; — 11 miles east of Calicui lii the hamlet of I&lpalli CKalpullt/) is^ a iopxkal or 
umhrella-stone. In Atupatu (Addtwat) is a menhir. In llapOr, another. In Palangat is a rock-cut 
cave. 

Kerakot ; — 15 miles north-east of Calicut. In the Koripuram temple in the hamlet of Payipala^Sri 
is an inscription in Old Tamil on a slab. It is not yet read, 

Koduvalli 16 miles ec^t-north-eaat of Calicut. In the desham of Chorgotur, in the temple, is a 
granite slab Tvith an inscription in Old Tamil. It is not yet read. There is a menhir here. In Uanapuram 
IS another, and in the temple at that place there is ano^er inscription in Old Tamil on a granite slab. 

Kov^mK ; — 5 miles east by north of Calicut. (Cotccdr.) In the hamlet of Velliparamba a cave was 
fo\ind ten years ago in the backyard of a private bouse. It was opened, but was closed again and bricked 
up as the houseowner was frightened of misfortune befalling bis family. 

Padikhattumuri 6| miles north of Calicut. Mr. Logan excavated a number of very interesting 
rock-cut cells here, and exhumed a quantity of pottery. TTi« acoount of the place is publish^ in Volume 
Vm of the Indian AnUqtiari/, p, 309, with two plates of engravings. The articles found were sent to 
the Madras Museum. 

Pdtur ; — 121 miles east-north-east of Calicut In the temple in the desham of Chokfir there is an 
inscnbed granite slab with an Old Tamil inscription. In the hamlet of Ketayontur is a dohnen and a 
rock-cut cave. In ChokkOr is a menhir. 

Talukoi-atur ; — 8 miles north of Calicut. (TuUacotalur.) An old temple, with an “ illegihle ” 
inscription on a stone. In the village of Palora in this nmsham is another old temple. 

TiucvAtAifOAD j— 2 nules east of the mmn town of Calicut. The Zamorin’s palace and the 
temple close by are worthy of a visit. Parts of the latter axe said to be ancient. The newly-erected gate- 
way is interesting as being in precisely the style in which the Joinas erected their basUs at M(ldab\drt, &c. 
The temple is said to contain many ancient s^ptures. 

VALATANin 2 miles east-south-east of Calicut. {WvHtanad.) In the deshom of Konneriia a rock- 
cut cave, now filled up. 

ViRAKAL ; — 3 miles north of Calicut, near tho Collector’s Cutcherry. {Warahtl.) An old temple 
of Bhagataii, in which it is fabled that the imogo was placed by Barain Rama with his own hands

Ahiiuilaai ; — 5 miles east of Beypore, 18 miles west-north-west of Manj§ri. (Airgellum ) In the 
hamlet of VelUpuram is an inscription on the pavement of the Pariyapurom temple 

Arindilah ; — 20 miles west of Mauj^ri. In Korinkallaye desham are six dolmens and two 
menhirs. 

Charaye ; — 7 miles south-east of Nilambur, 15 miles east-north-east of Manjeri. Near this village, 
on the northern hank of the Kudarapura river, is a large group of dolmens with circles of stones. 
They lie in the midst of thick forest 

Cherokavu ; — 14 miles west-north-west of Manjeri. {Cherukxcah,) In the hamlet of Chevayur 
are two rude stone circles and a broken statue. 

iNDiANiruE ; — 2 miles south of Beypore On a stone in front of the Siva temple is an inscription. 

Irdvetti ; — miles north by west of Manjeri. {Immtttty.) In the TJkhrapuram desham is an 
inscribed stone- At the entrance of the MsUd^ is a stone with a Tamil inscription dated ILA 825 
(A U. 1649). There are several other inscriptions of the same year on isolated stones. In the same 
desham are two dolmens and a menhir. 

iRTmruEi ; — 2 miles south-west of Manjeri. {Irremboohj.) A rock-cut cave and two dolmens 
In the Narukarai desham are two other dolmens. 

KApALTJKni ; — 3^ miles south of Beypore. {Kuddulhoondif.) Dr. Burnell suggests — and Colonel Yule 
{Smith's Ancient Aitas, p. 23) quotes the suggestion approvingly— that possibly this place may be 
the Tyndis of Ptolemy. “ The composition of Raddt and Tundi makes Eadalundi by Tamil rules.” 
KadaUtundi means “the raised ground by the sea.** 
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Kannamanoalam 10 miles west o£ Maaieri. - Intte Clierar desham are five menhirs. In Kilinik.' 
kottai three dolmens and a menhir. In the prmdpal ullage six menhirs and two rock-cut caves. 

Kakakunno 7 miles north-west of Manjeri. {Karakun.) Thero are a number of dolmens hero. 

Karap,— 16 miles west-north-west of ManjSri. {Karad.) In the Puttukottai desham are three rude 
stone monuments very imperfectly described by my correspondent. Two of them would seem to be 
topikal. In Karad dedram are a dolmen and a menhir. 

Eabeppuii;— 14 miles west of ilanj^. [Kurupur.) In tho Netungottumad desham is* a broken 
statue ; in the Yellar desham two rude stone circles and a rock-cut cave ; and in ChSra a menhir. 

Kodcvatur ; — 14 miles west-south-west of ManjAri. {Koodoicyoor.) In the Koduviyilr desham 
are fifteen topikals, and two other rude stone monuments badly described by my correspondent. In 
llminur desbam are two it^ikak. 

HAif JEBi. — The taluk head-quarters, 26 miles east-south-east of Calicut. (^Tanjary.) Thero are some 
large dolmens here. (Colonel Congreve in the Madrttt^Journal, Yol. XXTT, p. 207.) In the east wall of 
the Muttrukunna temple is an inscription dated K.A. 827 (A.D. lG51)_statiDg that liana Vikrama 
built a matham. There is another near a well to the north dated K.A. 833 (A.D. 1657), by the 
same man. The Tahsildar describes the rude stone monuments thus : — In llonjeri desbam, four 
dolmens, four menhirs, four rock-cut caves ; in Kottuppatta, five dolmens, two menhirs, three stone circles, 
three rock-out caves ; in Anakayam desham, three dolmens, three menhirs, and three caves. 

Mannur ; — 3 miles east of Beypore. (iif«nnoor.) An inscription on the south side of the floor of 
the temple. Two rock-cut caves. 

IIelmuri ; — 4 miles west-south-west of ITaSjCri. (Mri/moory.) A dolmen and a stone circle. 

Nailu’e j — 18 J miles west-north-west of Mafijeri, 4 miles east of Beypore. (A^u/Zoar.) Two dolmens 
and a rook-out cave. 

NARAUKARimAisopAt 4 miles south-east of Beypore. An ancient temple of Hanum&n. 

NiLAUBtJR 5—30 miles east of Calicut, 14 miles north-nortb-eost of llanjcri. (AV/imioor,)^ There 
is an “ inscription on a block of gnei'w rock in the Cherupuxa river, about 1 J miles below the jxmetion 
with the Karimpura, known as £/iu KaUn and used to determine the bounda^ between two jei^es.’' 
The stone is in the middle of a forest, far from any habitation, and the inscription is only visible in 
extremely d:^ weather, being below the or^aiy low-water level. A copy.has been sent me which shows 
that it consists of only about. five letters, each a foot high, but I can make nothing of it. In tlj® 
Amarapullam desham of this village are twenty-one dolmens, eighty-four menhirs, and twenty-one rock- 
cut caves ; in Nilimbur desham, two dolmens, eight menhiro, and two rock-cut caves ; in Kappin, a 
dolmen and a rock-cut cave ; in Nannampra, a rock-cut cave and two topihaU. 

Paraxjakur 5 — 20 miles west of Manjeri. A rock -cut cave. * 

PoiTMALA ; — 10 miles south-south-west of Maujeri. {^Penmnlla^ Three dolmens. 

PcLiYAKon ; — 8 miles north-west of MaSjeri. (^PulUacede.) Five dolmens, a menhir, and two 
rock-cut caves. 

TiRUKKALASGop 5 — 5 nules north of hlanjcri. {TircuUuneohtr^ There is a Yatteruttu inscription 
on a granite slab at the edge of a well. Five dolmens. 

TiRTOnLijr 14 miles west-south-west of Manjeri. {Tticolum.) In the Kakat desham is an old 
Siva temple in ruins. The Tirukulam Siva temple is old, too. There is a fort here which was occupied 
by Tipu. Two “ umbrella-stones ” {topilaf), and two aucient rock-cut tombs axe to be seen here.

Aciuporam, in the Uslmuri Amsham miles north of Kuttipuram (Ct>ofipo(jraw)^^^®7 Station, 
14 miles north-east of Ponini. On the east dde of the aan4apam of a temple is an inscription of the 
sixteenth century (?) in Malayilam characters. 

Aiansod ; — 8 miles south-east of PonOni. A stone circle. 

Akakabai ; — 8 miles north-east of Ponini. Three miles south-east of the Kuttipuram {CooU- 
pooram) Railway Station. Four rock-cat cares. There is on inscription on the floor of the temple on 
the southern side, said to he in “ unknown characters.’’ 

AbantavYr; — 9 miles north-north-east of Ponini. {Undaicoor.) Three menhirs. 

Ankakkaba ; ■— 25 miles south-eouth-east of Ponani. Two menhirs, a dolmen, and a rock-cut cave. 

Atavanad ; — 14 miles north-east of Ponani. Four menhirs and twelve rock-cut taves. 

CkalaSSehi j — 12 miles east of Ponini. Two ancient Syrian churches. 

Chasubavattam ; — 2 miles north of Ponani. An old temple of Ayyappan. 

Cuavakad; — 15 miles south-south-east of Ponani. {Choickaad.) There is an inscription here in 
Roman characters on a gramte slah. My informant is unable to name tbe language. 

CnEKKopu 9 miles east of Ponani. (Ohakode.) A rock-cut cave. 

CiiET^’Ai ; — 19 miles south of Ponani, 60 miles north of Cochin. {ChaUcye.) There is an old fort 
here, huilt by the Dutch, hut little remains of it. The place was an English Settlement in A.D. 1716. 
It was seized by the Duteb in 1717, but was taken from them hy Haidar in 1776. The Enelish took it 
from Haidar in 1790. 

GuBUviY0R;--16 miles south-south-east of Ponani. An ancient temple of Krishm, one of the finest 
in Malabar. It contains some excellent sculptures and has some fine gopuras. 

KAnuANASi ; — 10 miles north-cast of Ponani. Two menhirs and five stone circles. 

IvAPruB ; — 12 miles oast of PonSni. A stone drcle. ' 

. , KATTArPAEum 14 miles north-east of Pon&nl. Thirty-six topikaU, two menhirs, and two stone 
nrcles. j t- t 
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KELADiSvARAPOBAM ; — 12 Bulcs Dorth of Ponani, 2 iniles south of TdnQr Railway Station. An 
ancient Siva temple. 

Klaki ; — 12 miles north-north-east of Ponini. In the Kliri desham are two stone circles, and in 
Karuhka two more. In ValavinQr ( arc two dolmens, a menhir, two stone circles, and two 

rock- cut caves. 

Kod^k.vl; — 14 miles north-east of PonAni, 6 miles north-east of TirOr Railway Station. (See 
Tripurakgod.) There are some rock-cut hurying-plaoos at Chc^avarapQr, half a mile from Kodiial, 
They are similar to those found at Padinittamuri in the Calicut Taluk. 

Kumarakai.i.'or 10 miles cast of PonAni. A menhir and a stone circle. 

Mflsiuri 15 miles north-east of PonAoi. In Karakkat dcsham ore ten stone circles and a rock- 
cut cave 

MullaSeri;— 25 miles south of PonAni. On a granite slab attached to the western wall of the 
ParambatAli temple is an inscription in Valteruttu characters. There are three dolmens, two menhirs, 
and a rock-cut cave within the limits of this village 

Naqaba^Seri 14 miles east-south-east of PonAni A dolmen and ton topilaU or umbrella-stones 

Nir.\mardttub ; — 9 miles north by west of PonAni. {Nurroomurrydoorah.) Three miles west of 
“ Txroor ” Railway Station. Two topikah. 

Olur;— 13 miles north of Ponini, 3 miles north of '‘Tiroor” Railway Station. {Oloor.) A 
dolmen, a stone circle, and a rook-cut cave. 

Palitporam; — 30 miles south-east of PonAni. {Pallipoormn}.) A menhir. 

Pabutur j — 14 miles east-north-east of PonAni. A stone circle. 

Puknayur; — 9 J miles east-north-east of Ponini, 2J miles south-east of Kut^uram {Cootipooram) 
Railway Station. (Punnyoor.) An old tcmplo of Vishnu, in which is an injured Tatteruttuinscription. 

Sukapurau, in Vattakulam Amsham 7 miles east of Ponini, 6 miles from Kuttipuram {CocUpoo- 
wni) Railway Stotion. On a stone in the floor of an out-building attached to the DakahtnSmMi temple 
is §n inscription, said to bo in “ unknown characters *' 

TiwXi-n'B ; — 12 miles north of Ponini, 3 miles north-west of ** Tiroor Railway Station, on the Rail- 
•nay. (Tanrutloor.) A rock-cut cave. 

Tavanub (Tanflr) ;-*-13 miles north of Ponini, on the sea, 2 miles •west of " Tonoor ” Railn ay Station. 
(Tannoor.) There are four stone circles hero. Iyer’s account of his visit to this port in the seventeenth 
< entory is intcrosting and amusing. (FYifer’s Traceh, 60-54.) Colonel Yule {Smlh's Ancient Alina, 
p 23) thinks that Tavanur may possibly l» the Ttjndvt of Ptolemy. 

TibukkandiyOr ; — 2 miles south of Tirur Railway Station. An ancient temple of 6iva. 

Tibunavart This is close to the ^way at the 382nd mile from Madras, about half-way between 
Kuttipuram and Txrur Stations. Here is a bund across some fields, where in old days some Woody 
ceremonies used to take place at the enthronement of the kings every twelve years. The last is said to 
have occurred 180 years ago. Near the road from Kodakal to Kuttipuram, and about 20 yards from the 
spot where the king used to stand during the ceremonies, is a rook-out oave. Close here are the remains 
of what is called an old powder magazine There is an old temple in the village dedicated to Rama. 

Tirctala ; — 14 miles east of PonAni. {Trdaia.) An ancient temple lately repaired. During the 
repairs a copper-plate was discovered hearing on inscription. It is now m the temple. 

TiRUVANcniKOLAM J — 10 miles east of Ponftni, An ancient temple of Siva. 

Tobiyur ; — 7 miles south of PonAuL An ancient Syrian Church. 

Tripurangod ; — 5 miles south of Tirur Railway Station and 5 miles north-north-east of Ponani. 
(Tupnrumgote.) An ancient Siva temple. There isan*' umbrella-stone {toptkal) on a hill a mile west of the 
Christian village of Kodakal (which is said to bo named from the stone), on the road from Padayangadi 
to Kodakal. There is another on the road from Kodakal to Parapari, and a third “ near the Brahman priests’ 
seminary opposite Tirunavai and half a nrile from Kodakal on the other side of the PonAni river.” On 
the Tripurangod temple are some inscriptions whioh cannot now he deciphered. There is one in Tatterut- 
hi in the old Gopdiakriahna temple. 

Vadakkupdram ; — 14 miles north-east of Ponani. Eighteen dolmens.

Historically Codiiii goes with Halahar, and» eo far as we yet know, there is nothing which need be 
separately chromeled regarding State, for it is practically impossible at present to compile^ a con- 
nected narrative of the history of the Cochin Itajas. The intx^uctory notice to the Malahar District list, 
and the historical note in Volume II of this pahUcation will suffice for a general outline of its chronology. 
Out information is extremely meagre, and it is to be hoped that some day it will he considerably extendi 
For special references on Gocoin the undennentioned works may be consulted, but they mtist not be 
depended upon for historical accuracy: — Dr. Day’s" Lnnd 0 / Ihe Pei-mnuls, or Cochin, its Past and Present,"

Cochin.— Little seems to be known of tins place previous to its becoming the residence of early 
Jewish and European settlers. It was occupied oy the Portuguese, who built a factoiy here in 1505. 
This was CahraVp work. Albuquerque landed here in 1603, and built a fort by permission of the Raja. 
Some hard fighting with the Zamorin took place here in 1501. In 1511 the head-quarters of the Portu- 
guese in India were transferred by Albuquerque to Goa, but the fort of Cochin remained in their posses- 
sion till it fell into the hands of the Dutch. The Dnt^ built a second fort here after the cession of the 
place by the Portuguese in A,D 1663. Cochin was surrendered to the English by Tipuin A.D. 1795. 

There are the ruins of an old church (? of Santa Cruz) in what is now the Municipal garden. It was 
converted into a cathedral in 1557. In the bardnrater near the blaster Attendant’e jetty are to be seen 
fragments of " stone pillars, archways, &c." according to one of my correspondents. The mins of the 
foundations of the Portuguese fort built by Albuquerque ore still traceable mong the sea face. 

Vasco da Gama, it is said, lies buried in the chancel of the church, formerly Carmelite, but now 
Protestant, at Cochin. A broken slab, sculptured, has the words " Vaseo dn — and this would naturally 
he concluded to he his tombstone, were not the coat of arms carved above tbo epitaph different from that 

S 'ven by Correa in his " Lendas da India ” {Frontispiece, SaXhyt Edit.) as the armorial bearings of the 
a Gama family. 

At Cochin is to be seen, in the possession of one of the elders of the Jewish ^magogue, the original 
copper-plate deed by winch, in theeighth century at latest (according to Dr. Burnell), the Jews obtained 
lon^ at Cranganore.^ The deed testifies to the grant by PArkoran Iravivanmar ” to Joseph or Xusuf 
Rabban of the village of Ansuvaonam. In oonnection with tbia subject Dr. Burnell’s Paper in the Indian 
Antiquary (H, 273) on Pahlavi inscriptions will be found valuable. The Jewish ^magogue in the 
suburb of llatanjeri is an interesting old building. The flooring consists of neatly iT^lnid porcelain, and 
time is regulated by a dock about 200 years old. 

On the west side of the Sub-Court in Cocbin, within the compound, are to be seen two broken stones 
with an inscription. Many dabs hearing iuscriptiona are utilized in the town for crossing the ride- 
drains into private houses.^ One with a Portuguese inscriptioa is to he seen in Prince’s Street, another, 
with a Dutch inscription, in Ridsdale Boad- 

Kaxap ; — 16 miles north-west of IMsur, A rock-cut cave with pillars. 

KunASoALUE {Cranqanore ) ; — 16 nulw north of Cochin. One of the early European settlements- 
Cranganore, or rather Muyirikodu, is identified with the Maztris of the early geographers ; and it would 
seem that according to the Peutingerian Tables, there was a temple of Au^^nstus and a garrison of two 
Roman cohorts of 1,200 soldiers at this place. (Asiafie Researches X, 10%. Colonel Yule’s Paper in 
Smith 8 Ancient Atlas, p. 23.) The J e^ra settled here in very early times, and the copper-plate document 
by which they obtained land for their colony is still in existence in possession of one of their elders at Cochin. 
Sankaracharya, the great ^va Reformer of the seventh century, was bom near here. There is an 
inscription near the temple. A Portuguese tomb of a lady who died in A-D. 1551 has just been dis- 
covered here, j

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Nedumpaka Talli Templb (Tin;); — 16 miles north of Tri5Qr, 4 miles from Pattamhi Bailway

Paral; — 5 miles south by ^vest of TriiOr. (Pfluraaf, Trichooicapayroor.) On a rock, here, is an 
inscription with some large footprints cut in bas*Tolicf, and other scnlptuxo. 

Pattikad ; — 8 miles east-north-oast of 14 miles south by cast of ** Shoranore” Railway 

Station. {Pulltcaad, Tncfioowapayroor.) In tho forest near hero are several temples entirely deserted, hut 
solidly biult of granite. The locality is now uninhabited. There aro a number of dolmens here, in which 
pottery and beads aro to bo found. The natives aro getting over their superstitious fears, and are 
removing tho slabs, or splitting them up for use. 

PoNiiinivA; — 15 miles fromTrisOr. An old temple and a dolmen. 

TinuKUR ; — C miles south-west of TriSar. {THlloort Trichooimpayroor ) A temple in a cave. 

Tirdvilvam^lai ; — 1 mile from tho “ Luckady ” Railway Station. An important temple and some 
rock-cut caves, which require careful examination. 

TbtSur, or TriSuva Percr; — 40 miles north of Cochin, 24 miles north of Cranganore. {Tnehoo^ 
tcapayroor.) A very large and ancient temple. 
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TRAYANCORE. 


This is the southernmost of the divisions of the Western Coast. It formed part of the old kingdom 
of Kerala, and its early history is substantially the same as that of Malabar (y.ri) and Canura.^ In later 
years the Kaja (now Maharija) of Travancoro greatly strengthened his jiosition, and acquired’ more 
power than any of the rulers on the coast, at one time extending his territories eastwards into the Tinne- 
velly country. . . . 

The existence of the early Jewish and Christian settlements on this coast has given nse to much anti- 
quarian speculation and controversy, and their interesting copper-plate documents have 'been repeatedly 
examined and described. The following references will he found useful : —

In the Indian Antiquanjy ^ 60, will he found an interesting Paper extracted from the “ General 
Report of the Great Trigonometrical Survey of India” for 1873-74, on some wild people who lire amongst 
the ViHl jungles of the Western Ghats on the south-west of the Palni Hills. A general account of the 
Travancore hill-trihes, followed by a dissertation on the manners and customs of the inhabitants of the 
State, will he found in the Madim Journal for 1834 (Vol. I, p. 1). 

Colonel Yule, in Sinith'i Ancient Atlas (p. 23), commenting on the geography of classical authors, 
mentions the ” Paraha'* which, according to tne Periplut^ was the name of a region extending from a point 
a few miles south of Quilon to Cape Comorin, and writes, “ this is no doubt Purali, an old name of 
Travancore, from which the Rija has a title PuratiSan, ‘ Lord of Purali.' ” 


AgastyeSvabam ; — Head-quarters of a taluk, 48 miles south-east of Trivandrum, 3J miles from 
Cape Comorin. {Agusfeshucr.) There are a number of inscriptions here, nil said to be in 'Tamil, Iliey 
are to be seen on the pillars round the ebrino at Kanpd Kvmdn (the town and temple at Cape Comorin), 
on two pillars of the portico of the temple of Edit VtScandf/ui, on a stone on the inner pavement of the 
same temple, on the stones and beams of the eastern gate, on n stone outside the matham south of Borkaritk- 
kulam, on a stone in front of the Slluputtiir Thani, on the south side of the outer wall of the Siva temple 
at AgastyeSvaram, and on 40 stones at the portico of the temple of KukandthSkam. (Por a note on Capo 
Comorin, see Ind. Ant. IV, 317.) 

AifANTArcRAJi ; — in the TOvalaiTaluk.G miles north by west of Tbvfilai, 38 miles east-south-east of 
Trivandrum. {Annaniaicaram.') On a rock in the temple of Kadukam 'Tirutciigada Permml is an 
“illegible ” Tamil inscription, and there is another at the Pillaiydr Kdcil in Panantora Vilakkam. 

Anjengo {Anehingal) ; — A sea-port 19 miles north of Trivandrum. It b situated on a small strip 
of land retained by the British Government, and b surrounded on all sides by Travancore territory. 
The first English settlement here was in A.D. 1694, when the fort was built. 'The earliest tombstone 
in the cemetery is that raised over the grave of the wife of the commander of the fort in A.D. 1704. 

. Aragitapaotyapuram; — I n the TovaliuTaluk,6J miles north-west of Tovalai, 36 miles eiost-south- 
east of Trivandrum. ( Ulhja Pandereram^ On a rock called Knrwanatattn is an iuscription in “ unreadable 
characters.” There are nine Tamil inscriptions in the following places, all declared to he “ Rlegible — 

(1.) On the pavement of the -irflpiyanflniW temple. 

(2.1 On the wall of the shrine m the temple of Tirutengadatappa. 

On a stone near the doorway of the templo of Ankara Vinayaka, <

There is an 
old Syrian church here, in which is a granite dab at the ba<i of a side-altar with a cross in bas-relief on it, 
and round the ar^ed top a short sentence in Pahlavi characters, at its foot being a few words in Syriac. 
There is a similar, but older, tablet built into the wall which hears a Pahlavi inscription. {Indian Anti- 
quary II, 273.) • The remains of a very old fort are to he seen close by, belonging to a Eaja whose family 
still reside in the neighbourhood. They are stated to be in possession of some old documents. At 
Eottayam, in the possession of the elders of the Syrian Church, are to be seen the two copper-plate grants 
by wMch the early Nestorian Christians obtained their permanent footing in Southern India. By the 
earlier of these, dated in A.D. 774, Perumai Vira Raghava grants the village of Monigramam to Iravi 
Korttan of Kodungalur_(Cranganore). By the later, Maruvan Sapir Iso grants some land to a church and 
constitutes the Jews at Ansuvannam and the Syrians at Mnmgrlmam protectors of it. This dates from 
about the ninth century A.D.

Copies of these have been sent me, hut 
they are not satbfactoiy. As far as I can Judge the characters are similar to those at Kaluqoialai 
in me Tinnevelly Dbtrict.

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THE TRICHINOPOIiT DISTRICT. 

The District of Triohinopoly lies just at the junction of the territories of the three old peninsola 
kingdoms of the Pandiyans, the Cholas, and the Kohgu (or Chera ?) dynasty. To the east lay the 
country of the Cholas,' to the south that of the Pandiyans, whUe the Kohgu kings ruled over the tracts to 
the north-rrest and the Pallava kings of the Kunimhars probably quarrelled with the Cholas over the 
sovereignty of the forests and bills to the north and north-east. Native tradition places the boundary 
of the three chief kingdoms at the extreme west of the district, along the banks of the river Karaipottanar, 
or Kanivattar, which falls into the i^veri at a point II miles east of Karur. An embankment 
is said to mark tbe frontier-line, and the name of the river, wMch signifies “ the river of the boundary,” 
is pointed out as corroborative of the legend. Further, the residents on the south of the Kaveri, 
in the Kulitalai Taluk, show an embankment running southwards from a point exactly opposite the 
embouchure of the Karaipottanar, and state that that marked the boundary of the three kingdoms. 
Putting aside for the present all question as to the exact accuracy of this tradition, it is quite possible 
that the jiomt of contact may have been close to the KaraipottAnar at one period, though the frontier, in 
all probability, was perpetually changing. 

Until the numerous inscriptions in the Strict are carefully examined and reported on it will be 
tiseless to theorize too broadly, but I think there can be little doubt that, at least as early as the eleventh 
century, almost the whole district owed allegiance to the Cholas. We have yet to learn whether any 
portion of the south of the district waA under the Pantjiyans. The Cholas in that century seem to have 
had their capital at Gangaikondaiorapuram, the metropolis previous to this period having been at 
Uraiytlr. At present it is impossible to say when the change occurred and under what circumstances, 
for the whole history of Southern India previous to the tenth and eleventh century is hidden in the 
deepest obscurity. There was a kingdom with its capital at Uraiyur in PtolemVs time, and inscriptions 
of other dynasties farther north show that early times members of those families boasted of 
conquests over Chola kings, but for all practical purposes we must commence from the eleventh century, 
when the Cholas appear to have suddenly emerged from obscurity into the dignity of a powerful and 
mdely-extended kingdom. They conquered and entirely subdued the Pallavas of KancM, and the 
Kohgu kings of tbe central peninsula, while by an intermarriage with a Chalukyan princess of Vengl, 
their arms were extended northwards as far, at least, as the Godavari, perhaps as far as the borders of the 
then kingdom of the Gajapatis of Orissa. Their hold over a large portion of this fract was very preca- 
rious, and gradnally the kingdom fell to pieces. They were overthrown by the Kohgu kings in the 
^vcst, and by. the Gs^patis of Orohgal in the north, and their complete downfall was effected by a 
Mussulman invasion in A.D. 1310, and the conquest by the early sovereigns of Vijayanagar a few years 
later. A sketch of the Chola dynasty will be found in its proper place in Volume II. 

It is probable that tbe Cholas retained a firm hold over the whole of the lower basin of the Kaveri 
and Coleroon from a point near Karur to the sea, during the entire period of their existence as a 
sovereign power. Trichinopoly, or at least the most part of the district, owed perpetual allegiance to 
them. 

The Mus-sulman invasion of AD. 1310 opens up a new era in the history of the country. Mftlih 
K&fur was general of the Emperor of Delhi, and performed the duties assigned to liim with the utmost 
rigour. Ho subdued large portions of the peninsula, so that he and his successors, his roaster’s 
riceroys, held the country for 37 years, when they wore driven out, and the Vijayanagar kingdom 
gradually obtained universal dominion over the whole south of India, hfcanwhile, ho'VYever, there was 
u short interregnum in the Chola and Fandiya countries. Kampana Udaiyar, whom some assert to have 
b«n a general of the MaisOr chief, and some a commander sent from' the then infant sovereignty of 
A naj-ana^r, held the country for some wars, his famfly ruling from about A.D. 1305 to 1404. Mr. Moore 
{Ih^tncl Manual) thinks that Kampana Udaiyar “ did not extend his conquest to Tanjore, where the Cliola 
kings were then reigning.” There are several of his inscriptions, however, and those of his successor or 
Micceswrs at Conjoeveram (Ao/Tr/Jpi/nj). After the Utjaiyara it is probable that constant struggle* for 
wiTf^ignty took place between the Ndyakka adventurers from Vijayanagar, the legitimate chiefs of the 
Cfiola and PAndiyan dynasties, the chiefs of tlio MmsOr families, and the generals of the forces of Vijayn* 
nagar, tiU the anarchy was put an end to by Iho final triumph of the latter, when the whole country feU 
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xinder tho powerful Ytjayana^ar sovereignty of the sixteenth century In AD 1559 ViSvanatha 
Nayakha, on emissary from Vijayanagar, esteblished him^lf on the throne of thePindiyans, and created 
1 new dynasty, that of the Nayohkas of Madura, who held the Tnchinopoly District more or less firmly 
till tho Mussidmans finally ejected them in 1736 Perpetual fighting occurred during this period 
between the Nayahkas, the Tanjore Cholas (and after them the Mahratta dynasty of Tanjore), the 
ifaisur chiefs, and the Mussulmans , and the Tnihinopoly district was a constant scene of bloodshed 
and strife It is to Visvanatha that the town and rock of Tnchinopoly owes much of its present 
grandeur and importance 

For this penod I must refer readers to Mr Nelson’s Madura Manual and Mr Moore’s Tnehmopohj 
Manual The same nuthonties are sufficient for present purposes with reference to tho ensuing penod 
from 1736 to the present day It is enough hero to say that the country fell under the English finally 
in 1801 

A pedigree of the Pudukotlai family will be found in Volume 11 Unfortunately very little seems 
to be known regarding them 

There are very few rude stone monuments in the distnct, the absence of which seems to show the 
existence of a different race to that which inhabited the countrj to the west and north

pERivAMiiAPAXAiriM, — 14 miles north north-east of PeramhalOr (Pn lahial poUtam) Nearthis 
village close to where the high road crosses the Vollax n^r, is a Jama statue lymg neglected, almost 
covered with blown sand from the nver bed, only the head and shoulders hemg visible 

Raitjankudt, — 9| miles north north-east of Perambalur {Punjunguda ) The rums of an old fort 
There is said to have been an old Siva temple here m former days, but no trace of it now remams 

Valikondaporau , — 7 miles north north east of Perambalur ( Valcondah ) This place is said to 
have once been the seat of a Navab, and there are several remains to be seen of mosques and temples 
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There are also some old mosques in the hamlet of Vallapnram (VuUapooram). Mr. Walhouse describes 
the remains in Volume TV ol the Indian Antiquary (p. 272). There is a “square tank in a temple court 
that has a Jaina or Buddhist appearance, being surround^ with a curious low^ sunken cloister, the roof 
level with the ground.” At the principal villago is an old fort, now nearly obliterated, and two temples, 
in one of which is the tank mentioned above- At the other are some excellent sculptured pillars 
and other architectural features seriously injured by Haidar’s men. Opposite the fort is a masjid and a 
handsome black-marble tomb. The masjid seems, says Mr. Walhouse, to have been adapted from a Hindu 
temple as it contains “ Hindu pillars with faces smoothed and graven with Arabic inscriptions,” There is 
a beautiful Hindu mandapam close by, supported by slender elegant fluted pillars. This has heen 
appropriated by the Mussulmans, who have placed in it a carved granite tombstone, supported at the 
four comers by legs. 

Vengjuvur ; — 12^ miles north-north-west of Perambalor. ( Venganodr^ An old Siva temple highly 
sculptured and containing many inscriptions. 

Venkulam ; — 11 miles north-west of Perambalur. ( Venyahim^ A temple with a number of 
inscriptions.

Abiyal&b ; — The head-quarters of a Deputy Collector, 16 miles west-south-west of Udaiyarpalai- 
yam. {Arrinloor.) Two old temples of Siva and Vishnu. Two copper-plate grants, sent by the Dep^ 
Collector of thisplace, are noted as Nos. 169, HOof the list of copper-plate grants published in Volume 11. 

GAiiOAiKOXpASd^POiiAii {Gahonihandapnram, or OaitgS^ram) C| miles east of Jayamkonija* 
ASfopuram. {pmga^ondapHram.) This place was the capital of the Cholas in the eleventh centu^. 
There is an old and remarkable temple, here, boilt by them, now greatly ruined.* The vimina in the 
centre is surmounted by a tower 174 feet high. Bie enclosure measures 684 feet by 372 feet, and there 
are six gopuros. The gopura to the east was very fine, being entirely built of stone with the exeeprioa of 
the roof. All the lower part of the centre building is covered with inscriptions. The temple was probably 
the model from which the Tanjore temple was constnictei Bishop Caldwell thinks ^at it was “ one of 
the ^at, if not the greatest of, parent Hindu temples.” At one time the enclosure was strongly 
fortihed with batteries at the four comers, hut the walls were demolished by the Public Works Engineers 
some years ago and the stones used for the Coleroon anicut. 

The following list of inscriptions at Gangakondasorapuram is from a volume of Sir W. Elhot’s 
collection, kindly lent me by Mr. Foulkes 

(1.) On the Mahdmandapam, Grant by 68 chiefs in the fifth year of the reign of “ Ko Biija 
E^arivarmA UdaiyAr Sri Vira iiajAndra Devar,” i.c., the Chola sovereign who ruled from 
AD. 1004-1113. The grant, therefore, was made in AD. 1069. The Hug is said to 
have conquered the Vengi country. wife is mentioned, hut the words ore broken 
in the original. 

(2.) On the Madiamandapam. Grant in the twenty-third year of the same king, *>., A.D. 1087. 
Here, too, he is said to have conquered the Vehgl country. 

(3.) The original is very much defaced, and the translation given full of errors. It appears 
to record a number of victories. Madura is mentioued, and Ahava Malla, but in what 
connection cannot be made out. In all prolabiiity this is a grant of the same reign. 

(4.) Grant in the twenty-tlurd year of the reign of Ko Raja Kefiarivarma (A.D. 10S7). This 
is the Ilajendra of No. 1 . 

(5.) Grant by three chiefs in the rei^ of the same king. His queen’s name, TJlaha MurudufJaiyM, 
is mentioned. (See the Tanjore and Conjeoveram inscriptions.) The grant took place in 
his twenty-fourth year (A.D. 1088). 

(6.) Grant by the same lung, and in the same year. The king’s name and his queen’s aro given 
as before. 

(7 .) (Copied from an apparently much damaged inscription.) Grant bv the same king in his 
twenty-fifth year (t.c., A.D, 1090).

{Rartelaur Saiapilapooihoor). The name signifies “the river that marks the boundarj’,*’ and it is asserted 
by the natives that it was the boundary between the Chera, Chola, and Pindiyan kingdoms. An embank- 
ment carries theboimdary from the river southwards. (SeeTiRDKAMBiuvAR in the Kulitalai Taluk). 

MuiiBi,— The taluk head-quarters, 19 miles west by north of Trictinopoly. A very old 6iva temple 
on the banks of the KiverT. ilr. Walhouse, in the //irf/hn Atid^uari/ IT, 278, describes the old granite 
bridge here which spans a channel by the river ride. On the side of it is on inscription which, according to 
Mr. Walhouse’s doubtful rendering, states that the head of the channel was cut by Eing “Lorakkonin” 
in memory of KaiikAla Chola. 

NaOaitanali&r ; — 16 miles west of iluiiri. Sundara Il5mojya, a resident of this village, isia 
possession of an old copper-plate grant, in Nagaii characters. It is dated in §.§. 1572 (A_D. 1650). 

PalaitSe 28 miles east by north of Mnsiri and 2 J ■miles west of Tirupatlor ( Tripnthoor). An old 
Siva temple. In the field bearing the Survey Number 105 is a stone with an inscription dated S.8. 1540 
(A.D. 1624), recording a private grant of lands to the temple. 

TiP.uppA'rrUR ; — 24 miles east by north of Mnsiri. {Tripatoor.) An old Siva temple ■with many 
inscriptions. 

TiEOVEstoisATHAsuLAt l^ miles north-west of Musiri, on the banks of the Xaverl. ( Tritiiighyrniit- 
hij.) An old Siva temple, of small size, on a low bill. It is approached by a fliobt of 500 steps, 

Tdkaiyur; — 17 miles north-east of Musiri. (Toriore.) In the vicinity of Turaiyur is a small hill 
having ou its summit a Yishnu temple, which is elaborately sculptured.' In the middle of the irrigation 
tank “ there is a curious and picturesque building three stories high, in which the Zemindars used formerly 
to live for short periods when the tank was full of water. It is now out of repair and rapidly falling into 
ruins.” (Disirici Manual, 15.) 

Tedumalai 20^ miles east by north of Musiri. {TadamuUaj/.) An old 8iva temple ■with some 
inscriptions. In tiie cattle-stand of the village are three stones bearing inscriptions which the -villagers 
are unable to read. 

YtBKKVDi ;—17 miles north by eastoflfnSiri, and 6} miles -west-north-west of Turaiyur. (p^ra- 
goody.) An old Siva temple. In the field bearing Survey Number 310 is a stone with an inscription 
dated.S.8. 1634 (A.D. 1712), recording a private gift of lands to the temple.

diminishing m size as they approach the sanctuaiy, “a mistake which notlnng can redeem The 
6nrangam temple, if its pnnciple of design could bo reversed, would, Mr Tergusson thinks, be one of 
the finest temples m the south of India Another reason for disappointment is the poor condition in 
which a large extent of tho temple is kept Nevertheless, it is an interesting group of buildings, and 
imposing from its very size Tho stone carving is by no means so fine as that of the temples at Madura 
or Vellore 

There is an unfinished outer gopura of immense sise, wmoh, if completed, would have risen to tho 
height of 800 feet Only the lower member, however, is to be seen Tho jambs of the gate each of a 
single slab of granite, are more than 40 feet m height “Even as it is, it is one of the most impo«iDg 
masses in Southern India, and probably — perhaps because it never was qmte fimshed— it is m severe and 
good taste throughout ’ (dfr Fergttsson ) 
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A notice of the pnncipal car belon^g to the temple and used in processions Trill he found in 
Indian Antiquanj I, 322, and of tho temple jewels m the same publication 1, 131. Several of the oldest 
of the'e latter, which are striking in a rough barbaric way, were presented to tho temple by Tijaya 
llanga' Chokkanatha ^"ayakka of iladura (A.D. 1704-1731), husband of Minakshi, the last of the 

There are a rnunber of inscriptions on the walls of tho temple which should be examined, but I have 
no list of them. The principal chronicle is the Hatiga 2fdk4li»i/am. But the priests of the temple have 
in their possession a document wluch ought to be of real value, tho Mdhdlni^as of teniples being almost 
invariably an abstird jumble of mythdogi(»l fables. This is a chronicle called the Vantgu, which is 
said to giTO a list of all the priests of the temple, with details of temple management,- from the earliest 
times. 

TiRurrAiAiTCKAi ; — ^7 miles east-north-east of Trichinopoly. {Tirjyalatoray.) An old Sira temple 
with many inscriptions. 

TiEuniATTURAi, or Encwiirini miles wosl-north-west of Trichinopoly. Railway Station. 
(TVyj/fl/omy, Hlamanore.) A very old Siva temple. 

Tiruvau-vmbur 6 miles east by south of Tridrinopoly on tho Tanjore road. Railway Shatiou. 
(Tcrooceiuhoi-e.) A Siva temple situated picturesquely on n high rock. There are a number of insenp- 
tions on its walls. The place is also called EROMiiEivARaM. 

TiruvaJij — 6 miles north-north-west of Triclunopoly. (JV/nKcc.) An old Siva tetnplo with 
inscriptions. 

TiRVVEu..MLai ; — 10 miles north of Trichinopoly. (Trercthiy Paijo’h.) An old ^liva temple, highly 
sculptured, having an unfinished goprira. There is said to bo a rock-cut cave with pillars under the 
temple. 

TBiciiisoroLY {TirucIifitndpaUi) \ — Head-quarters of tie district. Chiefly noticeable for its remark- 
able rock and the group of temples and temple-buildings^ clustered on and around it. The prin- 
cipal temple on the roii is dedicated to Tdyt/mdnara>‘ ( Siva “ who became a mother, *’ from the 
facie of Siva haTung nourished an orphan). A fino flight of granite steps, covered by a granite loof 
and passing several galleries and pillared halls, leads from the foot of the ro^ most of the way to the 
lop. At the head of the first ffight of steps, a street runs completely round the rock by the side of 
which houses have been built. On emerging faom this on to tho open rock, the risitOT finds himself 
under a precipitous crag, on the summit of which is a shrine and mandapam. Eodc-cut steps lead up to 
this. Just under the crag last mentioned is a room' cut in the rock, in which is a long uiscnption not as 
yet deciphered. On the summit of the crag is a small temple of Uelhi Pilfait/dr, or " Qtmtsi of the 
Peak." In the 7«7y»maH<ir(jr temple are several inscriptions, but the Brahmans are veiy strict in thrir 
maintenance of fie hmits to which they wiff allow access to Europeans. Under the roci is a fine 
bathing-tank. The Nadar Shah mosque in tho town is an old one, and has a number of Persian 
inscriptions. The old fort of Trichinopoly measured about a mile by half a mile. The maps published 
in Orme’s histoiy' give an excellent idea of tho place in the middle of the last eentoiy. • 

At the suburb of Puttur is a carious Mussiuman institution evidently modelled on Hindu originals- 
It consists of n group of buildings, now greatly out of repair in a shady garden of trees. The land was 
granted hy l[^gamm.\l, the Nayakka Ruler of Madura (A.D. 16SS-1704) ; and the MuAimmaiians 
st'era to have tried to emulate the Hindus in several respects. Amongst others there is a tower, six 
stories lugh, covered in with a dome like the iikiiara of a temple. The outside walls are perfectly plain, 
but they are relieved by plaster pilasters and Saracenic arch-work. The cornices are all imitation 
Dravidian, having the double flexure in a highly exa^rated style. Some of the pillars of the porches 
and mandapams have the old bracket-capitals and look as if they really belonged to a Hindu temple. 
At one coruer, outside the surrounding waU, sits a stone lion looking like-the b^e of a pillar of tho 
“ Seven Pagodas ” type. 

Tho^ Navab’s mlaco under tho Trichinopoly rock is now very much altered. It was partly erected 
of materials taken from,Tirumala Nayakka’s splendid |^ace at ifadura, which Chokkanitha nitUefsly 
despoili^ (dforfum ilantnl, 1^0). Part has been restored, and is used for Govenunent buildings. Part 
IS in ruins. The room is shown in which, according to tradition, iran<mmmil of Sladura >vas starved 
to death. . 

Trichinopoly, named Shmk Hussmn, is in possession of a copper-plate grant of 
1*33) Nayakka dynasty, conferring some lands on a mosque. It is dated in ^6. 1C55 (A.D- 
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Tncbinopoly was probatlj a place of no historical importance previous to the last few centuries 
For its later history we have excellent materials m several well known works which treat of the Mussul- 
man period Mr L Moore’s histoncal chapter m the Jhsinet Manual give a valuable risurri of the 
subject He writes (page 126) “It would appear that, up to ViSvanatha’s reign TJraiyur was the 
capital of the country, and that he, if he did not found Tnchinopoly, at all events fortified and greatly 
enlarged it ” With this view I see no reason to differ The fort was strengthened hy Knshnappa alias 
Penya Virappa, and ViSianatha II 

Ueaiyue, or Wareioee, has the reputation of being the site of one of the olde«t cities m Southern 
India, it ha^xng been the ancient capital of the Gholas tefore they removed further east The Chola 
capital in the eleventh century seems to have been at Gangoikondasorapuram, or Gangondaram, in 
this district TJraiyur is the 'Opdovpa BavCk^tov X<apira-yo^ of Ptolemy, and was in existence before 
the commencement of our era The temple hero is proWbly very old m its mception, but none of the 
work now visible from the outride looks at all arcnaia 

There is an inscnption on a rook near TJraiyur, known os the Chohmparat which is said to record 
that a large treasure of gold hes huned in two caves under the rock Search, however, has proved 
fnutless 

TJeaiyuk , — see TRIcm^opoLT 

TJttakoxdIn , — Clo<!e to Tnchinopoly, the village from which the TJyyakondan irrigation channel 
(spelt by Orme TFeycondaA) takes its name At the head duice of the ahannel are two inscnptions, one 
of which is said to record repairs done to the channel after a breach, during the reign of Kulottimga Chola, 
800 years ago There is no douht that the channel is a very ancient work 

TJTiAKOKDiN TiRxnatAiN AxtUR, Otherwise called KaskdpimImai.ai , — 3 miles vest of Tnchinopoly 
An old Siva temple with many mscnptions 
Warbiobe ,—see Trichinopolt

PAEAYAiEVGAnAM , — SCC MahADANAPOEAM 

Pebiyappatxi , — 6 miles north-east of Manapparai Railway Station {PerrterpiiUff ) There is an 
old palace here called Kuppanar Malial, m rums 

Batkaoiri , — miles south south west of Kuhtalai {Retnagherrij ) A very old Siva temple on 
the top of a high hill The temple is highly scolptured and contains many mscnptions 

£p 1 VAYAN , — 5 miles south of Kuhtalai {Sevojam ) Mr Walhouse, m a paper pubhshed in the 
Indian Anliquari/ for 1875 (IV, 272), desenhes a remarkable sculpture on a rook 2 miles south of Kuhtalai 
m a plam It is a square entablatuie cut on the side of a very large and remarkable boulder The rock 
13 nearly 30 feet high and is shaped hke a pear, but it rests on its sroall end and is an astonishing 
object viewed from any side “ Mr Walhouse conndera the subject to be “Buddha seated with attendants 
on each side” thoughheis doubtful if it is not of Jamaon^ Mr Moore, who quotes the passage, thmks 
it 15 Buddha My impressionis that it is Jama, but the illustration is not given m sufficient detail to be 
depended upon Mr Moore states that this sculpture is situated withm the limits of Sxvayam, which is 
5 miles south of Kuhtalai There are two old Siva temples m the village, one of which is stnkingly 
situated on the summit of a lofty isolated rock The steps up to the latter were constructed, accordmt' to 
an inscription on the temple wall, m S S 1710 (A D 1788) ° 

SovDAKKA Parai , — 3 miles south of Knlitidai A native correspondent informs me that on a 
rock m this village are carved some Buddhist or Jam figures 
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. Tirukamboitarj — 13 miles west of KaUtaloi, ^ mile north of Kattalai "Railway Station, atid2J 
"miTes north of ilanava^i travellers' bungalow. There is a large-sized embankment here running from 
the river towards the south. Native tradition assetts that this was formerly the boundary between thS 
“ Chera, Ghola, and PAndiyan kingdoms.” There is also an old .riwman temple here. Itisa continuation 
of the Karai-pollan-aru river {q.v. ITusiri Taluk). 

Tibumukkudal ; — 17 miles west of Knlitalai, at the spot where the Amaravati river flows into the ’> 
Eavcii. A very old Siva temple with many inscriptions. 

Tocamalai (pronounced. Td/jawfl/fli); — 14 miles south of Kulitalai. {Togamulki/!) An old fort in 
ruins. 

Yettcvattalai } — 6 miles east-south-east of Eulitolai. There are three Jain statues here. 

THE STATE OF PUDHKOTTAI. 

Nautajialai 9 miles north by west of Pudukottai, 22 miles south of Trichinopoly. {NmitavmuUa.) 
On some low rooky hills here are some ancient rock-cut remains, on the west side of the road, consist- 
ing of caves, wdth pillar-supports to the roof, and other carvings. 
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THE TAIfJORE DISTRICT 

The Tanjore country seems to ha\e been entirely under the Cholas dunng the whole course of their 
supremacy, and the history of the distnct is substantially that of the Chola d^masty At present hardly 
anything is known of them prior to the end of the tenth or the beginning of the eleventh century, when 
there was a sudden and very material alteration in their condition, and they rose to a position of great 
eminence , hut that they held power centimes before that date is certam, though that power maj haie 
been circumscribed They are mentioned as a nation hy the Greek writers, their capital being in the 
second century A D at Uraiyur, near rnehinopoly The capital appears afterwards to have been 
several tunes changed and to have been guccessivoly at Kumbakonam, GangaikondaSorapuram, and 
Tanjore In Volume II will he found a sketch of the Chola dynasty, and it need not be repeated here 
It will be enough to say that at present everythmg is most confused and ^ague prior to the eleventh 
century j and that only for about five generations are matters really clear There appear to be a large 
number Of msonptions in the Chola countiy, few of which have been as yet examined, and it is to be 
hoped that by and by the subject will become less involved in difTicultj 

The Mussniman invasion in A.D 1310 by Mahk ICahir dealt a very sever© blow to the Chola 
sovereignty "Whether or not this in\ asion should be considered as a conquest is a question which may be 
considered at present not conclumely settled, but it is a fact that from that time the Cholas speedily 
declined, and not many years later it began to be overshadowed by the nsmg power of Vijayanngar 
Ihe penod which ensued seems to have been a stormy one, witnessing, as it probably did, a perpetual 
senes of struggles between the legitimate soverei^, the TJdaijar usurpers from the north (see under 
South Apcot), adventurers of YijaTanagar.andMusauIman chiefs , for the Vij ay on agar sovereignty was 
not universally acknowledged tdl the sixteenth century 

It 18 possible that this last great change was due to the cause to which it is ascribed by local 
tradition and manusenpts — a quarrel between flie Chola and Pandiyan lings, which resulted m the latter 
sending to Vijayanagar for aid VuraSekhara is given as the name of the Chola, and Chandrose^ara 
of the Pandiyan king Howeverthis may be, it is quite clearthat m the sixteenth centiuy the ^ayakka 
viceroys of Vijayanagar obtained a^ real power in the south for we hear httle or nothing of the 
Cholas after that date Nagama Nayakta and his great son, YiSvanatha Nayakka established them 
selves at Madura as independent chiefs, acknowledging (os did all his successors) the nominal sovereignty 
of Vijayanagar Tanjore was established as a separate vicoroyalty and held by four successive Nayakka 
chiefs— Sivappa, Achyutappa, Eaghundtha, and Viiavo Eagbara The tragic end of the latter is an 
oft-told tale amongst the natives He was attacked by the Madura Ndyakka and besieged in hia own 
fort, and when he found further defence hopeless, he blew up his palace, rushed with his son into the 
midst of the enemy’s troops and was killed, sword in hand This was m 1 674 One child was rescued, 
and he subsequently made an alhane© with the Mussulmans, who despatched an army headed by the 
Mahratta, Ekoji, to reduce Tanjore, and place the boy in possession of Im rights This was done but m 
two years Ekoji had ousted his prot4g4, proclaimed himself independent, and established a dynasty which 
lasted till 1799 , when — in the meantime sorely weakened by Muhammadan aggression and virfuaHy 
almost at its last gasp — the raj was handed over to the English, and has smee remained a province of the 
Empire 

Few or no remains of the rude-stone type, such as the dohneas and circles of the Kurumbar countiy, 
are to be found m the Tanjore District , and I have heard of no relics of Buddhism Jainism was at 
one penod nfe throughout the Chola country, and there are several remams extant to prove this, 
though in all probabDity most were destroyed in the fierce feuds that ensued between that religion and 
6aiva Brahmanism ^ above stated, mscnptiona are numerous, and it is to be hoped that, before long, 
they will be successfully worked out Large temples abound, and many of them are of early date 
The Tanjore temple of the eleventh century is an object of great promise to the archajologist for if so 
splendid a structure remains in such excellent preservation to the present day, it may reasonably be 
hoped that temples hndgmg the interval of four centimes between the architecture of the Seven Pagodas 
and that of Tanjore may be found amongst the viU^es of the distnct One would naturally bo 
inclmed to look for them along the banks of the Coleroon {Konadam) and Kaven 
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Colonel BranfiU’s paper on the “ Names of Places m Tanjore,” published in the Hladrai Journal 
for 1879, pp- 43-92, is interesting and valuable. 


SHITAIil TALUK. 

Achapuram ; — 10 miles north-east of Slujali. An old 6iva temple, with inscriptions in Tamil and 
Grantha characters. 

Devikottai ; — 10 miles north-north-east of Shiyali. (pctihoUa-) An old mined fort, said to have 
been built by a Chola Raja. It wna captured by the English from the Tanjore Raja in 1749, and 
Vi-as ceded in 1751. Taken by the French in 1758, it was again seized by the English in 1760. 

KIvempattaham. — O n the coast, 10 miles south-east of Shij'ali. {Cautareypaiam or Keelaur.) 
This is a very ancient sea-port. It is the Chaberit emporium of Ptolemy (in the second century A-D.) , and 
probably the CJiariirapura of Hiwen Thsang. “ It seems to have finaUy ceased to be a place of iinpor- 
fance in the fifteenth century, partly owing to the silting up of the bed of the Kareri; and nothing now 
remains but a few sandy mounds with fragments of b rick strewed over them, and traces hero and there 
of temples.*’ (Dr. Burnell in the Indian Antiquary Vll, 40.) Colonel Yule identifies the place (Pattanam) 
with the ** Fatten” of Rashiduddin. 

FaRNASGTO ; — 6 miles south-east of Shiyali. An old 6iva temple. There is a copper-plate grant 
in the possession of a resident of this village engraved in Grantha ch^cteis. 

KoKp.ATTDTi ; — 5 miles south of Shiyali. (Cundalur.) There is a copper-plate grant in the posses- 
sion of a resident of this village. It is dated 8.§. 1529 (A.D. 1607). 

MARrvATTUR 4 miles south-west of ShiyalL There is a copper-plate grant in the possession of a 
resident of this village. 

SiTivANAii j — 11 miles south-east of Shiyili. An old 6iva temple with inscriptions. 

SHiriLi {3iyt/dri) 32 miles north-east of KumbakOnam. The taluk head-quarters. There is a 
large 6iva temple here on a low hill, with inscriptions on the walls. 

TiBtiMAVtLAni ; — 6 miles east of ShiyAli. In the possession of aryot of thisvillage is a copper-plate 
grant, which reco^ a gift of lands by a Setupati chief. 

TiRUNAGAm ; — 4A miles south-east of ShiySli. (Tirniffhnri.) An old Yishnu temple. 

TiRuvALAiTGip ; — 6 miles south-east of Shiyali. {Temirulluncaud.) An old Siva temple wiA a 
number of inscriptions. Pasupatti Satyanatba Gumkkal of the Kantamarisi ArntTinm in tliig place is m 
possession of a copper-plate document. 

Toeuuok ; — 5 miles west of SbiyalL North of the village, on a stone fised in the ground, is an 
inscription dated 6.6. 1518 (A.D. 1596). It records a gift of lands to the iiva temple at Valur. 

YAiDTEsVARAirKOViL ; — 3^ miles south-west of Shiyali Railway Station. {Vydeesprum P.) An old 
and large temple dedicated to Siva, containing a number of inscriptions. There are two copper-piat® 
grants in the temple. 

Yelur ; — 4 miles south.-west of Shiyali. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. There is a copper- 
plate in the temple, dated S.S. 1515 (A.I>. 1593).

Karupfce , — 2 nnles north-north owt of Kumbakonam {iZarpm ) An old Siva temple with

Kirabarukkai , — 3 nules south of Kumbakonam There 13 an old Siva temple here with 
mscnptions It is said to have been built by a C^ola king, a statue of whom is shown m the temple 
Kottue, — 9 J miles north east of Kumbakonam (JTKtHr) An old Siva temple 
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KcintAKoyAJi (JttmlMopam) ;—The talot bead-quarters. {Cumbakomm.) There are eijteen 
temples here, twelve dedicated to 6iva and four to Vishnu. Almost all of these are well sculptured, and 
one of the gopuras is very fbe. In the temples of I^dgeScara, JCtimbhefcara, Vdn/ipunirara, Ckalnpdni, 
Sdrangapdni, and Udmusrami are inscriptions. Ilie I^dgeSeara temple is so constructed that on three days 
in each year the sun, penetrating through the opemngs in the eastern gopura, falls on the lingam 
in the shrine. This is interpreted into an act of adoration hy the sun. (See Naoalapuram, in the 
Tiruvallur Taluk, Chingleput District.) The ear (ratAd) of the ^rangapdni temple is one of the Ipgest 
in Southern India, being only second in sire to that at Timvillur in the Negapatam Taluk. It is well 
ornamented. In the suhuxb of ilelakkaveri is an old temple dedicated to Siva and containing inscrip- 
tions. Knmhakunam is the residence of one of the 6a^nr5chilry4rs, whose matham contains a very 
valuable library of Sanskrit manuscripts. In the rilk-weavers’ street is a temple dedicated to Brahma 
which hears an inscription. The great bathing-pool, or 2IaJidniakham tank has some well executed 
sculptures round it- 

The town is one of the oldest in Southern India, and was qt one time one of the chief cities of the 
Cholas. Fragments of older temples are to be seen everywhere, hut none in titu. (ilr. Fergusson’s 
Indian and Eattern Architetture, 367-3G9.) An account of ilahdmakham festival, reprinted from a 
daily paper, will he found in the Indian Antiqmiy U, 151. The Iteverend F. J. Leeper of Tranquebar 
contributed to the same periodical (HI, 53) a notice of the legendary origin of the name Kumbhakmam. 
Dr. Burnell gives the name Ilalaikurram as possibly that by which Kumhakonam was known in the 
seventh century. {South 7nrf«ift Pahtography, Errata and Additions.) 

KuEicni ; — 16 miles north-east of Kumhakonam. An old Siva temple. 

KAUHvinjuxAst ; — stc Tiecvadoubcour.

An old Vishnu temple 
highly sculptured and containing inscriptions. 

KAJfDiVAjtASi 4 tcules south of Kumhakonam. An old §iva temple well-sculptured and contain- 
ing inscriptions. 

Nalt-ub ; — 6 miles west-south-west of Kumhakonam. {Nel/oor.) There is an old Vishnu temple 
here. 

pAxoANALnuE ; — 15 mlles north-east of Kumhakonam. {Puntantlhre.) An old Siva temple with 
inscriptions. A poor copy sent to me coutaining a few characters shows that the inscripHons are in old 
Tamil. There is an old ruined fort here with two temples of 5iva and Vishnu, ruined. 

Papa Hajapurau; — 3i miles south of Kumhakonam. An old §iva temple with inscriptions.

It IS a centurj , or tw o centuries, more modem than the great temple Mr Pergusson wntes “ One of the 
peeuhanties of the Tanjore temple is that all the sculptures on the gopiiras belong to the religion of 
Vxsbnu, while everj’thmg m the courtyard is dedicated to the worship of §iva ’ He thinks that tins is 
“ an instance of the extreme tolerance that prevailed at the age at which i* was erected, before tliese 
religions became antagonistic” The teniplo was surrounded by a fort The author of the Tanjmc 
Eidr ct 2Ianual thinLs that the small fort which eontama the temple was “built bv the fir«t viceroy of 
Yijayanagar, Servappa Nayak, m the sixteenth, ondthe larger fort by the la<st Nijak, Rija Yijaya 
Ragliava, in the seventeenth century " The French fortified the place in 1772 The temple itself belongs 
to the eleventh centurj , and must bo considered as the grande'^t architectural achievement of the Chohs 
Ihe base of tho temple is covered mth mscnptions a few of whicli are noted below Tho iikhara of the 
great gopura is said to bo composed of a single block of granite 25 J feet square It is tairl to hav e been 
jilaee<l in nnsibon by means of an mclmed plane which commenced from the village of §,irappaUam 4 
miles north east of tho town * 

TJie Rijn’s palace which stands inside the fort, is an interesting budding At the cast fort gate 
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is a tower called the Tdsu Modu, or clock-tower, -with o ctitious dencQ for marlong the time. The 
annourr contains a numher of interesting relics, hut it is a great misfortune that several agoa 

very large collection of ancient arms of all kinds u-as scattered and sold by auction. Itr. Waihouse 
(Indian Antiquary VII, 192) describes in his usual picturesque style the incidents of the sale, which took 
place in 1863. The Sanglia Malid!, or music-hall, twis found “ occupied by many tons of rusty aims and 
weapons, in confused heaps, coated and caked together with thick rust." He purchased a quantity of 
them, and gives an account of them in detml with ample illustrations. The very valnahle collection of 
books and manuscripts in the library has been catalogued, with great labor and care, by Dr. BurneD, and 
the result published in three volumes. Schwarz’s tomb is to be seen m the church on the side of the Sica- 
qanga tank in the small fort. It was erected, in gratitude, by Rija SarfojL In the durbar Imll of the 
palace stands the Raja’s statue in marble, sculptured by Chantrey, on a magnificent slab of gneiss measur- 
ing 18 feet by 1 6 feet, and over 2 feet thick. In the town is an old mosque called the 2[anmr Shah Mayid. 
Raja Sarfoji’s printing-press, made at Tanjore in 18o5, was one of the earliest presses with Devanagari 
type in Southern India. (Dr. Burnell in the Indian Antiquary I, 193.) 

The inscriptions in the temple are of great value, and will have to he carefully studied. Through the 
kindness of tie Reverend T. Foulkes, who lent me Sir Walter Elliot’s manuscript volume of copies, I am. 
enabled to give the foUovring scanty information ; but it must be remembered that Sir Walter’s copyist 
was liable to error, and that, therefore, nothing now stated must be taken as conclusively accurate. A 
large number of inscriptions, moreover, were not copied at all. An abstract of 21, mostly from the base 
of the great tower, is here given : — 

^1.) A numher of gifts of ornaments,^ vessels, &c., made to the temple between the t^renty-third 
and twenty-ninth years of the reigc of “Rija Chola (surnamed Raja Kclorivanal),’ 
who is said to have conquered Chera, Pindya, “ BatyAiraya, ” * and the Kings of Vengl, 
Kaliiga, Kollam, and Ce^on, if., the whole of southern and eastern India and Ceylon. 
This is Kulottunga I, or ilAja RAjendra, who reigned A.D. 1064 to 1118. , 

(2.) Gifts made in the same reign between the twenty-fifth and twenty-ninth years by the king's 
sister, who .styles herself “ Queen of Vallavaroi Tivodyadeva.” 

(3.) Ghunts by the same king up to the twenty -ninth year of his reign, no other daf© bemg 
given. Some of the lands granted lay between the Uyyakkon^n and Elaveri rivers, J.e.> 
m the present District of 'fiichinopoly. 

(4.) Grant by Rajendra Chola, aim Kulottunga I, here styled “ Koppara KgsarivannA 'G^aiyar. 
Brl Rajendra fiora Dgva,” in the nineteenth year of his reign, i.e., AJD. 1083. He claims 
to have conquered Ceylon and other places. 

(5.) Grant of a village, said to have been bou^t from the two *' TondamAn chiefs,” and presented 
to 106 Bralmans by KonC-ri NamnaiKondan* in the thirty-^h year of his reigP* ' 
it is to be noticed that the grantor, though he calls himself “ Fiug of Tanjpre,” states 
* that Tanjore was “ in the fert ile Dd^iyan country.” According to present li^tsttns^ 

probably another name for Kulottunga I, and the date is A.D. 1099. 

(6.) Grant by Rajendra’s sister, the same who is mentioned above (No. 2). The grant is in the 
twenty-nmth year of the reign, i.e., A.D. 1093. 

(7.) Grant by the same princess in the third yearpf the reign of Rajendra Chola, surnamed 
Koppara Kesarirarma (See No. 4). The grant most then date from A.D. 1067, though 
• no date is given. The sovereign is here specially mentioned as being her younger 
brother. 

(8.) Grants in the twenty- ninth year of his reign by the same king. 

(9.) Grant by “TribhuvanaChakravaiti Konarir^anraaiKondan, King of Tanjore” (seeNo.5), 

in the fifth year of the reign of Etiiaman.” This is pmalmg. It may he, however, that 
the copy is wrong. 

(10.) Grant of money by a number of persons beaded by Rajendra Chola, surnamed Koppara 
KcAan, his wife Olalia Mahadevi («« the Conjeeccram inseription^i), and the Chidambaram 
ruler* KaneM Vayil Udaiy&r. The grant is in the sixth year of Rajendra’sreigP- There 
is no date given, but the year must be A.D. 1070.

In the hamlets of llelandapuram and Kailasanithapuram are two old Siva temples ; in the hamlet 
of Agesham are three old temples dedicated to Siva, Vialmu, and GaneSa, while in the hamlet of Tundah* 
katlalai is another old temple.

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THE MADURA DISTRICT. 

Mr. Nelson’s Manual of the Madufa Countrtj and Bishop Caldweirs History of Tinncrelly contain so 
much information on both the legendary and real Imtoiy of this district that I need do little more here 
than briefly summarize the subject. At present almost tho whole period of history is involved in a mist 
of contradictions and difficulties. There are a few clear spots hero and there, but vTiy few ; and we 
must await the careful study of inscriptions for an elucidation of the numerous doubtful questions that 
remain to puzzle the student. Bishop Caldwell has done excellent servuce in this respect. The succession 
of the different dynasties will he gone into in Volume H of this publication. 

The city of Madura is one of the oldest in India. It was the capital of the Pindiyans (or Pandyas) 
from the earliest known times till the Chola conquest (which seems well»nuthenticated) in the eleventh 
century ; and descendants of the Pandiyan family claimed sovereign rights and appear to have had inore 
or less power till they finally died out about the middle of the seventeenth century A,D. The Pdpdiyan 
kingdom is mentioned in the inscriptions of Asoka (B.C. 250). It is referred to by Ptolemy in the 
second century of our era, by the author of the Prriplus, by Megasthenes, Pliny, and other classical 
authors. Frequent allnsions to it occur in the Mahdicanso. The succession of Pandiyan kings is vfiy’ 
doubtful, and perhaps will always remain so. Almost the first real historical fact we can depend on is 
the conquest of the Pandiyan country by the Cholas in or about the year A.D. 1064, Rajendra ChoU 
being the conqueror. Bishop Caldwell gives us a list of five Cholas and Chola-PindiyauB who claim 
sovereignty in the south, in inscriptious ; but it would seem that members of the Pandiyan family also 
claim sovereignty contemporaneously. ParakkramaBlhu, King of Ceylon, is stated in the annalsof that 
country, to have conquered Kulaaekhara, King of Madura, about A.D. 1171. Capturing Ramefivarara 
and six provinces, he deposed the king, and raised the latter’s son Vira Pandiyan to the twone. Rut on 
an alliance being formed between the exiled monarch and the Cholas, Parakrama reinstated Kulaie* 
khara, and gave a conquered portion o! the Chola countries^as a principality to Prince Vira. When 
Marco Polo visited Southern India in A.D. 1290 Sundara Pandiyan was on the throne, and the Muham- 
madan Records, with some confusion in minor detmls, agree that he greatly patronized the Muhammadans, 
and that he diedin A.D. 1293, About they^ A:D. 1311 (Mr. Nelson says A.D. 1324, hut does not give 
his reasons) the Mima ulmana under Malik Kafur conquered Madura and held the country for 48 (?) years. 
Some adventurers (?) from the Canarese country, or possibly Chiefs of the then defunct kingdom of the 
HoyiSalaBallalas in Maififir, Kampana TJdmyar and his successors, conquered and held both the Pan- 
diyan and Chola countries ^ towards the end of the century, when gradually the whole of the South of 
India fell under the sovereignty of Vijayanagar (A.D. 1370. Dr. Burnell). But meanwhile, as Bishop 
Caldwell shows us, there was a legitimist line of Papdiyaus who claiTn sovereignty for a period reaching 
from A.D. 1365 to 1610, when the line finally became ^inct with the celebrated Ati Vira ESma PAndi- 
yan,the great patron of learning, whose name is, even now, a household word amongst the Tamil races. 
Mr. Nelson gives us tho succession of rulers of Madura after the TJdaiyaia thus : — Two Nayakkas, proba- 
bly generals of Haiffiara or Bukka of Vijayanagar, A.D. 1404-1451 j then a 48-year8 revival of the 
Pandiyans, an illegitimate branch, probably under Vijayanagar protection, A.D. 1451-1499 ; then 
Kiyakka-Viceroys of Vijayanagar from 1499 till 1559, tho most powerful period of Vijayanagar histoiy ; 
then a short duration of a few mouths of anarchy till a Pandiyan prince obtained aid from a Vijaya- 
nagar general, Kotiyam Nagama Nayakka, to drive out a Chola usurper, and the Nayakka, followed by 
lus son ViSvanatha, established the celebrated Nayakka dynasty of Madura. 

These Nayikkas, though really independent, never ceased to acknowledge the descendants of the 
Vijayanagar kings as their paramount lords, even after the complete subversion of the latter by the 
Muhammadans iu _A.D. 1566, and during the period of their gradual decay and downfall. TheKiyakkas 
held the country till A.D. 1736, when it finally feU under the Muhammadans, after a turbulent period 
of war and bloodied. It passed into the hands of the F.n glish in 1790, 

’ yp ^ume 111 of the ,7bur/ia? of the Asiatic Sodeiy (200-387) Trill be found a valuable paper by 
Wilson called a “ Historical Sketch of the i^ngdom of Pandiya, Southern Peninsula of India.” 
gives im attract of the Madura Sthala Pura^^ and compares together many manuscripts, giving five- 
parallel lists of sovereigns from different sources. The result, however, only shovrs how impossible it is ta 
find any reliable guide for P&iidiyan history, and how absolutely essential it is that we should trust to littl«^ 
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into the hill. An old volume (No. 136) in the CoUectoi^s office at hladora called a “ Descriptive ilemoir ” 
of the district gives the following list of statues to he seen here- « Kjstnasawmy . . . Brahmadaven, 
Dronachaiy, ^d Purmasheven, Mauvala Ecshee, the five Panndian kings Dherma Rajah, Bheeman, 
Aijonen, Nangulen, Suggandaven ; then Sharen, Sholen, and Panndian ; Ramasawmy and Let dim yi 
Pennaul, and lastly Texavullawen atting cross-legged and hands eroded . . . with inscriptions in 
* 60 me ancient characters, a great part of which is entirely defaced.” "Whether the above identification 
is accurate or not Temains to be seen. From the description alone it would seem that the last figure 
might possibly be a Jaina or Buddhist image.

inscription near the garuda itambha recording its erection by a private party.

Besides the temple on the summit of the hill, there is a large Vishnu temple below with many 
inscriptions round its garbhagriham. In some of these the name of “ Sund^ Pandiya Bevar ” occurs. 
There is also an old 6iva temple at the foot of the hill, and a number of bathing tanks ^th some sculp- 
tured work old book (No. 136) in the CoUector’e Office describes a sculptured aad painted temple 
called “ Teravaranumgudi ” at “ Adivawrum,*’ amileand a half north of the Palni Plill. “ Here there 
is a temple dedicated to Shunnee, or Satnm, within the walls of the great pagoda, which is seldom seen 
or worshipped anywhere in the peninsula. The im^e in tins is said to have on a sahle garment, and the 
vehicle is a crow,’’ 

Perivakottai j — 12 miles east-north-east of Palni. {Periacotta'h.') A quarter of a mile south of 
the village are two old temples of Siva and Vishnu. Thfe former is weU-sculptured and is covered with 
inscriptions. Very bad copies of some of these were sent to me. On the south wall of the temple are 
twelve inscriptions, apparently in old Tamil and Chola-Grantha characters. On the east w^ are thirteen 
cimiliir inscriptions, in one of which the twenty-second year of the reign of “Vikrama B6raDeva”is 
given as the date. On the west wall are six inscriptions, in two of whicn the same name occurs. In the 
Amman tnandapam of the temple are twenty-five inscriptions. In one of these occurs the name of 
“ Kopparakelarivanna.” Besides these there are insoriptions on stones laid in the floor of the temple, and 
on the Soma-mtram, There is also a long inscription on a stone in a field to the east of the village. 

Perumal Ualai, or Perttiux Peak ; — 11 miles south-south-east of Palni. {Fcrmmlmulhy) The 
west slope of this peak is covered with dolmens. 

PoDUVARPATTi ; — 10 mlles north-east of Palni. An old Vishnu temple, on the ganida, itsmlha oi 
which is an inscription in old Tamil characters. On a stone near the tank is an inscription recording s 
grant of land to the temple by private persons, no date being mentioned. Near this is a stonecaxved with 
fivo female figures, and havmg below it an inscription in four lines recording a grant of land to the 
temple. It is not dated. There is an old mosque in the village, and an inscription stating that Tiru* 
mala f^Innappa Niyokka in the year Raktdkihi gave some lands to a Muhammadan. 

PClUr i—sce ErrtR. 

_PoRu;,fiR 5 — 13 miles north-north-eaet of Palni. (Poraloor.) There are two old temples here 
dedicated to Vishnu and BMl, Both contain inscriptions. West of the Vishnu temple is a mandapua 
with an undated inscription, merely stating that some private people erected it in the year ^rttimkho. 
Adjoining the mandapam in a field are three stones with unimportant inscriptions.

6ettabevo ; — 8 miles south-west of Palni. (jOftilroor Fort.') A very old stone fort. 

Tavatt^, or Dkvattur; — 11 miles north-east of Palni. (Thatcatloor.) An old Siva temple ^th 
mscriptions in old characters. On a stone fixed a little to tho south of the temple is an inscription. 

ViRiVApruB -20 miles north-east of Palm. East of a rock in tho Ramasamudram Pass are 
inscriptions said to ho " tmroadahle.” 

ViBUTAKsni 13 mile8_ east of Palni. (Verupatchg.) An ancient 6iva temple. East of tho Sema- 
sutram on tho garbhagriham is an inscription. There ore inaermtions on tho gate of tho temple, and on 
a stone planted a little west of tho four-pillared maDdapain. The latter consists simply of o mantram.

Tisuchtoai 9 miles north of Melur on tho road to Trichinopoly. {Tinyochi/nmj.) A very o!^ 
Siva temple, built, according to local tradition, h^ Paiakrama Chola. It rontains a number of inscrip- 
tions. Inside the temple are two modem inscriptions recording repairs in B.B. 1704 (A.D. 1<82). 

TiRm'ADUE ; — 5^ miles south hy west of ifelur. (Trirorfoar.) The ruins of an old fort are to bo 
seen here, and there is a Siva temple said to havo been built by “ Gopila Pindiyan.” There are two 
inscriptions in the village, one in front of the north gale of the fort, and the other in the cattle-stand. 

Yelaupatit ; — 6 miles north-east of Mclur. An inscription, on a stone in front of a laigo^ choultry 
here, records a gift of lands to the chuttram in 1571 (A.D. 1649). The grantor is lluttulin^ son 
of Tondilinga Nayafcka, but it is not said who he was. A copper-plate grant belonging to the choultry 
was sent to me for examination.

MiKKKATAKoorrAi }-“22 miles south-south-west of Periyatulam. {ZlmlnuxcoUa.) There is a 
copper-plate iasanam here in the possession of ^embuktudi Bamacharyar. Near the village is a dolmen. 

SixjfAHAJfTO; — 22 nules south-south-west of Periyatulam {Cliimamamtr.) An old rained Vishnu 
temple. ate two copper-plate idiamms in thm viifage, one of which is said to be old, in 

possesrion ^ a rerident named Bhairava Ayyar.the other in me possession of Eamasubbaiyyar. There is 
an ancient Sira temple here with several inscriptions.

Maduba — Besides its great antiquity this town is one of the largest and most flourish- 

ing lu Southern India, avell situated on the banka of the nver Vaigai Its suburbs extend for a 
considerable distance on all sides The glory of Madura is its mamificent Siva temple, but there are 
a large number of objects of great mterest here, besides this Madura was the capital of the PAndiyan 
kmgs for many centimes It is mentioned by classical wnters, and seems to have been well known both 
to the Greeks and Eomans It is very probable that a Roman colony existed here at one tune, smee a 
number of Roman copper corns (now m the possession of Mr Scott, Pleader, of Madura) have been found m 
the nver bed ^ A find of gold corns is not so suggestive of the bodily presence of those who used them as 
the discovery of a hoard ot copper corns, and these corns are found all about the bed of the nver m the 
sand not stored m one place Native tradition asserts that Manalur {MannnIooA, 74 miles east south- 
east *of Madura, in the Sivaganga Zomindan— Old Madura on the north bank of the Vaigai— 
Madakulam, a little to the west of Madura— Uttorokosamangai, or TinittorakoBamangai, 8 miles south- 
west of Eamnad and Nallur m the Marava country — ^were all at one time capitals of the Pandiyan 

kingdom (Mr Nelson’s Madura Covutry, Part IH, page 45) Korkoi, m the Tmnevelly Distnct, is also 
epoSen of as an old Pandmn oapiU ^ , . , , ,, , t 

The great Siva tem^e at Imdora is in a better state of preservation than any other that I know 
of m Southern India Within the last few years twenty lakhs of rupees, raised by pnvate subscnption, 
have been devoted to repairs, reconstruction, and decoration, and great taste has been displayed m 
carrying out this work Only one fault can he found with it , I allude to the permciouB habit of pamtmg 
stone-work There seems to be no harm in pamtmg the masonry work Seen at a little distance, with 
the brightness toned down, the masses of color thrown on to the bnck work of the great pyramidal towers 
over the gatewys of the courts is peculiarly effective, and even when seen close the general result is very 
striking , but the stone-work sbo^d have been spared In condemning them, however, we should remem- 
ber that the natives of to-day are only followmg out m this respect the traditions of theip forefathers 
The temple is formed after the model of most of the others m Southern India The small shrme m the 
centre is the oldest, the courts with their towers, mcreasmg m size and grandeur with their distance from 
the shrme are newer Mr Fergusson {Indtan and Eastern Archttecture, 360-365) thmks that almost all 
the buildings m Madura are posterior to the sixteenth century, and that most must be attributed to the 
reign of Tirumala Najnkka (1623-1659 A p ) But it seems pretty clear that portions at least of some of 
the bmldmgs are older than this Some of the mscnptions on the pillars and stone-work, for mstance, 
are certainly older * Is it not possible that the Muhammadans may have contented themselves with 
demohshmg the bnck-work, and that they' did not take the trouble to destroy the lower storeys m stone ?

These are all that I saw person^y, but the hat 
of mscnptiona sent to me contains a number which are Kud to be unreadable and this is probably duo in many cases to their 
a^o Acetailed and cnticAl survey will alone settle the question as to the ago of the various parts of the building since many 
of the slabs and pillars bearing these old inscnptions may have belong^ to temples entirely ruined and of yhich tho piatenals w erp 
ji cd in the scicnteeath century reconstruction. 
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If SO Tirtimala Nayakta’s work on the great temple may have been, to a large extent, one of restorafaon. 
He Lwerer clearly must he credited with the great pillared hall known as “Tirumala Naya^’s 
Choultrv ” concerning which Mr. Fergusson writes at length. The sanctuary of the great temple is 
attribute to Visvanatha Nayakka (1559-1563 AJ).) ; other parts here and there to intermediate 
60 verei<Ti 3 , hut almost the whole pf the main portion to Tirumala Nayakka. “The temple itself is a 
nearly re'mlar rectangle, two of its sides measuring 720 feet and 729 feet, the other two 834 feet and 852 
feet. ^ It possessed four gopuras of the first dass, and fivesmaller ones ; a very beautiful tank surrounded 
by arcades; and a hall of 1,000 columns, whose sculptures st^ass those of any other hall of its class I am 

acquainted* with It is not their number but their marvellous elaboration that makes it the 

wonder of the place.” (d/r. Fergusson.) The proper name for this building is the Pudit mandn^m, or 
Vasanfa man/pipam. It contains statues of Tir^ala and his nine predecessors and their wives, and one, 
on horseback) of Aiyanatha. The effect of this fine hall is greatly destroyed by the presence in it of a 
number of shops and stalls for the sale of doths, etc. ^ , 

Next to the temple, Tirumala Nayakka’s Palace is the principal object of interest to the visitor. _ It 
is in process of restoration under the supervision of Mr. Chisholm. The public halls and principd 
portions of the palace were conceived in a very regal spirit, and are very strikmg in consequence of their 
height, and the massive character of the architecture. Built by Tirumala Nfi,yakka it was ruthlessly 
demolished by his degenerate grandson, Chokkalihga about 25 years later, viz,, in 1666 A.D. Mr. 
Nelson describes the palace in his Madura Country (page 164), and on pa^e 190 narrates the circumstanees 
of its demolition. Chokkalihga carted away a great portion of the sculptures to build himself a pabee 
at Trichinopoly. 

The great bathing tank, or Teppa^kulam, about a mile and a half east of the town is a very fine 
specimen of Tirumala Ndyalia’s work. It has a lumdsome temple in the centre, and is suirounded with 
stone sculptures. A subterranean paved gallery runs round the whole. {Mr. page 166-7.) 

On the north side of the river is an interesting building called the “ Tamakam ” (Telugu Tamgnm, 
'* a summer-house ") erected by Tirumala Nayakka “asa nnd of grand-stand from which to see gladia- 
torial exhibitions and combats of uild beasts.*' {Mr. Melton, 167-8.) It is now Europeanized and forms 
the present residence o! tho Collector of the district. 

Between the Tamakam and the old causeway over the river to the town is a suburb called^Gon- 
piljuyam, where there is a slab with an inscription (translated and given at full length by Mr. Nelson, 
p. G7) declaring that a considerable quanti^ of land was presents to the Mussulmans by Ktin, or 
Sundarn, Pindiyan, and that the grant was confirmed by Tirappa Niyakka in A.I). 1578. 

Tho old Pen<»»5/ temple is another object of interest 1 am not aware of its exact date, bat it has an 
inscription Tanning round the outside of the garhhagriha dated in the time of “ BAma Baja Yittaladeva 
Mah.\iftya,” probably, as Mr. Nelson suggests, RiiiM Raya of Yijayanagar, the husband of the si^eT of 
Sadaiiva, who was raised to the throne by him. -The inscription is of the period 1547-1556 A.D. There 
is another on a stone outride the temple dated 5.6. 1602 (A.D. 1680) during the reign of Vira Venkata 
MaLlriya, one of the expatriated princes of Vijayonagar. 

There ore a number of interesting places in and about Madura, but the above are the most worthy 
of notice. 

Mr. Scott’s collection of coins is extremely valuahle, and they should be carefully examined. He 
luw expressed to mo his willingness to have them arrang^ and described, hut, very naturally, does not 
^'Tsh to part with them. Amongst them is a Chinese coin found at Madura. 

Inscriptions are numerous, ond they n^ careful examination. Mr. Nelson mentions (p- ^2) a 
copwp.^lato idtanam in tho jKBsession of tho temple authorities which throw's some light on the Pindiyans 
of the tune of YUvanitha Nayakka. 

I append two lists of inscriptions sent to me, but I cannot say how far they may overlap one another 
and refer to tho same 

(1.) On a northern pillar in tho Sitndara Fandiya Gopura, i.e., tho great east gopura. Dated o.S. 
1C32 (A.D. 1710), daring the reign of Vijaya Ranga Cholda^tha Nayakka. 

(2.) On tho cast wall of the same. Dated 6.S. 1546 (A.D. 1623), the last year of the reign of 
Mnttu Yirappa Nayakka. 

(3.) On an eastern pillar in tho sarao. Dated in the same year of tho same reign. 

(1.) On a western pillar in tho same. Dated g.8. 1457 (A.D. 1535), during the governorship of 
one of tho Is avakkas who preceded the great YiSvanAtha.

There are some 
dolmens also near here. Under a margosa tree in the village is a well-sculptured stone elephant.

Paravai; — 5^ miles north-west of Madura. {Purnaray^ A few years ago a stone was’dug up here 
bearing inscriptions on both sides of it. It is now in the rUl^. 

PoLiTANGUiAii ; — 4 nules east of Madura. An old mosque, with inscriptions. 

Bajakkalpatti ; — 12 miles north-west of Ifcdura. Near the village, on the road from Bajakkal- 
patti to Maravapatti are several dolmens. • 

Sencodai; — 12 miles east of Madura. A ruined building containing a large stone which bears 
a long inscription. 

SiLATUiiAN 6 miles south-east of Madura on the bonks of the Vaigai. {Shellanian.) Near the river, 
on a B^ne, is an inscription said to be “ unreadable and in a field of .the village is another. There is a 
small hillock near the village in which it is said that anrient coins and pottery are foxmd.

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Tiru5iokur ; — 6 miles north of Madura. An.andent Biva temple with many inscriptions, copies of 
two of whidi have heen sent me. One is dated SA 1473 (A.D. 1551) and records a private gift of 
lands to the temple. The. other records repairs carried outbyDalavay Setupati in &.8. 1622 (A.D. 
1700). In the hamlet of fekharam ia a Vishnu temple, having inscriptions on the Maliamandapam and 
on the Ardhamandapam. 

TiRUPPAEAihvtTNEAJi j — 4 miles south-west of Madura Eailway Station. {T)'{paragoodu.) An ‘ 
ancient .temple of Subrahmanya on a small hill, fairly sculptured and containing a number of inscriptions. 
There are aho some rock-cut caves, with sculptured figures, in the hill. A list of inscriptions, all said to 
be illegible, has been sent me. Their localities are as follows : —

(11.) On the eastern side of the temple of Kunpdndhjan, south of the Iiill. 

There are two inscriptions on the steps of the.gopura, each dated B.B. 1714 (A.D. 1792) ; and there 
ia another on the north side of the tower, dated S.S. 1593 (A.D. 1671). 

Mr. Nelson has transbted and ^ves at full length an inscription at this place, “ cut into the solid 
rock wHch forms the side of an old ruined Saiva chmrdlj, known as ‘ Sundora Pan4iya’s church * situated a 
little to the south of Thiruppanmkunram.” {The Madura C<mntry,Yp. 65-67.) This is probably the inscrip- 
tion No. 11 above. It is ve^ important, as it is a declaration by Sundara P&ndivan mmself, i.c., Kto or 
Sundara P4n<jiyaQ. He claims to have driven the Clhola from 1^ dominions and placed the Chola king’s 
son on the throne of his father’s. He states that the Chola king had previously assumed the name of 
“ Patidiyan.” He also mentions his own wife Mangatlkaraii who, as another inscription informs us (at 
Pudcovaily,” J.It.A.S. lU, 219, note 2), was daughter of Karikala Chola. And another hint is given 
by a tract of country being called “Rajendre Chela’s excellent tiadiC* All this would go to place 
Sundara Pan^iyan subsequent to the commencement of the twelfth century. I cannot quite agree with Mr. 
Nelson that we must necessarily assume that the correct date is “ the latter half of the eleventh century,” 
since it was Rajendra Chola who seems to app^ most conspicuously as the possessor, or occupier of the 
Pandiyau country, and he reigned till A.i). 1113, while his son is mentioned as succeeding him. 
Rajendra, it is now almost certam, bore the title “ Sundara Pandiyan.” (See No. 62 of Ae inscriptions 
at Madura.) 

TiBtrviYPPnrAiYAE Kovin ; — A suburb of Madura on the opposite bant of the river. An old 
Amman temple \rith inscriptions. 

Vapappalanjai ; — miles west of Madura. {Vuddapalmjee.) In front of a small temple of Gane^a 
is a stone about 5 feet high bearing an inscription, emd to be “ unreadable.” There are tli^e other 
fiimilar inscribed stones, one near the tank, and two in the fiel^fa of the village. East of the village is a 
ruined fort in which is a stone bearing an inscription. 

VELLryAMPATii j — 12 miles north-west of Madura. East of the village near the tank is a statue 
with an inscription. 

ViLACHEBi ;—7J miles west by south of Madura. {Vellacherrg.) There ia an ancient Siva temple 
here with inscriptions on the walls of the Ardkamandapam, One of them is dated in S.S. 1400 (A.D. 
1478) and recoils a private gift of lands to the temple. The r^t are'” illegible.” South of the Agraha.- 
ram runs a channel, on the bank of which is an inscription on a stone in Tamil and Grantha characters.

EALtonUFPATTi ,• — 20 zoiles north-west of Timmangalam. Hjero is an old §ira temple here, 
containing a coppCT-plate idsanam in Tamil charaeteis recording gifts of lands to the temple hy a 
private p^y during the reign of Achyntadeva Rftja of Vijayanagar. 

EATTAiKABUPPANpATn j— 13 J miles north-west of Timmangalam. {Cutlacarroofiullapudi/.) In the 
hamlet of Anaiyur is an old ^iva temple ha^" some ascriptions on the walls. It is said to have been 
built hy Ugra Pandiyan. The name of the vUlage (Anai-iir) means “ tho village of the elephant," and 
the local tradition had grown np that it was here that the elephant of India, which was cursed by Siva, 
died. Five years ago, while some repairs were being carried out at the temple, some fragmeots of ivory 
were found, showing that probably some ^ephant had died and been buried there. The inhabitants of 
the village, of course, are now quite certain that these are veritably the remains of Indra’s elephant, and 
they venerate the fragments in proportion to their belief- 

Kuppalnattaji ; — lOJ miles west of Timmahgalatn. (Cupulnutiom.) In the hamlet of Peram- 
pattxis’a small hiU called “ Poygaimalai ” having nn old 6 iva temple on its summit. A quarter of a 
mile from the tank-bund of the i^age of Kuppalmttam are some ancient Jain ruins. On the hill is a 
rock-cut cave called Sarandrkdtii, and there are twenty-one statues carved ou the rock-face in fiont of it. 
It is almost certainly a Jaina place of worship. • At the foot of the figures are inscriptions. 

ilzLATrmS^iKKAM ; — 17 ttitIm wogt. ftf Tii nmnngalftTn . (Mail Trintanicum.) An old 6 iva temple 
with inscriptions. 

PuTTUB 5—145 milea north-west of Timmahgfdam. (Pootoor.) An old §iva temple with inscrip- 
tions. 

There is a copper-plate iSsanam 
in this village in the possession of Narasirtihftchari, son of AnantilchAri, a resident. 

SiNDOTpApn 5 — 11 miles west-north-west of Timmangalam. (Shiniupuity.) An old Siva temple 
with inscriptions. Also a Yishnn temple, in front of whicn, on a stone, is a long inscriplios, undated 
except in the year Prabhava, recording a gift of Imids to the temple by private persons. 

Tidivan 5—10 miles north-west of Tirumaagalam. (Tetdian.) A very old 6 iva temple on a small 
hill, with a number of inscriptions. 

ViKKiRASiAKOALASi 12 miles north by west of Timmangalam. An old §iva temple with many 
inscriptions.

OEAiruE ; — 37 miles east of Sivaganga, on the borders of the Tanj'ore District, and on the bank of 
the Pamhanar river, 3 miles from the sea* ( TFoorioer.) John De Britto, the celebrated missionary, was 
niartyred here in 1649. In 1729 was fought here the battle that resulted in the establishment of the 
Sivagafiga Zemindari, and the downfall of the Setnpatis of Bamnad. (ht. Nelson’s Madura Country, 
220, 250.) 

PaSalai 14^ nnles sonthhy west of Sivaganga. {M'nla PamhaJay.) Sepulchral urns are found here. 

PiRi3iA.tAi ; — 30 miles north-east of Madura and 27 miles north hy west of Sivagafiga. {Patcmtillay.) 
A very old Siva temple, richly sculptured and with a number of inscriptions, abstracts of some' of which 
have been sent me : —

ment are to be found sepulchral urns made of pottery.

Akkal'Bs; — ^ 7 miles east bv north of Tiruv^dinai, 33} miles north-north-east of BimnSd, 5 miles 
from the sea, and 3 from the Tanjore frontier. {Aukaloor.) Avery ancient ^iva temple attributed to 
Malayadhtaja Pdndiyan. 

AEmtuKAMKOTTAi;— 20 miles north by east of lUmn&d. (Amiogomcotia.) A fort buflt about A.D* 
1727. {iladroi Journal Y, 374.) 

Aroppukottai;— 7} miles west-south-west of Tirucbolai, 50 miles west hy north of Damnad. 
{Arpooeotay.) A small but very ancient 6ivatemple, said to have been built by Sundaro Pandiyan. 

CnoKKAUHOAPUR-iM 1 mile east of Arupputottiu (y.r.) {C^obalingapooram) An oncient Siva ' 
temple said to have been built by Sundora Pindiyan. 

Dkvfp.^TXASi ; — 9 miles north-north-east of Ramnad, on the coast. {Deriapatam.) A very old fiiva 
temple. The village is known by the name of Narapdthdnam (“ nine stones ”) in Sans^t, on account of 
there being nine large stones fixed, at a place 40 yards from the sea. These are said to represent the 
nine planets {NaragraJidK) whici RAma worshipped. There is an old Amman temple south of the to^,- 
and a large mosjid. This place is accounted one of the moat holy bathing-places in Southern -India. 
IJiladras Journal Y, 376.) 

_ HANUMAirrAouni Head-quarters of a taluk of the same name in the extreme north of the zemin- 
dan, 37} miles north of Ramnad. {Anameniayoody^ A very old &va temple, and an old masjid poss^- 
ing a copper-plate grant in Tamil characters. There is a stone inscription at the masjid which 
gifts of lands to a Mussulman in 8.6. 1595 (A-D. 1673) by Tirnmalai Setupari Kottar Tevar. The 
copper-plate Deed records the grant of lands to a Mussulman in S.6. 1666 ( A .T) . 1744) hy Mnttu 
KumSra Yiiaya Raghunatha Setupati, son of Mnttu Yijaya Raghunatha Setupati and gi^dson of 
niranyagarbhayAchi Kumira Mnttu Yiiaya Raghunatha Setupati. There is also an old jiuna temple 
hero. 

^ ^dukuSaxdai; — ^ 25 miles south-west ofRomuad. {Kuddoor^huntha^ An nM Siva temple with 

inscriptions. The temple authorities are in possesrion of a copper-plate idsanam. 

taluk, 31 miles west of Ramnad. (JTawmoory.) An old 6iva temple 
^d to have been built by Sundaro Pdndiyan. Dafo not known. AT^a a fort about 150 years old. Ihe 
latter is situated on bigb ground above the Kundflr river. It is small, hut has two lines of fortifications, 
and contains buildings and a fine well. (Pharos’s GazetUtr, p. 412.) It is supposed to have been con- 
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structed by a French engineer. The fort was captured by the English and dismantled after the 
destruction of the Panjalaiiikui-ichi fort. 

Xahnagudi ; — 5 miles east-north-east of Hanumantagudi, 40 miles north’ by west of Hamnad. 
{Kunmugoodi/.) A very ancient Siva temple smd to have been built by Earikala Chola. (Iladrai Journal 
V, 378.) 

KidIbam Head-quarters of a taluk ; 14 jnfles south-west of Eamnad. A very old Siva temple ; 
and another more modem, built, it is said, in &8. 1248 (A.D. 1326). There is an old Atntnan temple 
here, said to have been built by a Pindiyan king. In the hamlet of MelakMdJram is another old Siva 
temple with a number of inscriptions. About a hundred yards to the south of the village stands a Buddhist 
or Jaina statue. 

Kilakkabai 10 miles south of Ramnad, on the coast. [Keelac\irrai/.) An ancient Siva temple 
said to have been built by Varaguna Pandiyan. 

EopusiAL^R ; — 20 miles north-east of Tiruchulm'and about 10 miles south of Sivagahga. An old 
Siva temple, with a number of inscriptions said to have been built by Varaguna Pandiyan. 

EoviLAifGGZAJf j— 34 miles west-south- west of Ramnad. Two Buddhist or Jain statues. 

KuL.iszKKAR.ANAi.nOT ; — 8 miles west by south of Tiruchulai and 50 miles west hy north of Ramnad. 
(^NuUoor.) On a stone pillar in this village is an inscription. There is a Siva temple here in ruins, stated to 
have been formerly a Buddhist (or Jaina ?) temple. Local tradition asserts that this village was inhabited 
hy Buddhists (or Jains ? j , and that Kulaiekhara Pandiyan drove them out and converted their temple into 
a temple of Siva. 

IiiK.SHJiiPOTAJt ; — 7 miles south-east of Tirucholai. On the north side of the village are to be 
found large sepulclir^ urns made of terracotta. 

MaSjiy^r 5—15 miles west-north-west of Rftmnid. {Maunjoor.) There are said to be a number 
of old ooina here in the possession of the village ^ttis. A furlong west of the village is a Buddhist (or 
Jaina?) statue. 

miRirdB 14 miles south-east of Mudukalattur, 30 miles south-west of Ramna d. (JUaurioor.) A 
very old Siva temple, with inscriptions. * 

hluDiTKALAiTfiRj— Head-quarters of a taluk, 23 miles west of R &mna d. (Moodoocallatoor.) A 
very old 6ivo temple attributed to Varaguna Pan<}iyan. 

MtmtrKKAjrGULAM 10 miles north of TirucholM, 47 miles west-north-west of Ramnad. (J/eorfoo- 
cuncoJum.) An old Siva temple. 

ItuKKiYUR 20 miles south-south-east of Kamudi. (Jfooioor.) An old &va temple attributed to 
Varaguna Pandiyan. 

MoTTUNipu; — 13 miles north-west of Tiruvadanai, 41 miles north by west of Eamnld. An old 
Siva temple attributed to Kun, Pandiyan. 

Nainaekovil j — 16 miles north-west of Ramnad. (I^narcovil.) An old and well-sculptured Siva 
temple, considered very sacred, and much resorted to by pilgrims during festivals. (Madras Journal 
V, 379.) 

Narlukuiuchi 5 — 23 nules west-soutb-west of Ramnad, close to Kidaram. In this village and in 
the hamlet of Alahgnlam (Aulungcohim) are two stones each bearing inscriptions. In the bed of a tjinlf 
in the hamlet of Amaipottal are to be foimd ancient sepulchral nma of pottery. 

Palavanattam ; — 14 miles west of Tiruchiil^ 58 miles west hy north of Ramnad. [PaulatamutUim.) 
An old 6iva temple said to have been built by Sundara Pindiyan. 

Pamb.an ; — 27 miles east by south of Ramnad. (Pa«m6en.) There is a fort hero said to have 
been built by the Dutch. 

Paralachai 8 miles south-west of Kamndi, 38 miles west of Ramnad. (Parallache.) An old 
Siva temple, the construction of which is attributed to Sandora Pandiyan. 

PATTALAiraupi J — 13 miles north of Tiruchulai, 50 miles north-west of Ramnad. An old Vishnu 
temple said to have been built by one of the Cholas or Pandiyans. 

PATTAMANQAtAM 5 — 1\ mfles uor^-cast of Bajasi^amangalam, pd 24 miles north by oast of 
Ramnad. (Futtamungalum.) An old Siva temple said to have been built by one of the Pandiyans. 
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PAiiiuAptMj—l mile north of Timcholai, 44 miles west hy north of RAmnid. An ancient 6iva 
temple. 

PipiBAMYENDAL 8J miles north hy west of RAjnsiiigamaiigalam. {Pedauremjanthel.) An old 
Siva temple. 

Periyapattanam 10 miles south-east of Rftmnid. An old deserted temple. 

Percnoarunai 7 miles north of ITudukalattOr, 22 miles west hy north of Ramnftd. {Perrenevrna.) 
Two old temples of Siva and Vishnu. Tho formCT is tho oldest of tho two. 

PiLLUKKupi ; — 7 miles north-east of RAjasihgamangalam, and 24 miles north by east of tlimnAd. 
A reiy old Siva temple. 

POlangal ; — 7 miles south-west of Kamudi, 37 miles west of Bamnid. An old Siva temple, said 
to have been hi^t during the reign of Sundara Pandiyon. 

PoTiijR j — 12 miles west hy north of Ramnad. (Pootoor.) A very old 6iva temple attributed to 
Sundara Pandiyon. 

Rajasingamanoaiam j — 18 miles north of Ramnad. {Pmmngamungalum.) An old Siva temple 
said to have been built hy Taraguna Pandiyan ; and an old Vislmu temple. 

RaiieSvaram j — on the Pambnn (Panmbf^t) Island, 33 miles east of Ramnad. (PavicicniDi.) Tho 
celebrated temple, the object of pilgrimago to pious Ilindus throughout India. It ^\*os hero that Rama 
is said to have worshipped Siva, and therefore Saivaa as well os YaishnoN-as congregate hero, though 
the fiaivAa predominate, itr. Ferguason notices the groat temple of Itamalifigatcdmi in his Indian and 
Eastern Architecture (pp. 35S-358), and gives illustrations, lie writes : “ If it were proposed to select one 
temple which should eshihit all the beauties of tho Dravidian stylo in their greatest perfection, and at the 
same time exemplify all its characteristio defects of design, tho choice would almost inevitably fall on 

that at Ramisseram In no other temple has the same amount of patient industry been eshibited 

as here, and in none, unfortunately, has that labor been so thrown away for want of o design appro- 
priate for its display.” All the buildings belong to one date, except one, “a small Vimana of very 
elegant proportions that stands in the garden on the right hand of the risitor’ as he enters from the west.'^ 

Fergusson states that it is difEcult to judge of its age, because it is so injured hy Bea|air, hut it is not 
so old as the ” Seven Pagodas,” and probably is of about the eleventh or twelfth century. The gopuras 
of the temple are built wholly of stone from the base to the summit, and are unique in this respect. Only 
one, however, is finished ; the rest were left incomplete. “ The glory .... of this temple resides in its 
corridMs. These .... extend to nearly 4,000 feet in length .... Each pillar or pier is compound, 
and richer and more elaborate in design than those of the Parvati yorcU at Chillamharam,” They 
are more modem in date. l.tr. Fergusson gives a wood-cut in illustration, but writes : ” No engraving 
.... can convey the impression produced hy such a display of labor when extended to an uninterrupted 
length of 700 feet. None of our cathedrals are more than 500 feet, and even the nave of St. Peter’s 
is only 600 het fie door to the apse. Sere the side corridors ore TOO feet long and open into 
tmnsyerse galleries as rich in detail as themselves. These, with the varied devices and inodes of 
lighting, produco an effect that is not equalled certainly anywhere in India.” Most unfortunately the 
whole has been so whitewashed and daubed with pmnt that tho entire effect is idtered, and a great 
deal of the^ exquisite sharpness of detail destroyed. Mr. Fergusson does not consider the art displayed 
so good as in some other temples, hut thinks that much of the effect produced on the mind of the visitor 
IS du^o the immensity of the labor employed, ” combined with a certain picturesqueness and mystery.” 

The temple belongs almost entirely to the seventeenth century. “ It may have been co mm enced 
fifty years earlier (1550), and the erection of its gopuras may have extended into the eighteenth century, 
but these seem the possible limits of deviation.” {Mr. Fergusson.) If the copies of inscriptions on the 
walls which have been sent to me are correct, the date of a portion at least is fixed by them. They ore 
as follows : — 

(1.) On a slab behind tho south wall of the MaMtnandapam, It records that the mandapam was 
built by Rarnanatha Pandaram in S.8. 1520 (A.D. 159S). 

(2.) On a stone behind the west waU of the Kotidrthamandapam. The inscription records that 
^his mandapam was erected by the same Rarnanatha in &.5. 1530 (A.D. 1608). 

(3.) On a slab outside the first prakara is on inscription, recording that the mandapam in the 

, qrr pradakskina was built in 8.6. 1580 (A.D. 1608) by the same man. 

. T\ 1 . copper-plate grants in the temple, recording gifts of villages to the temple by 

PalavayBetupah in 6.8. 1529 and 1530 (A.D. 1607 anA 1608), 6 . i 
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On a little hillock near Rameivaram stands a peenliarly-constrncted temple or mandapam of two 
storeys. It is here, according to tradition, that.?/rRu»ian ascended, in order to get a view of Lanka ; and 
from the same place that, on ms return, Rama harangued his monkey-hosts and arranged'the order of 
battle. 

Colonel (then Captain) Colin Mackenzie wrote a short account ol the temple at Ramesvaram in the 
Asiatic Researcim VI, 426. 

Rasinad {Rdmamtkapuram') ; — 62 miles south-east of Madura and 7 miles from the sea-coast. 
A mile west of the town is the fort and palace of the Sstupatis, called the Suranlottai, about 200 
years old. {Madras Journal V, 372.) It was stormed in 1638 or 1639 A.D. by the forces of 
Tirumala Nayakka of Madura, in consequence of the Dalavay Setupati proving refractory ; and the 
Setupati was captured and taken to Madura. (Mr. Nelson*sjlfarfHmCou»/ry, p. 128.) The fort as it now 
stands was built by Raghunatha or Kilavan Setupati (1673-1708 A.D.) Only a few traces of it, 
however, remain. A little west of Ramnad is an old Amman temple, and north of the tonm is an 
old masjid. The Reverend "W. Taylor {Madras Journal V, 352) notices the family of the Ramnad 
Sstupatis. 

Bakk.iv AVAL ; — 24 miles north of Bamnid. An old rained Siva temple, and a ruined fort. 

Saugkajiaji j — 18 miles north-north-west of Ramn9.d. {Shauhgrauimm.) An old Siva temple. 

Sayalgubi ; — 30 miles west-south-west of Ramnid. {Shoylagoodtj.) A small, but very old, Siva 
temple. 

Sellakkudi ; — 2 i jmilea north-east of Tiruchuloi, 43 miles west by north of Ramnad. {Shenalay- 
coody.) An old ruined Siva temple. 

6eluvanub ; — mUes south by east of Mudukalattfir, 23 miles west-south-west of Ramnad. 
{Shelcanalloor.) A very old Siva temple. TVest of SeluvauQr is an abandoned village in which is a 
“ Buddhist (or Jaina?) stone image. In the hamlet of Mala Seluvantkr is a deserted temple. 

Suranur; — 18 miles north of Timchulaij 48 miles west-north-west of Ramnad. An ancient Siva 
temple, said to have been built by Soma^Skbaiu.Fan^iyan and Fai^krama Pant^yan. 

Taratkkudi 6 miles north-east of Kamudi, 28 miles west by north of Einmad. {Thv.n'agoody.) 
An old 6iva temple, said to have been built by Kan Pap<|iyan. 

TiRUCH&tAi. — Head-quarters of a taluk, 45 miles west-nortb-west of Ramnad. {Temchooly.) A , 
place of great antiquity, much resorted to by pilgrims. There is a large §iva temple herej said to have 
been built by Parakrama Pandiyan. The temple is well-sculptured and there are several fine bathing- 
reservoirs inside and outside the town. Two nmes east of the town is an old Siva temple on a small 
hill. 

TiRusriLUKKip.AiTKOTTAi, also Called TiROMALKAXTAincoTTAi ; — 35 miles west of Ramnad. An old 
6iva temple well-sculptured and contaiaing inscriptions. 

TiRUPPAiANGupi 18 miles north by east of Ramnad, close to the sea. {TirpauUangondy.) An 
old 6iva temple witli an inscription in front of it, said to be “ unreadable." There is also a copper-plate 
idsanam in the temple. 

Tiruppullani ; — 6 miles south of Ramnad. {Tirnpallany.) This town is known "by the name of 
Rarhliaiayanam in Sanskrit, as it was here that Rama laid himself on a bed of darblid grass and invoked 
Vamna’s aid in crossing the straits to Lanka (Ceylon). The Siva temple here, dedicated to Jayanndlha, 
is highly sculptured, verj' sacred, and believed to be very old. Pilgrims on their way to Rameavaram always 
haltkere for worship. {Madras Joimtal V, 374. Pharooh’e Gazetteer, p. 413.) On the walls of the first, 
second, and third gates of the temple are inscriptions, said to he “ unreadable but in one inscription 
on the wall in the third gate the date S.S. 1296 (AD. 1374) can be made out. 

There is an old Visbjiu temple also in this town, containing a number of inscriptions. Imperfect 
copies of five of these have been sent me : — 

(1.) On the steps of the south gopura of the Aryanhtdavarai. Dated §.§, 1293 (AD. 1371). 
Gift of, a viUage to the temple by Kampaaa Cdaiyor. (Compare the inscriptions at 
Conjeeveram.) 

(2.) On the south pillar of the west gop^ of the Aryflni-ycfcimrffj. Undated. Grant ofsome lands 
to the temple by “ Tribhuvana Chakravarti KoneriNanmai Kondan," probably Kulottunga 
Chola I. (Compare the Conjeeveram inscriptions.)

Tradition states that 
this place was an ancient PAndiyan capital. An old temple of Shn’ stands in tho toum, highly sculptured 
and containing a number of inscriptions. Copies of some have been sent me : — . . 

(1 ) On the north side of the west wall of tho kitchen of the temple. Dated 6-8. 1530 
(A-D. 1608). Records a gift of money to the temple by private persons. 

(2.) On the south side of the west wall of the kitchen. Undateil. Records gifts of lands to the 
temple in the twenty-fifth year of the reign of Yira PAndya Deva. , 

(3.) On the south wall of the Snbhomnndnpam. Grant of lands to the temple by “ Belavappa 
Nayaktar Achyutamma Nayakkar.” The date in tho coi'y is 6.6. 1105, hut thij piust he 
wrong. The cyclic year is Chitrahhdnu. Possibly the correct date may be S.S. 16Uo 
(A.D. 1583}? ^ 

(4.) Next to No. 3. Dated 6.S. 1393 (A.D. 1471). MeDtioningeerfain ceremonies perfonned m 
the temple by a private person. , 

(6.) East of No. 4. Dated in 6.6. l.lO.'i (A-D. 1383). A private grant of lands to the 

during the reign of Vira Pindya Deva. This ouglit to bo carefully esamined. The 
oyclio ye.'ir Uudhtredyart is mentioned, which tallies with tlio dote given, and 

helps to prove the accuracy of the copy. It will bo seen from the list of rulers of Madwa 
given in Volume 11 that Bishop Caldwell gives us a Partkiamo PAndiyan ruling fit least os 
late as A.D. 1370, and then an intcn’al as yet unaccounted for. This inscription may help 
to fill up the chasm. 

(6.) On the north wall of the Mttbdmmdftpam. Dated in 6.6. 1426 (A.D. 1604). An ogree* 
ment by a private person to undertake tho celebration of worship in the temple for a 
certain remuneration. 

TiBuvipASAi 12 miles north-north-east of RAjasingamangalam, 2D miles north by east of 
Rapinad- {Teniraiidanary.) An old 6iva temple well sculptured. There are two copper-plate 
in it, dated in S.S. 1601 (A.D. 1679) recording gifts of lands to the temple by Hiranyagarbha Setupati. 

TixTAOTATAifAsi } — 35 miles north-north-east of Rfimnad, on the sea, the northernmost point of the 
district. (^Teeaiidataiinum.) An old 6iva temple said to have been huilt 1^' o Uhola king. 

Dppur; — 5^ mUes east-south-east of Rajoringamongalam, 18 miles north-north-east of R^mnad. 
{Hoopoor.) An old Siva temple, 

DrrABAKosuiAKGAi sec Tiruttarakosamakgai. 

Velimutti; — 12 imles north-west of ‘KruvadADtu, 37 miles north of Bamnad. An old Sivul^^P^® 
highly sculptured. 

Y ENOAVATAi. ; — 23 miles north of Ramnad. A large stone, fixed in the ground hearing an inscrip- 
tion. 

YENKAyAKKURicirr ; — 24 miles south-west of Ramnad. About 100 yards to the north of the villas® 
are to he found sepulchr^ urns made of terracotta. 

YinATrAKci.A5t ; — 8 miles north-east of Timehulai, 39 miles west-north-west of Ramnad. An old 
Diva temple said to have heen huilt by KulaSekhata PandijTin. 

VlRAiSiiAN ; — 10 miles north of Kamudi, 34 miles west by north of Ramnad. {Veraslwlen^ An old 
piva^mple said to have been built by Yiknana Pandiyan. This was at one time a town of gmat • 
irnporifince, and by tradition was the residence of a Chola king. It abounds with remains of antiquity 
oI all kinds. (JUnrfms Jouniol V, 3S1. Pharoah’s ffazt/tor, p. 418.)

THE TINNEVELLY DISTRICT. 

Dr. Caldwell’s “ Hiitory of Timei'flhj ” so ablj summarizes the history of this district, as far as it is 
yet known, that I need not here give more than the barest outline or skeleton of the subject. "Who the 
earliest inhabitants of Tinnevelly were we have yet to learn. Their relics (mostly, as usual, relies of 
their sepulchral rites) are found in conridemblo profusion along the main rivers, especially along the 
course of the Tamrapaini. Dr. Caldwell thinks that the earliest inhabitants, of whom we have any trace, 
were the owners of the stone implements that are foimd near ShermSdevi and Pudugudi, and that the 
urn-funerals belong to a later date. This is possibly the case, and, at first si^ht, would appear 
certain, since the contents of the urns show a considerable advance in civilization, especially in the matter 
of iron weapons. But it must not be forgotten that the two stages of civilization often overlap, and that 
at one and the same period we might expect to find the belter class of inhabitants using iron implements 
whilst the poorer stiU had only stone ones. Till the subject has been more carefully investigated it 
might perhaps be dangerous to assume that the stone implements necessarily belonged to a race anterior 
to that of the people who-practised um-burial. 

The history of Tinnevelly runs with that of the Pandiyans of Madura, who governed almost the 
whole of the district. Isay “almost” the whole, because it seems certain that parts of the west and 
south at one time appertained to the south Kerala country, now called Travancore. The port of Korkai 
was well kno^vn to the Greek geographers, and Bishop Caldwell’s account of his identification of the place, 
and the discoveries he made there, is highly iuteresting. 

It wovdd be useless and tedious to recapitulate here what we know of Pdntjiyan history. A sketch 
of the subject will be found in Yoluraell. 

The Pin^iyans seem to have remained in possession of the district from the earliest historical times 
till about the year A.D. 1064, when it was conquered by Rijendia Chola, who appears to have assumed 
thenameof “SundaraPaaiJiyan.” We know little further till the Muhammadan mroad of A.D. 1810 or 
1311, which was foUowed’by a Pan(Jiyan restoration. Virtually there would seem to have ensued an almost 
complete state of anarchy tor 250 years — ^Muhammadan adventurers, Canarese or Telugu Niyakkas, and 
the Pandiyan legitimists perpetually struggling for the sovereignty. In or about the year A.I). 1 659 the 
Nayakias — generals of the Vijayanagar State — finally got the upper hand and established the strong 
Nayakka dynasty of Madura, which, after the fall of the Vijayanagar kingdom in A.D. 15G5, became 
practically an independent family of sovereigns, acknowledging, however, the expatriated princes of the 
Vijayanagar family as their siuerains. ^e Nayakkas were fcially ousted by the Mussulmans in A.D. 
1730, after which perpetual strife ensued tiff the country felf into the hands of the English in 1801. 

The fcouthem Poligara gave great trouble to the English Government at the close of the la-st 
century, and the fighting only came finally to a close on the storming of the Pahjalahkurichi fort in 
A.D. 1799. 

A slight notice of the um-burials, of which mention has been made above, will not be considered out 
of place here, as they seem to be largely confined to this district and the extreme south of the peninsula. 

“ They prove the existence of a race whose habit was to bury their dead in earthen rums varjring in size 
from a foot to six feet in height, llie skulls and hones are often found in almost perfect preservation 
placed in the um in a sitting or bent posture ; or, when the urns are small, still more forcibly fitted to its 
size.” {Manual, 67.) Dnder the heading yAi.AVAKAp Hill, in the Tenkarai Tnluk, below, will be 
found some extracts from a description fumshed fay the then Collector. I now extract a few passages 
from a report written by Mr. J. D. Grant, Executive Engineer, published mMadniBG.O.,No. 867, of 3rd 
August 1876—“ As far as I toow there are but th^ places in the district where these sepulchral urns 
are foimd, viz., at Shennadevi, Aditchanallur (12 miles east of Palamcottah), and Nallomalai (8 miles 
west of Tuticorin), and at all these pkccs the eoil consists of quartz gmvel with rock occasionally 
cropping out. The burial places in the cases I mention are on groimd slightly above the level of tho 
suiTotmding country, and in two of the three cases a watercourse runs along the base of the hillock on 
wluch the pots are found. “ The pots themselves are found at different depths, some being risible on the 
surface, while others are buried as muoh ns 5 feet hdorv the present ground level. They appear also to 
1)0 biuied in tiers os the slope of the ground renders necessary. The contents of the pots, wheu examined, 
were found, as described by tho Collector, to conast of earth, stones, and small pots of various shapes* 
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irith ocrasionaUy ton implemeiits ; tut I hear that in some cases beads and bronze ornaments hare been 

*°°° Writinn of a find at Kuttalam, the Eeveiend Jf. F. Kearns (ITniIrtis Journal SXI, 27) says,— 
“Several lingo nms closely imbedded in stones were dug up at some ercavahons on tte laivn m 
front of ifr. Levinge’s house. Each uiB. had been smroimded’by a chamber of unhewn stones. In 
the nms were remains of bones, iron weapons, and day, with some small earthen chatties of snpenor 
Tvortraanship.” The above will ^ve a rongb idea of this curions mode of sepidhire. For an

The inhahitants of the south are almost all demon-worshippers. Bishop Caldwells vivid 
description of their faith and customs, printed in ilr. Stewart’s Manual (p. 19), is highly interesting. 
Serpent-worship abounds in every village, as usual, and ndgahal are to he seen everywhere.^ Mention u 
made of a small shrine on the Valavanad Hill where a living cobra is worshipped with oblations of imk. 

Inscriptions are to be found in almost every town and vilbge, especially in the valley of the 
Tamrapariii; and nralrfl/ are equally common. _ 

Old coins are numerous, and amongst them Venetian dneats are often found. {^Indian 

n, 202.) 

As to the population of the district, the Manual should be consulted. The Kuluvars, Kuttadis, ^d 
V^ans appear to he the relies of some of the ancient “ abori^nal ” tribes of the plains, while the Mal^- 
arasais and ilalai-paHans represent them on the hilU Canarese and Telugn vfllages, peopled by the 
descendants of immigrants from the north in the times of the Nayakkas, exist in several locahties.

Kiu-mJAKDiA-UisiAKGRASiAM ; — 7| miles south of 6rivilliputtur. {Itauthaeolaranfu.) A copper- 
plate grant in the possession of Appavu Pillai, a resident. 

Kouakko^ak ; — 10^ ToilsssQu.th.-scuth-'westof Brtviliiputtftr. (KotafcoffungeouiouTv.) 
and ancient temples, dedicated to ^iva and Vishnu, in both of which are inscriptions. 

Koi.LAVGUi..^t ; — 12 miles south-west of Brivilliputtur. {^Kollungoondam^ A very large funeral 
urn was found in the west side of the hill here. 


JIAp^VAav^LAKKA}t ; — 1 mile west of Bnvilliputtur. (Muddaralagum^ There is a copp®r*P^®^® 
grant in the Siva temple here, dated K.A. 947 (AJj. 1771) j and many stone inscriptions stated to ^ 
“ unreadable.” The civa temple is old and of considerable size. It has a fine gopura. The temple

^OEAPCRAM ; — 11 miles south-south-west of Sripflliputtur, on the road to Sahkaranainajk6\ul. Two 
old temples dedicated to 6iva and Vishnu, in each of which are inscriptions round the gopura and 
garhhagriha. 

Smviliipuit&r ; — ^The taluk head-quarters, 54 miles north by west of Palameottah. An old Vishnu 
temple, handsomely sculptured. In the Southern Car Street there is a well-built mandapam called 
Sc/cs/iai attributed to Tirumala Nayakka of Madura (A.D. 1623-1659). Two others, similar, are to be 
seen,, one at the fourth, and the other at the twelfth mile stone, on the road to Madura. There is also an 
old Siva temple here. Both the Siva and Vishnu temples have fine gopuras and a number of inscrip- 
tions. Each has its Sthala Purdna. There is a small temple, also, dedicated to Krishmstdini which 
contains inscriptions. 

The old palace of the Nayakkas, here, was not long since converted into a kacheri. A description 
of the place, the temples, and other old buildings will be found in the correspondence embodied in 
Public Worlis Consultation Minutes of 12th October 1858 and 19th March 1859. The Naubat Klidnas, 
said to have been erected all along the road from Madura to this place by Tirumala Nayakka, are 
interesting. 

Two inscriptions on the sonth side of the Nachiyar Kovil show that a grant of lands was made in 
1453 A.D. by “ Vira Valivinathi Baya of Madura, and by “ Valivanathi Riyar " in A.D. 1476. (Mr. 
Nekon’s Mmhov Gauntry, Part III, pp. 83, 84.) One of the inscriptions on the principM temple is dated 
in A.D. 1546, and record a grant made by “ Ponikktama Pindiya Dovar.” {Id. 93.) 

VENOANAt.L'6B j—O miles south-west of SrlvUliputtQr. {Venganhre.) An old Siva temple, two 
yards east of which is 6sed a stone hearing a Malayalam inscription.

ERTOtmonpi 4 miles east- 80 uth*east of &tQr. On a rock on the west side of the tank is an 
inscription, said to be perfectly clear and legible, but in on unknown character. 

KolavXrpatti 5 miles north- north-east of SitOr. On a copper-plate fixed to the eastern wall 
of the temple m an inscription regarding Major Bannermon's proclamation in A.D. 1799. (See 
EryAiYAPOnAM.) There is an inscription on the parapet of the Mahamcindapam of the temple, in Tamil. 

Kundaiakottu ; — 5i miles north-east of §atar. About half a mile from this village, on a stone 
lyint' in land under iy cultivation, is an inscription in 17 lines in Gnmtha character. 

Krkuesi i — 5 nules east of 6itur. {Nimane.) On a stone in front of the temple of Amnta Rd^a- 
svdmi is an inscription recording the grant of a tank to the temple in B.&. 1583 (A-D. 1661) in honor 
of Chokkalihga Nayakka of Madura and others. On a stone fixed on the north of the Pertmnl temple 
is another inscription, testifying to a grant in honor of Chokkalihga Nayakka and others in 6.S. 1587 
(A.D. 1065). In neither of these is the donor’s name mentioned. 

OxDiPULiNATAKKANUR ; — 9 miles north-wcst of &tur. There is an inscription on a stone fixed 
south of the 6iva temple. 

PANAiyipiPATTi 10 miles south-west of Sator. There is an inscription on a rock to the west of 
this village, not yet deciphered and said to be unreadable. 

Satuu {^itur). — Head-quarters of the talok, 46 miles north-north-east of Tinnevellj^. On a 
mfindapam, 4i miles east of S.itur, are some aculptuj^ figures. Five miles north-east of Satur is an old 
temple on a rock, said to be built over a statue found at Khndalakuttu. Near this is a temple dedicated 
to ChoU-alingasrami (SiviO on which is an inscription. Half a mile east of Satur, on a stone lying in a 
field, is an inscription in Grantha characters. Near this is a piece of high ground said to be the site of 
on ancient city. Sepulchral urns are found there anti pottery, broken ornaments, and the like. It 
is now known as “ Mattukodu.” 

Tikottankal; — 12 miles west of BitOr. An inscription on the outer wall of the Vishnu temple 
whiti is situated on a hill. 

Vaippalapatti ; — 3 miles from 6atur. To tho south-east of the temple of Ganyai Amman is an 
Ulogible ” inscription on a stone. It is smd to be in “ rmknown characters.” 
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ViEDDCPATn 17 miles north of ^tiir. {Vurdapuity.) , There are several stone inscriptions on the 
large 6iva' temple, reported illegible. 


gANKAEANAINABKOVIL TALUK. 

Darukapueasi ; — 8 miles west of Sahkaransm^kovil. A handsome Siva temple. 

KARivALAit Vakdanallub ; — 7 miles north of ^ankaranmnajkovil. There is a temple here, dedicated 
to Pdhamandthnitami, with a number of inscriptions in Graiitha and Tamil characters. The Tahsildar 
sends me copies of nine of these, all on the inner prakaia xrall; — _ , 

(1.) Grant of lands and tolls by “ Tribhuvana Chakravarti Kulaiekhara Devar,” in S.S. 1324 
(A.D. 1402). 

(2.) Giant of lands, on his birthday, in S.S. 1393 (A.D. I471)^by Alagxmda Perumal. 

(3.) Giant of the entire village of Knrivalam Vandanallur in S.S. 1500 (A.D. 1578) ’by “Tribhu- 
vana Chakravarti Taratunga Hama.” ^ , 

(4.) Grant of villages to the temple by “ Varatunga Kama Vira Plndiya Devar ” in S.S. 1517 
(A.D. 1595). ^ ^ . . 

(5.) Grant of lands to tho temple in S.S. 1572 (A.D. 1659) by Chinna Tambi, a Sudra priest. 

(G.) Gift of a tank called “ Vahai Kulam," by “ Varatunga Hama Vira Pindiya Devar ” in S.S. 
1511 (A.D. 1589). ^ 

(7.) Grant of lands for the dancing-master (ATfl/ti/ran) of the temple, in S.S. 1472 (A.D. 1550), 
by Kulasekhara Perumal. 

(8.) Gift of the village of Karisirtan to the temple in S.S. 1458 (A.D. 1536) by “ Kula§§- 
khara Perumal D-Svar.” 

(9.) Assignment of some lands by a person whose name is omitted, on the occasion of the fifth 
birthday of his son AnandaTODSvar in §.§. 1449 (AD. 1527). 

The lingam in the temple is said to be made of ciystal, and hence tho name of the deity, Pdlcan- 
MnSl/uif or “ milk-colored lord.” 

fiANKARAXAiXABKoviL. — Chief town of tho taluk, 32 miles north-north*we^ of Tinnovelly. 
There is a fine old temple here, much venerated, with go^ stone carving, and a number of insertions, 
of which, however, I have no details. Tho temple is dedicated to §iva, under tho name of the siiAlam 
lingnm. Siva is hero worshipped under the combined form of Vishpu and Siva, and Vaishnavas worship 
hero as well as Saivos. There is a fine tank with a temple in the middle ; and amongst other objects 
of interest is a largo bell in the gopiua. There aro many inscriptions in the gopura which need care- 
ful examination. 

Tenjialai OJ miles north-north-west of BahkaranainarkOvil. A fine Siva temple. Tho village 
belongs to tho Sivagiri Zemindari. 

\ii}ASiKAMA.'si 8 miles south-west of ^ankaranaiairkdrU. ( VfcrasAooraumtinnt/.) * There are eoroe 
rock-cut caves of considerable interest here, on a rock forming part of tho tank-hund of the village. ^ In 
ono rave aro sculptured a pair of feet unpressioos in a circle. In another are figures which the natives 
<all Pa/'c/ia PilnHaras, probably Jaina, and a small temple known as the temple. There aro 

Nune inscriptions also, at present undeciphered. 


OTTATip.UtAil TALUK. 

Acucuankvlam ; — “ 10 miles north of Oltapitjiram,” according to tho Tahsildar. Kcar a well 
north of tho village lies a stone bearing a Tan^ inscription, said to bo “ illegible.” 

AnisC'R j— 7 miles north-north-cast of Oilopidlnim. {Authnnoor.) On the unll and steps of the 
AiHlih^a^rdmi temple is an inscription in “ Telugu and Canareso characters not legible.” 

K;.avai.\noai. 10 miles west of OttapidTram. {Tellarmgcmtt.) West of tho Tinnovelly roail, 
and south of the Police Station arc seven stone images, on which aro some old Tamil inscriptions. Tho 
pU<x> is callo-l phnifar KdriL 

LrrAiTArcRAM 15 miW north of Ottaj^id'tnim. (Kf/eyatiTwen/ni.) On a copper-plate nitarhfd to 
th” wall of tho clva temple close to ih" Zcmmdar’a palace is an insenption. It contains a proclama- 
tion issued to the iteoplo of the Zeiniud^ on 20lh October 1799, at tho time of the British attack on the 
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P^falaniimcLi and otljer Polegars, urging them to submit to British authority and to deliver up their 
arms to Major Bannerman. 

Gavanagiui. — C lose to Panjalankurichi. The tombs of the officers and men who fell in the 
campaign agaiiwt the^Panjalankurichi Polegar are to be seen here.- 

Ilajibunam ; — “ 16 miles north of Oitapidaram,** awsording to the Tahsildar. On a stone at the 
calingula of the tank, west of the village,’ is an instaiption. 

Kallukkommi ; — 16 miles north-east of Ottapidaram, a villa^ of the Attankarai Zomindori. In 
August 1881 five sepulchral urns were excavated in this v^kge. Four of them contained nothing but 
mud and a few smaU pieces of bones. In the fifth, which was a very large one, a quantity of bones, a 
knife 1 foot 3 inches long by 1 to 2 inches broad, and 8 small earthenware pots of very beautiful 
workmanship were found. These were smit to the Sub-Collector’s office where they are stiU preserved. 
They ought to be transferred to the Madras Museum. 

KalugUmalai ; — 11^ miles east of Sahkaranainarkovil, 27 miles south of §riviUiputtur, and 28 miles 
north of Tinnevelly, in the Ettaiyapuram ZemindarL [Knltoogoomulla.) The celebrated rock-cut temple 
and Jaina sculptures and inscriptions. The temple is dedicated to Suhrahmanya. It is a very fine 
monolithic work, much in the style of the Seven Pagodas, with porticos round. On the rock-face are a 
quantity of inscriptions in archaic characters, with numhera of Jaina figures of saints. One side of the 
hill seems to have been occupied by the Jains, the other was fixed on by the Saivas, who carved the small 
temple out of the solid rock. It is almost a counteipart of a portion of the Kailasa at Elura. 

In Mr. Fergusson’s earlier work {Indian and Eastern Architecture) he places the execution of the 
Saiva temple at about the tenth or eleventh century, the Jaina sculptures being older. In the later 
wrk {Cace Tempks <if India, written jointly by Mr. Fergusson and Br. Burgess) the Jaina figures ara 
approximately placed at the eleventh or twelfth centuiy.

The Jaina inscriptions are written in the' Vatteruttu character in use on the Western Coast. Bishop 
Caldwell informs me that each is in a different form, but all in the same alphabet, the sculptors 
^patently having amused themselves by varying the exact shape of tho letters on each inscription. 
Each records merely that the imago under which it is written was carved at tho expense of a certain 
^ullage. Each inscription concludes with the words ITiVri or “holy image” {Tam'i), lEr. Kearns 
presented copies ’of them to the Madras Literary Sodoty, but they have unfortunately been lost. 

In the same rock is a cave-temple dedicate to Gang^, known in Tamil as the Pillutyar KCcil, 
■with a space roimd the shrine for the ceremony known zs pradahshina or drcumambulaflou. 

-• KAiiAYANATAKKAMPATTi j — 10 miles noith of Ottapidaram. {Kontaumaihjnitfy.) On a stone inside 

the ^iva temple is an inscription in Tamil characters. 

KariSalkolam ; — 20 miles north-north-east of Ollapidaram. (Jr«r8/»flco/K»j.) On one of the steps 
of a well is an “ illegible ” Tamil inscription. 

Kayattaej — 17 miles west of Ottaindaram, and 16 miles north-north-east of Tinnevelly, on tho 
Madura road. A fine old Vaishnava temple, deserted and in ruins. It contains four inscriptions. One of 
ray correspondents states that tho copper images belonging to thisjtemple were carried away to Ettaiyft- 
purara and are now worshipped there. There is also an ancient Siva temple, here, well sculptured, and 
a ruined fort. 

Kulattur; — 141 miles east-north-east of Oltapidaram, 2^ miles from tho sea. (Kollalhoor.) A Jain 
statue ■n’orshipped by the people, ■who are ignorant of what it represents 

KTr,'iARETTiYAPUR.ASi; — 141 miles north by east of Oltapidiram, {Koinaureiliceram.) A vciy old 
6iva temple. ^ • * 

Mandikkulasi;— 17 miles north-east of Oltapidaram on the Vaipp.lr river, 7 miles from iLcAz-a. 
{^Ttinlhicohun.) A Jaina statue. 

MANDiTorpu; — 13 miles north-north-west of Knyattar, close to Kalugumalai. {Kylnr, Jfulh'yjM. 
mulUi.) In front of tho temple is a stone bearing an inscription which my informant declare® to l/o {« 
characters like those on the Kalugumalai rock. 
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Mano^lam ; — 4 miles north-west of Ottepidarani. (Jfungaluni.) A Tamil inscriptioa on a stone 
l^ng close to a well, north of the village. 

JlisAKsiiiruiuM ; — 19 miles north of Ottapidiram, on tho horder of the Satur Taluk. {^Tcimfii- 
jyoram Util.) On a hill south of the village is a temple, on a pillar of the man^pam of which is an 
inscription in Tamil characters. 

lluDUKKUsiiyni-NTATn;— “ 26 miles north-w-est by north of Ottapiijdram,” according to theTahsil- 
dar. On a stone at the “ calingula ” of the tank is a Tamil inscription. 

lIua.A5iBAX ; — 5 miles Trest-Mnth-w«t of Ottapidaram. [Moroumheti) On the right-hand side of the 
road from Ottapidiram to Kayattar is a Jaina image quite recently discovered by the Collector, Mr. 
Pcnmn"ton. It is not the object of any worship now, and the people take no interest in it. The local 
name for it is Saranndr (for Sracana), the name by which all the Jains and Buddhists are knorni in the 
Tamil country. 

NioALATUnwi; — 22 miles north-north-east of Otlapidiram. {Naugaufapoorum.) In a field close by 
this place there existed, till quite recently, a very large Jain statue. Its existence being reported to 
Government in 1873, the ground was ordered to be purchased and the imago to be enclosed by a wall. 
Subsequently, however, it was transferred to the Central Museum, Madras, which it reached in 1878. It 
has been set up under the portico opposite the steps. 

NALCviSANKOTTAi ; — “28 miles north-wcst of Ollapidiram,” according to the Tahsildar. South of 
the nllage, on the parapet wall of a well, is an inscription ; and there is another on a stone fixed east of 
the Adllage. 

PanjalaSkuiucui; — li miles north-east of Ottapidaram. {Pavjalaneoorchg in ruins.) The former 
fort and residence of a Polcgar who gave the English great trouble at the end of the last century. The 
fort was made of mud. It was attacked by the En^ish in 1767, when the garrison fled. The great 
etruggle that took place here in 18ul, which resulted in the complete subjection of the Pojegars of the 
south, of whom the Pafijalahkurichi chief was the boldest and most refractory, is the event by which 
tins place is best knoam. The natives have an epic poem narrating the whol6 story, which they are ve^ 
fond of. But, as Bishop Caldwell remarks, “everj' event is falsified in the most unblushing manner,*’ in 
this 60 -callod “historical” poem. (Bishop Caldwell’s Ilhlorij of Tinnccellg, pp. 134-5, 181, 107-207.) 
“Not only was the fort , . . pulled down and levelled to the ground, but, to make nssimince doubly sure 
and to prwueo an impression on tlio popular mind, the site was ploughed over and cultivated . . . nothing 
now remains to mark the spot but a few traces of tbo mound erected ns a breaching battery . . . and the 
enclosure in tbe neighbourhood containing the tombs of the ofliccrs and men who mil ...” (/d. 223.) 
The foundations of some bmldings are,'! am told, still to be seen. Inside tbo ruined fort is a stone, 4 
feet high, ndth a Tamil inscription. 

PaScvantanai ; — “ 7 miles north of Oltnpidiram,” according to the Tahsildar. On the wall of 
the temple o! Sulrahmanga is an inscription in Telugii characters. Tbo Eltaiyipuram Zemindar 
possesses an inscription on a copper-plate recording a gift to the temple hero by the PaSialankurichi 
roIcgarinfi.S. 1695(^1.11. 1773). . 

■Ttmcoaiv {TultuKkudi).^A. fiouri.'»hing sea-port town, and the terminus of tbe South Indian Bail- , 
ssTiy. There is an old cemetery hero with some clnborately-car\Td Dutch tombstones, with great coats of 
arms on them ; the letters of the inscriptions in alio riltero. A remarkable find of gold coins in a metal 
pot, at the site of the old port, is chronicled by Mr. WalUoruio in the Indian VI, 215. The coins 

are iKdioved to liave Leon mostly Muhammadan, but they were almost all molted down by the finders for 
fear of discovery. Only 30 wore rescued. All wero Muhammadan except one pioco of Johanna of Naples 
(A.l). 1313-^2). A dosenption of the place will Iw found in the Jladras Journal for 183G (TN^ 305). 

TiiticoTO was taken from the Dutch by the English under Lord Macartney in 1782. Fryer (A.D. 
1073) describes Tuticorin under the name “Tutticareo” (p. 49), but be did not land there as it wa-s 
tli'‘n in the hamls of the Dutch with whom the English wore at war. It had formerly been a Portu- 
gue»o potw'Sflion, but u-as taken by the Dutch in 1658. It nns restored to the Dutch by the Eaglisli in 
1795, again taken by the nnglLsh in 1795, ceded to the Dutch in* 1818, and a'min ceded Ixick to tLe 
r.Dglidj in 1825. 

VAtrriR;— 18 miles oast-noith-cost of OUapidiram- {Vgpar.) An old §ivn temple of largo sue. 

“23 rmles north-WMt-by-north of 0|Japid‘lram,” accoriUTi'^ to the Tflh.«IJd.ir. 
On the wall acd floor of the civa temple, and on a stone pillar in tbo village aro Tamil inscriptions. 
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Yeliaram ; — 3 miles nortli hy east of Oiiapiduimn. ( Velhrum.) On the parapet wall of a well west 
of the village is an inscription in Tamil, said to be “ illegible.” ' 

YnATTiKCLAir; — 18^ miles north-north-east of Ot^pidaram on the Yaippar river. (Vullauticohim.) 
A very old Siva temple. 

TENKA 6 I TALUK. 

■ Ilakji ; — 2 miles west of Tehta^i. There is a very sacred temple here, dedicated to Subrahma'^ya, 
supposed, in its inception, to be as old as that at Kutt&lam. It possesses a Stkala Pura^, and a number 
of stone inscriptions. A number of sepuldiral ums have been found here 

Kuttalam 4 miles south-west of Tehkasi. {Courtatlam.) This is a favorite place of resort for 
the European residents of the district in the hot weather. There is a very sacred temple here, with some 
good sculpture, and a’number of inscriptions. Ooims, and other ancient sepulchral relics abound. The 
temple, or rather the Ungam which it contains, is fabled to have been placed there by Agastya Rishi, 
The temple is dedicated to KuUdlanaihatvdmi and is splendidly situated in a most picturesque spot close 
to a fine waterfall. There are a number of mandapams and choultries of different dates, built for the 
accommodation of visitors to the temple. The trustees are in possession of a Sanskrit Bthala Purdm, and 
at least two copper-plate iaitmami. 

Pajibuli ; — 6| miles north-west of TenkdSi. (Pimhhjpaiam^ A fine Siva temple, dating, so the 
natives assert, from Pandiyan days, with inscriptions on its walls of great age. Also the ruins of an old 
palace. Two miles south-west of PamhuU is a beautifully situated temple of Suhrahmanya on the top of a 
hill. It is held very sacred and is much resorted to by pilgrims. • 

§iv.\ijRKniAM,’— 16 miles east of Tenkaii. There is a stone inscription in the Siva temple here, 
dated K.A. 847 (A.D. 1671). 

SuRA^rpKi; — 8 miles east by north of TehkSsi. {Bhonxnda^ Two insgriptions in the ^iva temple, 
dated respectively Eollam 910 and 921 (A.I). 1735 and 1746). 

• TsiiKSii. — ^The taluk bead-quarters. {ThenJcattsh^^ A very old Biva tei^le, with several inscrip- 
tions. In two of these the names of ” P^krama Pdn_4ya ” and “ Kula^ekhara I>eva ” occur. On a large 
stone outside the temple is an inscription dated K,A. 424 (ArD. 1248) which mentions the name of 
“Kftfiikanda Paralcrama P4ndya.” If my information is correct, this o^ht to be a ve^ important 
inscription. A number of rude stone monuments ore to be seen here. There are five dohnens in the 
temple of ViiTanSiha^vSmi. Sepulchral urns abound. There ore two ruined and deserted Siva temples, 
each having inscriptions but not in good condition. The construction of one of the temples is ascribed 
to “ KnlaSSkhara Pandiyan” in the twelfth century. There are five large temples in present use, three 
dedicated to 6iva and two, to Yishuu. Of these, the temple of Kdiiviivandtimvdmi is the finest, and best 
sculptured. There is a Sthdla Parana for this place in the possession of a resident 'named SundareSvura 
Dikshitar. YehkaUchalam Ayyar, a trustee of the temple, is said to be in' possession of some old coins. 
There'is an old Roman Catholic church here. 

AMBSS.4MUr)RAM TALUK. 

Atapiyur; — miles south-west of Amblsamudram. An old Siva temple with an inscription 
dated K. A. 811 fA.D. 1635) recording a gift of lands to the temple hy Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. 
On the east side of the sluice of the tank is an inscription in which Tirumala’s name again appears. 

Ambasamodeam. — C hief town of the taluk, 16 miles west of Tinnevelly. In front of the temple 
known os the AyastyeSvara Kdcil is an ancient stone pillar with an inscription in characters stated to be 
not now readable. 

A3IBUR ; — 5 miles north-west of Ambasamudram. {Aumboor.) A dolmen. There is a small hill 
here, on the south side of which is an inscription in Nagari characters. 

Aevaekpeichi ;-“7 miles north-west of Ambasamudrom, ou the road to Tenkafii. (Almrconrchy.) 
lb the Sodra street is a ruined Yidmu temple with many inscriptions. On the edge of the tank is an 
' old and well-sculptured Siva temple, in front and at the back of which are two stones with inscriptions, 
said to record gifts of lands to the temple ly private parties. 

BeahmaueSam ; — 2 miles north-north-wcat of Ambasomudram. (BremaMasum.) An old and sacred 
temple with several inscriptions. 
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Kali.ad 4 iktjrichi 5 — -11 mileg south*east of Amtasamudrani. {Cutdacoorchi/.) Thpre is aa old stone 
column, standing on the high road near the old fort here, on which is an inscription. 

Papajiasam ; — 6 miles west of Ambasamudram. {Paupauneuum.) An old temple with a number of 
inscriptions. It is considered very sacred. The temple is one of the largest in the district and is 
celebrated for the waterfall close by, a fall of the river Tamraparm, to which crowds of religious visitors 
resort to bathe and wash away their sins. 

IlirAKASA 3 iui)RAU j— 3 miles north-east of Ambasamudram, close to Tirupudai Marudor, on the 
other side of the Tamraparni. In the .ijniAaraw is an inscription on a stone, dated S.S. 1549, K.A. 805 
(A.D. 1627), recording a private grant of lands to a Brahman. 

SHEKJiiDEvi (Serattm^ii^ i—^s east by south of Ambasamudram, 12 miles west by south 
of Palamcottah. An old Siva temple. On one of the inner walls is an inscription stating that, while 
residing at this place, Sera Bdaiyar Martandavarma, king of Travancore, in the year K.A- 614 (A.D. 
1438-39), made a grant to the temple. (P. Shungoony lienon’a Risiori/ of Tramncore, pp. 34,35.) A 
number of sepulchral nms were found here and excavated by ilr. Rees (C. 8 .), who forworaed a Report 
thereon to the Collector. The contents of the ums are now at the Madras Museum. They consist of 
KTTiftll pots, hones, and an iron knife. The pottery is excellent. Stone implements have Wen found 
here, {ilamial, 35.) 

SrvASAiLAM; — 9^ miles west-north-west of AmbAsamudram. {Shevaushalum.) At the foot of the 
ATinitnnlfii mountains, here, is an old Siva temple of large size, well sculptured and containing 
inscriptions. 

TENTRimiuvANAJi 5 — 5 nulea north-east of Ambasamudram. A stone inscription in the Sira 
temple, dated K.A. 661 (A.D. 1485). 

TxanpopAi MAETOtR , — 3i miles nortb*east of Ambasamudram, at the jmiction of the mountain- 
stream Ghatana nith the Tamraparni. To the east of the south gate of the temple are'two stone inscri^ 
tions, dated in SA. 662 and 871 (A..D. 1486 and 1695). There is also a stone inscription in the temple 
IdtcUen, dated K.A. 701 (A.D. 1525) ; and in a fidd helonging to the temple is another, dated E.A. 844 
(AD. 1668). There is a copper-plate grant in the temple, and several otWr inscriptions also. 

VAiaiviKUtAM miles south-west of Ambasamudram. Near the channel, here, is a stone rrith 
an inscription dated S.o. 1570, E.A. 824 (AD. 164$), recording a gift of lands to a Sadia priest 
by Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. On a stone lying in a field u an undated inscription, recording a 
grant of lauds to the rillsge temple of GaneSa. 

ViBAVAHAtiua j — 5 nules east hy south of Ambasamudram. {Yeeranelloor.) An old temple with a 
number of inscriptioua. 

TINNEVELLT TALUK. 

^Gahgaiko^an 11 miles nortb-uorth-east of Tinnevelly Railway Station. {GaingoondamS An 
old Siva temple of large size with a number of inscriptions, on thebanks of the Chittranai. The temple 
is richly sculptured. 

KeishnaPUram ; — 8 miles east by south of Tinnevelly. {Khtnapooram.) An old Vishnu temple 
with several iuscriptiona. Copies of two of them on slabs at the top of the Afant gopura have been sent 
to me. One records gifts of lands to the temple by Krishnappa or Periya Virappa Nayakka of Madura 
in 6 .S. 1500 (AD. 1578), during the reign of Sri Rongadeva of Vijayanagar. Mr. Nelson states that 
the town was built by Kumiia Krishnappa (1563-1573 A.D.). 

KuitATTUR ; — 2 miles south of Tirmevelly. {Coonatoor.') On a hiU side are the remains of a stone 
oil-press, believ^ by the natives to be of great age. Near it is a ruined mandapam and a square piece 
of brickwork, stated to be the apex of a temple, the stones of which were used to build the f*^ « 
Falomcottoh. At the top of the Mil is a stone with two feet-impressions. 

Manapapai^’idu 3 miles north-east of Palamcottah. A stone inscription in the temple. 

Mi>'frR ; — 10 iniles north of Tinnevelly, on the high road. {Maunoor.) In front of the temple of 
Amtafordnosnfmj is a pillar bearing a Grantha inscription on its four sides. TVest of the largo tank 
west^of Minor is a mined temple called MadanSchehiydr Amman ASrtV, in front of which is a pillar’ 
bearing on its west ado a Grantha inscripUon. To tho south 'of tW village, on an old building attached 
to the Perumat KScxl, are a quanti^ of inscriptions in characters not known to the present iiUiabitaDta 
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Pal-UiIcottah [Pdlaxyanhdth^ The head-quarters of the district, and military cantonment. This 
Tvas at one time a singly fortified town. Hardly any trace, however, now remains of the fortifications. 

PallikSttai j — 10 miles north of Tinnevelly. {Pullicoia.) About a mile to the east of this village 
are the remains of a temple gopura, on a piece of 'i^aste land. 

Sdttaualli ; — 5 miles west-south-west of Tinnevelly. An old Kva temple with inscription^ on the 
walla. 

Tinnetellv {TiruneJvSli) ; — Chief town of the district. A large ^iva temple, beautifully sculp- 
tured and containing many inscriptions. Mr. Fergusson notices it in his Indian and Eastern Architecture 
and gives a plan of the temple (p. 36(>). He writes: ** Though neither among the largest nor the most 
splendid temples in Southern India, that at Tinnevelly will serve to give a good general idea of the 
arrangement of these edifices, and has the advantage of being built on one plan, and at one time, 
without subsequent alteration or change.” It is divided into “ equal portions, of which one is dedicated 
to the god Siva, the other to his consort Parvati.” The plan on page 366 represents only half. Eegarding 
the 1,000-pillared mandapam, Mr. Fergusson writes os follows; — “The great 1,000-pillared portico in the 
temple is one of the least poetic of its class in India. It consists of a regiment of pillars 10 deep and 
extending to 100 in length, without any break or any open space or arrangement. Such a forest of 
pillars does, no doubt, produce a certain effect; bnt hnlf that nnmher, if arranged as in some of the 
Chaluiyan or Jaina temples, would produce a far nobler impression. The lum of the Dravidians seems 
to have been to force admiration by the mere exhibition of inordinate patient toil.” 

In December 1872 a large hoard of gold coins was found here, of which’31 were obtained for 
Government, and are now in the Madras iluseum. The inscriptions on them are all in Arabic or Kufic 
character with one exception, a coin of Peter of Aragon, who began to reign A.D. 1376. (Mr. Walhouse 
in Indian Antiquary YI, 216.) Judging by the date these coins might very well have been hronght over 
by Marco Polo hii^elf. 

According to Mr. Nelson {Madura Country, Part HI, p. 97), the town of Tinnevelly was rebuilt by 
YiSvanatha Nayakka of Madura. r 

There is a fine Alubaminadan tomb raised in memory of a chief who died here. % 

Tirujialapuram 4 miles north-west of Minor, 13 miles north-north-west of Tinnevelly. About 
a mile south of this village are the ruins of a stone building, but nobody seems to know what it was. 

TTkktra^ottai;— 14 miles north-north-west of Tinnevelly. {Soopramoota.) A mile north of 
the village are the remtdns of an old fort wall, on a piece of waste land. On a' rock near the town is an 
inscription in old Tamil characters. It records the grant of land to a Siva temple in the eleventh year of 
the reign of Sundi^ Pindiran- 

TENKAEAI TALUK. ’ 

Adichchanaixve ; — see ^eIvaikuktam. 

AkkaSalai ; — see Kobkai. 

Arvar TiruxagapJ ,• — 3 miles soath-«wt of ^rivaikuntam. {Akar Tvtnecelly.) A large and 
important town. There ia a Vishnu temple here of considerable size and antiquity, and of interest archi- 
tecturally. It possesses a Sthala Pumna, and contains several inscriptions. Half a mile from this place, . 
east, on the road to Nazareth, is a'pillar hearing on inscription, standing behind a mandapam. There is 
another in a tope a little to the west of the town, and another on the walls of a temple. The trustees 
of the Yishnu temple are in possession of sotoe copper-plate inscriptions. 

Attub; — 11 miles east of Siivaikuntam. (AmWoot.) A temple with a number of inscriptions. 

. — 13 miles south of Srivmkuntam. Within the limitsof this village, hut close to theviUa<»e 
of Mulapuli, is a pillar hearing an inscription. West of Kanam, at a place called MaTganatidhi, is another. 

Kaba^uram ; — 4 miles west by north of 6rivaikuntam. {Curningcotum.) On the inner wall of ‘ 
the temple, hero, is an inscription. Hie trustees are in possession of a copper-plate iasanam, 

Kattarimangalam ;^8 miles south-south-east of firlvaikuntam. On the walls of the temple in this 
village are some inscriptions. _ , 

Kayal j — 12 imles east of Srivaikuntam, 2 miles from the sea 'and 28 in the same direction from 
TinnevelW. (CoiV.) It lies at the mouth of the Tamrapornl, and is a highly interesting and important 
place. Kayal was the emporium that succeeded Korkm when, in consequence of the’ gradual elevation 
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of the coast, the latter place vas no longer b seaport. Bishop Caldwell first di^vered the identity of 
Old KAyal in 1861. ffis excavations there resulted in the discovery of quantities of Chreese porcelain 
and Arabian pottery, hut no trace of Greek settlements. Sepnlchral urns were found in the sea-sand 
under the alluvial deposit, one measuring 11 feet in drcumference and containing a skeleton. The 
principal finds were at a depth of 8 feet. 

There are severalJaina statues at KS.yal,,one of which is utilized by washermen. {Indian Antiquary 
TI, 83.) There are two old temples, also of Siva and Vishnu. *■

TTm VATT AXAfin; — 8 miles north-west of Srivaikuntam. {Walnaud.) Within the limits of this 
village, Whin 6 the bund of the Setlalnilam tank, are two stone slabs, lying flat, with inscriptions. 

KoyoAaivAKURicHJ ; — 3 miles west of &ivaikunlam. A copper-plate grant exists in the Siva temple, 
dated K.A.872 (A.D. 1696). Near the village is an ancient deserted temple called VHuniuiiamman Kocil, 
reported to he of great age. 

Kobkai ; — 9 miles east of Srlvaikuntam, 25 miles from Tinnevelly and 5 miles from the sea. This is 
the ancient seaport so well known to the early European geographers. It was the capital of the early 
Pindiyans, and uus one of the most important trading-marts in India. The author of the Periplun (A.I). 
80) mentions it under the name of as a celebrated place for pearl-fishery. It is mentioned by 

Ptolemy. In the Peutinger Tables it is called “ Colcis Indorum.” The Greeks named the Gulf of 
hlanaar from this place, calling it “ The Eolchic Golf.” It has also been called AhrAAri, Kotfhct, and 
KoifJioi. Colonel Yule thinks it certain that the Tdmrapariu is the “ Solen ” of Ptolemy. The true site 
of ancient Korkai appears to he the present village of Miramahgalam [Maxirdmungalum). Here Bbhop 
Caldwell made a'numher of excavations and discovered Quantities of remains in the' shape of ruined 
houses, sepulchral urns, pottery of all kinds, Chinese and Arabian included, and coins; but he found no 
trace of any Greek settlement. The remains extend for miles. 

There are two Joina statues at Korkai ; one in a field and one in the village. On the basement of the 
temple arc some old Tamil inscriptions which await dedpherment. North of llaramangolam ond west 
of the tank stands a pillar bearing an inscription. '

{Ooliiairpiitnum.) In front of the temple of Guwfo stonds a pillar bearing an inscription. ^ »' 

KrJttwoAy/ A bsTzilet o! ilarsdiniasl, 7 miles east of Srfvsikcmtam. A Yishnu temple of 
considerable age, the priests of which are ShinfijB. 

•'KcauMBUB ;-~10 miles cost-south-east of ^rivaikuntom. {Coontmboor.) A Vaishnava temple of 
considerable age. 

llAX.^rinc; — Ontlio sea, at the mouth of the Kararaanayar river, 38 miles south-east of firivai* 
.kuntam. {Munahpaud.) Tins was on old Dutch settlement, and some finely-carvod Dutch tonib-stoncs 
are to bo seen. 

^Iakauancalam; — ^T he site of ancient Korkai (y-r.). There are inscriptions hero which should be 
examined. 

ilARTkjfn 4MrAaiLKt A hamlet of VellOr Pudogudi, 1 mDo south of Siivoikuntam (Poofhoocoody). 
On the road north of this place is a pillar with an inscription. 

1 McRArPASApn t) miles cast of Falamcottah, on the right bank of tbe Tilmrapaml. {Moorapanaud.) 
^e temple of KaihUajidthandmi in this Tillage has a numberof Tamil inscriptions on it, of which very 
imperfect coTiif*8 have been sent to me, with the dates omitted. They are— 
fl.) On the northern wall of the inner enclosure. 

(2.) On the top of the Cfiandticam temple.

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NiLUMA-VApi ; — 11 iniles south-east of ^Taikxmtam. During the excavation of a channel hero in 
the year 1872, between Srivailcuntam and TiruchendOr, a number of gold coins and a copper-plate docu- 
ment were found underground. 

Pallakueichi ; — About 20 miles south-east of Srivaikuntam. A mile east of the village is a large 
stone bearing an inscription, said to be ** unreadable.” 

Paeltpattu ; — 14 miles south-east of Srivaikuntam. North-west of this village stands a pillar 
bearing an inscription. 

Perungulam ; — 6 miles east of Srivaikuntam. (PerungcoUm.) A small temple of Vishnu, old and 
arehiteeturally interesting j and a Siva temple, considerably larger, with inscriptions. The Vishnu 
temple has a Sthah Parana. 

Perur; — 24 miles east of Srivaikuntam. {Pairoor.) An old Vishnu temple. There is an inscrip- 
tion on its southern wall. 

PmJDGuni ; — On the right bank of the Tamraparni, opposite Srivaikuntam. {Poothoocoodi/.) An 
old Visbnu temple. Some stone implements have been found here. (Manualy 35.) There is a pillar 
standing at a spot north of the Shanars’ village, having an inscription. 

PuLiYAKOcpi ; — A short distance ease of Srivaikuntam, on the road to PerungrJam. A small but 
old temple of Vishnu having a Sthala Ptirdna, and one or more copper-plate grants. 

Bettai Tirtipati ;~Hamlet of Kirpidagai, 6 miles east of Srivaikuntam. On the outer wall of tho 
Vishnii temple at this place, at the northern comer, is an inscription. 

Sendasiangaeam ; — 12 miles east of ^rivmkuntam. (Shainthamungalum.) A temple with a number 
of inscriptions. 

SSbaiblkxjlaji }r-9 miles soutb-west of Srivaikuntam. Half a mile east of tlie rillag© is a large 
temple, before which is an inscription on a stone. 

SoLAiKupiYiRUPPU 5—12 miles south-east of Srivmkuntam, 1 mile from tho Mission Station of 
llaijhanapuram, on the road from TiruchendOr {Tritekindoor) to Travancore. A largo stone with an 
old inscription was unearthed here about ten years ago. North of the village, near M&nadiu (UfauflKrf) is 
a pillar bearing an inscription. 

6 RSvAiKn^AJi 5— 16 ^es east-south-east of Tinnevelly, on the north bank of the Tamrapar^. 
{Streetygoondum!) There are ten principal temples here, all reported to be over 800 years old. The 
Vislmu temple and the Kaild-iandlha temple are large and important. On the former are a number of 
inscriptions. There is a Sthala Purdm in the temple, and certainly one if not more oopper-plate grants. 
tJndemeath the temple, tradition says, there is a hidden building. The latter temple, which is elabor- 
ately sculptured, also possesses copper-plate grants. 

In the hill of Adichchanai-lur, close to Siivtukunlam, ore a large number of ancient sepulchral urns 
buried, of all sizes. They contain bones and excellent pottery, some in very good preservation. {Manval, 
67.) There is a Jain statue here, too. •• 

There is a peculiar class of people resident hero called the Kota VeJ^laa or “ VellsJas (a caste-name) 
of the fort.” They never, on any pretext, leovo the limits of the fort in which they Jive. Tbeyaro 
in possession of a copper-plate Sdsanam. 

Tenkaeai 5 — 16 miles east-south-east of Palamcottab. This place and A^var Tirunagari are tho 
same. {Alcar Tinnctelly.) Near the surplus weir of the Tehkarai tank is a pillar with an inscription. 

Textxruparai;— O nthesouthbankoftheTamraparni, 54 miles east of Srivaikuntam. {Thmthrc- 
paray) Two old temples of VisHnu and Siva. The former is architecturally of interest and contains a 
Sthala Purana. Opposite the choultiy called Amiyappa Pillai 4attra>n is a stone with an inscription. 

Tiruciiendur;— IS miles east-south-east of Srivaikuntam, on the sea. (I’n'tchindoor,) Avery- 
large and important temple, much frequented and contmning some excellent sculpture. It has a Sthala 
Purdm and a number of inscriptions. Thrae is a long ono on a pillar at the temple of Stthrahmanya on 
the shore, another in the second prakara, and a third on tho eastern wall. Tho trustees of tho temple aro 
in poss<ssion of two copper-plates. 

On the shore, a few miles south of TinxchondOr, is a group of sixteen pillars, each bearing an inscrip- 
tion. 

TirckalC’r 5 — 4 miles south-east of Srivukuntam. {Triclaloor.) Two temples of Vishriu and Siva

i(tara) in TT A. 707 (A-D. 1531-32) ila^ndaTanna, ting of TraTaneore, made a grant, according to an 
inscription here. (P. Shungoony ilenon’s HUtory of Tracaneore, pp. 34, 35.) In the centre of the village 
IS s pillar hearing an inscription. 

ToLApFASPAX^i Ai ; — 3 miles north-west of Srivaikuntam. A little to the north of the village is an 
inscription on a pillar. 

Vadakku Kariseri ; — 8 miles north of Srivaikuntam. Kear a well is a pillar hearing a long 
inscription. 

V.40CTTisKrpPA3ii ; — Ahamlet of the Christian settlement of Nazareth, 9 milej south-east of Brivai- 
knntam. Hast of ♦his place, “ on the side of a newly-discovered wdl,” is a pillar bearing an inscription. 

Vairava5UP. ; — 17 irdles south of Srivaikuiitam. (Viraram.) An old temple. 

YAnAVANip Hill;— 13 milee east of Tinnevellj, 6 miles north by west of Srivmknntam. {Vulh- 
natid Hill.) There are a la^e number of old um-buiying-places in this hill. In 1876 Dr. Jagorof 
Berlin visited the place, excavated largely, and was presented hy the Collector with his finds, which he 
removed to the Museum at Berlin, where they now He. Some correspondence between the Collector and 
the Government, with full details of the discoveries, will be found in G.O., No. 329, of 27th March 1876, 
and No. 472 of 26th April in the same year. Within a snperfieial area of 25 or 30 square yards were 
found from twenty to thirty “haked earthen pots varying in size from 3 feet 9 by 3 feet 6, down to 10 
inches either way of very various shapes.*’ “ Upwards of fifty kinds ofbaked earthenware utensils of all 
sizes and shapes, a considerable number of iron weapons and implements, chiefly knives or short sword- 
blades and hatchets, and a great quantity of bones and sknQs were diswvered.” The Collector stated 
that “extensive untouched localities still await examination.” 


NANGUNERI taluk. 


CnmtB 6 miles south-east of Niogon^rL {(JhUtoor.) A large temple. South of the village 
are the ruins of a dty. 

Dalafatiaamudrasi, also called PsacTUlLAitsi 6 miles south of NihgunSri, on the road to Cape 
Comorin. An old temple of large size with inscriptions. 

fiecvipi; — 7J miles west-south-west of Nahgun€ii. (Tairraiidy.) A stone inscription in the 
temple, dated KA. 876 (AJD. 1700). The temple is a large one.* Timkuruvai PemmM Pillai, an 
inhabitant of this village, is Lu possession of a coppCT-plate grant dated KJl. 476 (A.D, 1300). 

Kalakau; — 7 tmles west -north-west of Nanguneri. {Calcaud.) A large Siva temple and the 
ruins of an old fort. There is (1) an inscription at the temple recording that Martandavurma, king 
of Trarancore, while residing in the “ Yira Pandiyan Palace” at this place, in kA. 685 (AJ). 1509), 
gave a grant to the temple. Besides this, the following list of instriptions has been sent roe r —

Najcocnfri ;---nc^^uaricra of the taluk, 16 miles south of Tinnevelly. (Xauaavhunch'iry.) A- 
large temple with inscnpUons. ^ ' 
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Pad^akkri; — 2 1 miles east of NafigunSri. {Poolhomerry.) A. larjge temple ■witli inscriptions in 
Tamil, Telugu, Grantha and Mabyilam characters. The Village Mansif is in possosrion of a copper- 
plate fdsanam in Ndgari characters. 

PAJTAGcrpi 12 miles south-west of Nonguncri, on tho road to Capo Comorin. (Pannaugoo^y.) A 
large temple defeated to Vishnu. 

Papangclam;— miles east hj’ south of NMgunflri. (PatyxiMn^rM/aHi.) To tho west of tho 
Tillage there are the ruins of a fort and a large Siva temple. 

Pattai; — 8 J miles west -north-west of NlhgunCri- (PatAo.) A largo temple, with three inscrip- 
tions— 

(1.) S.S. 1457 (A.D. 1535). Grant by a sovereign, whose name is wrongly given in the copy 
sent to me. Probably ha was one of the Kaya family of Vijayanagar. Achyutadeva 
lUya was then on tho throne. 

(2.) S.6. 14G9 (A.D. 1547). A gift of lands to tho temple. 

(3.) Undated and unimportant. 

PERUMiUVifjl ; — «C« DA:tJirATlS.iMtJDRAM. 

PoKNiKKcpi; — 7i miles south by west of Palamcottoh, 9 miles north-north-east of Ningungri. 
{Poonnaugoodg.) An old Vishnu temple with a number of inscriptions, said to bo “unroadahle." 

BAniiArDR.oi ;—14i miles south of Nin^neri. (Jtauthaupoomtn.) A large temple. The copper- 
plate inscription belonging to the temple at Vijayapati is said to lie hero. 

RXjAKKAnAstANOALASi j— 6 milcs south of Nan"^Cri. There is a stone inscription in tho village, 
said to ho xmreadable. The temple is a large one. In a field belonging to tho temple is another stone 
inscription, similarly '‘unreadable.” 

SnmmAOARiuANALLtR ; — 4 miles cast of NingunCri. (ShimhrauneUoor.) Two laigo temples, 
dedicated to Sira and Vishnu. This village was at one time the seat of a JUja, tho niins of whoso 
palace are to ho seen near the river. 

TiRDKARANOtjpt }— 7J miles west-south-west of NafignnCri. (rrt>An(TUH';£>erfy.) The priest of a 
Uaiham in this village has three copper plates recording grants. Ho refuses to port with tho originals. 
They are reported to bo dated rcspoctivoly in A.D. 1637, (F) 1456, and 1592 ; tho first being a grant by 
“ Vittala Rjiya,” son of SadiSiva of Vijayanagar,* tho second by “ Sabala Vira Chandra Rimavanna 
Maharaja,” and tho third by “ Vita Vasanta Venkaladera Mahlraja.” There ore several stone inscrip- 
tions, only a few of which are readable— > 

(1.) On the south wall of a man<Japam in tho Vishnu temple, recording tho excavation of a channel 
with dams in K.A. 235 (A.D. 1069). 

(2.) On the north wall of tho same, recording repairs to tho same channel in K.A. 848 (A.D. 
1672), 

(3.) On two pillars on tho north of tho front gate of the same temple, ” characters unreadable.” 

The Vishnu teujple is a large and important one. 

In the Sistory of Traraneore (pp. 34, 35), Mr. P. Shungoony Wonon notices tho inscription on a 
large bell here. It records the presentation of tho hell to tho temple in KA., C44 (A.D, 1468-69) by 
Amtyavaima, king of Travancore. His Highness tho present Mabdraja of Travancore has given a 
translation of it in the Indian Antiquary IT, 360, and ho remarks that at tho dato of tho inscription 
Adityavarmi was only Prince of Travancore. Ho did not become king till throe years later, his older 
brother MartandavarmS, being then on the throne. 

Valliyur; — 8 miles south-south-west of NdugunSri, on the west of tho road from Tinnovelly to 
Cape Comorin. ( Vullioor.) Mauy of tho stones in tho revetment of the largo tank hero came from a 
Jaina temple that used to stand in this village, but is now completoly destroyed. Some of the stones bear 
inscriptions. There was a Jaina imago in the village till recently, hut it was removed by a European 
officer of the Postal Department, and is now, I holiove, in the poasossion of Bishop Sargent. 

There is a'large temple dedicated to 6lva, ssud to have boon built by KulaSskhara PAndiyan. There 
are also two other old temples dedicated to Vishnu and Buhrahmanya. Also a strong fort in ruins, said 
to have been built by a Pindiyan king. 


* £ltb«T ibc date or tbe came given in this information would eeexa to bo wrong. Sadstiva succeeded his predecessor in A.D. 
1342 when an infant. 
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Vuatanarayaxam 9 miles east-south-east of Kanguneri. (Visionatiramum.) There are three 
temple here of considerahle antiquity, Tnth mseriptions. Copies of some were sent to me, and they are 
cTidently in old Tamil, but the copies are so bad as to be useless. Other inscriptions, older still, are 
reported, and stated to be “ illegible,” There are traces of the existence, south of the Tillage, of an old 
mud fort. 

ViJATArATi ; — 20 J miles south by east of Nangoneri, on the sea. ( Vtstia-Kf/iee.) To the east of 
the village is a small deserted Ayyandr shrine "with an inscription, recording a grant of lands by Krish- 
nappaNayalihain KA. 745 (A.I). 1569). This may be Knmara Krishnappa of Madura. The Siva 
temple here has a Sthala Puram attached to it, and boasts of some antiquity. A copper-plate inscrip- 
tion belonging to it is said to be in the temple at Badhapuram.

[Some interesting information regarding the tribes of the Jeypore country will be found in Mr. 
Turner’s Report on the Census of 1871, embodied in G.O., No. 1604, of the 22nd November 1872, and 
printed at pp. 221 to 232 of Dr. Cornish’s Report on the Census of the. Presidenoy.] 

Natarangapttram Taluk. 

Dodea, 5-«-32 miles north-west of Navarahgapuram. An inscription in Nfigari characters. 

Hrrpi 5 — in the Boliya Mutha, 25 miles north of Navar^gopuram. On a hill near here is a cave 
containing a lifigam j and not far ofi is an old and deserted Siva temple, which is said to have been burnt. 
KubiSi j — 25 miles north of Navorangapuram. A deserted temple of 6iva, and a mud fort. 
Navasanoapueam (“ Nourangpur”) Head'^narters of a taluk, 26 miles north of Jeypore. 
(Ifarangpur.) This is an old town, but the temples which it contains are all modem. 

PAiJiSAOiii 31 miles north-north-west of Navarahgapuram. (Pa!asgaon.) A stone inscription 
in Nagari characters, fairly legible. The stone is partly broken away. 

Pappadakandi ;--8i miles north of Navarahgapuram. (Paparkandi.) A temple about 300 years 

old. 

PopiGADA} — 34 miles west-north- west of Navarahgapuram. (Porc^nr.) On a hill near here' is a 
stone doorway,” and, close to it, an inscripUon on the rock in Oevanagari characters. Also an old 
mud fort. 

PuppooAji ; — 16 miles south of Navarahgapuram, 9 miles north of Jeypore. (Pupogaon.) An old 
temple, now deserted, and a tank revetted vrith stone. They are said to have been built by Irings of the 
Ganga family. (See Nos. 155 to 159 of the List of Oopper^plate Grants published in Volume II. Dr. 
Burnell’s South Indian Pal<eography, p. 53, and note.) 

'RiYAO.U)A 55 miles north-west of Navarahgapuram. (ftctigarh.) An old mud fort. 
Ummar-^kota (Z/wprAo/) ; — 37 miles^north-west of Navarahgapuram. {Omorkot.) An old mud fort. 

Jegpore Taluk. 

BoaiouMstA 14 miles north of J eyjjore. (Boriguma.) An old temple of &va, said to be five or six 
hundred years old. An old stone inscription which was found here was taken to Korilpatti, the Divisional 
Officer’s station, where it now lies. 

Kutpahu ; — 25 miles north-west of Jeypore. There are several old mud forts here, a little temple 
on an island in a lake, a temple on the edge of the lake, a stone image of a goddess, and a Muhammadan 
tomb. All these are believed to be from two to three hundred years old. 

Jayanadau-am ; — 1 mile east of Joyporo. There is an old Muhammadan Dargah hero. Tho 
Mokhasadars of the village possess copper-plate deeds of gift executed by the old Rajas of Jojpjre.

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HiMAom; — 22 miles west-south-west of Jeypore. {Ramglri) A few miles from this place, in a 
mountain near the Saverl Eiver (St/iear), is a cave contjuning a large image of “ Gupteivara,’* (Siva as 
worshipped hy the Guptas), and a Kama-dhenu (the miraculous cow of the Eishis) in stone. The cave is 
fabled to have been the resort of the Rishis, and it is further asserted to be the identical cave from which 
Sita, was carried off by Ravana. The place is mudx resorted to by the village folk of the neighhourhood 
on the occasion of the Siva rdfri festival. 


KSrapaiti Taluk. 

Korapatti ; — ^Head-quarters of the Officer in charge of ^c Jeypore Division, 11 miles east hy 
south of Jeypore. A stone inscription, not very legible. 

NANDiPURAu ; — 17 miles south of Korapalti. (Jfandapur.) This place was formerly the capital of 
the Jeypore Rfijas. In the old mud fort is a Sinthdsana, or lion-throne, reached by a flight of 32 steps. 
This was the place of installation. There are sii old temples here. In the temple of Saneirara are 
some inscriptions. In a small house formerly inhabited by the kings is a stone inscription, and there are 
several stone statues about Gieplaca The remains are said to be five or sis hundred years old. 

ilalkdhgiri Taluk. 

Anaktapalli ; — 25 miles south-west of Malkingiri. There is an old stone fort here. 

Gari^ipai-ii ; — on the Siller river, 47 miles south-south-west of hlalkangiri. {^Garsapalli.) There 
are the remains of an old temple here, and some stone statues. 

KondakambEro 5— 23 miles south-east of MalkAngirL (Kondakambrn.) There is an old temple 
here, at which some peculiar ceremonies are performed. 

Malkanoiei ; — 57 miles south-west of Jeypore. An old stone fort. 

Naleako^a ,* — 10 miles north of HalkAdgirL The remains of an old temple and some carved 
images. 


Anacapalle Taluk. 

For “MiSATUB j — 3 miles north of Anakapalle** read'** GoBTOANAPipEM, a hamlet of Santapalemj 
—6 miles north of Anakapalle. {Suntapakm.y* 


Sarvasiddhi Taluk. 

KSBUEOinpA J — 5 miles south-east of Tuni in the Godavari District, 20 miles south-west of Sarva- 
siddhi. _ On a stone in front of the temple of VtTabhadra, on a hill, is an inscription recording s gift to the 
temple in 8.8. 1365 (A.D. 1443) by a person acting under the orders of KapileSvora Gajapati. This is 
possibly tbe sovereign of Orissa called “Kapilendra Deva” in Dr. Hunter’s list. The date assigned to 
him in that list is A.D. 1452 to 1479. Possibly I have not got an accurate transcript of the original. 


GODAVARI DISTRICT. 

CoCAKADA Dn'rsiow. 

(P. 24.) Bhimavaeam.— Line 4. Jbr “four” wad “three.” ' 

Dllork Taluk. 

(P.35.) Guotupalle, and Naoalapalle.— -These places have ’not yet been examined, but 
Dr. Burgess tells me that he ‘thinks, on enqniiy,that the two caves mentioned are really one and the 
same. 11 y information, it will be seen, was obtmned from different sources : but I am inclined to think 
that Dr. Burgess is probably right. 
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E3STNA DISTRICT. 

BEZY/tai Taldk. 

BezvIda (see p. 47). Mention is made of Buddhist remains at this place. It is necessary to 
note that, after personal inspection, Dr. Burgess has satisfied himself that all the remains here are 
Br^anical {Ind. Ant. for April 1882, Vol. :^,95, &c. See also a Reply in a subsequent number.) 

GupiVADA Taluk. 

Kaikalued j (see p. 62). Besides the inscription notedin the text, there is another one on thetank- 

hund west of the village. 

’ ' Kautaram;— (see p. 52). There is an old temple here daiicated to Gantameitarasidmi, the origin 
of which is ascribed to the Rishi Gautama. 


Palnad Taluk. 

(P. 60.) Machabla.— Line 9. For “ A.D. 1519 ” read « A.D. 1619.” 

Sattenapalle Taluk. 

Inimetla • 11 miles west by south of Sattenapalle. {Tinimeila) In the temple of is a 

stone with an inscription said to be ” illegible.” 

HoLALAPupx 23 miles south of Nnrasativupeta. At the gateway of the temple of Vishnu is an 
inBoription whidi the residents cannot read. 

' ' Bor ” MallattapIlatam ” (p. 71) read " MallattapIlem.” The inscription is said to he on a 
stone in front of a &va temple a mile east of the village. 

PfintRU ; 4 miles east of NarasaravupSta. West of tlm temple of YevvyopSlandmi is a pillar bea> 

inff an inscription. There is another on a pillar south of a &va temple, ond at the gate of the temple of 
T%ardntak£,vSmi is another. All these are said to be “ illegible.” 

Fbr “ TEDDANAPtDi ” (p. 78) read “ Taddanafudi.” At the temple of VeiMfatagopataivSmi are two 
' inscriptions, one on a stone, and one on the doorway of the yarhMlayam. 

NABASAnivupfcrA Taluk. 

InuLAPipu (p. 69). — ^Another account states that there are three inscriptions on three sides of a stone 
pillar in the temple. One records the endowment of the temple by the Chola king who founded it. The 
other two are of a private nature. 

KoTAPPAKONpA, and Tellamanda (Bcepp.7l, 74).~-Dnder the heading of the latter village 
mention is made of a temple on the top of a high hill 2 J miles south of the village. I have since learnt 
. • that this hill is Kolappahcmda itself. 

(P.72.) Bor “Panuuarru ; — 13 mileseast of Narasaravup§ta” rend “Pasumakro ; — Himiles 

south-east of Narasaravnpela.” 

For Tupipu (p. 73) read Tonipu. I have since received information that there are two inscriptions 
oh each side of a pillar standing south of the dirine of Vimyaka. One is dated S.S. 1064 (A.D. 1142). 
The second is undated. No more than this could he made out by my informant. The stone was 
' removed to its present position from the deserted temple of MlmeSeara. 

Yellamanda (p. 74) Kotappakonda, above. 

Guntoor Taluk. 

Tenamauaia (p. 77 above).— Mention is made of on“ illegible ’’inscription on a stone in the bazaar. 
' Mr. Mackenzie (C.S.) informs me that this inscription forms part of Colonel Mackenzie’s collection, 
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but that it has been greatly injured by “ peorfe pounding chunam” since the beginning of the wntury 
when Colonel JIackenrie’s copy was taken. “It is an inscription of very g^t historic^ value, showing 

that the last of a dynasty of Jain kinglets at Dharanikota mamed the daughter of Ganapati- 

deva of Varangal, the mother of Pratapa Rudra.” Mr. ilacke^e kin^y sent me a rough toeing of the 
inscription, made by a Brahman who has taken some interest in inscriptions in that locality, but I am 
sorry to say that it is quite useless. It would be desirable to have the slab moved to a place of safety. 

Bapatla Tamtk. 

Bapatla (see^above, pp. 81, 82). Inscaiption No. 16.— I have since been informed that the date of 
this inscription is S.S. 1214 (A.D. 1292). ' 


BELLARY DtSTEICT. 

Ano.si Talck. 

Adosi. — T his fortress was captured by Eing Mubammad of the Bahmani dynasty in A.I>. 1365, 
and again by bis successor ilujahid in 1375. 

Alasasdigu^ ; — «« Bassarajcopu. 

Badinehaixi 10 miles north-west of AdOni. {BudnahaU.) An inscription in the temple ^ 
iTnlhlUrjnm, and another on a stone in the village constructed for a cattle trough. Both are said to be 
“illegible.” 

Baichigxbi 5— 4i miles east of Ad5ni. {Bychgerry.) There is an “illegible” inscription on a rock 
known to the residents as the PaUaytindu. 

BassaiukOdu ;--6j miles east-sonth-east of Ad5m. ^Buswrcode.) On a stone in the temple of 
Aajsneya is an inscription. In the hamlet of AlasasdigSii (Stilsanyoofy) is a “ temple in a cave” south 
of iho village, and an “ illegible ” inscription. 

BASMtAViLLi*,— Similes north-west of AdSni, 12 miles west of “Kosgee **{Kbs{gt) Railway Station. 
An inscription inside the temple of AHJaneya. * 

OjiAOi ; — 22 miles north-west of Adfini, on the river. {Chayy.) West of the village is a stone bear- 
ing on inscription, 

CiiTXXA ToMKAtAsi ; — 11 miles north by east of AdOni. {Chicla Toomhui.) Two old temples. In 
one is an old Canareso mscriptioo, and another is to be seen on the bank of “ Nnriin Saheb’s tank ” 
west of the village. 

l.K\"yAAinixxE ; — 26 miles north-east of AdOni, close to the Kumool boundary. [Dytimdinrui.) On 
a stone closo to the ganida ttamhha of the temple of A»j(tneya is an iijKTiption. 

Oascivabui;— 24 miles nortb-easi of Ad6ni,OQ the river. [Gunyatcaram.) At the &va temple are 
two inscriptions, one on a flat stone in the middle of the temple, the other on an erect stone behind the 
temple. 

Gcrjala; — 28 miles north-east of Adorn, on the river. i^Qoorjala.) A stone inscription in “illegible 
cbaractcjs in the Siva temple. 

IIactiou,! ;-~22 miles west-north-west of Asloni, on the river. [IlutchoJy.) There is an old fort 
here, tome 2iri2c distance west of which is a sfone bearmg an " illegible^' mscripfion. 

IIaluau-svi 19 milesnorth-eastof AdSiu. {UaKhurcy.) On the road to Nandavaram, north-east ^ 
of this village, is a stone with an inscription* 

» — 21 miles north-west of Ad&ni and 8 miles west by north of “Kosgee ” (Kosigi) Railway 
btation. (ITalhry) Two temples, in each of which is an inscription. 

Mcrav.^nI ; — 14 miles north-cast of Addni. {^iTwreunny.) On a stone standing inside 
the temple of j'lujatieya is on inscription, 

KAniBUE -Iff PtnoA IC-adarC's. 
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Kadisietla ; — 19 miles east-north-east of Adoni. {KuddametUi.) On a rock to the north of the 
village is an inscription, said to he in “ unknown characters.*’ On a stone in a field belonging to a 
rpot named Lihgayya is a Telugu inscription. 

Easutaham ; —16 mUes north of Ad6ni, 5 miles east of ** Kosgee ” (Kosigi) Railway Station. A 
deserted temple, close by which is a stone with an “illegible” inscription. 

KAN.AKAvipu ; — 24 miles north-east of Adoni, 5 nules south of Nagaladinne. {Kunnalcahced. 
NagvJdinny.) A very old temple of Siva, said to have been built by the Knrumbars. There are two 
inscriptions here, one on a stone near a well, the other on the north wall of the temple. 

KArATi ; — 6 miles south-east of Adoni. A stone inscription standing in front of the ^age 
Udvadi, 

Kautalam; — 13i miles north-west of Addni. (Koictall.) A stone inscription on the wall of the 
temple of Anjancya, The tomb of a fakir, who died here about 500 years ago, is shown in this village. 
His family still hold the neighbouring village of Ichalahalli {Echalhalt) as a jagir. 

Kosigi — A Railway Station (see p. 104, Kosji). Them is a stone bearing a Canarese inscription 
in the bazaar of the village. 

Kosji (p. 104).— ihr “ Kosji ” read “ Kosigi.” 

KoTTALAcniNTA ; — 18 miles west by north of Adoni. (Kotalc/iinia.) An old temple dedicated to 
Sasaeanna, on the wall of which is an “ illegible ” inscription. 

Kuppagallu ; — 8 miles north by west of AdCni Railway Station. (Ebopgul.) There is an « illegible ” 
Canarese inscription here. 

Kueuvalli 5 — 22 miles west of AdSni. {CooroontUif.) An inscription on a rock. 

ManchAla j — 20 miles north of AdSni. An. old temple of Rdtmlldgnsvdmi. The tomb of a 
Sanyisi, who died here 250 years ago, is held veiy^ sacred, and is much resorted to by pilgrims. There 
is another old temple of Mantrdla Tedaimiia, having Sthafa Piirams both in Sansmt and Canarese.

Palavarajl — M ajor Taylor, Station Staff Officer at this cantonment, has lately 
discovered a stone, a yar4 square, hearing an inscription in Old Tamil. It has been deposited in the 
Madras Museum. The inscription belongs to the early part of the eleventh century, and is dated in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola sovereign Haja IlAja. It records a grant of lands to the temple at Alattur, 
which is stated to he in the Pulit/ur RoUam (one of the Kurumhar Divisions) . The fame of Raja Raja 
is said therein to he spreading over KoUam and Kalihga, aS well as other provinces.

having in the centre an old temple. 

PeriyankSvil;— 9 miles due west of Kuttfilam {Cwrtalhm) in Tinnevelly District. A temple of 
great' antiquity, standing in the pass to which it gives its name. 

Sengakur ; — 29 miles north of Quilon, on the south bank of the Pambay river. {Chunganoor.) 
An old temple dedicated to Mahddeva. 

TrauvALA ; — 34 miles north of Quilon. {Tenitatlla.) A large and old temple, said to be second in 
importance only to that of Trivandrum.

Mr. C. P. Brown in his TelugU'Englirii 
Dictionary often refers to these poems, one of which was examined by H. H. Wilson amongst the 
Mackenzie MSS. (Vol. I, p. 305). Wilson places the date of these wars at AJ). 1080-1087, ” which,”

The ministers of these 
BOTcreigns helonged to the Vellama •caste. The chief of these was Dodda Nayudu. 

Do(}4a NajTidu married Sllamma, and had five sons, Peddanna, Brahma Nilyudu, Perinidu, Sdrinidu, 
and ilallinldn. 

Alugu Bhupati married (1) Vira Vidyi Devi (also known as ITaUamma) and (2) BhOrama Devi. 
As neither of these had a son, Alugu adopted Peddanna, eldest son of Dodija Nayudu and Silamma, 
although he was of a different caste, Alugu being a Kshatiiya and Peddanna a 6adra VelJaraa. 

When Peddanna camo of age, Alugu BhQpati determined to marry him to a ICshatriya girl, and sent 
heralds to the kings of many countries (such as il&lava, Kohkana, Dr4vida, Matsya, Kalihga.'Yideha, 
Siudhu, Banffilla, Karu^a, Kosala, Tnkarto, Vidarbha, Pulinda, Lata, Panchala, Varahf^ Jradraka, 
Da&irna),* all of whom however refused to give their daughters in marriage to a man of the Sudra ca.ste. 
At last the heralds came to Chandav6lu* “in the Andhra^ country,” and there n Brahman recommended 
them to* go to the king Kaucliarla ICrishna Gandharva, a Kshatriya, and obtain his yoxxngest daughter on 
the pretence that the prince Peddanna was a man of lus own caste. 

The heralds went to Kaueharla* (described os a magnificent city), and passed through the various 
gates till they camo to the hall of audience and saw the king. Tlie heralds, who were Brahmans, ignoring 
the adoption, told the king that their lord, a Kshatriya, wanted to many' his eldest eon to this king^ 
daughter Ifukta Laviiiiiba. The king gladly consented. 

The heralds retumod to llachapuram and told the king, who, after getting ready a procession with 
great pomp, set out with Vira Vidyi Deri and Peddanna, and travelled to^aacharla. The marriage duly 
took place, and Vira Vidyi Devi returned to Machapuraro, leaving Peddanna at Kanchorla. 

It happened in course of time, that tho sons of king ICrislma Gandharva, a hundred in number, 
thought badly of Peddanna, sajdng that ho was weak and cowardl 3 ’, and the latter, hearing of this 
undeserved sconi, determined to undeceive them. One day therefore, at a hunting party, Peddanna gave 
them Buch tokens of his prowess (hat they all admitted his superiority, and, terrified by his threats, 
consented to allow him to brand each and all of them on the thigh,* 

Shortly after this, at a durbar held in tho palace, a bard attached to the Palnacl family, while extol- 
ling the valour of Peddanna in the presence of all the princes, foolishly let it be known that he belonged to 
the Budra esaste. The princes, filled with rtge, having told this news to their father, they one and all 
counselled to elay Peddanna for his deceit ; but the princes were afraid to attack him, knonung his strength 
and valour. King Krishna then hit on a stratagem. He reminded them that he possessedacoltof furious 
and ungovernable temper, which was bom of a Qandhartd' horse at the black tank of Kancharla, and said

The king accordingly gave Peddanna Iho wild horso ; and Peddanna, mounting it, was corned up to 
the ^y and visited the court of Indra, who received Mm kindly and directed him to slay the treacherous 
princes. , . , , r iv 

Meanwhile the people vainly searched for liirn, and, concluding that ho was dead, prepared the 
funeral pyre for his ivifo I/ivimh^Vs fnii. When all was ready tho pnnccss, loudly lamenting ner lord s 
decease, bravely ascended tho pjTO ; when Peddanna, descending rapidly from the sky, leant over his 
horse’s neck and hung doivn liis turhan-clolh. Tho princess seized it, and, mounting, sat beside him. 
Then the demon»horsQ proceeded to destroy Kancharlo. Ho razed all tho palaces, houses, and temples to 
the ground, and slew thousands of tho people ; wMlo tho king and oil Ids armies, vainly attempting to 
stay his vengeance, wore defeated and killed. 

When the destruction was complete tho horso, still carrjnng Peddanna and Lavambi, proceeded 
towards the Polnad country. 

When they arrived at Pilmogallu, a placo full of n’orshipnera of oiva, the princo and princess lay down 
to sleep on a black smooth rock near town. Tho faithful horso kept watch, and a lengthy conversa- 
tion is recorded which ho had with a raimculous cock during tho long liours of tho night. Tho cock, it 
appears, was an enchanted robber and of veiy great strength, so that it liad no equal in the fight 

Nest morning the horso convoyed tho couplo to tho mountain Nftpilrjunn, where thoy worshipped 
“ the saints in its caverns,” and thonco travelled homo to Mftchapuram. They were received with great 
rejoicings hy tho king and his wife, Pcdd.iaua’s own mother AilartibikA (Bjlamma), and all the courtiers 
and people of the city.

Brahma N^nidu, making him out to bo a roiraculous child, in fact Vishnu 
himself. The story is all told in a most esecgcrated style. It ends by 
repeating the names of Dodda NAyw«ju’ssoas, i.e., roddanna, IJrahma Nfijmdu, 

Perinidu, 8iirinI(J,u, and llallinidu.] 

Peddanna, as narrated, married king Krishna Gandharva’s daughter Mukta I^avfliiibi. Brahma 
Nayudu married Vaithdihba, sister of ono Ferintdu. Siio is also known as Idatomo. Perinl>in marned 
Gauramma. ourinldu married Biramma. MnllinJdu married Jlidiamma, 

On a certain day king Alugu Bh&pati was advised by his wise Brahmans in durbar to go on a 
pilgrimage to the sacred places j and he did so, faking with him his minister, Dodda Nilyudu, the latter’s 
sons, and a crowd of attendants. They visited all the sacred places of tho north, and bathed in the holy 
rivers, returning at last to the Krishna, where they baited at Amaravati. "While there one morning 
Brahma Nayudu nnd Perinidu were bathing near tho Amare^varasvami temple, when a Brahman came 
and asked for alms. Observing that he had no mark on Ms forehead, contrniy to the usual custom, they 
asked him the reason for this. The Brahman replied that he lived at Chanda volu,* where there reigned a 
king who possessed some sparrows of such idreugth and Ixildness that they used to attack the Brahmans 
in order to eat the pounded rice with wMch the Mock marks were made ; and ns in doing so they made 
terrible wounds on the Brahmans’ heads, tho latter hod given up ■wearing their customary marks. 

The princes, becoming jealous of the power of this king, disguised themselves as Brahmans and 
proMcded to Chondavolu to the rt^al palace. The king was named Bhavola Saiikhya. The sparrows at 
once attacked them, but the princes beat them off. Then the guards of the palace challenged them to fight 
kil^g the sp.inrows, and both parties went together to the hall of audience. A combat was arranged 
and the king decided that if the princes won he "would give his daughter to their sovereign, but if the 
^ards ■iron, the Palnid chief’s daughter should he given to him. This was'agreed on by all partie^ 
combat then took place in the presence of the king, Perinidu fighting the two guards alone and 

The king, however, became enraged at the death of his followers and gave the signal for his soldiers

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to attack Perinidu. They did eo ; tut Perinldu’s strength ^as such that he slaughtered them all single, 
handed. The king fled to his palace and made terms, and Brahma Nayudu consented to a peace being 
concluded on condition of receiving the Cliandavolu kmg's daughter for his sovereign. This was agreed 
to, and the princes returned to Alugu Bhupati and informed Mm of what had taken place. 

Alugu Bhupati set out with great pomp for Ghandavolu for the marriage ceremonies, and was met by 
king Dhavala Sahkhj’a with due honor. The marri^e took place at Ghandavolu, the king's daughter 
Maimnibs, receiving five villages in dowry, heddes cloths, ornaments, and cattle. 

Alugu Bhupati remained some time at Chandavolu which is near the sea, and after building three 
villages in honor of Bodda Nayudu, Sllaroba. and Peiinidu, went to Kotappa Konda,* otherwise called 
Yellamanda hill, to worship 6iva. On his return to the Palnad with his new bride he halted at the 
Nagileru® river and built two temples, one to Biva and one to Vishnu, audacity which he called Ghijzala,® 
from the Gurttgafuja creepers there j and so pleased was he with Gnrzala that he made it his chief town. 

[One Teppala Nayudu is here introduced into the story ; but it is not clear who he is.] 

Brahma Nayudu’s wife had a brother named Kanamanidu, who became closely attached to Brahma 
Nayudu. 

At tbiB time Vira Vidya Don, the king’s first wife, gave birth to two sons, Narasimha Bhupati 
and Kanna Mahesvara ; and Bhuramma Devi, the second wife, also gave birth to two sons, Gatha Perumalu 
and Jetti Perumalu. 

It happened one day that Dodda Nayudu and Teppala Nayudu, being on a hunting excursion, camped 
near Narlakonda, where a farmer presented them with some seeds which they took homeand sent into the 
harem. The women desiring more, Teppala Nayu(Ju took a number of his followers and plundered the 
farmer’s fields, taking a rich booty of the same grain to Goizala. The unfortunate fanner complained to 
his sovereign, who thereupon sent a hostile message to king Alugu Bhupati. Dodda Nayudu was accord- 
iugly sent with an expedition to Narlakonda together uith Teppala Naj-uiJu ; and the march of the army 
is descried in highly virid colors. In the battle which ensued the army of Narlakonda was utterly 
defeated, their king slain, and the town and palace plundered. The conquerors then returned in triumph 
to Gurzala and there was peace for a time. 

Afterwards Ylra Viayi Devi, or Uailamtna agiun gave birth to two sons, who were called Bilama 
and Dgvulu.

The heroine of the story is now introduced. 

In the village of Kamsuapadu, one a poor fanner while engaged at work in his field found a 
female diild lying deserted in a hedge. Ho rescued her, took her home, and brought her up as his o^vn 
daughter. On the very same day ho happened to discover a great store of buried treasure in his field, 
and making good use of this, he by-and-bye became very rich. The child was named Nagahurala. 

■When she came to years of maturity, her adoptive father gave her in marriage; and soon after, all 
her relatives dying, she was left sole mistress of the immense wealth of her father and husband. She 
used her property to good advantage, lent money in usury, and acquired such great possessions that at last 
she became a person of great influence and power in the country, and uus introduced to the court of 
king Alugu Bhupati, where she became a constant friend and ‘adviser of the king. She was however at 
heart a very bad woman, and owing to her machinations the palace, formerly so peaceful, became a scene 
of constant strife. She caused the king to quarrel with Dodda Nayudu, and the latter resigned the seals 
of his office as prime minister to his second son Brahma* Nayudu, who abused bis power by murdering 
first the king, and afterrvards his own father Dodda Ndyudu.^ 

Brahma Nayudu then crowned the king’s eldest son (by ifailamma) Narasimha Bhupati, and became 
the chief man in the kingdom, tlio new king being entirely dependent on him. 

Najukurala’s ambit ion and malice knew no bounds ,* and on one occasion, when king Norasiiriha was

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on a bunting espe<lition and became much distresetd and parched ■with thirst crwing to the great heat o! 
the sun, she^arranged that he should unexpectedly arrive at a shady bower made on purpose^ for him by 
herself where he found all that the heart of man comd derive — cool shade, abath prepared for him, excellent 
food, and the rest he so much required. So pleased was the ting withhis entertainment that he consented 
to the request of Nayakurala that she should rule the kingdom for a few hours without interference. 
This agreed on, they returned together to Gurzala. 

Shortty afterwards Nayakurala claimed her reward, and the ting handed over the government to 
her. She secretly issued her orders, plundered the whole country side, and pouring immense stores of 
wealth at the feet of the king, told bim that that was the sum which, if the country were properly 
governed, he ought to receive She persuaded him that Brahma Nayudu was faithless and deceiving, 

and that he himself seized all the nation’s wealth. In this way she induced the king to confide entirely 
to her, and to turn aside from his trust in Brahma Nayuda. The latter however turned the tables on 
Nayakurala by himself supporting and feeding all the people she had despoiled, and thus gaining their 
love and devotion. 

Nayakurala now plotted to destroy the young princes Balama and Devulu, and partially succeeded by 
her arts. Daily inciting them to evil deei, she persistently poisoned the king’s mind against them ; 
and at last brought matters to a crisis bj' inducing them to kill a bird that always overshadowed and _ 
protected the king. In affected indignation and sorrow she declared to the king that the boys were not 
fit to live. Narasimha Bhupati accordingly de«jreed their death. He entrusted their murder to Naya- 
kurala, who shut the hoys up in a large wo^en chest and ordered her servants to bum it in a field. 

But SUamma, their grandmother, discovered the plot, and before the box left the palace her servants 
drew it up to the upper windows, rescued the princes, and filled it with stones. They then let it down 
again, and it was taken to a forest hard by and burnt ; while ^ilamma summoned Brahma Niyu^n, who 
took the two princes and went to his own village. He then openly threw off all allegiance to the king, 
rallied the inhabitants of ninety villages, and with avast company left the city of Gurzala for ever. They 
Journeyed a short distance and built a splendid new city, which they called ifilcharla,^ on the hanks of 
tho Chandravanka, with magnificent temples dedicated to Vishnu and Biva. Kanamaniiju, too, hmlt 
himself a handsome palace on the summit of a hill close by called Kottalamitta. 

Brahma NiyiuJ-u then made a division of the kingdom between the two young princes Balama and 
Dtlvulu, and became their joint minister, with complete power. 

Now it so happened that the wives of the five Najudu brothers, sons of N&yu^u, had no 
children ; and being distressed at their condition, they assembled sis other women of Afferent castes, and 
together made a solemn propitiatory ceremony to Vishpu. The priests directed each of the women to 
eat a certrin fnut, and Idomma, tho wife of Brahma Niyndu, obeyed. The four other princesses, however, 
refused to eat the fruit, hut the other six women foOowed tdamma's example. It thus happened that 
in course of time Idainma and the six women were blessed each with a son, while the four princesses 
remained childless. 

Idamma’s child was horn under a very unlucky star, and when the astrologers told Brahma Ndjuidu 
of this, he condemned the child to he carried away to the forest and left in a cave to die. He entrusted 
l^namamdu, his faithful vassal, with this work. Hanamanidu took the boy to the jungles, hut liis beort 
failed liira at the last ; and aa he sat wailing and lamenting and uncertain how ho should act, it happened 
that Perinidu, travelling home on his way from Cliandavolu, passed close by the place. Peruudu heard 
^ calling, and, thinking that it proceeded from devils, he attacked Kanamanidu, 

whom ho had not before seen. A great fight ensued, which, however, ceased on mutual explanations 
bemg offered, and Perinidu carried off the hoy alive to his own house.

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A few years later, Kanamanldu (who is henceforth generally called Kimama Dasu’J. being one day 
seated before the throne of Brahma Nslyu^n at Manharla, in the presence of all the princes, called to him 
his dflUghterlloSchela, s little girl, and proclaimed aloud that he wished to many her to a youth of 
some high ftanily. Perinldu, hearing this, sent for his nephew, Brahma Nayudu’s son, who had been so 
opportunely rescued, and who had ever sme© heen living concealed in Permidu’s house; and on his 
arrival, caused him to sit by his uncle. Brahma Nayudu recognised his son and was struck with amaze- 
ment, as he had thought him dead ; but Kanama BAsu then disclosed the whole story and narrated 
how Perinldu had rescued the lad and brought him np in his own house. The Chief, however, yielded to 
his superstitious fear, and again commanded him to be taken away and slain. With much lamentation 
the courtiers and foUowera led the hoy to a broad stone outside the town, and there, for the second time, 
his life was wonderfully spared ; for when Kanama Dlsu, true to his orders and despite the remon- 
strances of the by-standera, struck a violent blow at Bala Nayutfu's head, the sword was shattered in his 
hand and feU to the ground in powder. Joyfully Bala Nayudu was led back to the court, and there, 
at the request of the courtiers, Brahma Nayudu received back the hoy into his own family. 

Brahma Nayudu then demanded Manchelamma for his daughter-in-law, but her father Kanama Dasu 
refused to give her in marriage unless he received as much gold as a cart coaid carry in seven “ gadyas 
from Brahma Nayudu’s house to his own. Brahma Najmdu at once consented and sent to hiin great 
masses of gold according to promise, (Kanainamdu is represented as being very avaricious over the 
matter.) 

The marriage of Bala Nayudu and Manchelamma was then performed with great pomp. 

. It so happened that, just at this time Nayakurala of Guxzala, wishing to know how affairs were 
proceeding in Brahma NtLyudu’s city and court at WAchatla, sent one TeUadu thither to spy out the land. 
But Yelladu was recognized, and bemg brought before Brahma Nayudu, was questioned about the affairs 
of the king, his suzerain. The spy was sent back to Gurzala unmolested, and cave very grand accounts 
of Brahma Nayudu’s greatness, of the wealth of his city and people, and of the beauty of Kanama 
Basu's palace on the hill. 

Nayakurala was enraged at this vision of prosperity, and sent a largo force of robbers and hill tribes 
to'plunder MS-oharla. But Kanama Dasu defeated them, placed bags of sand on their backs, and drove 
them before him to Gurzlla. When he cmae near the city, NiyakuriJa came out in person and insulted 
Kanama Diau wth opprobrious epithets, on whuch the latter pxmsued her with intent to kill her. But 
she fled before him and reached the palace in safety. 

Meanwhile Brahma Nayudu, finding Kanama Dasu absent and being anxious, set out for GurziSJa 
on a pretext that he was about to visit the king, his sovereign. On arrival at Gurzala he was graciously 
received by Narasiifaha Bhflpati, though Niyj^irala tried vainly to destroy him in various ways, Bhe 
dug a pltfaU in the road, which ho evaded, and she tried to poison him at a feast ; hut Braluna Niyudu, 
t|iough he swallowed the poison, sxiffered no harm owing to his minvculoua birth. 

After this feast the king and his guest repairs to the outer courtyard for sport, and found 
NayakurSla engaged in rerihag' Brabma Nsyudu openly before the people and bolding him up to 
contempt. She was witnessing fights between several pairs of animals, and in each ease dubbed the 
conqueror “ Nayakurala and the defeated one “ Brahma Nayudu.” When Brahma Nayudu heard this, 
he loudly blamed her conduct ; and presently the tables were turned, and he had his revenge ; for a 
cock that had been defeated and had accordingly been named contemptuously Brahma Nayudu,” 
suddenly revived, and defeated in turn not only its late conqueror, hut all opponents one after another. 

FiUed with anger at this event, Nayokurala boldly challenged Brahma Nayudu to a grand hattlo 
between their champion cocks ; and, after'due preluninarics, the match was arranged. The terms were 
as follows ; whichever of the two owned the defeated cock was to ho deprived of all possessions, family, 
palaces, kingdom, and wealth, to journey forth into exile, cross the Imshna at Tdl^^varazfi,^ and lire 
in the jungle for seven years, only at the expirarion of that period returning to family and kingdom. 

NiyiAurala at once bought up all the cocks in the Palna^, so that Brahma Nayudu could not even

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procure a bird to fight for him. But luckily Hs brother Peddanna remembered the miraculotts c^k he 
had met -with at Pamugallu,* aud Brahma Najiida set out on a journey to get it. The Fates befriended 
lum and he met with a man of such prow^ a^ strength that, though obstructed at erery step, he 
fought his way thTOu|:h a succ^on of foes, reached Pamngalln in safety, and carried the cock baci in 
triumph to Brahma Nayudu. ^ ^ . 

All being now ready for the match, Bala Gopanna, a friend of Brahma Nayudu’s, was appointed 
judge ; and with great ceremony the cocks were loosed in the presence of the king and all the courtiers 
and people of Guraala. 

To the amazement of all, Brahma Nayuda’seock no sooner crowed than all the birds of Ifayaknrila 
fell down dead. Brahma Is'ayudu was about to be proclaimed the rictor, when Nayaiuiala bribed 
some sorcerers to help her, who threw such a spell over Brahma Nayudu’s cock that it died on the 

Then a great wrath filled the breast of Bila Gopanna, and he fell upon nil Nayakuiula’s armies and 
destroyed them single-handed. But meeting with her general Mnvrala Bhima, he declared that he 
could no longer live since the cock was dead, and at Iris u^ent request Bhima beheaded him. 

Then Fnimma Bisn, who had started from Macharla, thinking some evil had befallen Bala Gopanna, 
came to the spot, and finding the corpses of both him and the cock, carried them to Brahma NSyudu ; 
and the chief, eserciang his miraculous powers, restored Bala Gopanna to life, and left him to govern 
the c ity of ilfichaila, while he, Brahma jTayndn, fulfilled his penance. 

with an immense retinue Brahma Nayudu set out from ^ home, and on his way met with several 
adventures. Amongst others he killed a tiger* which was really on enchanted Bralmian, who resumed 
his human shape and promised him powerful lud. While they were crossing the river at Y^lcSvaram, 
Brahma Kajiidu was attacked by an immense alligator.* He jumped down the animal’s throat, remain- 
ing there for three days and nights, and at last emerged and rejoined the armies and bis relatives on the 
river bank, the alligutor, a bewitched female, resuming at the same time its human shape. 

After marching for 20 miles, Brahma Nayudu I^Ued his forces and built a city, Maudsdi,* in the 
forest, where they lived for three years, one Lsmkanna being made the military commander of the place. 

When Nayabufila at Gurzila heard of their prosperity, she sent a number of foresters and robbers 
to drive off the cattle of the new settlers. This was done and Inikanna was killed ; but Konama Ulsu 
defeated the enemy and drove them off. 

Brahma Nayudu after this was not satisfied of his own safety, and decided to cross the river south- 
wards. He quitted h^indadi, forded the river at Dommarla R§tu* with all his retinue, and arrived at 
SrilaUam,® where they v^rshipped 6iva, the deity of the place. 

There was at that time livmg at Srisailara a king named Makka Baja, who asked Brahma Ni^dn 
to tcU him Iris history. Brahma Niyudu courteously consented, and after the narration begwd the Kaja 
to lend him a crore of gold coins on the security of his all-conquering sword. But llakka Jtlaja dechued 
this modest request, and in lieu of gold presented BrahmaNayndu with 23 villages.* 

Brahma Nayudu then went to Tripurintakaiii* and resid^ there, building a temple to .Yishnu 
under the name of “ ChennarUya ” at Markapnrain. Afterwards he removed to, and lived at, 

ube_sevpn years’ banishment having expired, Brtthma NSyudu sent Bdchamalla (also called Ala 
l^ja or Ala IlAchamalla), the son-in-law of king Kararinolia Bhupati, to bl&chorla, on a mission to the 
king. The reason for this selection was as follows : — There had b^n a great combat fought betw^n 
Ala Edchamalla and Peddaima owing to a quarrel arising out of a dispute between their respective 
grooms, and the fight was only put an end to by the peremptory interference of Brahma NiSyudn. But

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altbougli for tho time they patched up a friendship, there \va8 always really a feeling of hostility .between 
Ala lUcbamalla and Pcddanna ; and Brahma N&yudu, siding with liis brother, selected Ilkchamalla for a 
mission which ho considorod ftaught with danger.

After obtaining with some difficulty tho consent of his father and mother, Ala Raja set out on his 
mission, rcooiring from Brahma a nccUaeo of " Tulasi,”^ which ho declared would render him 

innduerable. 

.This present of Brahma Nayudu’s, however, was not intended to hare its proper effect, for no sooner 
had Ala lUlja started than Brahma Nayudn despatched his young son Biludu after him, with instruc- 
tions to back the ncdihice by some stratagem. The boy sot out, mounted on a fine ram, and over- 
taking Ala Raja ho challenged him to a jumping match. A river was selected, and Ala Raja tried to 
leap it, but his horse's hind Tegs dropped into the water, whOo Baludu’s ram clear^ it easily, Ala Raja, 
therefore, according to agreement, stripped himsdf of all his jewels and ornamentsj but Bsludnkept 
only the tulasi-ne<41aco, and after assisting Ala R&ja to continue his journey, himself retiirned triumph- 
antly to his father. 

Meanwhile Ala Rachamalla proceeded on his journey, reached Gurzlla in safety, and presented 
Iiimself before his father-in-law. After the usual preKminaries, he stated the object of his mission, 
which uTis that half the kingdom should bo peaceably given up to the princes Balama and BSvulu, 
and that the banished heroes should bo oUowm to return to their own country. The king, however, 
peremptorily* refused, and threatened to make war on the exiles if they dared to press their request. 
In reply Ala ItAja recounted the bravery and power of Brahma Nayndu, Poddanna, Perinidu, Mallinidu, 
fiiriufqu, Kanama Dasu, Biludu, and the rest ; but Narasuhha Bhflpati persisted in his refusal. 

So Ala Ihlja departed and went angrily to Charla Gu^ipsdu,* where he met Kanama D3su and 
declared to him that he would never return unsuccessful to the presence of Brahma Niyuiju. 

Xflyokurala now appears on the scene ogain ; as u:mal, in the character of a murderess. She induced 
n Brahman to poison Ala lidja, so that ho died ; and his ni/c, the king’s daughter, being sununoned from 
Guizila just in time to see him alive, called I&nama Disu to her aid, and carried hishody to -(ho king, 
whom she publicly reviled for his treachery. Then the pair return^ mourning, with the body of the 
dead prince, to the comi of the exiled heroes at llfdapi, and there the body was oumt and the widow^ 
princess VirirtibOca destroyed hereelf on the funeral pjie*^ 

Then Braluna Niyudu summoned all the chiefs, princes, and heroes, and in open conclave vowed 
vengeance against king Karasirtiha, Niyakurila, and their dependants ; and all present swore to support 
him to the death. 

Preparations were at once hurried on, and the army marched towards (5uTZ.\la and camped on the 
left bank of the Nftgil6ru. ^e armies of the heroes extended from Girlapadu on the east, by Melavagu on 
the south, to Micharla on the west, and on the north to Pondugal. Gurzala was thus almost surrounded. 

[After a description of the army, the match, and the camp, the story reverts to young prince Balnd.u, 
son of Brahma Nityudu ; and the whole of the re^ of the canto is devoted to a description of his endeavours, 
successW at last, to induce his mother to allow him to join the army in the tram of Brahma Nayudu. 
Domestio scenes with his wife, and their convcisations, arguments, entreaties, iS.c., are fully described.]

After taking leave of his wife and mother, young Biludu proceeded on hisjourney to join the army of 
the Heroes, and came at last to the moimtain Halla Konda. Riding the wonderful ram mentioned above, he 
sprung to the summit of the jnonntain, whence he e^ied below him the q>lendid camp of the army of his 
father with the tents of the chiefs, &c. "With one bound he leaped from the moontiun on to the tent of 
Disu, which broke with his weight.* 

Hanama Disu, burning with fury atthisindigm^, rushed from his tent ; but when he saw Biludu, ha 
5 bed tears of joy and embraced him.

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BAludu then went forward and visited the princes Balama and D§vulu and all the leaders and chiefs. 
Knaliy he went to his father, who received him with great joy and told him the latest news of the 
campaign. It appears that a treaty had been concluded. After some conversation, Biludu, being dusty 
and travel-stained, repaired to the hanks of the river, intending to bathe. He did so, but as he bathed 
he saw that the water was tinged red as vrith hlood. ^Vhen he returned to the camp, he found that 
the conclusion of the treaty was being signalized by the preparation by king Narasirnha of a great 
banquet, at which all the chiefs of Brahma Nayudu’a forces were assembled. Baludu, however, loudly 
declared that the food was poisoned, and that it would be muob better to ^e in battle than to perish so 
ignominiously at the hands of the enemy. All present warmly supported him, and the greatest esciteroent 
spread through the camp. Preparations were made for a great and decisive battle, and amongst Other 
dispositions, Brahma Nayutju authorized Baludu and his companions at once to attack the enemy with all 
their strength. He sent away the princes Balama and Devulu in charge of Kanama Dasu to a safe retreat 
at Rajapuram. 

Battle was joined, and Baludu utterly defeated the army of the king and returned victoriously and 
full of joy to his father. 

But the war was not at an end, for Baludu bad in mercy spared those of the enemy who fled from 
the field, and amongst others King Narasunha escaped in safety. He speedily called up reinforeO- 
ments and returned to the attack, when there ensued another terrible battle. Fortune this time favored 
the sovereign’s army, and, after performing prodigies of valour, Baludu, his companions, and a vast 
number of Brahma Nayueju’s fighting men were slam, and the day irretrievably lost. The king himself 
however lost his life in this battle, and when the news reached the young princes B&lama and Devuln, 
they were so overcome with sonow that they both died ; * and Kanama Dasu, their guardian, returned to 
the army. 

The news of this victory quickly t^hed Gurzala, and Kayakuraln, thinking that a favorable oppor- 
tunify bad arrived for completing the destruction of the whole of Brahma N&yudu’s force, sent up further’ 
reinforcements to the seat of war. A third battle took place, in which Peddanna, single-handed, put to 
flight all the troops of the enemy. Shortly after this, another of the king’s armies was signally defeated 
by Komma Raja, who, however, was mortally wounded in the action and ^ed soon afterwards. 

^ Then followed a great and decisive battle, in which the whole of the forces on each side were arrayed 
against one another. The armies covered Iwge tracts of country, and the poet describes Nayakurila as 
arraying her forces in four grand divisions to oppose the enemy. 

Brahma NivTidu’s four generals were Perinijn, GUndu Kanamanidu, and Suiikara Dama Nayudu, 
whose forces withstood NayokurAla’s four armies. Perinidu opposed the royal army of the east, 
Sunkara Dama Nflyudu that of the sout^ Ganda Konamanldu fought against the army.of the west, and 
Kanama Dasu against that of the north. A vivid description of the fight is given. 

Perinidu defeated the army opposed to him, but was killed at Sannagandlla.* Kanama DSsu’s four 
brothers were killed at Chintapalle,* but Kanama Dasu himself defeated his opponents and returned to 
Brahma Nsyudu. The battle over, the chiefs deeply lamented the terrible loss of life, and Brahma 
Na^du, bent on raising to life again all his dead companions, directed KaTia ma Dasu t6 collect all the 
b(^e8 of the heroes together into one place and then go to hledapi and bring up all the women, the 
wives of the slain. He then'sent two women to procure all kinds of herbs and drugs. When they 
amved, the chief performed the necessary solemn incantarions and the dead rose up again and lived. 
They assumed the forms of devotees of Vishnu and remoined at Karempu^i- Then arrived all their 
wives at Kslrempudi from Msdapi, and each recognized her husband standing before her alive, though 
chan^d. They all bathed in the Nagilem, and then stood humbly before their lord. 

Brahma Itayudu then set Umself to erect many temples and shrines on the east of the Nagil^, 
to be seen to this day and appointed Brahman priests to carry out the necessary 

NSyaku^la now determined on one last attempt at conquest. She advanced against Brahma NajTidu 
all her remaining forces. But the latter sent out Kauama Dasu to meet her ; and in the 
battle which ensued Nayaburala^s force was defeated and herself chased and at last captured. Bound

hand and foot she was taken to Brahma Niyudu, whose magnanimity was so great that, m' spite of all 
her misdeeds, he spared her life and forgave her. 

And now the history comes to a close in a sort of grand transformation scene. 

Brahma Naj'u4u assembled the revivified chiefs, NAjmkurala’s followers, and those of his own family 
and friends who remained alive ; and they all made a solemn procession and journeyed to Guttikonda,' 
wiiere they entered the great cave which contains at the end a stream of pure water from the Ganges. 

Here he gave np his human shape and assumed his true divine attributes as Vishnu himself, while 
the heroes, each plunging into the Ganges water, a^umed the forms of the gods and went to heaven. ,

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outside tills, on the west of the road. The old fort walls are to be seen, and inside ^em two temples, 
one dedicated to Vislmu under the name of Gcpalasrami, the other dedicated to Siva.* A.t the Siva 
temple are several Naga stones, some intertwined, some single, some with many hoods, some with one. 
One has a body of a woman with a seven-headed snake as a canopj^ over her. They are worshipped once 
a year. Beyond the fort are two small shrines, outside one of which are two snake stones, one a double 
Naga intertwined, the other a single one. 

Ten miles north-west of Rompicharla wasmy nest halting-place, Bo5i5tARSzc;pAi.r,E, amongst the 
hills. Here there is nothing of interest ; but 3 and 5 miles from it respectively in a north-easterly 
direction Ue the villages of Inimella and Chezarla, where there are some ancient and important inscriptions. 
I was not able to visit these places myself, but the clerk whom I sent there states that the inscription 
at Chezarla is of great antiquity, and that he was quite unable to read the character. Unfortunately 
he brought me no copy of any of the letters. He took copies however of the Inimella inscriptions, 
which date from the days of the Cholas and Ganapatis. 

From Bommarazupalle our march lay throngh the fortified gap in the hills known aa the JV<rf/h 
Gitndla Kenamn or Black Eocfc Pass, and we camped nest at ilelvlgu in a valley he^een the hills. A 
mountain stream, which gives its name to the village, runs down this prettily wooded little valley, and is 
surrounded, especially towards its eastern end, with very close forest said to be infested with tigers. I 
saw no trace of them however. 

SIelvaoc.— T he village lies 6' miles south of Kdrempudi in the Palnad, and boasts of a handsome 
Vishnu temple now deserted. It consists of three parts ; the garbhalayam with a gopnram, a man- 
dapam adjoining this and contained within the eame walls, called the “iladhyarahgam” or “ Kolyana 
mandapam,” where celebrations take place, and an open h^ with six rows of pillars, of six each, radled 
the ’* itukha man(Japam.” One feature of this temple is deserving of notice. Although a Vishnu 
temple, the sculptures on the pillars consist largely of emblems of Biva. Figures of the liiig am ^ 
oommon. This is unusual in the case of Vishnu temple erected subsequent to the period of Ramanuji- 
chAri, the great Reformer, and it would seem that, u this was always a Vishnu temple, the pillars must 
have been brought from elsewhere and put up with reckless indiFerence to the symbolism of thesculptures 
thereon.^ A eurious feature of the hracket capitals supported by the pillars is that each has, on the 
rounded front of the bracket, a seroent’s head, hood, and neck, depicted as if the animal was rising 
from the inside of the pillar where the shaft joins the bracket Oumde on the walls of the main temple 
are found, as usual, here and there, sculptures of fish, &c. 

At the other extremity of the village is a small insigaificant -looking Siva temple. Over the smail 
door-way the square stone front is decorated with a group similar in design to the Gaja T /iVshmi of 
Vaishnava artists. But here the atting figure b Qsne^, and the elephants merely form an arch over 
him by interlacing their trunks. 

Near thb temple stands erect a sculptured stone, evidently of great age, hut now neglected and 
the object ol so resentiios. I was fold, however, that, as a sort at comphment, uhen the villagers 
come once a year to worship the goddess of a tree hard by, and to propitiate the serpents by offerings 
to the Naga stones near if, th^ generally pour a little gbee and paint over thb monument. Tfie 
figure, like most of the village gods and goddesses, has four anrrs, canying the sword, double-drum. 
Indent, and eJi/il:ra, but the head-dress b peculiar, as well as the shape of the bead. The latter b very 
broad and tMck at the cliin. The head-dress is either a metal helmet suirounded with a turban and 
decorated with plumes, or a cloth turban with heavy folds falling on the shoulders, with plzimes of 
feathers all round it. 

I have mentioned Ihe Naga stones near. These are jusl outside the Biva temple. Several carved 
stones have been placed round one of the rude rough-stoue slab-chapeb so common all over the south of 
India. Two of these are serpent stones. One b half-human, half-snake, a “ Nagendra.” Another is 
a single erect Naga. Besides these there are figures of Vinayaka or Ganesa, of a four-armed village 
godde^ that ought to have a name but has none ; and of a man with a spear, also unknown by name or 
^dition to the people of the village. Close by b a tree with a number of stones placed round it, where 
roleramma, the vBlag© deity, b worshipped once a year ; but curiously enough there b no figure of thb 
goddess under the tree.

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In fh© centre of the viUaco is a mud-and^branch hnt of some size and pretensions, built over another 
figure of a village goddess. This is “ Patapataimna,” aster to the aforementioned Poleramma. 

A six-mile ride northwards through tho Kayakc^la Pass (see above, p. v) brought us to K^riipudi,‘ 
the place so celebrated in the history of the PalMd Heroes. It is full of interest. 

KiREMPOTi.- — ^The towm stands on the left bonk of the stream known as the Nagilgru, the principal 
river of the Pfdnid, which flows deep in a rocky bed for most part of its course, but is here wider and 
more sandy. It is pbout 4 miles from the rang© of hUIs which bounds the Falnad countiy on the south, 
and divides it from the M5lva^ valley and the level taluks on the Guntur side. 

The points of interest at Aarempudi are numerous, and I shall consider them in the following order : — 

' (1 .) Temples and mandapams of the Heroes. 

(2.) Tho temple of Vishnu. 

(3.) The temple of 6iva and Ankalamma. 

(4.) Other remains. 

(1.) Tetnplca and Mandapams of the Heroes . — On the right bank of the Nagileru stands the temple 
dedicate to the “ Palnad Heroes.” 

Local tradition states that there was formerly only a small temple in their honor, but that a Mussul- 
man of rank, who took up his abode at KarertipQdi* being struck with admiration at the prowess of 
Brahma Nayudu and his mends, and being warned in a dream to do so by Ganefla, laid out large sums 
of money on the place and built the fine temple of which we now see the ruins. Afterwards ' he was 
buried, vnth hia brother, inside the walls, and the two graves ore to be seen side by side in close 
proximity to the principal hall of the temple. 

It is a curious fact that, while the Patua4 Heroes themselves worshipped indiscriminately Vishnu 
and Siva, and while mixture of worship is still largely observed in tms out-of-the-way part of the 
countiy, we have in this Heroes’ temple a sort of Mussulman coalition into the bargain. The Mussul- 
mans take part in the annual festival and pav their devotions to the souls of the Heroes ; and the walla 
of the temple are discolored with the spta^es of chunam water and red pmnt thrown, on thera ly 
Muhammadan admirers.^ 

The temple is enclosed in a strong stone wall, with two gateways having mantjapams over them. 
Outside on the north are seen several detached mandapams and erect stones. A number of Mussulman 
graves lie further on with stones erected over them. 

The mandapam furthest to the north is a great deal destroyed, and only four pillars and the roof 
supported by them romoin. The pillars are simply squared monoliths. In front of this are two large and 
lofty stones placed on end ; one bears a colossal figure of Hanuman, the other is fashioned something 
like a pillar and has a small Hanuman, with an inscription almost entirely destroyed. 

Nearer the temple is a handsome mandapam of 12 pillars, more or less ornamented. The roof in 
all tho divisions between the pillars has well-designed flowersculptures. Here and there are veiy poorly- 
cut figures, mete scratches on the surface, as if added by inferior artists, perhaps at a later period. 

South of this is a^ lofty stone slab hearing figures and inscriptions. At the fop is a sxm and moon, 
with a Nandi, and a Siva-li^am in the comj^ment below it. Underneath this is a panel entirely filled 
with a number of lingams. i^low this again is a design of two figures. The one on the left is HanumSn. 
He stands in front of a figure riding on a horse and has his hands clasped. I do not know who the 
rider is intended to represent. It may be Rama, but I am not aware of his having ever been depicted as 
riding on horseback. The panel beneath this contains the figures of two women ritting with a chatty 
hetween^them. By the side of these two groups is a two-line Telugu inscription, which begins with the 
word “ Jivan/du ” (Siva). The rest I cannot make out. Part is broken away, and in part, though the 
letters seem clear, we could attach no meaning to them. 

Underneath these two groups is a panel naving a curious and noteworthy inscription. Commencing 
by stating that one Lep(dli Modara Mallayya erected the stone in honor of his parents, his priest, -his 
family, and his gotram, in the year AJ). 1614 (Baka 1536), it proceeds to vilify, m the broadest terms, 
one CMva Mahitu Raja, stating that he was a ^eat sroundrel and was excommunicated from his caste, 
and concludes with the moral reflection that a man’s sins always find him out.

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Near this is a little temple to a Tillage deity,— one of the small doImen-likc erections so frequently 
seen in the villages and fields of this neighbourhood. It is buOt over a carved etono bearing a figure of 
Bhairava, four-armed, svi\h an erect serpent on each side of his feet. 

Close to the north gate of the temple ia another tall slab roughly carved. At the top is a poorly 
carved figure having a ehank, chakra, and club in three of its four hands, _ over an inscription commemo- 
rating a procession in honor of Yislmu held by •* Allu lUzu” and “ Yiujam Potinid.” The date is not 
given. “Allu Razu” may possibly bo intended to signify the Ilsjo Ala iUcbamala, or Ala Raja of the 
story {see p. atu). Beneath this is a figure of a raja. 

Two RiTTiilftr stones stand near this, one of them bearing an inscription, quite defaced, below a chank 
and chakra. 

The north gateway of the temple consists of a mandapam of 12 pillars, six on each side of the 
entrance, standing on high rai«ed platforms formed of large slabs. On each side of the entrance the 
wall below the platform is sculptured with designs of elephants and horses and a series of large star- 
shaped ornaments. 

On one of the pillars are tiro fcmalo fignres, one standing, one sitting. These have no names, 
but may very possibly be the Nayakurlla or SilAihbika of the story. Another has a figure of Gane^a. 
On a third is a raja on a horse ivith the letters “ Alu Rdzu.” This probably represents the same raj'a 
mentioned above, who was sent by the hero Ilrahma Najnidu to make a treaty and was poisoned by the 
wicked Nayaku^a. On one pillar is a figure of a man on horseback with the words “Prdda/a 
rdnitu" below. Several of these inscripl^o^^ or© written in such esecroblo Teliigu that they ore very 
difficult to interpret. Perhaps this may be accounted for by the fact that this part of the temple was 
built by Mussulm ans. In the present case the words may be read “ Peddala pita ravutu,” " one of the 
riders for suvars) of old time.” Above this is a badly-cut inscription. 

There are a few more sculptures on these pillars, but uicy ore poor and unimportant. The 
eastern gateway of the temple is sunilar in design to the one just dcscribca, but the scnlpturcs are not so 
numerous. On the eouthem and western walls there are no gateways. On the south side of the eastern 
doorway, inside, against the eastern wall, is a single stone mb bearing on inscription dated S.S. 331S 
(A.D. 1396). It states that certain persons having laid a claim before the ” Palniti viru”* thatth^ 
were entitled to take part in a certain ceremony, the chiefs refused permission, and the applicants went 
for redress to the chief priest. The chief priest gave the reqaii^ permi^ion ; but the chieftains pciriried 
in theirrefusdto allow it. An enquiry was then set on foot, which resulted in clear proof that the 
princes were right and the priest wrong, and thereupon the priest made amends by presenting laigs 
and valuable gifts to the princes, and by recor^ug on this slab the particulars of the case. 

The main and central portion of the temple consists of a hall supjKuted on 16 pillars and called the 
“ ITukha mandapam.” The pillars aro unornamented. One of them beis a roughly-cut inscription 
sta&g that the mandapam and a fine tope of tamarind trees near the temple were made in the year S.S. 
1255 (A.D. 1333). The Telngu is very bad and was evidently the work of uneducated countryfolk.* 
“ JTuia’ is written for ” ZTukha,’’ “ SaroeAara*’ for ” Sashrafsara/* “ J/hja” for ” J/SyAo,** ** Aart/ia” for 
“ bahula,” “pacfi/o” for *‘padamata” etc. 

On the east side of tins hall is a small shrine with a little stone gopuram erected in honorof Kanama 
Dasu, the Heroes’ famous servant and warrior. On the west is the ffarb/id/ayam of the Heroes, similar 
but lamer. It has 73 stones ranged round the walls, each supposed to represent one of the chiefs. Ifr. 
Boswell gave the number as 100, but he was mistaken. 

. Hfiyond the shrine of^ Hanama Basu is a small mandapam, having in front of it a piece of a pillar 
wth an inscription dated in the Saka yearI2i6 or AJ>. 1324, cyclic year JErorfAnwa. The figure and 
tlm cyoho year cannot be deciphered. It is much damaged, but appears to record that a certain merchant 
who was in the service of the king of Oudh, erected something in or near this femple in that year. This 
date^» sixty-eight years anterior to the year of the war as given to me at Karempudi (see p. ii). The 
Mimtry WM then under the Muhammadans, who had finally defeated Pratapa Eudra II of Orahgal in 
.u.i./. XuZd. 

South of the main hall is the cooking-mandapam of the temple, called the PdXa Sdldy plain and 
unornamented. 

There are some iron weapons in the temple which the people say belonged to the Heroes. These

are six in number, of tbe most extraordinary shapes; spears with ends 2 and 3 feet long, armed with 
dozens of blades sticking out at various angles and adorned with jingling bells. The biggest of these 
is called “Nayudu’s spear” or the spear of Brahma Nayndu, the chief of the Heroes. The smallest is 
called '‘Biludu^s.” !Baludu was son of Nayndu, and is evidently the people's pet. They speak of him 
with pride and affection. A halo of romance Biirrounds his sad fate, as he was but a boy when he fought 
and died for Ms father’s rights. 

In other parts of the town are mandapams called by the names of others'of the Heroes, or dedicated 
to their memory. Some have rou^h sculptiures illustrating the popular legends. 

Before quitting the subject of the Heroes, I cannot refrain from mentioning a curious custom which 
still clings to ICarerhpudi. The Heroes wme fond of the sport ” of cock-fighting, and in fact the whole 
story of their adventures lunges on the result of one of these matches. It seems therefore to be a sort of 
point of honor amongst the people to keep up this good old custom. Accordingly, once a year 
Xareihpudi becomes the scene of a great coek-figbting festival, to which people throng from far and near, 
^and large sums of money change hands, l^e ground about my camp near the Heroes' temple was 
covered with the remains of last year’s meeting, and tbe feathers of biwb killed or maimed in this most 
cruel pastime. 

(2.) The Temjile of Vishnu. — Not far from the river bank on the west is a temple sacred to Vishnu. 

. The people about here are wonderfully free from bigotry, and I was allowed to wander about to my 
heart’s content within the walls, being requested only not to enter the gcirhhAlayam. 

It is a fine temple, solid and good, originally older, and rebuilt of cut stone by one Adusumilli 
Kama Nfi,yudu in the year A.D. 1547 (RaUdkshi), as an inscription within the walls tells. It is said to 
have been built on the ruins of an old Vishnu temple which had been erected by the Heroes themselves. 
The appearances of the place to a certain extent confinn the story, for tbe present garhh&laijam has its 
walls resting on carved.stones considerably older than those of which it is itself built. 

(3.) The Sita Temple and Temple of Ahkatamma. — Westof the Vishnu temple stands another temple 
of about the same size, containing shrines, dedicated one to Siva and one to AiiWamma, Inside the 
gateway, ranged against the wall sniroundiog the Aftkalamma temple, arc seen several sculptured 
" stones. There are seven Ndga images, some erect and single, some tnree-headed, and one having two 
snakes intertwined. One of the slabs is similar to that described by Mr. Boswell as existing in some 
^'i^age8 nearer the sea. The design consists of four feet-impressions, surro. ''ded by a snake holding its 
tail m its mouth. .Mother is part of a Weze having a row of stiff, awkv-'aid figures like soldiers, each 
holding a trident in one hand and an umbrella in the other, xvith comice*work underneath representing 
a series of conventional bulls. The umbrellas are like those carried by the inhabitants of districts on the 
"IVestem Coast. 

Against the eastern wall is a femalo figure, probably Sarastaf), in a sitting posture, with four arms. 
Three are so much destroyed that it is impossible to soy what emblems they upheld. The fourth has 
apparently a club, but it is not very distinct. Beneath the figure is a haihxa. 

. Next to tins is a Ndga Kamjd or snako damsel, a four-armed female figure, of which the upper 
half is that of a woman with four arms, the lower that of a serpent.* 

Next to this again is a Bhairara, in a standing position, with four aims. The two right arras are 
destroyed ; the left upper arm holds a trident, the lower one a human head which a dog jumps up to 
bite at. ■ ‘ . 

By tbe side of this is an inscription in Telugu dated Saka 1076 {A.D. 1154), which records an 
offering of fifty goats for the pmpose of makingghee for the temple lights, presented by a minister of tho 
. sovereign ” feriman IXabamandaleSvarn KulSltuhga Chcda Gonka Iwzu.” This inscription should be 
noted. The name is that of the Chola sovereign KulOttunga Chola H, who commenced to reign in 
A.D. 1128, and, as Dr. Bumcll notes {South Indian Palaography, page 40), ruled for at least thirty years. 
Tho Eastern Chalulg'an territories were added to those of Chola in A.D. 1023, by an intermarriage 
of the reigning Houses. 

Near a small temple in honor of GanieSa, which consists simply of a small vimana, lies a portion of 
a frieze, while inside the temple dedicated to Siva under the name of Surcharasrdmt, are other portions 
of the same. The sculpture consists simply of a series of female figures, and is very stUI and conventional 
in character.

Near the western wall of the temple is a stone bearing the tigT^o of a female deity, four-handed, 
holding' the ti-Uulam, the damaruhnin, and a sword. The 'fourth is destroyM.^ The figure and the 
emblems are exactly like those of all ^0 Salti goddesses found outside ereiy village,, except that, in 
this instance, a horse is represented ns standing facii^ the deity. - The people call it/‘ Dufga.’* 

The principal temples are two in number, one dedicated to Siva under the name of SiJrcitaroivdmi, 
the other to the local goddess Ahkalmim. Each is divided into Vhmnci and Uukhamandapa>Hf or 
SannidUmaM^am. . a, . 

Tn the. §iva temple stands against the wall a scnlptuied stone representing Sivo with Parvati 
sitting on his thigh. In one of his hands beholds a serpent. 

On one of the pillars is an inscription recording that in 1186, RaUalshi {A.I). 1264), during 
the government of Jannigadeva Maharaja, who was “the right hand of Ganapatideva,*’ a grant 
was made to the temple. This date falls in the reign of Bndrammadevi. Another ‘xecords that in, 
/Stria 1239 (A.D. 1317), while “Brlman Mahomandalesvara EAkatlya Pratapa Eudradeva iTahaiija'’ 
was ruling the world,’ a certain private individual granted some 'land for temple service. ' This •ans the 
great Pratapa Budra II of Orahgal (1295 to 1323 A.D.) Tip to the present we have no exact information 
as to when this dynasty heeame possessed of the country south of the Krishna.

In the Anhdlamma temple there ore no ca^ed stones or inscriptions of any kind.

Further north, just on the* outsorts of the town, is a map^apam of two stojeys raised 
in honor of the Heroes and called after, them the* IVSyadw im^dapam. On the architrave are some thinly- 
cut figures representing scenes'fwm the legend, and having an inscription date‘(l Saka 1367 (A.D. 1446). 

A mile and a half north-east of KareihpQdi is the village of Chintapalle. In the Sr^aneyattSmi 
tempJe is a private inscription of S.S. 1674. la Uio Dodda maUetramirdmi temple is a mvate inscription 
of S.S. 1224 (A.D. 1302), and another of 1226 (A.D. 1304), mentioning Pratlpa.Bndw II. 

About 2| miles south-east of KAieihpU^i, in the Umite of the old village of Sannigontjla, is the site of ah 
AgrahArom village called BiyCARUTLA, now entirely<deserted. It is situated on the south side of a small 
valley filled with jungle. I passed it on my way to risit the natural spring mentioned by Mr. Boswell 
in his first Eeport [printed uith Madrae G.O.^ Itfrcnue Department, dated lih Noeemt^ 1870), and 
found one or two carved stones lying neglected in the jungle, a figure of DurgA sitting on the 
conquered Mahhlmura in the figure of a bull, and a stone bearing an inscription. This is dated in 
Baka 1240 {A.D. 1318), in the yeign of,“*&riman MahamandaleSvaxa K&katlya PratApa Eudradeva 
MahArija,” i.e., Pratapa Budra H, 1 had no time to examine the remainder very carefully, hut the 
date and the sorereign^B name are dear. ' i 

Close to tins, under a small natural cliff, is a perennial spring with a reservoir, and near this are 
a number of remains of old sacred images and carvings as well as a recently-erected Vaishnava shrine 
with large and well-grown trees planted about, affording pleasant shade. It is an exceedingly picturesque 
spot and well worthy of a yisit. • - . 

.There are several small, broken figures, - without exception headless. The people call them 
“'AlvArs;” i.e., figures of the twelve great VaishnaTO Apostles. In the case of one larger than the 
others, the bead.has been found and replaced. ’ It has a broad face, rather thick lips, and very elongated 
ear-lobes.' . In yi cases the hands are raised, the left hand supporting the right arm and the right 
hand raised as if teaching. Many other figures of the ** Alvars,” which I have seen have the hands

Near the little temple which stands on an artificial platform above the spring are two tali upright 
stones, one having a figure of Hanuman, and the other that of* the gnruda. There are some fallen 
piUars and slabs. In the wall of the temple is an interesting and gracefully-designed carving on a dab, 
endently taken from elsewhere and let in. " It coi^ta of ten circular rings separated by bars, with smdl 
circles in the angles, lying between a flower-pattem-band above and a series of .supports like the ends 
of 'wooden beams below.

The ESkshasas entering (ho cave in 
lirsuit of Krishna, disturbed the rest of llaehukandndu, who arose like a giant refreshed and extirpated the 
escendanta of his old foes. 

The above description of this interesting cavern is veij' accurate, and I have little to add to it hut 
the following notes : — , _ . ' ’ 

The little temple outside is a Siralaj^m, and was built over a stone Hog: 

Near it is a carved stouo placed here about seventy years ago b^* some pilgrims, 
a many-headed cobra, with a $ica-lifigain and jMitaraffam (or |wt/;a»i) resting on 
its hood. 

About half way down the cave is a largo flat rock, andemeatb which is a deep hole going into the 
bill. This, say the natives, is the rock where tho Rishis used to contemplate tlie deity, and the hole is the 
entrance to a passage that leads underground to Benares. The aperture is too small for a man to get 
into, so that it was impossible for me to ascertain how far tho passage runs into the rocL 

The spring at the end of the care is not so high by many feet as it was, and tho priests say that 
once in every twenty years or so it recedes in tbu» way. ^Vhifo declaring that the water of the spring 
inside is truly Ganges water, they admit that it rises after rains and falls in tho dry season. 

Mr. Boswell's account seems to show that the grandfather of the present karanam, who lies buried just 
outside the care, and the Sanjusi were two different people. But it is not so. They are one and tlje 
same. His name was I^ikshmi Nirlyanappa, and he U said to bavo dono a great deal for the improve- 
ment of this sacred spot. He built the platform in what may be called tho entrance-hall of tho cave, and 
placed on it the iingam, uandi and Ganeia which aro seen there ; and ho also enlarged a very narrow 
part of the passage, wluch formerly was difficult for a man to penetrate. 

I heard another version of tie legend of Mudmtunda.* They say that when Krishna fled into 
the cave it was not at all because be was hard-pressed by the lukshasas, but for <jmte a different 
reason. Having had a violent altercation with a Mechha, Krishna conceived tho desire of killing his 
op^nent ; but be remembered in time that all persons whom he slew invariably n'ent at once to 
“ Yaikunthani” (the paradise of Vidmu). Now it was not at all to his interest to send a iDechha to so 
happy an abode, and therefore he cast about for a stratagem whereby bis revenge should bo fuUj' 
satined. He pretended to fleo, and being pursued entered this Guttlkondn cave, and as ho passed ' 
hastily along the passage he roused ITuchuWida, • who was dron’sily resting on his accustomed xo^. 
To hm Eiriama applied for assistance, and the saint strode to the entrance of (he cave and killed the 
pursuer. Thus the god was avenged, and the soul of the outeaste was accursed. 

"When the priests first fold me this etoiy, they said that Imshna’e pursuer was a Mussulman, and 
on my pointing oat that the legend was probably much oldo: than Mussulman days, they said that 
the worn in the original was Mleehha, and they had always been accustomed to inteijiret this to mean 
“ Mussulman.” 

I visited all the above places from my camp at Ebrempudi. Om nesd; halting-place was in a fine 
tope, 11 J miles westwards, at Obalesvarap^e, on the road to which lie the two villages nest noticed. 

OppicitARiA. — Just Outside a small temple here lies a stone bearing four feet-impressions gurrounded 
by a serpent with its tail in its mouth. 

A little temple here is erected over a figure which. the people call “ Tenkate^vara.” It is itn 
erect figure, four-h.indcd, with c]w)>l’, chahm, and club. Near this is a rough figure of Dnrga standing 
on the bull Zfahithdsura, and a female Nageixdra, or empent with a woman’s body and cobra’s hood over 
the head. There is also an erect figure having a snake cm each side of his feet. This the natives 
declare to be Bhairava, but I observe that in this part of the country the natives apply that name to 
almost every statue they do not recognise. There are two other carved stones: one represents a 
person on a horse, but no one could tell me what it is intended for; the other is Durga slaying the 
hull Mahishdsura with a spear. 

Ne^ a temple dedicated to Honuman is an inscribed stone stating that a certain private person 
erected it in honor of his relatives. The date is not clear, but it is evidently of no great antiquity.

^e^l^ ihU are .six carvetl stones,— an croct Xfiga, a GaneSa, an old stone ■with a figure .that, ns usual, 
the natives call Bhnimva (I am not prc|>ared to contiudict them), nnolljer Bhairava, a Naga Elja or 
KAgendra, and a third Bhairava, Nearer still to the well is a figure of a man in the attitude of walk- 
in", and at t!ie same time shooting an arrow from n bow. This I take to be a VtraXal or stone erected 
in honor of some local hero. 

About a mile and a half south-west of this village is a temple erected close to a spring on the hill 
side under a cliff, biit I had no b'nie to visit it. 

X.'iR.4«<LAi'Anir.— In this I'illagc are several inscriptions, but none of any importance. 

Near a Ylrabhndra tcin]ile is a ^’ilgendm stone, and inside the temple is a figure of the deity, erect, 
v\*ith a sword and a bow in two of his hands, a moon-shaped weapon in a third, and the fourth hand ojien. 
Next to this is a civalayam willi a GaneAa. But over the door is the design of I^ikshml and the 
clepliants, callwl “ Gaja Lakshnil.” The people however declare it in this case to do Pflrvatl Pevi. 

TliGrilhgo’of OnAU'iVARAVAJ.i.E is s.iidto derive its name from a deity named ObdeAvarasTaim, 
worshipped by the Ghcirtsus. 'At tlio Chootsus’ hamlet tbero is on old ruined temple of small size. Near 
thw lies a stono carved with two figures, male and female ; bat it is much broken and I cannot say, nor 
could any one tell me, what it was luteuded to represent. Probably it is a Vtraf:aL In the inllage, at a 
temple of Vishnu, haAnng a sculpture of I..aks1inu and the elephants over the door, are fi%-D stones — two 
arc of AlrarSf tuxj are (irn/v/id/f/x, and ono contains three figures — JiJmo, StfH, and LaUhmana. 

At tlie village of Bugoa, 3 miles north of ObalcAvarapalle, is a natural spring which never runs 
dry, and is held sjicred by tlie people of the countrj'. The pre%*niling sentiment regarding it is that this 
uafailing supply of water in a tlursty land— a boon so inestimablo to its inhabitants — is due to a ^nily, 
supernatural, and special action of dinno Providence, and in no way to bo explained by natural causes. 
The neighbourhood of tliU spring is a picturesque spot, slieltcrcd by noble trees, and producing a 
refreshing feeling of coolness and shade in tliis rocky, and often barren and burning tract. 

* Norfli of this, on a lonely slope of rocky hUl-slde, stands an interesting ruined temple. Lying 
near the aperture in the broken-down outer wiul by which we gain admission to the saored precincts is a 
curiously shaped femalo A'ojrnf/rtr, with only' one coil of snoke-tail instead of several. It is more 
interesting than graceful. TJiere is a mandapam of four pillars square, and underneath is an erect male , 
figure, with a female figure in verj* graceful attitude on each side of his feet, either worshippers or 
consorts. The male figure has only two hands, and round his head is a glory. The outside of tbo stone 
is carved into a sort of canopy design overshadowing the group. None of those who accompanied roe 
could explain this group, and tho effect that it produced upon mo at first sight was that it was strongly 
Jaina in character. Another stone shows tho lower half of a figure^ leaning on a spear and having a 
female of small size ot lus feet. To the north, near the outer wall, is an inscription on a stone d.ited 
Baka 1240 {A.D. 1313). It commences " Svasti 6riman lIah5raandaleSvara KiikatijTa PratApa Eudra- 

deva Mahirazulu Orungallu razodiniga— etc., ” This kingwas PrafApa Rudrn II of Orahgal, who 

appe-irs to have been prolific of Ids eliarities in this conquered country. 

The temple has a garlhalai/nm' witli a iikharam over it, on either side of the doorway of which 
aro some handsomely carved, rather new-looking bases of pillars. The roof above these, prettily 
can-ed with a lotus-leaf boss, has fallen in. This tempi© has been built on or around a shrino of greater 
antiquity, as appears from tlie fact that almost all the mandapam pillars are of considerable age, and aro 
evidently far older than many others used in other ports of the structure. The lintels and architrave <>£ 
the doorway of tho vimilna are carefully executed in well-designed scroll work, ,with a GtjJa X/ik^hnn 
above. 

Around the natural spring in the hollow below this temple stands a tope of trees planted recently 
by the care and . exertions of tho prie.«!t, who lives all by himself in a little homestead just above tlie 
spring. Close by is a small ^iva temple of no great age. Inside its walls I found some sculptured 
stones — a mu<U, a Uhgnm, a GaneSa, and some indefinable SvAmi ” much destroyed. 

Near the spring stands a lingam with its jiitRamj or pdnatafiam. 

Duacr or Dccoi, a rillage'close to tho W'est of the.tope at ObaleSvarapalle, contains a consider- 
able number of temples, carved stones, and inscriptions. 

On tho west of the tonm is a ^iva temple. Outside this lie several slabs neglected and uncared for; 
a sculptured Ganesa, a tlrakal, and a group rimilar in design to the one at Bugga, representing an. 
erect male figuie’with females at his feet. B^de the walls are several sculptures. Occupying the place 
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Ifeactime the waf betireen tie DoTatas and Bakd»a.*as continued, ami, in course of time, tho Pafoiasas beset 
Krishna, who took refuge in tho depths of tWs cave and disappeared. Tlio Itakshosas entering tho cave in 
pursuit of Krishna, disturbed the rest of iTachukiuidudu, who arose like a giant refreshed and cstirpated the 
descendants of his old foes. 

The above description of this interesting cavcm U Tcij' accurate, and I liavo little to add. to it but 
the following notes ; — 

The little temple outside is a fiivilayam, and was built over a stone lingam of much greater nge. 
Near it is a carved stone placed here about serent j years ago by some pilgrims, and bearin'" tho figure of 
amany-headed cobra, with a ^ica-hngam and jydnaraftaiu (or plt/tam) resting on its folds and protected by 
its hood. 

About half way down the cave is a large flat rock, underneath which is a deoj) hole going into tho 
hill. This, say the natives, is the iock where the Rishis used to contemplate the deity, artd tho hole is the 
entrance to a passage that leads underground to Benares. Tho aperture is too small •for a man to get 
into, 60 that it was impossible for me to ascertain Low far the pa&s.age runs into the rock. 

The spring at the end of the cave is not so high by many feet as it was, and tbe priests say that 
once in every twenty years or so it recodes in this way. "While declaring that tho water of the spring 
inside is truly Ghingea water, they admit that it rises after rains and (nils in tho drj' season. 

ifr. Boswell’s account eeems to show that the grandfalherof the present koranam, who lies buried Just 
outside the cave, and the Sanyisi were two different people. But it is not 60. They nro one and the 
same. His name was lAkshmi Niriyanappa, and he is said to have done a great deal for the improve- 
ment of this sacred spot. He built the platform in what may he called the entrance-hall of the cave, and 
placed.on it the va»di and GaneSa which ore seen there; and ho also enlarged a veiy narrow 

part of tho pa&sa^, which formerly was difficult for a man to penetrate. 

I he^ another version of the legend of Muebukunda.' They say that when Kfishna fled into 
the cave it uus not at all because be u-as hard-pressed by the Bakshasas,-hut for <juito a different 
reason. Having had a violent altercation with a Mlcchha, Krishna conceived tho desire of killing his 
opponent ; but be remembered in time that all persons whom he slew iovariahly went at once to 
“ Vaikuntham’' (the paradise of Vishnu). Now it was not at all to hU interest to send a ATlechha to so 
hap^ an abode, and therefore he cast about for a stratagem whereby his revenge should be folly 
satisfied. He pretended to See, and being pursued enter^ this Guttikonda cave, and os ho passed 
hastily along the passage he roused lluchuhindm who was drou’sily resting on Ms accustomed rock. 
To him KrUhna applied for assistance, and the saint strode to the entrance of the cave' and killed the 
pursuer. Thus the god was avenged, and the soul of the outcaste was accursed.

Near this are six carved stones, — an erect Naga, a Ganefia, an old stone with a figure .that, as usuah 
the natives call Bhairava (I am not prepared to contradict them), another Bhairava, a Naga Eaja or 
Nftgendra, and a third Bhairava. I^earer still to the well is a figure of a man in the attitude of walk- 
ing and at the same time shooting an arrow from a bow. This I take to be a Ytralai or stone erected 
inhonor of some local’hero. 

About a mile and a half south-west of this village is a temple erected close to a spring on the hill 
side under a cliff, biit I had no time to visit it. 


NABA5iALAi*Apir. — ^lu tliis village are several inseriptions, but none of anj importance. 

Near a Virabhadra temple is a Nagendra stone, and inside the temple is a figure of the deity, erect, 
with a sword and a bow in two of lus hands, a moon-shaped weapon in a third, and the fourth hand open.

Near 
this lies a stone carved with two figures, male and female ; but it is much broken and I cannot say, nor 
could any one tell me, what it was intended to represent. Probably it is a Vtrakal. In the village, at a 
temple of Yislinu, having a sculpture of Lakslimi and the elephants over the door, are stones— two 
are of Mcarg, two are didrnjia/fts, and one contains three figures— P ohw, Slid, and piUhnam. 

At the ■v^age of Bugoa, Smiles north of ObaleSvarapalle, is a natoal spring which never runs 
dry, and is held sacred by the people of the country. The prevailing sentiment regarding it is that this 
unfailing supply of water in a thirsty land — a boon so inestimable to its inhabitants — is due to a daily, 
supernatural, and special action of diiine Providence, and in no way to be e.vplained by natural causes.

TJio HakBlinsns entering the cave in 
pursuit of Krishna, disturbed the rest of ITachutandudu, who arose like a giant refreshed and cstirpated the 
descendants of his old foes. 

The above description of this interesting cavern is very accurate, and I have littlo to add to it but

Ljung 
near tho aperture in tho broken-down outer wml by which we gain admi^ion to the sacred preebets is a 
curiously shaped female NHot'ixlra, with only one coil of snake-tail instead of several. . It is more 
interesting than graceful. There is a mandapam of four pillars square, and underneath is an ewt male , 
figure, with a female figure in verj* graceful attitude on each side of his feet, cither worshippers or 
. consorts. The male figuro lias only two hands, and round his head is a glory. The outride of the stone 
is carved into a sort of canopy design overshadowing the group. None of those who accompanied me 
oould explain this group, and the eflect that it produced upon mo at first right was that it was strongly 
Jabain character/ Another stone shows the lower half of a figure loaning on a spear and haring a 
female of small size at his feet. To tlio north, near the outer wall, is an insmpGon on a stone dated 
Saka 1240 (A.D. 13LS). It commences “ Svasti Sriman MahimandaleSvara Kakatiyya Pratapa Rudm- 
deva ilah'irSzulu Oruiigalln rtUiadiniga— etc., ....’* This king was PratSpa Rudra 11 of Orangal, who 
appears to have been prolific of his charities b this conquerccl country. 

Tho temple has a (farlMlayam' mth a iikharam over it, on either rid© of th© doorway of wliirli 
are Eomo handsomely carved, rather new-lootbg bases of pillars. The roof above these, prettily 
can'ed with a lotus-leaf boss, has fallen b. This tempi© has been built on or around a shrine of gre.ater 
antiquity, as appears from the fact that almost all the mandnpam pillars are of considerable age, and are 
. evidently far older than many others u?e«l b other p^s of th© structure. The lintek and arebtrave of 
th© doorway of the vim5na aro carefbly executed b well-derigned scroll work, with a Grija Lak&huu 
above. 

Around the natural spring in th© hollow below this tempi© stands a tope of trees planted recently 
by the care and .exertions of tho priest, who lives all by himself b a little homestead just above the 
spring. Close by is a small ^iva temple of no great age. Inside its walls I found some sculptured 
stones — a mmli, a Ungnm, a Gane4a, and some bdefinable “ Svami ” much destroyed. 

Near the spring stands a hitgani with its jntham, ot paaaralfani. 

, Durci or Duggi, a x-illage close to tho west of the.tope at OhoIeSvarapalle, contains a eonrider- 

able number of temples, carved stones, and inscriptions. , , • 

On the west of the toven is a Siva temple. Outside this lie several slabs neglected and uncared for ; 
a sculptured GaneSa, a rirakal, and a group rimilar in design to tho one at Bugga, representiu" an. 
erect male figure with females at his feet. Inside the walla ore several sculptures. . Oecupybg the ^ace 
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of honor in a little house of Blahs Is a Bhairava. HU hair U elevated high above his head, and falU in 
’tmirraeefal folds about his neck. In three of his hands ho holds a double drum, a snake, and a iriiUhm. 
In the fourth he holds a cup to receive the blood of his victims. Near this are throe Bcrpont-stones. 

Passin" from this eastwards along the street, we come to a figure of Hanuraan : near this is a stone 
hearm" fig^esof Gapalaatomi (Ivrisbna), holding in two of his, hands a flute (Fitju) and in the other 
twothecAaait- and cftoini. Beside him are two female figures, hiS wives, Rnkmani and Satyahhama. 
Near him is a figure in adoration. 

In the middle of the town is a handsome block of mined and deserted temnles. It is melancholy ‘ 
to see the utter desolation of the temples in this country, and the carelessness with which the inhabitants 
leave their most sacred ‘images to lie about the streets, covered with dust and dirt, .broken and trodden 
on. One of these temples was dedicated to "VUlmu. It has two viminas with maijdapams, porches, Etep«, 
and walls, that once were extremely handsome. Over the doorways of the shrines are projecting caves 
formed of cut-stone. The more southerly of the two shrines has good scroll-work carving on the 
lintels ; and inside is a tall figure of Bhairava, and a broken drarapdh. Outside is Gane^a. Bound the 
entire -sides of the two mandapams mns a low stone wall ornamented with star-shaped onniaents' in 
a sort of diaper-pattern band. The arrangement reminded me of those seen in temples built in the 
northern style. Inade the second vimina are a figure of Bhairava, and a three-headed image which 
has in its right upper-hand a twisted thong like a noose. It seems to be made in imitation of rope, and 
is npr tainT y not intended to represent twisted snakes. On each side of the doorway ore niches with 
decorated panels, and below these are two dtarapTitaa. 

There are several inscribed stonespf considerable value standing in the enclosure, which must be 
carefully examined. One ia dated S.§. 1219 (A.I). 1297), year Sccilcmhi, and record a grant by’a 
general of PratapaRudraH of Orahgal. Anolhcrtestifics ton donation by aKaranam in d.S. 119L(A-D. 
1269), year ^ukla, during the reign of Rudramma Devi of Orahgal. This was in the twelfth year of her 
reign. A third is dated S 8. 1180, year Kdlaifitlli (A-D. 12o8), during the reign of Kakatlya Ganapati- 
deva of Orangal. ' He is believed to have diw in 1257, but it is quite possible that his death was con- 
cealed bwthe widow, or that it was not known the following year to the people of this tract. A fourth 
is dated 8.S. 1177 (A.D. 1235), year {Pi^^ah was 6.&. 1179), during the reign of the same 

king. Two others record grants in S.R. 1440 (A.D. 1518), in the reign of Krishnadeva Il4ya. This 
was his tenth year. Another is dated S.8. 1219 (AJ>. 1297), irrri4j»n3/, in the reign of PratSpa Rudra. 
Another records, the erection of the VenkateSvara temple in the reign ‘of Ganapatideva or Prutapa 
Eadra I, no date being given. Another long one in Sanskrit has the date doubtfol. It belongs to 
the Ganapati series. • , • 

As aproof of the utter state of neglect in which I found these fine old temples, I may mention that 
in one of the shrines was the skeleton of a dog which had crept into the quiet dark comer to die. What 
the state of the vin^na must have beeu before nature purified the air by leaving nothing but dry bones 
better unsgined than described. Bat it is probable that no one evw thonght of visiting the temple, 
and so the poor beast’s carcaso was never removed. Yet Ibis is right in the centre of the village, and 
surrounded by hous«. ‘ 

.In front of, and detached from, the main temple stands a four-pillared mandapam/erected overaband- 
some of highly polished bla^ granite; and close by lies the Id^r half of a sittiifg female figure 
of the same stone, recognized as Sizratca/t, the wife of Brahina, by the representation of the hamsn-f&ieina • 
below. Near this stands a stone bearing an inscription of S.S. 1440 .(AD. 1518), which states that while 
luishnadeva Baya was goveiuing the world, one Pedda Sihgama Nayudu gave a grant to the temple. 
This is Krishnadeva Raya of Yijayanagar, who seems to have conquered the wrantiy about herein mat 
year. (0/*. iJit inicripUon at Manfjalagtri, j>. 75.) 

. In the same enclosure p a shrine sacred to Tlrahhadra. The figure of the deity is a fine one, tall 
and weU executed-^ • It has in its four hands a sword, a trUulam, a bow, and a shield. In the same little 

temple is a small fwniff with a sculpture. ] 

, Not far from, this temple is a stuall Biva shifrje ■mth the Ungaih inside, - and over the ‘doorway a 
Gaja Lafehmi (or Paxvati P). At a little distance is a siTnilwr shrine'over a Ganelo, hut having anoUier 
Gaja Inkshmi {or Parvatl ?) pyex the doorway.* Near thw is a huge stone with a colossal 

Mom to the east, near a curious and interesting circular mound, is a stone supported by two uprights . 
andhaving^hanringto it fromstaples firmly fixed therein, four long-linked chains with a swing. These 
Me ^imon in the Southern Districts, but I have met with none besides this in the ‘Kistna or Godavari 
Dtsemts. to Coimbatore they are e^ted for thenoctnmal delectation of the BAwto, or evil spirits. 

Ulose by 13 a’ figure of a man with a sword, an in^ription on the stone .stating that it repr^ents ^ 
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“ lTppala_Na.rdyanai)pa But tlie villagers, with the exaaperatiug callousness which seoms characteristic o£, 
the mhabitai^s of this tr^t, could give me no es^lanatiou of who this man was, nor did they ever seem * 
to have troubled their heads even to weave the smallest tissue of romance round the sculpture. 

The mound I have' mentioned is a. circular, artificial (?}'erection, built up, eo say .the people’ in 'the 
middle of what' was a tank, But is now cultivated land. ^Masses of Broken Bricks of large ^e and fallen 
stones andrenxains’of temples testify to the care* which was Bestowed upon it, while the multiplicity of 
images of gods of a'U k inds and degrees show that at'one time it must have Been’a most holy place. 'At 
present-oil m a mass of ruins and as the surrounding ground is left in* a condition indescribably filthy, 
a visit to the place cohstitutes hj^ no_ means a source of unmixed pleasure. There is a neglected shrine to v 
Durga,, the especud goddess of tmff village of Durgij with a sculptured slab inside executed nith elaborate 
care, showing* DmgS. sitting on the bull with weapons in her numerous hands. Outside are seen two 
_ portions of.a frieze calved with a number of deities, each with his appropriate Vahana. On one are the * 
goddesses, bn the other the gods*. •. Only three of the latter are now to be seen, one of which is Gane^a ' 
ahdfOnother' India. .• The third is seated on a hoar, buf .1 do not know what deity it represents. Of the 
goddesses, Eatl, the ivdfe'qf !^jna Deva, is recognized by .her* parrot, Pirvati by the bull, Sarasvati by 
the'/ianwa, .Indra’a'' wife Sachi by the elephant, linlcRbrni By ihe Ganida. ^ Underneath another is a 
horse.* Near the J)iirga^imdna‘ is a figure described by the Brahmans as representing Vishnu in the 
character of ChennaieSavan'dmi. It is similar to the sculpture at Bugga and to the stone in this .village 
mentioned above.’ ^ The god stands erect and holds in hia four hands the c/imk, chaJira, club, ond some- 
thing not now discernible. Oh each side of his feet elands the'sihall figure of a woman. * 

*. -Sevetal stones Ue‘ahout on all aides. Noting them in order, I find (1) a ’Bhairaxa^ with sword, 
trUdlam^ and. a human head with a dog jumping up at it.^ Near h&‘ feel are a thin and 
^miserablerlooking man and boy. All about ttem are several snakes. On the base is a cleverly-designed 
pair of tnisted satikes, so made ' that each ee^ms to b© rashfng on his prey. (2) A female If'dffeiidi'a 
• of ordinaiy’ -type. (3 & 4) Two iJaAfi figures, one of-whom holds, an ase.‘ (SVAdarge stone with 
•a border of aowers. In the centre is a well-executed- Ataiara. This stone does not 
look as if it were very old, and the parts remaining arq in excellent preservation. (6) A handi. (7 & 8)

shrines, each with a small porch of four pillars in'front of it. The temains of these still stand, and the 
sculpture appears to have been excellent.., Over each doorway is a Gaja Ltikslmil.'’ 

In the hamlet close to this mound lie several fragments of broken pillars and a large, hut clumsily- 
designed, nandi. ‘ ' 

■ Leaving this village I travelled 14 miles to Veludu^ in a south-westerly direction, visiting the 
' villages on the way. ■; • ■ *.. . ‘ , 

At KoilAGUTiiA is a small and unimportant temple built eighty years ago and dedicated to GaneSa. 
There are some old earned stones let into the walls, and the Dtdmpdlas are ox a decidedly ancient type. 

The villagers say that these were brought from the .village of d)odd(i BSvnrapadii. There is a veiy poor 
'outside. In the village is a figure of Hanumau. . . . , . . ' . 

, Outside the village of KANCHABAKUWTnA, on the east, is sce’n in a field a little shnne to a village deity. 

It is dedicated to “ Poleramma,’’ whose image is inside. The place is ruined. Nwet to it lies a little 
broken figure, butT do not know* who it is intended to represent.- Outside is a 'Vtrahil, but theyillagers 
have'nb tradition ^connected with it. There is also a four-armed standing figure. In the village are 
two temples, of Vishnu and Siva. The latter has a “ Gaja Lakshmi ” over the doorway and two nmdi 
figures in ^nt. Near this is an old, sculptured figure which may do duty either for Bhairaca or 
Vtrahhadra. The old Vishnu temple is almost completely destroyed. Outside is a fragment of a yfflege . 
deity with an immensely tall cap ; and a small'figure-of Gane§a.^ ’ 

About.li miles south-west of.tWs lies the village ’of Motokuru. • On the enstem outskirts of this is •' _ 
a collection of .erect stones, some of whieh’have Been sculptured. On one is a row of three figures, all 
broken. The' central figure is 'a female deity, seated'ori some entirely obliterated, with an owl 

beneath her. The figures on each side also appear to be female. The villagers cidl them AA'Aa decaUilu 
or sister-goddesses. Underneath the right lower hand of the four-armed figuro pii the left is a largo ' 
human head. - • * . " ' • * ’ ^ 


M am doabtful about tltia fcein^ a aad otHj atatc lo oo the snlhojity of the Biahmans. ' • 
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Proceeding into tbe village, Tve pass two slabs— a GaneSa and a mndi-^cioso togetberl Still furtber 
on-isan old temple almost entirelj destroyed. Outmde this are five }^ga stones, two of them of a ‘A 
rather peculiar shape, viz., a very thin cobra with seven heads, and an enormously fat and unwieldy- 
looking snake with a small head. Further on is a small temple with a figure of Hanuman. Close by 
this is a large new Vishnu temple, which I was noC allowed to enter. The priest gave me a list of the 
sculptures and images it contains. But I have no reason to think that these are very ancient. 

• Further on still, and near the western houndary, a ryot some forty years ago encroached on and J 
occupied part of an old temple-svte, and there is still to be seen in his yard an inscribed .stone with 
three separate inscriptions. One is dated S.6. 1190 (A.D. 1268), Yibhava^ in the reign of “ Kudradeva 
Maharija.” That year, however, fell in the reign of Rudramma. Of the other two ^inscriptions, one is 
very much older and mpre ille^hle, and for that reason requires to he carefully examined ; the other 
is, like the first, dated S.B. 1190., In the temple of Slid Rdmatvdmi is an inscribed sfone in the wall of 
the kitchen recording a grant in S.S. 1576, J‘aya(A.D. 1654), by a privaie person. ■ ’ , ■ * . 

Five miles souQi-west of the last village lies the village of Upalapa4h. ' In* a 'tope to the north of 
it is an old ruined temple, which has almost all ‘fallen in. On the ground are seen two figures of 
Tillage goddesses (“ Poleramma ”), and an erect male figure having chaiiK, chakra, sword and club in Ih© 
four hands (Vishnu ?). West of this, on a barren hifl-side, is a ruined temple, and just beneath it a 
perennial spring. The villagers say that the temple was sacred to DurgS, Malleiigrascdim, hut a standing 
figure there, erect, male, holding ckank,’ cltakra, sword, and club, appears to me to represent' Vishnu. 
Large bricks are to be seen in one place whuch look like the remains of some older foundation or_ 
basement, and appear to.be independent of the present stone erection. 

Veludubti. — ^T wo miles further on to the south-west we coma to the village of Veindurti, a parti- 
cularly dirty villas with, I should say, a particularly ignorant set of inhabitants. • ‘ 

Neglected and lying about in various places, mcwy on the east and north oi the village, are several 
carved stones. I was introduced, among others, to a figure in very good preservation, which the 
villagers told me used to he regularly worshipped on the same day as the serpent stones, till one day 
when half of her faoe was found broken off. Worship was at once suspended, and has never been resumed. 
Near this are the graves of some goldsmiths, and insd© one of these is a Viraha? representing an armed 
warrior advancing to the attack with ewo^ and shield in defence of a woman, whose figure is seen 
behind Urn. As usual, all tradition regarding this is lost ; and the villagers could'only tell me that it 
represented man and a woman.” 

On a raised mound close by is a small temple of Siva with a prostrate figureofJJW/wM lying near it. 
There are also three snake stones and two nandU. Near this is a well-preserved Vtrakal, far better 
sculptured than most stones of that class,'’ and 'apparently not very old ; but nevertheless I could learn 
nothing about it beyond that it was “a stone T and ** a man." The borders of his dress and sash are 
elaborately ornamented. « 

Outside the village is a temple of the village goddess, the mother Ammatarti ; and one of Fokr- 
amnxa with figures of the Sakti and Lurgi. Just outside this last is the rough Yirahal figure of a 
himtsman on horseback, with a stag, a boar, and a dog under his horse. But the villagers have no name 
to give it or story to tell of it. 

Near a well is a slab with an elaborate battle-scene carved on it. Six horsemen are seen rushing 
forward to the attack, three foot-soldiers accompanying. No story attached to it, and the only reply 
that I could get to my queries was that the sculpture looks like a man' on a horse ! Other stones lie 
near it — a Oanoia and a Vtrakal slab containing two figures, male and female. • 

. In a little temple in the village is a broken Gopalastami, recognized by his' flute; and in the 
biyllayam lie nandi and a figure of Hanuman. There is a large stone EanumAn in the village, 
evidently the principal object of worship, being thickly smeand with oil and daubed with paint, while 
around nun been placed a brass scroll border orMaHara toranathy 

. Clos® by is a stone with a ridiculous mantram on it, erected lately to keep cholera out of the village- 
^^8 ^llf^^ is typical of the state of religion in this part of the country, ^e people have neglected 
all their old gods, leaving their images to rot *m the streets and oh the village dung-heaps. Their 
worship IS set on petty DevatAs and on the monkey-god, the servant of the deified man BSma; while 
their superstition leads them to the use of these oharms to avoid possible evils from had spirits. This 
r^ntiam conri^ of a^ square divided like a chess-board, hut with nine squares on each side.

There are several carved stones m and near the ■mandapam. -One is a very ronghly-carved and 
badly-designed male figure, probably representing some prince or celebrated person ; another is a poorly- 
executed IDurga in the standing position with six arms. 

Against the south wall axe the following stones t— -(1) A pair, of figures, male and female, husband 
and wife apparently, with arms around each other’s ne<is. (2) Siva and Parvafi on the buH ; Parvati 
sits on diva’s hnee. (3) Figure of a male in a «ni of squatting position, not properly sitting, two- 
anned, human not divine ; I do not know who this is intended for. (-1) Durga, four-armed, slaying the 
hnll-shnped demon JXahisfmura with a spear. (5) Ganega. (6) A ha^y executed four-armed goddess ; 
the emblems iu two of her hands are broken ; one is new to me ; the fourth has an elephant goad. 
(71 A ^kti female figure, holding the ehankt eAa/.r«i, sword and shield, and standing on a lion. Inside the 
prindpal ^»ra timana are two bulls and a sculpture of Dnrga. tieaniug against the ontade wall of one 
of the onter shrines are three snake stones, one of them beiug a Kagahxnya, and a slab having the figure 
of a man, a virakal. 

A curious slab is seen standing by itself, with stones surrounding it. It represents a man catting 
off his own head and offering it to the sacred liogom, while above sits Siva, with two attendants having 
their hands clasped over his head. I could learn nothing by tradition about this stone. Against the 
Gogarhha leans a very old Sakli stone. 

I tried to gather the legend about this place, but was disappointed. 

About a quarter of a mile from this U a very interesting temple standing in a tank-bed much silted 
up, hut which at one time must have held a fine sheet of water. It is called by the people BfipAiUiMJHk 
Gupi, and is said to have been erected by Brahma Niyud^t tbe great Palnaq Hero. This temple is 
remarkable as being of a decidedly Northern or Orissan Its character is totally different from that 

of the numeioos sl^ea scattered over this country. The gopnram bulges out at t£e eidw, has a large 
number of narrow courses, each variously sculptor^ and is crowned by the characteristie amh iilH, or 
fruit-shaped knob seen in Orissa and Bengal {Compart Fergusson and ileadows Taylor’s Arehiteei)irt 
of Souihirn Iiulh, p. 43.) Inside the sh^e is a Durg& with 18 hands. 

I was laid np with a feverish attack while at HlcaARtA, and was unable to pay any attention to the 
antiquities of the place. But it is interesting and should be examined. It will ^ rememWe^ that this 
was the town erected by the hero of the poem, Brahma NAyndu, after his quarrel with his sovereign. It 
boasts of a fine temple with a handsome monolithic pillar or d/it-aja*tnmbha in front of it. On a 
pillar in the mukhanwndaj^m are two private inscriptions, one of 6.§. 1319, Jieara (AJ). 1397), 
another of,8S- 1511, Siddhdrll (A-D. 1619). The dhraja tlambha was erected, as an inscription on it 
states, in S.S. 1566, Tarana (A..!), 1644). There is a long inscription on a stone standing inside the 
temple, but my eop^Tst /ailed to zaako laoch oi it. At Ib^ temple ol Vtrahhadrsspetni is sn inscription 
of some date, illegible, by private persons in the reign of the Ganapnti kings. Near the Chandravanka 
channel is a stone having an inscription dated §.§. 1710, Kilaka (A.I). 1788), recording the erection of 
a Siva temple. 

Near a temple of the village goddess Polemnuna is an inscription of the year S.S. 1215, 
Pramdillii (so my copyist, hut it would seem to be a mistxike), A.T). 1293, in the reign of ProtAn'a Budra. 
(lie did not begin to rojga till,A.D. 1295.) In a palmyra tope on the road between Macnarla and 
MutukQm, is an inscription of S.S. 1171 (A J), 1249), but it is damaged, and no king’s name appears 
There is a temple to the Heroes in this village, and near it is a slab bearing an inscription of the time of 
Pratflpa Rudra, but having no date. 

On my way to Gurz.ua, 14 miles in an cast-nortb-eastexly direction, and when about four miles 
from that village, I was shown, in a barren piece of rocky land, two large cairns formed of an immen«e 
Q^ntity of loose stones piled up. These, aooording to the tradition of theoountiy, mark the place where

/s *^omhha at the nmiAdd/oAmnn* temple is an inscription dated S.6. 1450, Tilfiont 

(A.t/. loOS), stating that a chief called Itamayadeva llaharija granted some lands to the temple (I dn 
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not kno-^ -who this chief ■^•as). There is an important inscription requiring examination on a stone near 
the north vail of the same temple, which mentions SatyfiSraya of the Western Chaluiyas. 

A march of eight miles eastwards brought us to Dachepalle, the head-quarters of the taluk, where 
I was led to expect a peat deal more of antiquarian interest than I actually found. 

There is a temple to JtahgananaJiammi with nothing of interest; and another one dedicated to 
Virahhadra, where there is nothing remarkahlo hut a very old figure of Ganosa. In the temple dedicated 
to Ndgdrnrnimmi there is an inscription, d^ed S.S. 1135 (A.I). 1213), SrmttUa, recoixling a grant by 
the tlueo sons of the prime minister of “ BrI Tripurantnkadeva.” Inside the enclosure” are several 
carved stones, including a $(xKti figure and 15 JfTdga stones, of which two are NdgaKamjas. There is 
also a figure, erect, male, of which I could not moke out the design, nor could any one tell me. It is 
four-armed, haring a spear in one hand, a fighting cock in another, and the other two broken. 

The temple itself hears no appearance of any great age. 

About a mile and a half to the north of Bachepallo is a cluster of old small stone forts in complete 
ruin, with remains of temples and wells. They aro said by the natives to have been raised by Pratapa 
Iludra, and they declare that there were seven forts and seven villages. There is now no trace of any 
village, hut the place is knomi as TJlfbepallo. 

In the fort nearest Dachepalle is a small stone temple with some graceful and well-executed 
sculptures on the walls. There is a good deal of scroll-work, remarkable for its beauty and grace of 
design. Above the scroll ornament and niche on the south side is a seated goddess with two attendants. 
On the left side of the niche on the north, at the foot of the scroll work which is fashioned like a tree, is, 
as usual, a female figure with uplifted hand holding the branches, hut in this instance the grace and 
symmetry of the figure are vciy striking. Between the small conical roofs on the top are groups of 
conventional parrots. On the west side above the panel are two figures, lookmg like HanumAn and the 
(hruin^ holding something that looks like a pot (of water f) between them. 

Not far from this is an old mined maR4apam. A broken stone stands near it with an inscription in 
letters of about the thirteenth century. There is also an old stone figure of GaneSa. On the ground lies 
a figore of Bhai'raca with sword, trident, c|amarukatii, and cup in his hands, and serpents by the side of 
his Tegs. 

A little to the north of this fort is a stone enclosure with what must once have been a very elabo- 
rately decorated temple inside. It is known os S.^biiuni cupi, and, os the name imports, was dedicated 
to Siva, 

The temple consists of a garhhdhgn/n with a passage surrounding it for the pradaWiina or circum- . 
ambulation, several mandapains, and porches. On the «ist is the entrance gateway with a mandapam of 
fourpUlars. 

The mukha—OT sannidhi—^mmdapam consists of a raised platform with a hall in the middle, its 
roof resting on sixteen pillars. The sides of the platform are composed of stone slabs bearing sculptures 
in a superficial linear style representing scenes from the “ IlAmayona.” On a slab outside is a design of 
figures fighting, and another has a scene from tho Bamayana " representing llama's army of monkeys. 
Another has the monkeys building the bridge to Lanka, and the fighting between Sugriva’s monkey army 
and the Rakshasas. Another shows Lakshniana sitting on the monkey Angada'a shoulders, fighting with 
Indrajit on his flying chariot ; while Hnnuman seizes a Rakshasa by tho hair. On another portion of the 
Same we have Ravana conversing with Hanuman. Below this is the monkey army following Rama, who 
is represented in his chariot fighting with Rivano. The latter is also in a chariot and is followed by his 
army of Rakshasas, who arc depicted in aU sorts of wild and grotesque shapes. 

^side on tlie mandapam platform walls are several more such designs. There is a Rsvana, ten-headed, 
aided by^ a Rakshasa, fighting against Hanuman. There is a similar battle scene on another slab. On 
another is a curious design showing a man kilUog a monster who is transfixed with an arrow from the 
former’s bow. The monster has the body of a deer (?), and the head, body, and anus of a man. ^ On 
another are seen a quantity of musicians playing musical instruments. In one of the mandapams lies a 
broken nandi, and not far off is a broken figure of Shairavd, Another nandi lies outside. At the 
base of the outer wall of the group of gai'bhalayam buildings is a frieze of elephants varied fay sfar- 
sbaped ornaments in a sort of diaper pattern. The doorway of the antechamber of the garbMlagain is 
handsomely decorated with carved lintels, having designs of scroll work and flowers, with hons at 
intervals, and sculptured pilasters. On each side is a dedivpSIa. The inside of the garbhdlagam is 
undecorated, and has no image. The pradakshiiia^mandapain has a raised platform round it, sin^ar to 
that in the W//X7/S- (or mandapam^ and on the inner wall of this platform are carved star- 

ornaments and elephants. In one place is a derign showing a group of men and women fightmg with bon s

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the hall. One of these, called the Gcgarlha, is filled -with water and has a na^w aperture in the wall 
through which the worshipper has to squeeze himself, and afterwards bathe in the water. He is thus

There are several carved stones in and near the mandapam. -One is a very roughly-carved and 
hadly*desi"ned male figure, probably representing sorfie prince or celebrated person ; another is a poorly- 
executed 'Surga in the standing position with six arms. 

Against the south wall are the following stones : — (1) A pair, of figures, male and female, husband 
and wif<» apparently, witb anus around each other’s necks. (2) Siva and Parvatl on the bull ; Parvati 
sits on 6iva 8 knee. (3) Figure of a male in a sort of squatting position, not properly sitting, two- 
armed, human not divine ; I do not know who this is intended for. (4) Durga, four-armed, slaying the 
hull-shaped- demon Mahishdmra with a spear. (5) Ganefia. (6) A badly executed four-armed goddess ; 
the emblems in two of her hands are broken ; one is new to me ; the fourth has an elephant^ goad. 
(7) A ^Kii female figure, holding the c/iff»i5r,c/«iAra,stv'ord and shield, and standing on a lion. Inside the 
principal Sirn tiimnn are two bulls and a sculpture of Durga. Leaning against the outside wall of one 
of the outer shrines are three snake atones, one of them being a Ndgahmyd, and a slab having the figure 
of a man, a urakal. 

A curious slab is seen standing by itself, with stones surrounding it. It represents a man cutting 
off his own head and offering it to the sacred lingam, while above sits Siva, with two attendants having 
their liands clasped over his head. I could leom nothing by tradition about this stone. Against the 
Gogarbha leans a very old Snkii stone. 

I tried to gather the legend about this place, but was disappointed. 

About a qjiartor of a mile from this is a very interesting tem^e standing in a tank-bed much silted 
up, but which at one time must have held a fine sheet of water. It is called by the people 
OcDi, and is said to have been erected by Brahma Nayntju, the great Palnad Hero. This temple is 
remarkable as being of a decidedly Northern or Orissan type. Its character is totally different from tlwt 
of the numerous stoines scatteretl over this country. The gopurnm bulges out at the sides, hjis a largo 
number of narrow courses, each variously sculptured, and is crowned by the characteristic amka iiM, or 
fniit-shaped knob seen in Orissa and Bengal. (Compare Fergusson and Meadows Taylor’s 
of Southern Inrlia, p. 43.) luside the shrine is a Durg& with 18 hands.

and arrows. This raised wall is a characteristic of northern rather than of southern temples, being 
found almost invariably in Orissa and Bengal, but seldom in purely Dravidian temples. 

Outside the main temple is a small Sirine, roughly cut, and apparently of greater age than the 
principal brdldings. ■ i t i t. ■ 

Fallen on the ground between the two buildings is a large sculptured slab, showing a procession of 
the gods in the upper entablature, and a group, with 6iva dancing, in the middle of tho lower. The 
god, with matted locks, dances to the sound of musical instruments played by ganas, or attendants ; 
at the head of whom are Brahma and the three-legged Bhringl. The upper portion of the slab shows 
the procession headed by a hand^ of music, behind wnich is a camel and its rider. Behind him comes 
Bhrihgl dancing. Then come Siva with Parvoti, riding their bull ; Vishnu on the garuda ; Brahma, 
with three heads, on his hatrua ; Kumarastdmi on his peacock, with six heads. After these come five gods, 
of which four are seated respectively on an elephant, a hnffolo, an antelope, and a horse. The vdhana 
of the other is broken. ^ , 

There are three inscriptions on a slab at thi;* temple. One is dated B.S, 1144 (?), (A.D. 1222), 
Chitrabhdnu, during the sovereignty o^f th^ Qanapatts of Orahgal, mentioned as reigning at Hanuma- 
konda. Another is a private grant of B.S. 1212 or 1272, Vikriti (A.D. 1290 or 1350). The third seems 
rmimportant, and my copy is faulty. It mentions no king and hears no date. On the southern wall of 
the garbhdlayam is an inscription recording a private grant in 8.§. 1371 (A.D. 1459), Vihhara. 

About half a mile to the westward of the hat-mentioned temple, on the opposite bank of the 
Nagileru stream, stands a fine temple known as the Nayakurala Gupi, dedicated to, or erected by, the 
heroine of the story of the Heroes (see above). 

Between it and the river, in a field, are seen four Ndga stones, two being NdgaTianijas, all apparently 
of great age 5 as well as a rough stone bearing on inscription, stating that a grant had been made of 
the field, hut giving no year. Outside the endosure wall are a number of fallen pillars and on old oiul 
completely diokedup vundm. 

The temple itself apparently consisted of gaMdiagam, mfardUhay and )mil'haman4apam. The 
first two aresunnountedby aratherlow hut very well-proportioned and remarkably well-car^’ed Gopuram.' 
The stone of which it is composed is e.\ce©dingly hard, and the sharpness of the cutting, and the depth and 
boldness of the design are veir noticeable. Indeed, though the temple is entirely deserted and is pro- 
bably about 600 years old, the sculpture on it looks as fresh as when &st executed. There are one or 
two unmportant sculptures here and there on the walla, amongst others (1) a queen (?) with attendants 
wor^pping the Mgam: (this may be intend^ for Nayakurdln). (2) A king and queen (Naraaifiiha 
BhQpati and NAyakurAla ?) embracing. (3) The churning of the ocean of mOk. 

Of the muMuX'-mandapaTn nothing is now left hut the platform or base. The fallen pillars and roof 
seem to have been removed. On the ground in front lies a very handsome black granite sculptme of 
Buka. It^ IB broken in many places, but the design is in bigb alto-relievo and very well executed. 
Inside the oH/ardh'ifl is some finely-worked sculpture, much broken. Above the doorway is the usual 
group of Lakshml and the elephants 

Near the main temple are the remains of some old shrines, much older than the principal temple and 
made of hl^k stone. _ Above the doorway of the dntar&lika ia a stone stating that the mandapam had 
been erected by a pnvate person.

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bj the mound is manj times larger than that at Amamvati, and is of a totally different type. To begin 
\7ith, it is square. There is no hollow in the middle, which would account for the mounds as being the 
debris caused by an excavation. The mound is composed, not of excavated earth, but of stones and 
earth mixed together, the stone predominating. It appears in fact to be exactly what the villagers 
describe it to be — the remains of a fortification round the old village site, before it was moved to its 
present locality. They say it was built by tho Ileddis. The villagers pointed out a place nhere the 
ground sounded hollow to the tread, and stated that it was reported to contain hidden treasnre. I 
excavated and found simply that the noise was caused by some of the stones near the surface being larger 
than others, and having hollows under them not choked up with earth. 

Near the bxmgalow on the main Haidarahid road is an old Stkti figure, and a tall slab of stone 
like a dhvaja stambfta. Between this and the old fort ore some small stoae-huilt shrines. In one is a 
very poorly-sculptured design of a female on a horse. They call her Mddhava Kdmamtm, and relate 
that she was a woman of the Reddi caste, who lived a very bad life and after her death became a sort 
of inferior evil spirit or goblin. She is said to be incessantly going about the village bringing evil on the 
people, the crops, and the cattle ; and the villagers therefore to propitiate her by worship. In another 
is a rTro^-af which seems old. jfo tradition regarding this figure remains. In another of these shrines is 
a roughly-executed design, consisting of three female figures, a woman and two children. They call 
this Mafigamwa Pirantdln^ and relate that Mahgamma wag the wife of a Reddi chief, who, when her 
husband died, became a safi after telling all the people that she was pregnant of twins, and begging 
that she might he worshipped after her death. This was done for some time, but of late years her fame 
has diminished, and no worship is now performed. Close to the southern wall of the fort is a little 
shrine covering another of the evil female spirits. They say she was a woman of this village called 
PidugunV/t Vtiam Pilltamma (an uncomplimentary name, meaning the “poisonous cat of Pi4iugiir4la”). 
She turned into an evil spirit after her death and did a grotil deal of barm, and therefore the village 
j^eoplo worshipped her. 13ut lately the worship has ceased, and the villagers say that, oddly enough, she 
also has ceased to do harm. 

Near the south-west angle of the fort wall is the principal temnle of the old village, dedicated to 
“ Gopdlaivdmi** or Erish^ia. It is now in ruins, the figure of the god having been removed to a newly- 
built temple in the present village. ‘The old temple consisted of garblidlagam, two iannidhUmandapams 
and two porches. The principal man(japam conttsU of 16 pillars, the porches of 4 each. Theca^n^is 
poor. At the doorway to the inner mandapam are two dtdrapSkis, and a little pilaster ornamentation 
with a projecting roof above. On one of the pillarsof the eastern porch is a small inscription dated Saka 
1472 (A,D. 1650), cyclic year Saumga. It merely states that the temple was built in that year by a 
private individual. On another is recorded a private grant in the some year. 

Near this is a shrine of Ganeda, of whom two efBgies lie on the ground, one inside and one without. 
This temple is still used for worship, the deity not having been removed to the new village ; and yet 
this curious people permit the sacred image of the god to lie ignominiously on its hack in its own Holy 
of Holies. 

North of this is a small ruined shrine dedicated to Rdmalihgasvdmi, whose figure is now worshipped 
in the new village, this one being deserted. There ore two rough dcS/vpalas on the lintels of the 
doorway. 

Close to this He a number of soulptored stones. They are as follows, ^vromndis. Th^ pamraitam 
orpiMffHj of a lingam. A tirakfl/, which seems very old. ^ Bhairava. The latter bolds in his four 
hani the damandam, a crooked sword, a triiulam, and a human head, which a dog jumps up to and Hcks. 
Over his shoulder hangs a serpent, whose neck is twisted round his legs, the hood expanded and head erect 
in front. Over liis head is a cobra-hood 'of many heads. Next to this is a figure of Ganesa ; then a 
Hurga with MahUhamra, She is eight^onaed and holds the cliank, a sceptre, a sword, a spear, a chakra, a 
how, a shield, and the taU of the buffalo monster, who^ body ha^s loosely, the forepart resting on the 
ground. She has killed him with her trident-shaped spear. There are also an old imgraceful Ndga- 
kanyd ; two Naga stones ; a four-armed erect figure, too demolished to he identified ; a Ganesa; a vtrakal 
showing two figures, male and female ; two figures of ascetics with their hands clasped before them ; a 
stone slab having the figure of a GaneSa at flie end of a row of six females, who are seated facing the 
spectator, cross-legged, and holding lotus buds in their right hands ; and lastly a large Nag? stone with 
the serpent elegantly twisted. 

The principal temple in the new village conafets of four shrines enclosed by one wall. I could not 
get into the enclosure as the door was locked, and the keeper of the key absent ; but I was told that there 
were no carved stones to be seen outside the innermost shrinee, and no inscriptions nt all. 
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and arrows. This raised wall is a characteristic of northern rather than of southern temples, heing 
found almost invariahly in Orissa and Bengal, but seldom in purely Dravidian temples. 

Outside the main temple is a small sh^e, roughly cut, and apparently of greater age than the 
principal buildings. , i i_ i_ • . , 

Fallen on the ground between the two buildings is a large sculptured slab, showing a procession of 
the gods in the upper entablature, and a group, with Siva dancing, in the middle of the lower. The 
god, with matt^ locks, dances to the sound of musical instruments played hy gams, or attendants j 
at the head of whom are Brahma and the three-legged Bhringl. The upper portion of ^e slab shows 
the procession headed by a band^ of music, behind which is a camel and its rider. Behind him comes 
Bhrihgi dancing. Then come Siva with Pajrvati, riding their bull ; Vishnu on the garuda ; Brahma, 
with three heads, on his hanisa ; Kumarastdmi on his peacock, with six heads. After these come five gods, 
of which four are seated respectively on an elephant, a bufialo, an antelope, and a horse. The rdhana 
of the other is broken. , ^ 

There are three inscriptions on a slab at thia temple. One is dated B.S. 1144 (?), (A.D. 1222), 
ChUrabhdnit, during the sovereignty of the Qanapatis of Orangal, mentioned os reigning at Hanuma- 
konda. Another is a private grant of S.8. 1212 or 1272, Vihriti (A.B. 1290 or 1350). The third seems 
unimportant, and my copy is faulty. It mentions no king and bears no date. On the southern wall of 
the garbhdlayam is an inscription recording a private grant in 6.S. 1371 (A.D. 1459), Vtbhara. 

About bnlf a mile to the westward of the last-mentioned temple, on the opposite hank of the 
Nagileru stream, stands a fine temple known as the NatakurIla Gddi, dedicated to, or erected by, the 
heroine of the story of the Heroes (see above). 

Between it and the river, in a field, are seen four Ndga stones, two being NdgakanijSs, all apparently 
of great age ; as well as a rough stone bearing an inscription, stating that a grant had been made of 
the field, but giving no year. Outside the enclosure iwdl are a number of fallen pillars and an old and 
completely choked up viiiidiia. 

The temple itself apparently consisted of garhhaiayam, GntaraliJca, and muklMimnda2iam, The 
first two aresurmount^by aratherlow but very weU-projK>rtion6d and remarkably well-carved Gopuram.' 
The stone of which it is composed is exceedingly boid, and the sharpness of the cutting, and the depth and 
boldness of the design are veir noticeable, uideed, though the temple is entirely deserted and is pro- 
bably about 600 years old, the sculpture on it looks as fresh as when first executed. There are one or 
two nnimportant sculptures here and there on the walls, amongst others (1) a queen (?) xrith attendants 
worshipping the lihgam ; (this may be intended for Ndyakiirdla). (2) A king and queen (Naxasimha 
Bhhpati and N&yakurilla ?) embracing. (3) The churning of the ocean of miTk , 

Of the mukha''mandaj}am nothing is now left but the platform or base. The fallen pillars and roof 
seem to have been removed. On the ground in front lies a very handsome black granite sculpture of 
It^ is broken in many places, but the design is in high alfchrelieco and very well executed. 
Bxside the is some finely-worked sculpture, mnch broken. Above the doorway is the usual 

groan of Laksbml and the elephants. 

ihe main temple orethe remains of some old shrines, much older than the principal temple and 
made of black stone. ^ Above tbe doorway of the dniardlikals a stone stating that the mandapam had 
been erected by a private person. 

neighTOuring village of Gamalapidu is an inscription which states that in S.§. 1599, (A.B. 
1677), Nala, a private person erected the temple there. 

Briuniing towar^ Guntur, a ride of 8 miles brings the traveller to the village of Brahjiaxapallk. 

A ortn-west of this village, near a tank, is an old min ed Riva temple with some figures of Ganesa. To 
the east of the village is an old Siva temple now disused. Near it is a mandapam and an inscribed 
e one, the letters almost illegible, but apparently belonging to the thirteenth centuir A.D. Not for from 
this is a very poorly cut stone with a VirakaK 

Hve milw further on is the tomi of Pidugurala, where there is a good Travellers’ Bungalow. 

1 icjnguram IS a village alluded to hy Mr. Boswell as possessing a circular mound very similar to 
•! Amaniyati sculptures were found.* I have previously stated that I thought this 
mewliat fanciful, and further personal inspection confirms this view.

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ty the mound is many times larger than that at AmoiaTati, and is of a totally different type. To begin 
%vith, it is square. There is no hollow in the middle^ which w'ould account for the mounds as being the 
debris caused by an excavation. The mound is composed, not of excavated earth, but of stones and 
earth mixed together, the stone predominating. It appears in fact to be exactly what the villagers 
describe it to be — tho remains of a fortification round the old village site, before it was moved to its 
present locality. They say it was built by the Beddis* The villagers pointed out a place where the 
ground sounded hollow to the tread, and stated that it was reported to contain hidden treasure. I 
excavated and found simply that the noise was caused by some of the stones near the surface being larger 
than others, and having hollows under them not choked up with earth. 

Near the bungalow on the main Haidanibid road is an old ^Ui figure, and a tall slab of stone 
like a dhtaja stambha. Between this and tho old fort are some small stone-built shrines. In one is a 
very i^rly-Bculpturod design of a female on a horse. They call her Mddhaca Rdmamma^ and relate 
that was a woman of the Eeddi caste, who lived a very bad life and after her death became a sort 
of inferior evil spirit or goblin. She is said to be incessantly going about the village bringing evil on the 
people, the crops, and the cattle ; and the idllagers therefore try to propitiate her by worship. In another 
13 a rTroA'u/ which seems old. No tradition regarding this figure remains. In another of these shrines is 
a roughly-executed design, consisting of three female figures, a woman and two children. They call 
this Mangauuua Piraiitd/ii, and relate that Ahiogamma was the wife of a EedtE chief, who, when her 
husband died, became a satt after telling all the people that she was pregnant of twins, and begging 
that she might he worshipped after her de.atb. This was done for some time, but of late years her fame 
has diminished, and no worship is now performed. Close to the southern wall of the fort is a little 
shrine covering another of the eril femme spirits. They say she was a woman of this village called 
PidugitrtVn Viimn PUliamma (an imcomplimeutary name, meaning the *' poisonous cat of Piijugurala”). 
BUe turned into an eril spirit after her death and did a great deal of harm, and therefore the village 
people worshipped her. But lately the worship has ceased, and the villagers say that, oddly enough, she 
also has ceased to do harm. 

Near the south-west angle of tlie fort wall is tlie principal temple of the old villoge, dedicated to 
" Gopdhsedmi ” or Kiishcia. It is now in mins, the figure of the god having been removed to a newly- 
built temple in the preseut villago. old temple consisted of garbhdhtftjin, two saniiid/ii-maTt(^<Jpama 
and two grebes. The principal manejapam consists of 16 pillars, the porches of 4 each. The carving is 
poor. At the doorway to the inner mandiapam are two drdrapdlas, and a little pilaster ornamentation 
with a projecting roof abovo. On one of the pUIarsof the eastern porch is a small inscription dated Sal-n 
1472 (A.D, 1550), cyclic year Sauini/a. It merely states that the temple was built in that year by a 
private individual. On another is recorded a private grant in the same year. 

Near this ia a shrine of GaneSa, of whom two effigies lie on the ground, one inside and one without. 
This temple is still used for worship, the deity not having been removed to the new villago ; and yet 
this curious people permit the sacred image of the god to Ue ignominiously on its back ia its own Holy 
of Holies. 

North of this is a small ruined shrine dedicated to Bdmalingasvdmi, whose figure is now worshipped 
in the new village, this one being deserted. There ore two rough dtdrapdlas on the lintels of the 
doorway. 

• Close to this lie a number of sculptured stones. They are as follows. Two naiid/s. The pdnavaitain 
or piWfiM of a lingam. A rlrnkfi^, which seems very old. A. Bluiirava. The lattw bolds in his four 
hands the dainamkoiiif a crooked sword, a triiSlam, and a human head, which a dog jumps up to and licks. 
Over his shoulder hangs a serpent, whose neck is twisted round his legs, the hood expanded and head erect 
in front. Over his head is a cobra-hood 'of many heads. Next to this is a figure of GaneSa; then, a 
HurgA with Jlfafiiahdsura. She ia eight-armed and holds thocAaw^', a sceptre, a sword, a spear, a chakra, a 
bow, a shield, and the tail of the buffalo monster, whose body ha^s loosely, the forepart resting on the 
ground. She has killed him with her trident-shoped spear. There are also an old ungraceml Ndga- 
Lanya ; two Naga stones ; a four-armed erect figure, loo demolished to be identified ; a GaneSa ; a vtraLal 
showing two figures, male and female ; two figures of ascetics with their hands clasped before them ; a 
stone slab having the figure of a GaneSa at the end of a row of six females, who are seated facing the 
spectator, cross-legged, and holding lotus buds in their right hands ; and lastly a large Naga stone with 
the serpent eleganuy twisted. 

The principal temple in the new village conakts of four shnnes enclosed by one wall. I could not 
get into the enclosure as the door was locked, and the ke^^ of the key absent ; but I was told that there 
were no carved stones to be seen outside the innermost shrinee, and no inscriptions at all, 
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Tlie temples are dedicated respectiTCly to Samalingascdmi, Tvith a sculpture inside of Siva and 
Parvati ; to AHjaneyairami, Tvith a figure of the monkgr-god; to Vtrahhadra, "with a figure of that 
Jeity ; and to Gopdkscdmt, •adth a sculpture inade of Krishna Tvith his two wives, Rukmani and 
3atyabhaina. Near this is a shrine over a iSakti figure called Pdfaj^tamma, having inside it one or two 
5^aga stones. 

In the village are also two other shrines to Gahtjamma and Pokramma respectively, both having 
Slid figures, Near the latter are three roughly-cut Naga fi^ires and a broken four-armw erect female 
agure. There is also a small shrine in the vmage to “ 5?fd itflMKTSrflwi,” but I did not see the figure 
inside as the door was locked. 

Not far from the village, between it and the fort, stands an inscribed stone, but it is much injured. 

From Pidugur^la, o^mg to a pressure of burins requiring my presence elsewhere, I .was compelled 
reluctantly to leave the Palnad country, and my tour terminated prematurely. There are many other 
jlaces which would well repay a visit, and I trust that before long some one interested in these matters 
i\uU be more fortunate than myself.

" It mxist he remembered that all these weapons were in fragments, and though I removed them myself with 
a dasp knife and ticketed them 1, 2, 3, &c., and placed the pieces in succession of removal in paper, here and 
there was a piece wanting to complete tho contmui^ ; but when ih situ and the earth removed, the weapon 
could bo easily distinguished. 

" The quarry from whence the lamellated stones were brought was about half a milo distant, and showed 
traces of the chism here and there. 

“ Near these quarries and to the west at the bottom of the hollow is a huge boulder with an inscription. 
I send jnju a copy of tho inscription, a full translation of which I think Ihavo already given you. Please return 
the copy of inscription at your leisure. 

" I have met with these cromlechs all over Salem District, and I believe they abound in all the Southern 
Districts in the PreBidcncy. There are a great many on the Mailgherry Hills in the Dunkenycotta Taluk, 
quite overgrown with forest of great age."

NOTE. 

The inscription runs thus, according to tho copy sent me by Mr. Shaw : — 

“ I, KeSava Nlyakkan, in fulfilment of an oath, have inscribed and deihcated tb's stone to Nar&^ana, 
the protector of tho five classes of people, on the let day of the month Arpi^i of the year of the Kaliyu^a 
4266, Pramddfii. in order that Srf Vira Vallan D§var may attain the throne. If any one annuls this 
virtuous action he will be guilty of tho same sin as on© who kills a black cow on the banks of the Ganges. 
Thus writes Kefiavn Nayakkan. Signed 6ri Vollanadhan.” 

. Kalijuiga 4266 corresponds with A.D. 1165-66, but PramSdhi fell she years earlier. The year 
mentioned (K. 4266) occurred during the reign of Viyaya Narasuhha of the d^aaty of the Qoyisala 
Ballillas, who ruled over the country where this inscription is cut, having their capital at Hallabldu (Dora- 
ssaiudram, Dvarasamudram, Dvfiraratipunj). Be was succeeded id 1188 A.D. by Vira iBallsla. If the 
SrJ Vira Vallin of the inscription is the same as Bii Vira BoUala, it would seem that the hopes of the 
writer, Ke§ava Nayakkan, were eventually realized, after 24 years of waiting. 

Ihe inscription has nothing to do with the cromlechs. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the articles found in the tombs and deposited by Mr. Shaw appear 
to have been mislaid in the Museum, and they cannot now be traced. If the iron plates were really 
breast-plate and back-piece, their discovery was one of extreme value.

APPENDIX 0. 


Amongst the nntiqxutics of the Salem District, Hosur Taluk, I kave noticed a number of rude stone 
sepulchral monuments, and I now ^ve in ori^al a note by F. G. Shaw, Esq., Member of the Anthropo- 
loncal Institute, relating to some important “ finds ” in several of these, near Hosur itself, in the 
18°64. No note of them has as yet been published, and the discovery of articles of apparently defensive 
body-armour is Wghly interesting. Mr. Shaw writes as follows : — 

“In the year 186J, while at the Remount Depot at Oossoor, my attention was directed to some ’ cromlechs 
distant from my house (to its immediate rear) about two miles, bearing nearly south nlong a pathway over 
broken and undulating ^und. The pathway is a short cut from Xludagherry (Remmmt Depot) to Ejliamun- 
galam, and its locality can be pointed out by any resident at the depoL 

“ Some Beloocho horse-de^ers were the first to open the graves, their attention having been directed to them 
by a JtfiTr, who persuaded them that they contained treasure. A few of the largest mounds were selected 
by tliesa men, who worked at night for fear of detection. But finding nothing they came and told me, and I 
in«pcctod the plwe in company with two or three of their number. Two tombs were found exposed. Entrance to 
the larger one was made oy breaking one of the top slabs, and the contents of the tomb were strewed about. I 
found broken pieces of pottery, but nothing else. Entrance to the smaller tomb was made firom the cast and 
from a bole in the stone forming the box. but as the work pK^ressed slowly the single slab covering the top 
was partly removed and proppw up to admit of the contents being removed more easuy. The large tomb was 
a perfect oox about 10 feet square, formed of cut or lamellated stone, the bottom resting on one or more slabs 
forming a Boor. I found on lookiag about th.it there were a score or more cromlechs, and I determlaed to opes 
some on my own account. While so engaged Sir William Deiuson, who was then residing in the Collector’s 
house at Oossoor, exprcs.scd a wish that 1 should continue the work and he would pay the expenses. This I 
did, Buperinten^og tne excavations myself, and I must have opened a dozen or more. The size of the monnd or 
actual tomb in no way indented the nchoesa of my “ finds,” for I found one of the smaller or more insignificant 
looking to bo the ricliest, and, unlike most of the others, it had no bottom slab, and the tomb or box was formed of 
•irregular-shaped slabs, as was the top stono or covering. Each cromlech wns well defined with a circle of boulders : 
in some places they occurred in parallel rows, at others in a continuous line. In some of the tombs T found as 
many as three layers separated one from the other by lamellated small slabs resting on stones between which I 
invariably found urns, sometimes whole, hut mostly crushed by the superincumbent weight and probable 
shifting of tho stones placed round them to take off the pressure. 

“Incvcry tomblopeacdIfouudspecimeasotpolteryandchaTredbone5,ptOTingCH5mation. Tho pottery 

was of two colors— rod or black and always polished (not glared); some were highly finished, and occasionally 
they were met with witJi oroaroental scorings or borders. The contents when unbroken contained only ashes, 
eartli, and pieces of clurred bones of various sizes, and hero and there wmnll fragments of charcoal, probably part 
of tho d^bns of cremation. I never found any coins or shells and the only metal was iron, which, of course, 
was completely oxidized. Among tho iron weapons, ntensUs, frc., foimd were—

, been mado of thm wires) in paper destroyed all trace of its form ; and I did not deposit it with the 

urns Md weapons in the llnsemn, I also found a shaipening stone (which I hare now).* The 
stone is about 6 or 6 inches long, half hn inch thick, and presents the worn half -polished sutfaco 
that a carpenter’s “ hone” would. This atone was found with some small knives and arrow heads. 
The stone is of a greenish grey color. 

“ It must ho remembered that ctlf these weapons were in fragments, and thoughlremoved them myself with 
a clasp knife and ticketed them 1, 2, 3, &ft., and placed the pieces in succession of removid in paper, here and 
there was a piece wanting to complete the continuity ; but when tn «{« and the earth remove^ the weapon 
could be easily distinguished. 

” The quany from whence the lamellated stones were brought was about half a mile distant, and showed 
traces of the chisel here and there. 

“ Near these quarries and to the west at the bottom of the hollow is a hugs boulder with an inscription. 
I send you a copy of the inscription, a full translation of which I think I have already given you. Please return 
the copy of inscription at your leisure. 

" I have met with these cromlechs all over Salem District, and I believe they aboimd in all the Southern 
Districts in the Presidency. There are a great many on the Mailgherry HiUs in the Dunkenycotta Taluk, 
quite overgrown with forest of great age.”

NOTE. 

The inscription runs thus, according to the copy sent me by Mr. Shaw : — 

“ I, KeSava Nayakkan, in fulfilment of an oath, have inscribed and dedicated this stone to Nfirdj^apa, 
the protector of the five classes of people, on the let iiy of the month Arpifi of the year of the Kali 3 riiga 
4266, Pramdittj, in order that Sri Vlra ValUn Dsvar may attain the throne. If any one aamila tfis 
virtuous action he be guilty of tho same sin as one who kills a black cow on the hanks of the Ganges. 
Thus writes Kelava N&yakkan. Signed Sri Vallanadhaii.” 

• Kaliyuga 4266 corresponds with A.D. 1165.66, but Framadhi fell six years earlier. Tho year 
'mentioned (K. 4266) occurred during tho reign of Viyaya Narasimha of tho dynasty of the Hoypala 
Ballilas, who ruled over the country where this inscription is cut, haring their capital at Hallabldu (JDora- 
samudram, Dvdrasamudnim, DvSriivatTpura). He was succeeded in 1188 A.H. by Vim Ballala. If tho 
Sri Vira Vallan of tho inscription is tho same as 6ri Vira Ball&la, it would Ecem that tho hopes of tho 
writer, Ke^avaNayakkan, were eventually realized, ofter 24 years of waiting. 

The* inscription has nothing to do with the cromlechs. 

It is greatly to bo regretted that tho articles found in the tombs and deposited by Mr. Shaw appear 
to havo been mislaid in the Museum, and they cannot now be traced. If the iron plates were really 
breast-plate and back-piece, their discoveiy was ono of estremo value.
